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Meteorological Report of the Province of Bengal 
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SUMMARY OF THE RAINFALL AND METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OP THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA¬ 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 
30th of SEPTEMBER 1887. 

On the last day of the previous week a feeble cyclonio storm or barometrie depression, 
which had formed over the head of the Hay, had partly advanced over tbe land, and its 
ceutre was at 10 a.m. of the 23rd almost over the coast line of the Sunderbuns, and between 
Saugor Island and Burrual. The feeble storm was, as usual, accompanied by distinct 
cyclonic circulation of winds, but the wind force at the land stations was moderate ouly, 
though at the head of the Bay squally weather generally prevailed. With the existence 
of the depression over the extreme south of the province, the monsoon winds were as usual 
prevented from extending over the province, and thus, though conditions were favourable 
fur rainfall over the south and south-east of Bengal, the greater number of tbe northern 
and western stations were almost absolutely rainles'*. On the 24th the depression advanced 
slowly in a northerly or north-north*easterIy direction, aud at 10 a.m. its centre was near 
Burrisal and between this station and Jessore. Pressure fell rapidly at Burrisal, the tall 
almost equalling a tenth of an inch, and with the advance of the feeble storm inland, strong 
winds set in at the coast stations at the bead of the Bay and moderate to heavy rain fell 
over tho greater part of the south of the proviuce. The following decidedly heavy rainfalls 
wero recorded ou the 24th in connection with the feeble storm :—ia South-West Bengal 
Ranaghat TSO inches, Meherpore I’Sa inches, Kooshtea l’.o0 inches, Sutkliira 3‘30 inches, 
•Tessore 2’49 inches, Jhenida l'.ol inches, and Bongoug 2*70 inches ; in East Bengal Cox’s 
Bazar L'7<‘) inches, Kutubdia2'12 inches, Burrisal 2 inches, Bauphal 1*96 inches, and Peroze- 
pure 1'80 inches ; and in North Beugal ('ooch Behar 154 inches, Mikiigunge 3'53 iuchos, 
Matabhaiiga 2*48 inches, an<t Siliguri 1*55 inches. The feeble storm continued its advance 
ill a northerly direction, and at 10 a.m. of tl>e 25th its centre was in North Bengal between 
Serajguiige and Kamporo Beauleati. It was still well defined, but the depression was 
decidedly shallower than on the previous day. aud it was evidently filling up. With tbe 
advance of the depres.sion into North Bengal, conditiuus became more favourable for 
rainfall in the eastern and northern districts, and good general rain fell ou this day. 
but it was uot as a rule heavy. On the 2Gth the depression had practically filled 
up, the ryelonic circulation of winds Bccompanying the feeble storm had disappeared, 
and winds became rather irregular in direction, while pressure generally rose, hut rain 
bhowers were airain fairly numerous in East and North Bengal. On the 2.">tii 
and 26th the tollowing hcavv falls of rain were reportea:—in South-West Bengal 
Cboodanga 3'40 inches, Patkabaree 3*10 inches on the 25th aud 4 inches on the 26th, 
Bongoug 2*80 inches, Kooshtea 2*12 inches ; and the following stations received between 
uue aud two inches :—Meherpore, Bagirliat, Khoolua, Narail, Jessore aud Azimgunge; in 
East Bengal the following stations received between 1 aud 2 inches in the two days ;—Btiola, 
Noakholly, Ramguiige, Pakour, Netrokoua, Subouruakhally, while iu North Beugal 
Nattore, Naogan aud Darjeeling received heavy falls. 

With the disappearance of the depression conditions became at once less favourable for 
rainfall, aud for tbe remainder of the week generally local showers only were reported, 
principally from the east and north of the province. From the 27th to the end of the week 
pressure has almost steadily risen, westerly and south-westerly winds also set in at the 
western stations and gradually forced back the southerly wiuds previously blowing until, at 
the close of the week, north-westerly winds were blowing over tbe whole province except at 
the ea-tern stations, where still south-easterly aud southerly winds were reported. With the 
settlug in of the dry north-westerly winds humidity raoidly decreased, until at several of the 
western staiioos the saturation was less than fifty per cent, of the possible amount. I loud 
proportion also decreased rapidly, while temperature generally increased, and at the close of 
the week the conditions over the greater part of the province were distinoily those which 
mars the close of the rainy season, and the commeucement of tne transition couditiouc 
which obtain previous to tbe setting iu of the north-east monsoon or the cold weather 
season iu Beugal. 

For the whole province tbe week has again been one of deficient rainfall. Tae central 
districts, it is true, have receiveod good rain owing to the actiuu of the depression, but else¬ 
where the (alls have been small.* Iu Orissa. Chutia Nagpur, and the greater part of Behar 
rainfall has been so amall in amount as to be almost practically absent ;iu South-W^t Bengal 
tbe fall has been nearly equal to the normal, but iu East aud North Beugal the auioiints 
have only been from about two-thirds to one half the usual amount. 

I*ret8itre .—^The variations of pressure for the first three days were mainly due to 
the movement of the depression, but for the second-half of the week pressure rose almost 
uninterruptedly. The mean pressure fur the week has, however, not varied very largely 
iroiii tbe normal, though at must stations pressure has been slightly below it. Taking 
only those stations into consideration which have furnished observations for many 
years, aud which therefore .vield reliable averages, tbe meau pressure of the whole 
province of Beugal for the week has been below the uorinal by 0 01 inch. Generally 
speaking the western stations show excess pressures, and at Uazaribagh the excess is 
0*025 inch, while the largest defects are at such stations as Burrisal, where it is 0 042 iiioli. 
aud at Calcutta, where it is 0 037 inch. Some of the stations iu North Bengal, such 
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«» Parjeeling, •TuIpi|poree, Raugpore, and Dioagepore, show even a larger defect _ * 

In Assam also pressure has been decidedly below the normal, the defects ranging 
O’OSl inch at Silohar to 0*077 inch at Dhubri, and the general defect for Assam nae 
been 0*06 inch. ^ 

Temperature—II m generally been in defect of the normal over the greater part of the 
province. Orissa and North Bengal show a slight excess temperature of about half a degree, 
but all other districts show defects, and in South Behar and Chutia Nagpnr the defects range 
between 1“ and U®. For the whole of Bengal the average temperature of the week has been 
0*6° below the normal. In Assam, on the other hand, the mean temperature has been 0 &’ 
above the normal. 

Hainfall .—The general distribution of the rainfall has already been referred to in the 
previous summary. The actual average rainfalls in South-West Bengal, East Bengal, and 
North Bengal have ranged from 1*36 inches up to 1*51 inches ; while the next largest 
amount is 0 15 inch in Orissa and 0 12 inch in South Behar. Finally, in North Behar and 
Ohbtia Nagpur the amonnts arc only a few liundredths cf an inch. Compared with the 
normal fall, and expressed as a percentage of that amount, the actual average rainfall in 
each of the seven large meteorological districts fur the week has been—Orissa 7 percent., 
Sdhth-West Bengal 83 per cent., East Bengal 32 per cent., North Bengal 61 per cent.. 
North Behar 1 per cent., South Behar 8 per cent., and Ghatia Nagpnr 1 per cent.; or 
taking each of these districts as having an equal value in the calculation, the rainfall 
of the whole of Bengal for the week bus been equal to only 30 per cent, of the normal 
quantity. Taking up the rainfall rather more in detail, all districts in Orissa 
have received extremely defective falls ; in South-West Bengal the following districts' 
have received fairly good falls Burdwan, Nuddea, Jessorc, Kboolna, while in Midna- 
pore, 24-Pergunnah8, Howrah, Hooghly, Bankoorah, Beerbhoom and Moorshedabad the 
falls have been decidedly scanty ; in East Bengal, the Chittagong, Backergunge. Noakholly 
and Mvmensingh districts have received moderate falls, Fnrreedporo and Dacca have 
received smaller and rather scanty falls, while the greater part of Tipperah is again largely 
in defect. The station of Gomilla has received a moderate fall of 1*23 inches, but Chandpore 
has only received 0*48 inch and Brahmanboriah up to the 26th September only 0 32 
inch. 'Ifae actual fall at Gomilla for the whole of September has been only 3 78 inches, 
against the normal 11*91 inches, at Chandpore it has been 2*71 inches, against the normal of 
13 27 inches, and at Brahmanberiah up to the 26tb September it has been 3*52 inches, while 
the normal fall fur September is 12*17 inches. For the whole of the monsoon period the 
falls in the Tipperah district have been only equal to aiiout half the normal amount. 

In North Bengal the districts of Ptfbna, Bogra, Bajshahye, Julpigoreo, Gooch Behar and 
Darjeeling have received good rain, while Maldah, Uinagepore, and Rungpore arc largely 
deficient. In North Behar all districts are largely in defect, rainfall being practically absent; 
in South Behar, the only district which has received rain is Sonthal Perguunah, and in Ghntia 
Nagpur rainfall has also been practically absent. 

The rainfall in Bengal throughout September has been very considerably in defect, as 
has been pointed out in previous summaries. The table below contains the numbers repre¬ 
senting the rainfall for the four weeks of September, the figures given being the actual 
rainfall of each of the seven large meteorological districts expressed as a percentage of the 
normal fall for the period :—

The defective rainfall is therefore becoming decidedly more pronounced, and in all 
districts, except South-West Bengal, rainfall during September has been decidedly scaiitv. 

In Assam during the week fairly good rain has fallen. Sibsangor has received ^'37 
incties, Silchar r99 inches, and Dhubri 1*16 inches.

As regard must be had in the .administration of the estate, of His late Majesty the 
King of Oudh to political considerations by which an executor or administrator under the 
ordinary law could not be guided, and as the winding-up of the estate will include the 
closing of the large establishment at Garden Re.ach, it is considereil nece.ss.iry to fallow 
the precedent created by .\et XVllI of 1848 in the case of the Nawdh of Surat, and to 
confiT upon the (iovernment exclusive authority to act in the administration of the property 
of His late Majesty. 

The object of this Bill is to confer that authority on the Governor-General in 
Council.

KESOLUTION. 

Read— 

QTie Report on tlio Lunatic Asylums in Bengal for tho year 18S(>. 

Read also— 

Tho Report for tho year 1885, and the Resolution rocorded upon it. 

Although the Report, which was duo ou tlio 1st J^Iay last, was not received 
by Government till the 11th July, yet no e.\planation of tho delay in its 
submission has been furnished. The Lieutenant-Governor trusts tliat the 
Inspectt)r-General of Civil Dos])itals will in future pay more atttmtion to the 
orders of Government regarding the punctual submission of reports. 

2. Tho total nuinbor of persiuis who were in confinement in all tho 
asylums in with tlie exception of tlio Euro|n‘aii Asylum ut lihowaiii- 

jmre, on the Ist January 1886 was 055, of whom 757 were nmles. and 198 
females. The numbers of admissions and re-admissions during the year were 
200 and 18 respectively. Of all those under treatment, 87 })ersons wore dis¬ 
charged cured, 41 wore transferred to tho care of friends. 4 were dischar<>-ed 
and 85 died, leaving 956 persons in tho a.sylmns on the 31st Decem1[)er 
1886. Tho ^ily average poiiulation was 963*}) against 9:59-62 in 1885. Tiie 
percentage of recoveries calculated on the daily average strength was 9-92 
against 9*89 in the previous year. 
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3 The number of criminal lunatics in the asylums on tho Ist January 
1886 was 387, of whom 349 were males and 38 females. During the year there 
were 81 new admissions and 12 re-admissions; 60 persons were discharged 
or transferred, and 23 died, leaving 397 in the asylums at the close of 
the year. This number is tho highest on record within the past decade. 
In 1876 tho number was only 232, and there has boon a steady increase 
since that year, the number having increased by nearly 100 durinsf the 
last quinquiinial period from 1882 to 1886. In drawing attention to 
tho steady increase in the number of this class of lunatics, tho Inspector- 
General of Civil Hospitals observes that the figures are open to objection, 
as they represent not altogether cases of genuine insanity, but possibly cases m 
which insanity has been successfully pleaded in Court, and cases ot crime com¬ 
mitted under mere intoxication. The {Superintendent of the Dullunda Asylum, 
referrine-to tho increase in the number of criminal lunatics lu that institution, 
remarks^that “ the increase in tho criminal population is due to tho necessity 
of retaining a prisoner in tho institution after he has boon declared sane 
lon-or than is the case with the non-cnminal.” Sir Stouart Bayley thinks 
it po.ssibletlfatnon-homicidal lunatics have in some cases been detained for longer 
neriods than was necessary. The statement of admissions and “ crimes charged” 
sliows that out of the total number of 81 admissions, 25 were charged with 
murder and attempts to commit murder, five with culpable homicide, four with 
irriovous hurt, two with hurt, one with attempt to commit suicide, 20 with theft, 
one with receiving stolen property, throewitli trespass, one with mischief by fip, 
one with exposure of child, two with house-breaking, one with criminal trespass, 
one with lurkinf«- house trespass, five with house trespass, and one for each 
tho following offencesnamely, forgery, hurt, vagrancy, highway robbert, 
trespass and assault, wrongful confinement, obstruction on railway, and expos¬ 
ure of person. It is evident that many of these offences wore comparatively 
trivial, and if the lunatics were harmless, there was no necessity for sending 
them to an asyluju at all; in any case, if they are not dangerous, there 
ap'.ears to be no reason for prolonged detention. During the year 17 per cent- 
of the non-criminal population and 8 per cent, of the crimiual class were 
discharged from tho Dullunda Asylum. From this the Superintendent con¬ 
cludes that, while the non-criminals form, as it wore, a floating population, 
the criminals are gradually, hut surely, filling the asylums. Ho suggests 
the advisability of establisliiug a separate criminal asylum, as it is difficult to 
sogivo-atc, manage or control criminal lunatics in an ordinary asylum. The 
Instiector-Gencral of Civil Hospitals agipcs in this view, but ho docs not think 
that the want of an asylum for criminal lunatics is so much a question of 
importance -as separate accommodation for dangerous lunatics, or those whom 
it is found troublesome and difficult to manage. The Licutouaiit-Govemor is of 
opinion that it would be advisable to have a separate asylum for criminal lunatics 
only hut the expense both directly and indirectly caused by transfers would be 
so large, that the proposition is one which cannot be entertained at present. 

4. The usual difficulty was experienced in regard to the classification of 
tho insanes. During the year,' however, 97 persons were returned under the 
head of “Acute mauia,” 78 under “ Chronic mania,” 11 under “ Melancholia,” 
1 under “ Acute dementia,” 15 under “ Chronic dementia,” 2 under “ Imbecility,” 

and 14 as “ not insane.” - - i j- 

Ck T1u> hfiiltli of the asylums was fairly good. Of the principal diseases 
treated during the year, ilysontcry was most prevalent and increased in all the 
asylums, particularly in Diwca and Patna. Next in order come jilithisis, fever, 
pneumonia and cholera. The last-named disease was reported (inly from the 
BerhamTiorc Asylum. The number of injuries sustained by the lunatics in 
confineniont was comparatively few. There were only two cases of injuries 
inflicted by one lunatic on another. As regards the causes of msanity, 256 
<-.asc8 are said to have been due to ganja, 5 to bhang and churras, 63 to spirits, 
7 to opium, 26 to fever, 88 to heredity, 25 to epilepsy, and 6 to childbirth. 
The mortality in tlic asylums increased from 73 in 1885 to 85 in 1886. Of 
tli<* total of doa-tlis, !i0 woro rcturriGd, frotn Dullundu^ IG from 

18^ from Patna, 10 from Cuttack, and 11 from Berhampore. Tho principal 
causes of death were dysentery, phthisis, exhaustion from mama, apoplexy 
and diarrhoja. The higli rate of mortality in asylums is of course partly due 
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to the fact that all the patients are lunatics, and also to the advanced age and 
chronic infirmities of many of them. 

6. The space available in the Dullunda, Dacca and Cuttapk Asylums was 
found to be insufficient to accommodate all the lunatics sent to those asylums 
during the year. In Dullunda the deficiency cf accommodation was in the 
female ward. Under recent orders the number of districts supplying insanea 
to the asylum has been considerably reduced, and it is hoped that this will have 
the effect of preventing any over-crowding for some time to come. In Dacca 
and Cuttack additional accommodation is being provided to meet the increased 
demand! No over-crowding was reported from Patna, but some of the lunatics 
are said to have been accominodated in the verandahs of the building, and this 
has been taken into account in calculating the capacity of the asylum. The 
Lieutenant-Governor would wish to bo informed of the extent to which the 
verandahs have been so utilized, and whether the lunatics are subjected to any 
discomfort by being so lodged. The remarks of the Imspoctor-Gencral of Civil • 
Hospitals regarding the condition of the asylum building at Putna, and the 
improvements required to be made in it, will bo communicated to the Public 
Works Department for consideration. 

7. The receipts and expenditure of the asylums for the year are shown in 
the following statement 


Renipts and Expenditure of each AeyUm for the year 18S6. 
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The total expenditure was Rs. S8,110 against Rs. 86,379 in 1885. 
The iucroase was due to extraordinary expenditure on repairs and 
alterations to the asylum buildings during the year. The cost of estab¬ 
lishment and superintendence was Rs. 20;06l and Its. 18,400, respectively, or 
nearly the same as it was in the previous year. Dullunda is still by far the 
most costly of all the a8> lum8. The total amount expended on diet was 
Rs. 32,060 against Rs. 20,613 in 1895, showing an increase of Rs. 1,447, 
which was distributed among the Dullunda, Dacca, Cuttack, and Berhampore 
Asylums, and was mainly due to the rise in the price of provisions. The value 
of articles of diet made over from the Manufacture Department during the 
year was less than that of tho previous year. The average cost of a lunatic’s 
daily diet was one anna and five pies, against one anna and six pies in 
4885. The cost of cl'thing and bedding, including articles received from 
the Manufacture Department, whs Rs. 2,7«0, against Rs. 3,103 in 1885. 
The expenditure on account of manufactures was Rs. 22,791 against Rs. 29,248 
in the previous year. 

8. The foregoing paragraphs do not refer to tho European Asylum at 
Bhowanipore tho figures for which are given separately. There were in this 
asylum on tho Ist January 1886, 29 lunatics, of whom 13 were males and 16 
females. During the year 17 persons were admitted and 1 readmitted ; of these 
16 were from tho civil population and two soldiers; four persons were discharged 
cured, one was made over to the Military authorities, four were despatched to 
Europe under the Merchant Shipping Act, six were transferred to tho care of 
frienas, one was sent to Europe as still insane, and two died, leaving 29 patients 
under treatment in tho asylum at tho close of the year. “ Heredity ” and 


other chsrses. 
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“Intemperance ” were found to bo the chief causes of insanity. The total ex¬ 
penditure incurred in the a 85 dum during tlie year was Rs. 20,271 against Rs. 
li),7.‘Jl, the expenditure of the previous year. The receipts from paying 
patients fell from Rs. 9,233 in 1885 to Rs. 6,722 in 1886. 

9. Tho management of tho asylums appears to have been conducted 
with efficiency, and the subordinate establishments are favourably reported on. 
The insanes were well cared for and kindly treated. 

Okdkk —Ordered that a cojjy of this Resolution, together with a copy of 
the Report, be submitted to the Oovernmont of India, in the Homo Department, 
for information. 

Ordered also that a copy of this Resolution be forwarded to the Inspector- 
General of Civil Hospitals, Bengal, for information and guidance; and tiiat 
extract paragraph 6 of the Resolution, and paragraph 5 of the Report, bo for- 
w^arded to the Public Works Departmeut for consideration.

LOSS OP THE S. S. “ SIR JOHN LAWRENCE.” 

MUNICIPAL DEPAUTMENT.—MABINE, 

RKSOLUTTON. 

Darjeeling the 30</» September 1887. 

Reatj— 

A report dated*8th instant, from the President aiid Mombors of the Court appointed 
under Government Eosolutiou of 21)th Jiily to enquire into all the eircumstauccs 
connected with the loss of the Sir John Ltmrenee. 

At daybreak on the morning of tho 25th May, the Sir John Lawrence^ Captain 
Irvine, left her moorings and steamed down the Hooghly hound for Chand- 
bally, with over 700 pas.songers on board. For several days previous to this, 
it had been notified day by day, in th(j Mctcorologic£il Rejjort published every 
afternoon, tliat a cyclone had formed in tho Bay and was moving in a north¬ 
westerly direction. As the Sir John Lawrence proceeded down tlio rivor, the 
weather became thick and squally and exceedingly threatening, and at the 
safe anchorage of Kedgeree she passed the Curlew and the Tyrone, Avhicli had 
anchored in consequence of thq appoai'ance of the weather; no signals were 
exchanged, but she went, under steam and with her sails set, out to sea. 
Further down she is reported to have been observed by the telegraph signal- 
master off Saugor Island, and this was cortaijily the last seen of her.- 

2. In a few days it became apparent that the vessel had been lost 
with all on board, and in view of tho strong public feeling which tho disaster 
had excited, and the fact that at the same time statements regai'ding the 
seaworthiness of tho vessel, which had previously been enquired into dopai’t- 
mentally, were repeated, the Lieutenant-Governor decided to hold a thorough 
and public enquiry. Accordingly a Special Court was appointed, undtir section 
7 of Act V of 1883 (tho Indian Merchant Shipping Act), to enquire into 
“all tho circumstances connected with tho loss of the stoam-ship Sir John* 
Lawrmeef 

3. Tho object of ibis enquiry was twofold. It was desired, in the first place, 
to have the opinion of the Court on tho causes which actually led or contributed 
to the disaster. And it was desired, in the second place, to ascertain whether 
any improvements in existing practice could be suggested whereby the risk of 
danger to seagoing vessels under certain meteorological conditions might be 
lessened, or tho security of the passengers of the different steamers plying 
between Calcutta and Orissa might be enhanced. The report of tho Court is 
now before tho Lieutenant-Governor. Although the enquiry was greatly pro¬ 
tracted, tho voluminous record of the depositions has been submitted without 
the revision necessary to make them readily intelligible. Before proceeding to 
notice tho report in detail, the Licutenant-Goveror must first advert to an 
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observation of the Court that, when such an enquiry is likely to involve a pro- 
tracted hearing, a firm <»f solicitors might be entrusted with the duty of 
preparing tlio case beforehand, 'the circuinstences. however, of this case were 
very ex<-optional, and rendered it necessary for the Coufrt to examine all 
the^ evidence which might be offered. Wliat was required, in fact, was an 
enquiry into the ovidenr.e at first hand, and not a trial of a case prepared on 
behalf of Government. 1’he object of the enquiry was not merely a decision on 
evidence known to be available, but the discovery of such further evidence as 
might prove to be available, and it was iinp<»ssiole for Government to foresee 
thS; the task imposed on the Court would bo so protracted and arduous as it 
proved to bo. 

4. The following are the conclusions of tho Court; — 

1. That the Hir John Lmrrrnre foundered at sea with all hands on hoard, prohahlj' 
between the Kidge Liglit and Palinyrn Point; tliat (;nptain Irvine, who ijerished ^n tlie 
vessel, committed an aet of foolliardiness, almost orirainal in its nature, in taking the vessel 
out to sea on iho morning of tho 25th cf May. 

2. That the vessel, witli the e.\eo{.tion of the plating in her upper structure, which was 
abnormally thin, was in other re.'tpents seawoitliy. 

'J'liat the Sir John Lnirmoe carried more than her proper complement of passengers 
when she stmted on her last voyage, but that sneh overcrowding, in tlio face of tlio violent 
cyolonc she encountoied, aided very little, if anything, in hastening the disaster which befell 
licr* 

4, That the method of survey adopted under the anspioea of the Port f'ommissioners and 
I'ort Officer is extremely unsatisfactory, and in urgent need of sjioedy and thorough reform. 

0 . That tlie iStonn .Siunnl > odoc.an ho amended with advantage ; that canlo oommuni- 
cation should he established between the Andamans and main land ; and that the eable 
already in existence between iJiamond lidand and Bassoin should ho overhauled and placed 
in a state of thorough repair. 

r>. 'I'lic first two findings practically dispose of the first jiart of the 
cmmiry, and, witli the modificiition which w'ill be noted below, tho Lieutonant- 
Govoriior fully accepts them. It is dear that the vessel was seawoitliy, 
that she foundered because the Commander ra.slily took her out into a cyclone 
in spite of the clearest indications of danger, and that no fault of those 
responsible for lier otpiipmcnt contributed to her lo.ss. It i.s conclusively 
shown that tlie storm which she encountered was one of unusual violence Jn 
the same storm perished tlie lielriever, a new and powerful tug Steamer; and 
there can he no question that the temerity of tin' (..’oinmaiuler. Captain Irvine, 
■was the cause of the lamentable destruction of life which attended the loss of 
tho Sir John Lawrtncc. 

U'he allegations of Mr. Nuostoin, a dismissed servant of the ownic.”8 of the 
vessel, wore considered by Sir Rivers Tlionqison some months ago, but were not 
credited by him. As, however, they were reirerated after the loss of the veitsel. 
Sir Steuui-t Buy Icy deemed it right "to cause them to be laid before this Court 
of Enquiry in order that there might be no pos-ihility of evasion or conceal¬ 
ment. The result is that on all material points tho correctness of Sir Rivers 
Thompson’s judgment has been established. 

The Court have come to the conclusion that tho plating in the upper 
structure of the vessel was “ abnormally thin,” tliougli it is not suggested 
that this defect was tho cause of the disaster. The finding of the Court 
is based mainly, hut not entirely, on tho evidence given as to the condi¬ 
tion of one of th^ plates. The ovidonce both us to the thickness and as to the 
position of that plate is described as hopelessly conflicting, and though 
the Court incline to accept Leech’s evidence that it was only one-eighth 
of an inch thick, they finally decide that this jiarticulgr plate was nearer tliree- 
sixteenths than one-fourth of an inch. For a plate in that position one fourth 
of an inch is accepted by Lloyds’ Surveyor as (juite safe. The ovidonce is 
perliaps somewliat slender to support the as'sertion that tho plates in tho 
upper structure of the vessel were below tho standard of safeh-. 

6. The (jouclusion of tho Court reganling those resjionsiblo for the 
vessel’s equipment is that she “ was supplied with all needful stores and 
material, and that the owners and agmits did not on any occasion exhibit the 
slightest reluctance to comply with anj reasonable request for repairs or stores 
made upon them by the Ohiof Engineer or Captain.” The Goverument is 
therefore now mainly concerned witli the second part of the enquiry. 
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7. The points which call for notice are— 

(1) The Police and Sanitary arrangemeuts connected wth the passenger trafiBo; 

(2) The system of surrey of Native passenger vessels; and 

(3) The systeih under which meteorological observations at selected points in and 

on the coast of the Bay of Bengel are communicated and published to the 

shipping. 

8. (1) Police and Saniiarj/ Arrangements. —The number of passengers 
which “Native Passenger Ships” are authorized to carry on short voyages is 
regulated by section 18 of Act X of 1887. This number was for the Sir John 
Lawrence., in seasons of fair weather, 785. The Police Corporjil states that the 
full number was carried on her last voyage. It appears, however, from the 
evi<ienoe of Mr. Mackenzie, the representative of the firm of Agents, that a 
considerable number of these passengers cannot have held tickets. On this 
point the Court make the following observations :—“ Mr. Mackenzie tells us that 
the bale of tickets to pas.songers for tlio Sir John Lawrence on the occasion of 
her last voyage began at Us. 3 and gradually rose to Its. G. lie also informs 
U8 that his firm sold 710 tickets for that voyage: of these some 30 or 40 
passengers went by the Mahratta. He also tells us that ho refunded money 
on 21 of these tickets after the vessel bad started It is therefore obvious 
that the Sir John Lawrence started that morning witli only 6G9 passengers 
holding tickets. Tbo police, }u)w^over, tell us that the Sir John Lawrence laHt 
with her full complement—735 all told. It must therefore fi>llow with 
mathematical certainty that there were at least 66 passengers on board 
who had no tickets.” The Court here appjjar to have misapprehended 
Mr. Mackenzie’s evidence. Mr. Mackenzie says that he sold 731 tickets and 
gave refunds on 21 of those, leaving 710 jjassengers still holding tickets. Of 
these 30 or 40 went by the Mahratta., and the remaining 670 (jr (580 bv the 
Sir John Lawrence. The number of passengers on board without tickets would, 
therefore, on the theory that the full number of 735 was carried, be between 
55 and 65. 

Baboo Chandra Kumar Bhattacharjee states that he, with a party of 20 
persons holding tickets, was refused admission to the vessel at 0 or 9-30 p.m. 
on the night before she started. The Court have not correctly dewsribed 
this gentleman’s evidence as “quite uncontradictod.” The Coi-j^oral denies 
that any one was turned away before 3 a.m., though he states that eight 
or ten boats full of passengers Were then compelled to return to the shore. There 
can, however, be no doubt that Baboo Chandra Kumar Bhattacharjee’s statement 
should bo accepted, and it is a reasonable inference that he was refused admis¬ 
sion because there was no space available. The aggregate fares to be collected 
on board from the passengers who would thus appear to have been received 
without tickets would, at the rate of Ks. 6, the price to which the tickets had 
risen in the evening, amount to between Rs. 330 to Rs. 390, not to Rs; 396 
as stated by the Court.* Mr. Currie, on behalf of the Agents, states that the 
“deck collections” paid in by the Captain on his return from Chaudbally 
only occasionally amounted to as much as Rs. 100. The Court remark on the 
“ ominous contrast ” between these figures, and appear to draw the conclusion 
that the Captain carried a larger number of passengers than was authorized, 
and that he appropriated a portion of the profit. They seem to have over¬ 
looked the special ch’cumstances of the occasion both in regard to numbers and 
in regard to price. Mr. Currie says: “ The morning of the 25th May was the 
first big rush of the season.” And it would appear that the increase in the price 
of the tickets from the ordinary rate of Rs. 2 to Rs. 6 was quite excoptaonal 
and was the result of this pressure. lie also says—“ In competition times the 
deck collections were infinitesimal, because passengers could get tickets for 
4 annas, and they could not go on board without them, when tliey would 
have to pay Rs. 2 and it is in evidence that competition, i.e., tho competition 
of steamers for passengers, liad ceased before the occasion in question. In tho 
Lieutenant-Governor’s opinion these considerations leave open to doubt the 
i«iference which tho Court would apparently draw from tho contrast between 
the deck collections liabitually paid in by Captain Irvine and the amount 
which he may be supposed to have collected on this particular trip; the more 
so as such an inference would be distinctly at variance with tlie evidence 
which has been offered of Captain Irvine’s idiaaraoter and of the estimation in 
which he was held by his employers and his friends. 
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Similarly the Lieutenant Governor finds the view of the Court that the 
Sir John Lawrence carried on her last voyage a number of passengera which 
exceeded the legal limit to be based rather on an inference of what was a priori 
probable than on actual evidence; but he admits the a priori probability of the 
view. Quite enough has certainly been shown to prove that the police 
arrangements for the control of this traffic, both at Calcutta and at Chandbally, 
and both on the departure and arrival of the vessels, are most unsatisfactory^ 
and that facilities are offered for disregarding the requirements of the law. 
As regards counting on arrival in Calcutta, there is a distinct conflict between 
the evidence of Captain Moore and that of Superintendent Robertson. 
The Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, and the Commissioner of Orissa, have 
been asked to report fully upon the whole subject with a view to the early 
introduction of more stringent regulations. 

'rhe Court arc of opinion that in no case should passenger space have^been 
permitted between decks on the Sir John Luwr^^nce. 'I’he raason given is that 
the.ventilation was imperfect. The Lieutenant-Governor does not fully under 
stand the recommendation, as the provision of this accommodation is recognized 
in the law. The Hcaltli Officer of the Port will be required to report generally 
on the sanitary arrangornents of the vessels plying to Chandbally. 

It is stated in tlie evidence of Mr. Augier. late Customs Officer at Chand- 
ballv, that no reports of deaths which of<*ur on the voyage are made to the 
authorities at the port of arrival. Under section 21 of Act VIII of 1876 
(.section 20 of Act X of 1887) the Port Officers were, by notification of 5th 
October 1877, appointed to receive such roj)orts. Orders will now be issued 
to ensure that the penal provisions of section 64 of the present Act are 
strictly enforced in case of default hy the commanders. 

9. 2) inu'Vfiffs .—The Court observe that “ the requirements of the law 

as they obtained on the date when the Sir John Lawrence foundered at sea 
are to bo found in the Inland Steam-vesselo’ Act of 1884, the Indian Steam-sh'ps’ 
Ac^ofthc same year, the Native Passenger Act of 1876, and in the Indian 
License Act Amendment Act of 1880.” 1’hoy proceed to state that they are not 
aware whether the officer to whom the duty of delivering certificates under 
Act VII (Indian Steam-ships’ Act) is assigned is the Vice-Chairman of the Port 
(.Commissioners or the Port Officer. After remarking that they are informed by 
Mr. Bushby that the officer authorized by the Local Government “ under the 
Native Passenger Act of 1876” to receive from masters, owners, or agents 
notice of an intention to carry Native passengers “ happens to be the Port 
Officer, Captain Stiffe,” they proceed: “ The conclusions we draw from this 
exposition of the law as it existed at the time is that at any rate so far back as the 
year 1884 it was the intention of the Legislature that there should be two separate 
and distinct surveys made in the case of steam-ships which at the same ‘time 
happened to bo Native passenger steam-ships—one conducted by a Surveyor 
under the direct control of the Port Commissioners, and the other conducted 
by Surveyors (not one surveyor, as in the former case/, for which the Port 
Officer is directly responsible.” And they animadvert on the action of the Port 
Officer in accepting for the purposes of Certificate A under “the Act of 1876 ” 
materials furnished to him by the J*ort Commissioners’ office, “ and apparently 
taken from the declaration made by their Surveyor after his survey held under 
one or other of the Steam-ship Acts of 1884.” 

The reference to the “ Inland Steam-vessels’ Act, 1884,” is unnecessary, as 
that Act could not apply to the Sir John Lawrence, which was not “ a steam-vessel 
which ordinarily plies on inland water.” The Vice-Chairman of the Port 
Commissioners was appointed under Notification dated 6th July 1886 to be the 
officer to deliver certificates under section 13 of Act VII of 1884, and the Port 
Officer was appointed under Resolution dated 7th September 1877 to be the officer 
authorized under section 7 of Act V111 of 1876 (section 7 of Act X of 1887) 
to receive notices that ships are to carry Native passengers. Two surveys are 
not required under Act VII of 1884 and Act X of 1887 (Act VllI of 1876) 
Every steam shifi, with tlie exceptions noted in section 5, is required to obtain 
a certificate of survey under Act VII of 1884; and, under sections 13 and 14 of 
Act X of 1887 (.sections 13 and 14 of Act VlII of 1876 , such a certificate, if 
it is in force and if it states, as such certificates must practicilly state, “ that 
the ship is seaworthy and properly equipped, fitted and veutilated, and the 
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number of passengers that she is capable of carrying,” takes the place' of 
Certificate A under that Act, unless the Port Officer considers that the certi¬ 
ficate has, from any cause, become invalid after its issue. It was in view (d 
these considerations that Government issued the orders dated 16th January 
ISs'l, to which the (;!ourt refer. 

The only questions for consideration, therefore, are (a) the system under 
which and the manner in which surveys are performed and certificates granted 
by the Port. Commissi oners and their officers under Act VII of 1884, and (&) the 
manner in which Certificates B are prepared by the Port Officer under Act X 
of 1887. 

10. The Court remark upon the circumstance, disclosed in the evidence, 
that Mr. .John MucKellar makes independent surveys of vessels, both as 
Engineer-Surveyor and as Ship Surveyor. It would appear that Mr. MacKollar 
was appointed to be Assistant Enginecr-Survoyor to the Port i ommissioners in 
accordance with the sanction conveyed in fTOvernment order No, iJ707r-T-G, 
dated 23rd October 1884. Ho was not, however, gazetted to exorcise the 
powers of a Surveyor. In June 1885 the Port Commissioners decided to 
grant throe months’ leave to Mr. Bushby, their Engineer-Surveyor; and in their 
letter No. S54, dated 2.5th June 1885, they asked that Mr. John MacKellar 
“should be gazetted to enable him to perform .so much of Mr. Bushby’s dutie.sas 
relate to the entire survey of inland steamers and the survey of the engines and 
boilers of ocean-going steamers.” In the Notification published in tlie Gazeito 
Mr. MacKellar was by inadvort'meo appointed “ Surveyor of .steum-vessels in 
the Port of Calcutta under Acts V of 1802 and I (B.C.)of 1808, and of steam- 
vessels under Act VTII of 1876,” without any proper limitation either as to the 
duties to be performed or tis to the period for which they were to be per¬ 
formed ; but the Government letter referred fully to the limitations. It is 
apparently under this N<>tificati»)n that be has continued to exercise independ¬ 
ent powers since Hr. Bushby’s return. Tin*, Port Commissi>«ncrs will bo asked 
to submit a report on the full and permanent exercise by Mr. John Ma<‘.Kcllar 
of powers which, as the correspondentu^ with Government shows, it was only 
intended that he should exercise partially and as a temporary expedient. 

11. A s regards the ]>ayment of Rs. 1,000 to Mr. Busliby by Messrs. Macneill 
and Company, for professional advice givtm by him in regard to the alterations 
roquii*ed in the hull of the Afr John Lawrenre, the Lieutenant-Governor must 
abstain from passing any order.« till he has received the explanation of 
Mr. Bushby, which the Port Commissioners will bo desired to submit The 
Lieutenant Governor observes, how('vor, that though the Court sat for two 
days after IVtr. Mackenzie’s evidence on this point had been taken, they did 
not recall and examine Mr. Busliby on his action. Such an examination 
might have enabled them to express a matured opinion on the transaction with 
a full knowledge of the surrounding circumstances. 

12. • It has already'been observed that under the provisions of sections 

1.3 and 14 of Act X of 18''7 (sections 33 and 14 of Act VIII of 1870', a certi¬ 
ficate under Act VII of 1884 takes the 'place, in ordinary circumstances, of 
certificate A. For certificate B, however, the responsibility rests entirely witli 
the Port Officer. Captain Stilfo states tliat he makes the survey personally for 
the purpose of this certificate when the vessel concerned is about to start 
on a long voyage. As regards ships going on short voyages, he sometimes 
goes on board. As a rule, however, it appears that, on a declaration being 
submitted by the Agents that the requirements of the law have boon complied 
with, a certificate in his name is issued by his Chief Clerk. The Lieutenant- 
Governor cannot consider that this lax system of procedure is a sufficient 
compliance with the requirements of the law. If Captain Stiffe found it 
impossible to inspect personally every steamer starting for Chandbally to 
ascertain if the necessary provision of fuel, water and the like had been-made, 
he should liave represented the matter to Government; but he should certainly 
not have allowed a formality prescribed by the law to degenerate into a 
uiechaniciil device. * 

13. (3) Metiorological Ohaervatiom and Storm Signals .—The fifth conclusion 
of the Court relates to the storm signals, and on this they submit their recom¬ 
mendations that the Storm .signal Code can be amenued with advantage; 
that cable communication should be established between the Audamaus and 
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tho iiyiin land; and that the cablo already in existence hotw^een Diamond 
Island and llussoin should be ovorliauled and placed in a state of thoroug'li 
repair. 

14. These three questions have boon recently under tho qonsiderntion of 
Governniont, and on the day followinj^ that on which Mr. Pedler g-avo his 
evidence, a roAused c<'de of storm signals Avas published in the i'aind a Gasclte^ 
on tho rccoinniendation of the Meteornlog^jcal J^'eporter, the Port Officer and 
the Port Coininissioin'i’s, anjending and sini|jlifying the former Cofi<‘, and bring¬ 
ing into force in tlie poit of i aJeutta thi^ system t)f signals used for tlui river 
approficln*s to the port. Mr. Pedh r in his evidence observes that it might 
be desira'ble to have one or two iiioie general signals, and the subject will be 
further considered with reference to this question. 'Ihe reconnnendation of 
the Court is tlnit a new signal should be added to the Code, Avhich, irres|)e.ctiv(^ 
of the nature and probable position of an approaching cyclone, should, Avlnm 
hoisted, serve its ttn iinj)erative prohibition to any ship, AvliateAUT In r draft «r 
size, from g<*ing to sea. When the (.!ode of Storm Signals was originally druAvn 
np, it AA'as at linst nrepo.scd to issue us jn-ohibitions tho Avarnings Avliich \vei(“ 
finally added lo ea< h signal. A (•otr<\s]»ondem^c on this subject took ])lacc 
hct"cen (jovcinment and tho (.Hiamber of Commerce;, and it was ultimately 
<lccid(d'ti nt <nly Avarnings, and not jn-ohibilioiis, should be issued. Tl'e 
Ijieuteimnt-Coveinor lias carefully considert'd the stibjcct in the light thrown 
on it Ija’^ tlie evidence in the jtresent case, and especially by tlie evidence 
of tlic ( 'omu'iinder of the Tfiroite, one of the passeng r st(;uiner.s plj'ing 
bet.Aveeii Calcutta and t'liaiidbidly. t'aptjiiii Spem e su\s: “ 1 considered tlie 
conduct of lln‘ (.'iipttiin a little msli on the ground that he had a largo mimbor 
of pussetigers on board, and hoAvcA'cr well the siiij) itself would weatlnir 
the storm, ilie passengi rs might be put not only to ineonvenieiico, but 
be knocked abo. t and ('ven killed.” 'I bis evii'oiice, coming as it docs 
from the Commander of one of tlu'se .steamers is entitled to much Aveigbt, and it 
shoAVS tbiit in sonic* cases the Ciiptain m;iy safi ly put to sc'a so far a.s tlie sieumer 
is eonceriied, but not so fur as the pa,ss('ngers are concerii(*d. 'i’he Lic'utenant- 
Cimu’iior has diiceted. lheri*foro, that the ^nbj(;c't should lie. reconsidered and 
tliat the ojiinions of the i\»rt (')min;s>ioner.s, the •'liamb'r of Commerce', the 
Port Ufficer, tin; Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, and the Commissioners of 
('hittagong ttnd (>i i.s.sa should he obtained on this question. .Shotdd it be found 
desirable to Introduce penal provisions, a eliange in the hiAV Avould be neecssery. 

15. 'J lie question of eslabl sliing ctilde communication belAA'een the 
Andamans and the main land has been fully con.sidercM. 'I lie Cov’ernunut of 
India is liilly uliAa; to the iinpoitaiu-e of this; hut liitlierto finuiieiul considev- 
arions have not admittc'd of any action in this dirt'clion. The recoiuinendation 
of the Court will, hoAV(;ver, tigaiii bo brought to the notice of the (iovcnunent 
of India. 

J(). Tlie Court consider that the cable tilii'ady in ('xistonce betAveen 
Diamond Island and liassein ^llollld be ovt rhaah'd and placed in a state' of 
tboroiigb rejiair.

17. ^Phe acknowledgments of the Governmt'nt are due to the Court for 
their careful aiid Jaboriotis iiive.'tiga; loii of this casi*, whicli extended over 
27 days, and was c.nvied out in the face of great dilficultit's.

Porboroagh Spenee sworn, saiih to Mr. Kilbi/.— I nm in conimaTul of the Tyrone. She 
is a native jiassongcr stoiiinor which plies between Calcutta and Chiimlhally. I went down 
the river with luy steamer on W 'dnesdaj', the Hath May, the day of the cyclone T 
anchored at Kedgeree I did so beoaiiso the weatlior was threatening and the storm signals 
were uj). I first saw the storm signals at half-past 10 ^^.M. when at Mud Point. I’lio 
signals wore visi'ole from Keilgoreo for half an liour after I anchored there. After that 
time the weather became tliick, and tlien I emdtl not see tliom. 'I’ho followed me, 

an<i aiujbored about ten minutes after I did at Kodijcreo. I nuohored about 11 o’clock. 
The warning signals were thoTi still visible with a powerful glass. No. S signal Wfxs hauled 
up; it indicated that a small eyclone, such as is usual in the rains, was pas-siiig to the 
westward of Saugor. There are several other signals which indicate severer cyoloues. The 
Sir John Lawrence passed us at 1 p.m. while w'o were ancliorcd. She mu.st have eome past 
Mud Point; it may have been too thick for the Master to have secai them when ho i>as8od 
Mud Point. When the ^ir John Lawrenee nasgod rao the wcathcir w'as very threatening, 
the wind was from tho.north-east inoreasincr. I have heen a number of years on this river, 
sinee 1871 in eomniand. IJefore ths*! time I was in ccanmand of the .\ight Jlawk for a year. 
I iiavo boon in country vo.ssela tradiug out of Cnleutta since I h ivcheon in two or throe 

cyclones. When the Ab- J ilm Lawn'ne.e jaissod iiio, the weather in .ny opinion indicated that 
a eyclone was coming uj). The A’/r ,Toh» Lawn nee pa-ised ns hct.woon a quarter and a half mile 
off. Tlie river was smooth. Tim river gave ns no iinlication what the sea was like outside. 
Wliou storm signal No 8 is up it is opliomd for ve.ssds of light, draughts t * go to soa. The 
directions say that only light vessels cun go to sea Tlio signal was an inverted cone over a ball. 
1 did not signal the '//• John Lawtene.f. After the Sb- J hn Lawrenee passed, the squabs 
ineroasetl gradually in --trerigth from the north-east, and the barortiofor fell steadily until 
4 A.M. in tiio morning, the 2(ith May, tit) •‘51 ; it fell from 11 a.m on the 2oth from 2!)'G0 to 
2t< ;51 at 4 A.M. on the 2(ith May The wind from 8 p m. on the 2-^th gradually hauled south¬ 
east tlirongh east in very heavy squalls. At 4 a.m. the wind went still more to the southward, 
and the baro/noter began to rise again a little. Th» wind increase*! in f*)rco from this 
till Dfton, when the barometer registered 29'4.5, From noon hauled to 8. S.-W. and 
giaubially ab.dod. 1 rfwnained at anchor till the morning of tho 27th, and I thou 
got »ind< rweigli at 6 A m. and proceeded on iny voyage, reached at eleven that 
night, e Imd a very heavy sea in the Western ' hannol; much smoother to the west¬ 
ward. 1 hud no reason to suppose that Sir John Lawrence would founder judging from 
the specinien of tho weather wo e.\]) rieneod. but we were not in the centre of tho 
storm. I thought she would have drifted down tho coast. s<» hardly expocteil to find her at 
(Jhandhiilly. I saw no wrottkago on my way to Ohandbally or on my way back. The 
following week I passed a few dead bodies, throe altogether, in tlie Western Uhannel. The 
following \v<a)k tliey had turned white. I im igino they wore natives Tho Sir John Lawrence 
has nt)t been Iieard of since. I do not think there is a doubt that she finindored in that 
cveloiip. I have alw,ays believed tho (SVr John Lawrenee to ho a good sea-boat: she has 
a ways provcjd liersolf to ho so. 1 JiiiNe been on hoard her several limes. I believe 
the Sir John Lawrence. t\’a8 well fitted, and found, so far as I could see, this was so. In 
foul weather season wo cany 88G passongf.-rs. Tlie tickets to passengers are sold at the 
office of various companies to whom tire shmiers bidoiig. No one on hoard sells tickets 
or oil ves-ols ; tickets are not supplied us for that purpose. If the full complement of 
tiolofs has not homi sold at the office, we take in passengers who pay their money on 
board ‘ We receive instructions directly tho full complomont of tickets has been issued. 

I know of no instanoo whore an application has been made hy a jiassenger without a 
ticket for a passage before wo receive iuliniation as to tho sale of tlie tiokets at the office. 
Wc do not usually, indeed very seldom, get our full complement of passengers. We 
generally receive A notice in tho evening from the office as to the number of tickets sohl. 
about ii o\lock. After 5 or 6 o’clock no more tickets are s«)ld at the office. If any 
one comes for a passage after that time we tale the uioiny on board and receive him as a 
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passenger. We take our passengers in after our. cargo. It so happens that we usually begin 
taking in our passengers at 8. p. m.. it may be a bit earlier sometimes ; it all depends on the 

titee when we have finished taking in oaigo. I have never 

•\Vitni«»«Bul»tiniiieB''idonotfo»'»tnWto taken* a possenger onboard the Tyrone without a ticket 
uw-'"*"”*" during the time when the office is open. The police in- 

variably count every pussoiiger on board before we start. 
The police ooimtthe passengers as they come up to the gangway. The passengers are counted 
by the police, so it would bo impossible for a Master to carry more than the authorised 
amount of passotigers without the police knowing it. It did once happen S'.me years ago 
that I carried more than my aulhorised number of coolies. I was luiuvily lined for doing 
so. The police counted out 0(> more at Cliandbally. T was fined Its 1)90. 1 do not remomber 
the Captain of the tiir John Lain'enceAnAwf; fined for carrying excess passengers. 

To the Premtent —I saw no storm signals at Diamond Iliirbour 1 passed Diamond 
Harbour at 8-30 a. m. If 1 had proceeded on ruy voyage on the 2o(.h, I should have expected 
to see signals at Saugor. The Sir John Lmcrence ouglit to have boon near enough to have seen 
the storm signals on that day at Saugor at (juarter past 2. Taking the ordinary oourso down 
the western channel, the S»V John Lawrence would have been H miles distant from the signal 
station at Saugor. In my opinion the weather wm too thick to permit the Sir John Lawrence 
to see the storm signal hoisted at Saugor. According to ray cahnilation the Sir John Lawernce 
must have been jmssing tho signal station at Mud Point about half-pasti'. She w.mhl 
hiivo passed them about d* to 5 miles oil. 1 think it is quite possible that the Master of Die 
Sir John Lawrenee did not see the storm signals at Mud Point, I bad made up my mind 
before I saw the storm signals at Mud Point that 1 would niiolior at ]€■ dgeroo, and I sh .uld 
havo done this, whether the storm sipinls were up or not. 1 had made up my mind to do 
this before I had got to Pieherman’s point. Wlieii 1 saw tho Sir John Lairrmap continuing 
her voyage on tlie 25th, I did think the conduct of tlio Captain wjis a little rash and tliat 
wholly unconnected with tho fai't wlietlu'r tlie Captain of tho Sir John Lawrence saw the 
storm signals or not. I thought tho conduot of the Captain a littlo rash on tho ground 
that he had a largo numbor of nassengors on board, and however well the ship itself would 
weather the stonii the passengf-rs might be ])iit not only to inconvonienee, but be knocked 
about and oven killed. Though 1 did not tliiuk tho vessel would founder. I thought it would 
bo put to a severe strain whiesh would do her no good, and there was in my opinion no serious 
necessity for oxj)osing the ship or the passengers to those risks. In my opinion up to half-past 
11 when I saw iho last, of tho storm signal, I thought No. 8 was the most appropriate signal 
which could be hoistod to itulicato tho state of tho weather at that time. Un one occasion 
last year I went o\if to sea when storm signal No. 7 was hoisted at Saugor. 1 should not in 
any case have gone out to sea if I saw .No. 8 signal hoisted If I had been in command of the 
Sir John Lawrence on tho morning of tho iSth .'lay, 1 s’nould not have gone to sea whatever 
lia<l been the nalnro of the (sargo and ])aRseugers I carried The Str John Lawrence was in 
light trim. I could see tins wlion she passed iis that morning. Tho counting of tho passenger^ 
on hoard a shij' is tlono by a native jaiuadar and a constable orow. Tho police boat stayj 
alongside till we start 'llie police invariably cf>unt the passengers out at Cluiiidbally. Tnis 
precaution is very st-ictly carried out. T had some oonversJition with tho Captain of the Cnrleio 
at Mud I’oint. Wo made up our minds to go hiuk to Diamond Harbour if tho storm signals 
were np. This was I (Tore 1 saw tho storm signal at Mud I’oint. Half un hour after we .saw 
tho storm signal, tho Curlew turned round with the intention of going hank. I kept on with 
tho intention of making Kedgeree, No. 8 being hoisted. 1 thought I sliould he perfectly safe 
there; the Curlew nftorwiuds followed me. 

To Cap'ain deSrnidt —1 don’t know tho draught of water the Sir John Lawrence drew. 
On tho 2iith May tho iSir did not appear crank, she had a jib and two try¬ 

sails set. Klie liad her awnings spread ever the upper deck. Her decks did not look over¬ 
crowded. She soeraed to have tho usual oomplemoiit of pas,sengorK on board. Tho ■'*/• John 
Lawrence hud an open deck with a rail round it; the only protection against a sea breaking 
over tho open dock would be the rail and nettings. She had an open deok and muiu deck as 
far as I know. 

To Mr. I're awnei /.—There was no rivalrv at that time between the different eompanie.s 
oanying native passongors to Chamlbally. T’here is no indueoment hold out to Cuptuin to 
make “ smart” passages irrospeetive of wo.nther. 

To Mr. Orr .—I know the t bief Officer of llie Sir John Lawtenee, Mr. Smith; ho was about 
throe years in the Chandbally trade. Imuu dialely before, ho was in charge of a tug boat. 

I consider him a man experienced in navigating a vessel at tlio Samlheads and the Bay of 
Bengal. The name of the t.aptnin w.is i eter Irviiio. Wo had e. ’tween-deck ; the jiassen- 
gers were on dock and ’twecn-docks. Wo did not batten down* hati hes. I remember the Sir 
John Lawrence being in one oyolono befovo in 1874—in October 1874 Tbo lh74 was a 
more extonsivo cyclone. Ca)itain Baldwin was in c.ouimand of tbo Sir John Lawrence. Heter 
“^Irvine was tho Chief Mate 1 holiove. 'Iho So John Lauience was missing for some days, imt 
came out of it with tho loss of her bouts. 

Re-examination .—I do not think any lives wore lost on tho Sir John Lawrence in the 
j,yclone of 1874.

WiUUtm Henry Neuutein, sworn, sailh to Mr. KJhi /.—I was Chief Officer on hnnrtl the 
Sir John Lawrence for over 13 months. I loft that service on the 25th October 188ti. On 
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the 28th of October 1886 I sent in a letter addressed to tlie Lieutenant-Govenior of Bengal, 
put in and innrbed B. Tiie leltors attached to B are -- , • 

(!)•—l-etter addressed by ino to tlie Health Officer. 

(«) —Tjetter addressed by me to Assistant Govenimont Surveyor. 

(6).—Li tter addressed by me to Fort UfUoor. 

(4).— List of.repairs 1 was ordered to make out by the Oafituin in order to insinu't 
Mohsrs. Miioneil & Co. \v]»at ropuirs were neoessary at the coining, dockitig 
of tlie vessel. 

I wrote nnother letter to His Honour the Lioutenant-Govoruor of Bengal, dated 4tli 
June 1887, iifler ibe loss of the Sir John Lnnrvncp. With it 1 I'nelosed two oojiies of letters 
]iroviously sent in, riz. to tlie Port Oftiei'r ami the Assistant Govornnient Surveyor, put in 
and marked (< ). , 

I consider the state of the wiii'llfiss on board ef the Sir John Lnirrmnc as* con¬ 
tributing til the general rmseawoitliiness of the vessel. 1 last saw tlio windlass on 
tlie evening of the 2otb October l.S.MJ The starboard side of ibe gl]>sy. had worn itself 
some tlircc quarters of an ineli with the wooden bits wliieli Buii])<ii U d the spindle, lu 
conseijuenee tbo windlass would not go round, and you could not get up ebain or use the 
stnrlioarrt auehnr. The metal easting whii li sujijiorted tho sjiiiullt* in the eoiit.re was abo 
broken* and the wliole body of the windlass foreed over to starboard. On or about 
thv same dute, on nttcni]itni;; to moor llie ship ut the 8alt Golahs, wo were eoiu]Killed 
to tiihc all the cbaiii up from tlie port side, as it was impossible to use tlie 
stnrbouid clniin. Mr. Lliitliewson, the ITarbour-Mastcr in eliarge of the vessel a' the time, 
tried all lie l•ou]l^ to make the starboard side ot the windlass work, and failed to do so! 
'J'lie JlnrlK'ui-MasIcr s.aid it was a rascally condition for a vessel to bo in just after 
survoy. It, was ii double windlas.s working on a screw, working on a diagonal cog-wheel. 
'Ibis is tlio most serious eliarp> .1 have to bring against the owners of Sir John Lninrnn». 
I next wish to say something of the state of the scu})per8. The Icailon iiijie was just flanged 
out over the iron plati', and had no iton liji-gnards to clainp them to the side. Those were in 
existence when the ship was new. They had long since been knocked away If necessary 
when the ship was new, they were a great deal more necessary as the shi]) grew older. 1 lie 
ship had three deeks: I am spciiking of me main dock, 'the bolts of the lip guards Were 
hdt in the side; in some e.-tsos broke.n off half through the jdate ; hence the leaden pipe mi.ht 
h«> forced in at any luument liy the sea. as it was repeatedly juished in by boat-hiKika used 
against it in jioi t. These loaiien pijies led into the liold. ' 'J’here were hiile.s iu one of tln m 
• u i’liirSM add.. itN i:ir na I .an ri** H-t the time oj tlio sui'vey, *1 here w(M‘o tour l.'aden pipes on 
tmiidwr. ^ ^ sal,..* I,, ji lougli Sell, tli« stiito of tlle^e loaibn 

piliGB constituted in my opinion, n grc.ai dmiger to tho ship. On occasions 1 had to build 
u . .

jmiiiTii 1 bad li.nd... Aitliii.g Was done in rny tune beyond es,si mg* one ot the 

vipi s.'‘ 'I’lie next thing is the stale of tlie pum|is. There 
was a survey of the vessel held shortly after. 1 joined about the first week in Scjdcmber 
188o. In order to tiy the pumjis, water was poured down them The after-pump worked 
fairly well ; the forward pump the water ran throngii as fast as you poured it iu. !Sub.se(pionlly 
. 1 discovered that the pipes had never h(.eu coiniccied witli the imuips. They wei-c laying

March ]88:i'f‘ the Sir John Laivri'ni'“ was Bujtpnsed to 
j Wiius., suUfit..t™ a.i.t.t.^...” wJ'rb'one thorough repair. Before that, for alKiut a 

twelve* month she lay at the buoys doing nothiiisr. Before 
these rcjiairs were effected, tlie pumps had throe c iiiiiectioiis -'otie to each i ilgo. and one 
to the sea; tho latter to be utilized lor the purjuiso of wasbiiig dock, or on the ociasiou 
of a fire. After the ship’s repairs were coii'jileted, ! discovered tliat the eoiinei tioii with the 
two bilges 'and tlie lea were done away with; one sing'e ]> ]ie to tlie centre of the vessel 
.-nhstituted instead. 'I’lie ].limps hear nu to the main deck. Ther-are no onnoefions at all 
with the forehold piinij); the ]>i])es had .never beoii attnchel. Under these eiM iimstanees, 
the K.ssel eonid only be ]iimipi d out when she w'as on even keel, and that by tho aftor- 
i)uui]i only. iSubseipienlly the forward pump was ooniiocled. T!io forward jiump was before 
the engine-room; 1 he anir-pmiip abaft the engine-room, 'llio Sir John Ltnirrnrc. collided 
with the li.itnn- ,'-lioill> hi lor. I Joined, or about Soj.tember 1.and liad a bole knocked in 
her starboard Imiw bolw'een w ind and water. 'I he jiateh, which was irregular in shiqic, was about 
two feet square; an irou ]ialeh. The jJaluig to which jmtuh was rivotli d was too thin to 
snjiport the patch. 1 learnt this from the eiiginoeis employeil vvlio assisted us in ymtting 
on the patch (identihe* Mr. Leech). 1 saw the Sir John slmrtly hoforeslio I’oiiuilond 

on her last voyage. At that lime 1 noticed lliopateh; this was ahoiit tliree months before 
she foundered. I saw tho patch still on and the lip-guards utirepnired. The piopor way to 
repair the damaged plate would have l.eoii to remove the plate and put a new one. Had one 
plate been jiuUcd out, it would have heeu neees.sary to pull out lO plates, the ship was so old.

>ybGn the last survey was lield the Sir John t^tcrenep Jest a boat in the collision with 
t to [mlore. Tt was replneed by MUi.tbor good b at until the day when we passed the survey

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when it was removed ehortly after wd an nttefly iiseless boat was sent by Mr. Young’s 
orde% alongside. This boat was leaking so badly, we had to hoist up one end to get the wa&r 
out. All snbseqnent efforts to make it water-tight failed, and on attempting to land 
passengers by this leaky boat, it filled alongside, and this boat passed two subsequent surveys 
in that condition. The last of these two surveys ^ was on the 28th jOotober 1886 . The 
.collision was about three mouths or so before I joined, which was in September '8M5. Si.t 
or eight tfxnths before 1 left the Sir John Lawei-ee she grounded on the shoal at the 
entrance to the river JDhamrah. We were on shore four .or five days. Some of the pas¬ 
sengers were landed by the ship’s boata We had over a thousand passengers on board. 
It was on this oooasion that the bod boat sank alongside. It would have gone to the 
bottom but for the tackle to which it was attached, Tho boat was the cutter. We had 
two life-boats. They were both in good order, also the jolly-boat. Tlie passengers became 
clamorduB and threatened my life They wanted to be put on shore. We put somg of 
them on shore. In the same collision tho bowsprit was carried away—the end of the bowsprit, 
and with it the bond, bobstay, and bowsprit shrouds. These wore never replaced. It is 
impossible for any ship which carries a bowsprit to be equipped properly without those 
ilttinga There was a bowsprit, without band, bobstay and bowsprit shrouds. Tho span was 
bent up on tho edge of the boW-pIato without any support below. Tho bobstay is the key and 
support to all masta, more especially tho raking masts of a steamer which, like the Sir Jo/w- 
Lawruncv, depends so much on sail. 'I’he removal of iron bulkhead took place, 1 believe 
beoause I could see marks where those bulkheads had been fixed, and the bulkhead hod dis¬ 
appeared when I was on board. I moan bulkhead between the stokeliole and the engine-room, not 
an entire bulkhead, because it has a passage to the stoke-hole through it. As a matter of fact, 
•the steamer has a collision bulkhead, a bulkhead before the stoke-hole, another one nbjift the 
engine-room, end a small collision bulkhead aft. There are no rudder braces. There had 
been rudder braces previously. 1 know this because of the shackle aud tho places still existed 
where they were braced up. The.se wore tho more necessary, beoause the rudder head was 
old and worn in the trunk gearing and the pintles wore old, patched up, and might have been 
carried away at any moment. I am speukiug of the after-part of tiie rudder. By braces 
I moan the stays on tho after-part of the rudder. 'Iho inner kelson in tho wake of the hatch¬ 
ways, the angle-irons on b(»th sides have boon long since knocked off. I heard the surveyor 
remark (his 'I'lie rails round the vessel on the upper de(}k, whidi were meant to i>rotect 
passengers in ease of heavy rolling, was so ill-supporfod, it was not safe to lean against 
thorn in the wake of the gangway; the covering board with which tho stanchums worn 
fitxed were so rntten that the sorwws would not hold. On one occasion a cow rolled 
overboard through the rails canying away the staindiion. Thoro is no wiro-aetting ou 
the rail: if was u rotten rope-netting. T.io windlass has been gradually getting wor.s-.- 
t lirough a period of eight months before tho last survey I wituessed ou hoard It passed two 
surveys in this condition. About five months before 1 left we wore in !i cy< lonic storm 
fifteen miles to the norlliward of Cliandbully. We anchored in about eight fathoms water aud 
dragged to about five fathoms till we wore almost in tho bro.vkors, because I could not iiso 
the starboard anchor beoause the chain would not revolve rouml the windlass I ordered steam 


at 2 o’clock, and had tho wind not shifted wo should all liavo been lost. There wore a large 
number of native passengers on board ; many of these passengers were knocked about. I was in 
hospital mysilf for a fortnight after, through illnc.s8 brought about by exposure and anxiety. 
1 understood, when the 11 arbour-Master took charge of (ho ship, th.attlio survey had been 
completed. I b|Jievo it was Mr Bushby who tried thopumi>s on the occasion when water was 

imured dowm there. I never knew any one but Mr. Hushbv*' 
Kollar**"**' *““**“'* Bun'ey tho vessel. It was said at the time you caiiiiut get 

water wit of the ship when there is none in it Tin- 
surveyor was satisfied with the experiment and nothing was done, riio pump-hoses wei- 
afterwards taken ashore aud repaired, and the pipe w.as connected below. When I wu.s on 
board the Sir John Lawrence, I frequently thought she would roll over, I eonsidero 1 h- r 
a lively ship, top heavy. I never was in a ship which rolled so imuJh. Tins was itt my o])ini->;i 
owing to extra dock and house added. I could see that a deck had rocently boon added. 
I always felt nervous-when tho steamer was driving into a heavy sea. Ido not ttcink her 
hull was in a safe condition. The Captain (Irvine) ordered me not to go near the surveyor 
Mr. Yoimg said to me I will get you sacked, you know too much about the ship. Mr, Young 
is the Superintending Engineer of Mocneill and Company. 1 was dismissed by a letter 
dated the 23rd October. It was not, however, given to me till after tlio survey .at 
10 o’olotA on the night of the 25th. I saw three surveys made wliilo I was on the 
^ .... steamer. The dock survey was made by Mr. Bushby.* 

• Wit»M.«!d»Mr.Ba.l,by««.f.dby. engind-room survey as assistant to 

Mr. Bushby. The second survey was carried out exactly iu a similar way. In the last survey 
Mr. Bushby did the hull and part of the deck survey on the 24th October the steamer beinr 

in dock, and when tho steamer came out of dock tho next 
WitoMi *ddi in correction “ tbe B«ne %ay.f. MoKellar finished tho deck survey. H o then went 

into the engine-room. During tho whole of the thirteen 
} or the main deck in the Neutieel months I never saw Mr. Bushby below the hatohea.t Ho 
Depertment. Went outxif the engine-room. I put lamp rockets, life-buoys, 

buckets, firo-engine and hose, and appliances of a similar kind, which he looked at. He had the 
boats lowered to the rail, so that he could look into them He wont round tho dock, then went 
on the main deck, look^ down the hatches. He never went below the main deck hatches 
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He than went down into the engine-room. I did not follow him there. This eiirrej oooupied 
tenor fifteen minutes. When the ship was in dock Mr. Bushby walked round the dei^*&nd 
examined the outside of the ship. On the first oooasion the chains were got out. The chains 
were not surveyed in the last survey in dock On the third survey I was not permitted to 
nosompaay the snrvejrQr; so 1 do not know whether the state of the windlass was pointed out 
to him. Captain Irvine attended to the passenger business entirely himself. I was told not 
to take part in the matter. The passengers began to drop alongside in boats from about 3 f.h., 
and at Poojah times there were several hundreds on board by 6 r m. In fine weather, on those 
days, the Sir John Lawrence was entitled to carry 1,038 exclusive of crew. Luring Poojah 
times the deck was so crowded at f.m it was difficult to move about or clear a space 
opposite the hatchway to allow the cargo to be taken in. About 5 p.m. a large Itoat used to 
come alongside the gangway and a police boat lay alongside the boat, but often when they 
arri|^ed there were many passengers on board. The Captain had a staff of old hands who 
wore used to his way of doing business, with whom I was requested not to interfere. One 
man nominally stood at the gangway and was supposed to tally the men on board, but since 
passengers were taken in at all the ports where the dinghy might happen to come and by 
1 ipping the lasoars the passengers were allowed to come in through the port. Nominally an 
order was given to the ghat serang not to allow passengers to oome aboard till a stated time, 
generally G or 7 r m. There were generally thirty or forty boats moored V> the Woys and 
hanging about the ship. The passengers on these boats were, after bribing the lasoars, per¬ 
mitted to get on board through the pora. The passengers continued to come on board during 
the whole of the night; tickets were not lookra at. No one was prevented from coming on 
board. If 730 tickets were sold, that number would probably represent two-thirds of-the 
passengers actually on board The Captain used to collect the tickets after the ship had gone 
down the river. He went round the vessel with an attendant called a panneewnlla. Those 
who hod not tickets had to pay. Invariably the number of tickets sold was no criterion 
whatsoever of the number of passengers who actually travelled. The police boat was there, 
but I never saw the police attempt to count the passengers The police boat stayed 
alongside pretty late. ,Afl far ns I Know the whole arrangement of the passenger traffic on 
board the vessel was left to tlie Captain. On Poojah days the crowd of passengers are so 
dense on the steamers, I coffid not walk along the deck without treading upon them, and had 
to walk on the rail holding by the awning and so get on to the bridge. The crowd was 
composed of men, women, and cuildren. the majority wei'c women. In process of time the 
deck became a seething mass of humanity and filth. I consider this crowd on board did endanger 
the safety of the steamer. that it completely hampered the crew on the upper deck in cnrrymg 
otit the onders of the Captain and officers in dirty weather. When the steamer reached 
Chandbally, sbe was supposed to moor herself opposite a lauding stage. A constable would 
come on board with a board and a piecso of chalk, but it was absolutely impossible to connt 
the living stream of passengers as they rurhed bj', so the counting was a farce When the 
excess number was very palpable, a number wns concealed about tno cabin and saloon and 
lot out after the policeman had gone. Somefimos we struck on a sand bank, and then there 
was no attempt at oonutiug the pnssongers They lauded os they could. On Poojah days I 
should say avc carried between thirteen to fourteen humlred passengers. The steamers on these 
occasions urc jiroperly full; completely full. Tlie free board of the steamer, if she was 
deeply laiden, say up to 13 feot 6 inches, would bo about 3 feet from the main de«A to the ^tcr. 
In heavy weather the water broke over the steamer. 'J'ho afror-piirt of the main deck was 
quite unprotected at the sides. I liave seen half a dozen bodies thrown own^'hoard between 
Liamond Harbour and Garden House Point. 

To Caftain tfeSinidt .—I cannot toll you how much dead weight we required to go to sea. 
We sometimes carried about‘30 tons of cargo. *Six hundred maunds of coal took us to 
Chandbally and hack. Our draxigbt aft, when run light, was 10 feel G inches to 11 feet. The 
screw was fairly uutler the water. If we broke down we had suffioient sail to take us 
into port. With a propeller disconnected, she might have gone two knots in the hour. 
On a favourable trip wo 'get to Chandbally steaming twenty hours. Two four-hundred 
gallon tanks with water were carried bet’n'ecn-dooks. The Sir John Lawrence hu a Master 
and the Mato. I believe Captain Irvine had a Master’s certificate. I. say it is impossible 
tor one man, the Captain, to do Harbour-Master, Pilot, and Captain’s work alone. The Cap¬ 
tain of the Sir John Lawrencn had so much to do that I have seen him frequently asleep 
on the bridge on the most dangerous parts of the river, crossiug the James and Mary 
for instance. When the fifir John Lawrence was deep, she drew 13'-4". 1 heard that the boilers 
had been renewed. Some parts of the engine were wpm I had a sextant and navigating 
instruments on board, 'fhore was a barometer and aneroid in the Captain’s oahin. Tftero 
were seven openings on the upper deck. It would he quite a guess, but I think tho steamer 
had ten lasoars, three seaounnies, a serang, a tiudal, a plumb-walla, two topazes, a Chinese 
carpenter, a masalobee, two saloon boys, and the butlm:. We had not enough lasoars to 
])ropGrly man four boats in oosa of accidents. No life rafts- but six life buoys on board. All 
the Boats .were hanging on davits.

Mr. Lai Mohun Ghose to watch the case on behalf of the relatives of Mr. 0. C. MulUck 
and others, who are alleged to have been lost at sea. 
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WiUiam Henry Neuetein recalled, to Mr. Kilby .—I xteyer knew any European official 
oome'*on board tbe Sir John Lawrence with the object of satisfying himself whether the Tessel 
was overcrowded or not. I am speaking of the Calcutta end of the voyage. On the Chandbally 
end a European, a Mr- Augier, used to oome on board, and was supposed to see that the 
police oonstubles did count tbe passen^rs. I believe he did this spontaneously. I know Mr. 
Augier made a report to the Ooloutta Police. After ho sent in that report he was suspended. 


To Mr Ghost .—Since the Sir John Lawrence was certified to carry passengers, a 
number of houses, cabins, and lockers were built on deck which • euoroacned on the 
main deck curtailing passenger space. Two hundred superficial fo^t of space was 
encroached upon. -As far as I know there were no deductions made in the number 
of passengers permitted to bo carried by the vessel. There was no condenser on board in my 
time. There had been one before. 1 had no pilot’s certificate. The Captain was the only 
who had a Pilot’s certificate, and therefore the Captain had to be on watch all the time 

.... we were on the river. The Sir John Lawrence, two*

carried a Captain, 1st, 2nd, and (Ird Officers. ' She was not generally employed in the 

Chandbally trade at that time. There would be water enough on board for four ^jlays’

If 
cated fat e neg iganoo. .j, ^ malicious libel, 1 am surprised I was not prosecuted 

at the time, for tlie vessel was then afloat to oorroborato the truth of mv statement. I hold a 
certificate of Master Mariner since 7th March 1874. I came out to this country in 18(51, ai 
an apprentice. I was Chief Officer of the Oosforth belonging to W. Smith of London, in 
l87ii-74. I think I next went as Chief Officer in the Abitjail, a brig. I cannot remember 
when I loftjthe >l%a<7 I was afterwords in some steamers trading up the baltio - I came 
to Bombay in 1878. 1 came as second officer in a steamer oallerl the Propon^ix to Bombay 

I came from England to Bombay. 1 left her in March 1878. I joined the British India Steam 
Navigation Company*In March 1878. I went up the I’ersian Gulf; then carried trooiis to 
Malta. In April i882, so far as I can remember, J. loft the service of the British India Company 
in London. 1 loft of my own accoid most emphatically. When I arrived in Calcutta 1 discovered 
that instructions had been sent to the Agents bore that I was not to be employed again by the 
Company. I had imcviously received a legal discharge certifying to my good conduct and 
ability—a cop^ from tbe ship’s log-book. I beard various reasons given for the rcfnsul by the 
Company to employ mo further. I was r 


not aware that I lost six months seniority while in the

i lieard a rumour to the effect that I had lost six months’ seniority. Before 1 lien^l 
rumour there hud been a sori of fracas between myself and the jimior officer on board 
the Hetisada at Rangoon or M oulmein. 1 have no official intimation of my loss of .senioriiy 
conveyed to me. 1 left the Itemada. I was removed to the Arabia because I would not serve 
on board the ILnzada without a rise in pay. Captain Flower was my (Japtain at the time. 
He told mo 1 would not got an increase of i)ay for six months, became 1 had lost my seniority 

for that period. When I found myself standing ifi 
Calcutta without a farthing, 1 aiqtlied to the Agents 
of the British India Btoam Navigation Company f(»r 
employment. On my anlvnl at Madras I heard for 
the fiist lime that I was dismissed I received a 
letter from Captain Atkinson, the Murine Suporin-. 
tendent of the British India Steam Navigation Company at Madras. I can best describe its 
contents by saying it contained*almostf every possible slander you could address to a nautical 

man. None of these, however, had been entered in 
WiUMta aidt—0( suffieiont importnnee to be official b’g-book. I did iiot make any attempt 
entand fa tho officml log-book. ^ vindicate my character because I wsis penniless. 

A few days aftdt I got employment in the Eastern Bengal Railway. I was a Flat Com¬ 
mander for about eight months. I .then got command of a steamer on Hs. 300 a month. This 
was in 1884-85 1 held that post for a year and six months, as far as 1 can remember. I hud 

a number of engineers, one more obstreperous than the other—one in particular, whom i 
informed the Eastern Bengal Railway, if they sent with me, a ctdlision between us must in¬ 
evitably ikke place. In spite of my protest the man Gordon was sent on board, in 20 minutes 
I had to put him off duty, and as ho refused to go into his ca^in, I hod to attempt to put 
bim there. I was not diBmi||od till about seven mouths after this ocourrenoe. This was some 
four or five mouths after the Government took over the Eastern Bengal Kailway. I have, 
1 think, applied for work since to the Eastern Bengal Railway. I next took a return ticket 
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in the P. & O. Kohar-i*JEnd. 1 iras in Englancl 
* Acting a« the rorveyot did when , ^0 dnvs, and came hack in the same vesseL On 

ho recmved »y io.ter doted id.b Oc.obe. ibso. jjospital wi<h a broken leg for 

some time. I had lots of money when I came 
hack. I had better s^nse than to try and vindicate mv character.* When I got well, I got 
the post of Chief Officer to the AtV John Lairrence. I helieve I joined the Sir John iMwrmco 
on the Ist September 18S<j. A few months after I joined the Sir John Lawrence, ahe went 
into dock. 1 do not think she was in dock more than two niehts and a day. The Sit John 
Laurence might have been in dock a week on that occasion I have absolutely forgotten who 
were the surveyors en that occasion. "VVith the exception of Mr. Bushhy and Mr. MoKellar, 

I have seen no other surveyor on board that I can remember. I was on that occasion in attend¬ 
ance upon the surveyors during the time they wore investigating the deck department. I 
attempted to follow them when they continued there investigation on the outside of the vessel, 
but was told to go and look after a dog. I cannot tell you the name of the person who told 
mo to look after the dog. Mr. Young was in attendance on the surveyors on this occasion, 

I behove. I remember well it was not Mr. Young ; ho rras away in Kugland at the time. 
To tho best of my belief, Mr. Taylor is the man who accompanied the surveyor on that 
occasien. 1 am not quite certain whether the deck smvey on tha; occasion was hold when the 
ship was in dock; it may have been the next day. On that occasion I recollect many things 
which ought to have bom done at tho survey, but which wore not done—the cmling of the 
vessel in the main hold. A largo part of the ceiling was in a fearfully rotten condition, 
altlioiigh 1 believe it was supposed to have been new about 18 months before. Just before I 
left there were some 30 or 40 planks scut down for the purpose of repairing the ceiling. Tho , 
ceiling is the planking which follows ihe curve of the vessel, and keeps the cargo from 
contact with the iron hold of the vessel. I'he removal of the coiling would materially tend to 
weaken tho stability of an vessel like the Sir' John Lmcrmre, I would not consider the 
Sir John Laurence a first class vessel without a oeiliiig. At the survey of the steamer in October 
1885,1 suggested that the c’oiling should be rei)aired, Tho ceiling was not repaired after the 
first survey ; a patch may' have beem put in here and thoro. 1 also complained about tho star¬ 
board water-tank as not being connected with tho deck ; also tho forward pump. I brought 
nothing to the notice of the surveyors, because I am not permitted to speak to them on the threat 
of instant dismissal. I never communicated in any way with tho surveyors, because I dared 
not do so 1 was not positively told not to speak to the surveyors, hut my own common sense 
told me what would be ihe result if 1 did. I hold this belief on the fact that the condition 
of the vessel was such in October 18><5, that to mention the matter ovon to Mr. Young 
or Mr. Taylor would bo to court instant dismissal. Mr. Young never paid any gittention t» 
my suggestions about nautical repairs. I, at the instance of tho Captain, previous to the first 
survey of tho Sir John Lmerence ru October 18n5, drew u}) a list of required repaiis. The list 
was signed by the Commander and W'as handed over to Mr. Tayior. Tile list was, I believe, 
addi’essod to Mr. Taylor. I have no enpy of thj^t list. The following items were included in 
that list to the best of my belief.—A bowsprit reipiired the band bobstayand bowsprit shrouds. 
Next the tanks’ lids required repairing. I do not remember any other items. The bowsprit 
was never repaired, nor were the bobstays and lK)wsprit shrouds (wer refitted.- The tank lids 
wore repaired some months afterwards. The next sui-voy of the Sir John Lawrence was held 
six months after April 1886. I do not know whether that wns a survey afloat or a dry-dock 
survey. T'he last and third survey dtiriug my time wns held about two days before I left, 
about 24th or 2Sth October 1886. The last survey wns in dry-dock. Part of the deck survey 
w'as completed after we came out of dock. I do not think the intermediate survey was a dry- 
dock survey. 1 do not know when Mr. Yfuing returned. I am inclined to think that 
Mr. Young had returned before the secsond survey was held. I was in the habit of siding a 
monthly letter of indent directed to the SupOTiutcndiiig Engineer, nnd in that indent I 
entered what I required for the ship in the shape of stores. Besides this, a carpenter on behalf 
of ihe firm used to come on board often to take orders. I used to point out to him the nature 
of the repairs required. His name wns Mr. McDougal. There was also an engineer who 
came on board in the same way about the metal port of tho ship. Tho indents wore certainly 
ooiiflned to stores. From lime to time 1 made out repair lists also under tho Captain’s orders. 
1 made out those repairs certainly once a month—sometimes oftener. The indents I sent in 
were sometimes complied with. I cannot remember any of the particular stores I asked for 
being refused ; hut tho impression loft on my mind that there were items I was refused. I 
most emphatically pledgo my oath to the statement that one article was refused me. I think 
I may have included the lip-guards in my indent of slferos. T'his document is in my hand¬ 
writing. 'I’his is a list of repairs calling attention to the materials required to effect those 
repairs. List put in on behalf of the owners of the Sir John Lawrence, marked (1). ‘ 

This document is in my handwriting. I call it a repair indent. This is one of the leaves 
of the store indent hook. Put in and marked (2). It is dated 26th Januai^ 1886. This 
document is in my handwriting. It is an indent for stofes, dated Fehru^ Ist. To the best 
of my belief the items mentioned in the indent were all supplied to the ship, except two items— 
5 gallon’s of oil and • wood for carpenter to work with. Put in and marked (2') 
These five documents are all in my handwriting. They are indento for stores. 
As far os I know, the items mentioned in those store indents were supplied. In 
some instances the amount asked for was cut down, as indicated by the red ink figures. 
I cannot remember whether "Mr. Young had oome back at time of the intermediate 
survey. My impression is that he had oome back. I cannot say whether Mr. Young or 
Mr. Taylor was present at the intermediate survey. I believe that Mr. Bushhy and 
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Mr. MoKellar -were the GoTomment Survejors on that oooeFion. Mr. l/aeoh was the 
eiigiuear who gave me the information about the thinness of the plates at the bows. I am 
perfectly positive as to that, 1 made the statement about the difBoulty involved in putting in a 
fresh plate where the patch was, because if one plate was removed it woulfl be neoessaxy to move 
40, perhaps, on the iniormation derived from Mr. Leech, and the engineerswho were working 
on and belonging to the ship at the time. I believe the other two engineers were hG. Thorpe 
and Mr. Sansom. and the second engineer who was drowned. The iSir Join Lawrence had 
two boats abreast the mizzenmast and two other boats abaft the foremast; the life-boat was 
abaft the foremast on the starboard side: the other life-boat was on the port side. Wo have a 
small boat used for running lines to the shore abreast the mizzenmast on the starboard aide, which 
was thft jolly-boat; on the port side was a toutter. There was no one of the name of Hender¬ 
son as an engineer on board the Sir John Lawrence during the time I served on the ship. 
A Mr Lindsay put on the patch to the steamer bows. The engineer, of the ship assisted, 
I believe. I say this from nearsay. I deduced that the plates were thin because the 
frames which I could see were nearly eaten through in many places. 1 tried the plates by 
sound. I did not bore them. I deem myself capable of guessing at the thickness of the 
plate of any iron shm by sound. I can tell whether it is a thin plate or thick plate wheij 
it is palpably thin. If you took off one-eighth rust horn the inside of one of the iron plates 
of the Sir John Lawrence, and about one-eighth of an inch of point and rust from the 
outside, there would be ^ of a healthy plate left: that is the conclusion I arrived at. I 
should bo very much surprised to hear the engineers who were instrumental in placing 
•that patch on to the Sir John Lawrence say that the thickness of the plate was above 
the regular thickness required for ships’ plates. By being between wind and water, I 
mean that port of the vessel whh-h is not continually immersed, and that port which is 
only occasionally immersed according to the freight carried. Where the ship is very 
deep, the patch is half under water. If the Sir John Lawrence was drawing 13 feet 
f rward, the patch would be almost entirely under water. The patch would be almost 
continuously under water, whatever the draught of the vessel when she was moving. I 
should say the patch was below the main deck of the vessel, not much below—about 2 feet 
6 inches below the main deck. 1 think it was below the main deck. I do not know which 
boat was smashed in the collision. I heard of the oollision au<l damage to a boat, probably 
the starboard boat forward, but I do not know. When I was on board, I was told that the cutter 
belonged to the Medina. IJltimately I returned the boat. Captain Irvine told me that the 
cutter belonged to the Medina. I am not aware that the boat damaged in the ouUisiou was 
replaced frtto one taken from the Medina. The rotten boat I spoke of was sent on board before 
the intermediate survey; it passed both the iniermodiate and the final survey. At the 
conclusion of the last survey the Captain informed me that it was over, and under bis 
iustruotious 1 hoisted up the bouts in their places, put down the limbers, and adjusted the 
ballast, making everything ready for cargo. The rotten boat I lowered down, and it immediately 
filled with water : it was sent away to the yard. The rotten boat 1 call the cutter. I do not 
know whether the cutter passed the last intermediate survey, because 1 did not hear what the 
surveyors may have said about it; but this I will swear to. that the rotten boat remained on 
board for six months after the intermediate survey. The boat was a sinking boat when it was 
brought alongside. I did say that I made a remark to those on board they want a new bailer for 
this boat and pass a rotten boat on the other. I perfectly remember making the remark at the 
time of the intermediate survey, they insist on the trivial thing in respect of one boat, 
and pass a rotten boat on the otiier. llomombering this, I am almost prepared to ' swear 
that the rotten boat was on bf)ard at the time of the second survey. This is a store indent 
iu my handwriting. Marked (2’’).

The 2(ithJul!/ 18«7.— Cross^eramination continued to Mr. Orr. —There were two tanks on 
the between-decks for water, capable of containing 400 gallons each; they wore placed on the 
main deck. They were tommod oti' from the top, and a oouple of chocks nailed on each side of 
them. They did not actually break adrift in my time, but they worked loose, and I had to 
secure them ; the tom fretjuently foil down and had to be replaced, the nails of the 
chorics got shifted by the working of the vessel. These lonsenings were not the result of 
ordinary vi^ear and tear. I say this because the loosenings were caused by the abnormal rollings 
of the vessel, caused by the extra top hamper put on her, and the oorapensatiug ballast necessary 
below the lulling of a vessel docs cause a oertaiu amoimt of wear and tear It was 
my duty as Chief Officer to see to all defects caused by wear and tear. If I had not been 
very oareful, these tanks would have been carried away. Besides these two tanks on the main 
deck, there were two tanks below—one or each side of the mainmast in the lower hold of the 
vessel. Only one of these was connected with the deck ; the other oue remained unconnected 
nearly the whole time I was on the vessel. These tanks in the lower hold were each 
capable of ootitiuning 600 gallons, os far as 1 can remember. I cannot swear they were 
nut tanks capable of holding 1,200 gallons each. These tanks were larger than those on the 
main dwk. I was not asked about these tanks in the lower bold in my examination-in-ohief. 

I was simply asked about the tanks containing the water intended for passengers : the tanks 
in the lower hold contained water for the ship’s people. The two tanks on the main deck were 
supposed to be filledwith Hooghly water by a hi^n caste Brahmin, If there was no other water, 
the passeugera would get water from the tauks lu the lower hold. There was a rule given by 
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Captain. Irvine, whioli prevented the '^ater in the lower hold being given to the passengers. 
I never knew any passenger demanding water from the tanks in the lower hold. The one 
which was not oonneqted I kept whitewashed, hut it was dry usually. The tank which was 
nut oonneored was on the starboard side. The tank on the starhoaid side in the lower hold 
was not connected for many months after I joined the steamer. There was no pipe from the 
tank to the between-deeks. I indented for that oommunioation. Wliether the oommunioation 
was made, I cannot remember. The taiik in tlie lower hold on the port side was connected 
by a pipe through both between and main decks; there was no connection between the two 
tanks in the lower hold by a pipe. I can take my oath to that. If the passengers wanted 
water, they had to got it themselves, or fee some of the sailors to got it for them, i have 
frequently seen the lasoars tipped with this object. I am sure all the native members of the 
crew were not Mahomodans only. The Captain had two or three Uriyah factotums. The 
paneewalla did not supply the passengers when they asked for water ; be was the biggest 
man on hoard, and could have bought two or throe ships of tho same sort I never saw 
the paneew'alla supply any of tho passengers with water, and I was on board thirteen months. 
Therd were many immps in tho engine-room I believe there is a donkey pump in the engine* 
ikiom. That donkey pump would he available in ease of fire if the donkey fires were aligh*:. 
There was also Dowulon jmmp on board, a pump worltod by four men, a purtiible one. That 
could be used for working tho main dock and for fire. You oould not wash the up|>er 
dock with that pump, 'l ucre was a canvas hose connected with tlie portable pump. The port¬ 
able pump was not strong enough to force the water up on to the upper deck with any force. 
You would get about a bucket of water a minute on the upper deck. It wanted about eight 
lascars to work the pump oflectually, I still adhere to tho statement that the pump oouneo* 
tion in respect of tho forward pump was not made when T joined the ship. The leaden pipe 
was lying just as it. fell on the beams, dented by the cargo. The treble action plunger of the 
pump was in a totally unserviceable condition and was sent ashore for repairs. Tho plunger of the 
forward pump was sent ashore after the first survey. 'Ihe forward pump led from the 
main deck to a broken rose box at the bottom of the I'essel. 'J’he plunger wa-s brought 
on board, but when it came on hoard again, duly repaired, I do not know; but it came back 
within a reasonable time. The connection was made with tho forward pump about fom- weeks 
after I called tho attention of the Superintending Engineer to the matter. The after-pump 
had its new connection in lieu of the three which had been out off. That connection was m the 
centre of the vessel abaft the engine. Tlio two connections which were not replaced led to the 
bilges. In my opinion tho bilge oonuoction was a necessity in a ship like tho Sir John 
Lawrence. I did experience inoouvonience for tho w-ant of tha^e bilge oonue-tions when I was 
on board the Sir John Lnwrenee. Several hundvcsl bags of salt wore damaged through the 
want of those connections. This damage to salt has occur ed frequently. Many of the bags 
oame out nearly empty. I should bo very much snrjirised to liear that there have been no 
claims for damage t,o cargo, considering that ov.-r two hundred bags of cargo 1 have seen 
oome out damaged from the steamer. I alludo to bags containing salt. 

The Court adjourned for half-en-hour. 

Crass-fTomination continued. —There were no lin-guords to tho scuppers except broken holts 
all the time I was tm hoard the Sir John Lawrence. I called attention to the state of the scuppers 
about six weeks after I joined the steamer I drew Captain Irvine’s attention to the scuppers. 
As far as I knov^, I di<l draw Mr Taylor’s attention to tho state of the scuppers. I do not 
remember what reply Mr. 'J’aylor made. I think it very likely that I oallod the attention of the 
carpenter visitor to the state of the scuppers more than once; tho man’s name was MoDottgal. 
1 thick I called Mr. Uadsay’s attention to ♦ho holes made by boat-hooks on the soumjer 
pipes ; he had them soldered up. This was alter the last survey on the same day after 
surveyors had left. I-did not leave tho ship on the 2dth October. 1 left on the morning 
of the 26th. I did not see tho holes soldered up myself. The Captain told me the survey 
was oomnleted on the 25ih, and under his orders 1 put every thing back in its plaoe. I wm 
oontinually mentioning ttie state of the scuppers to persons on Inianl—engineers and others. 
They all told me I better mention the matter to Mr. Young, for they ^red not do so. I 
did not mention the matter to Mr. Young, heoause the Captain advised me not to do so* for 
peace soke, because all these things were supposed to have been repaired in the repairs 
of 1884. Several times Captain Irvine told me this; he did so whenever I spoke to 
him of about any serious repairs necessary in the ship. He advised me in this way shortly 
after I oame on board. He said if 1 wished to remain on board I had better not apply for 
these serious repairs, as thp ship was supposed to have been thorough^ put to ^bts in 
the repairs of 1^84. I did mention repairs to Mr. Young. The last ume I zememher 
calling the special attention to the danger attending the condition of these scupper pipes, 

saying that, it the ship were lost, the chances are the pipes would he forced in by the sea uid 
the vessel would be lost like the Vingorla. I think it was a day or two after 1 out 
this list N .0 (1), which is d^ted 17th October 1886. This is the only time I mentioned the 
state of tho scupper pipes to Mr. Young. Mr. Young in reply told me I knew too much 
about the shm, and that be would get me sacked. This interview took place on board 
the steamer. It js not usual for scuppers to bo protected with cement. Whenever I put fresh 
cement 1 mentioned the fact to the Captain. I am prepared to swear that I put oement 
round some of tho scupper pipes more than once, in order to support them in their places. The 
starboard pipe oft hM been stoved in already. There were four scupper pipes on eadh side 
of the ship I applied oement to two of them, both on tho-after-hold: one op the starboard 
the other on the port side. The starboard after-scupper pipe had been stoved in. The oement 
was put inside the vessel round the let(,don pipe. I doAt think I did mention the state of 
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the eoupper* in any of the repair Hate I sent in. except in the list (1), dated the 17th October 
1886. I may have sent in a dozen, fifteen, twenty—any number of repair lists before that 
data I am quite sure I did send in other lists always before survey and before docking. The 
Captain signs the repair lists and is responsible for its oontents. I wrote the repair lists merely. 
The list is in ^is way: 1 talk ovei the mtiter with the Captsin and suggest; those sugges¬ 

tions he does not approve of are out out. I make a list of those which remain, and ho signs that 
list. I had a copy of list (1) in my hand when 1 spoke to Mr. Young about the state of tlie scup¬ 
pers I don’t know what the sheer strake of a vessel is. The bowsprit was never repaired all 
the time I was on board. The band is of iron which has three eyos—one at the bottom and 
one on «^h side Prom the lower one to a shackle on the stern, the bobstny is set up. Prom 
the eyes on either side the bowsprit shrouds are set up to shackle on oillier bow. I 
never'^measured the bowsprit I should say about 30 feet. It is not a fact that the bow- 
snrit was about five to seven feet long. I swear it was more than t-n feet.—nearer 15 feet. 

1 should say it was much more than lo feet. As far as I can say, there were 15 feet or more 
outside the ship before the end was broken. The fracture was at the sheave hole. Knowing 
that I can form a pretty accurate idea how much of the bowsprit was broken off. I should , 
say that the bowspint projected about 15 feet beyond the kiii^hthead Allowing 2^ feet ' 
as^the length of the pieoe broken off, the length of the bowsprit as it was wlien 1 went on 
board was 124 feet. The forestay was fastened to the knighthead. In every steamer I 
have been in there has always been a i.ulkhead below the engine-room and tho stoke-hide. 
The dust from the stoke hole damages, the brass bearings. A jiartitiou bulkhead, it is a 
bulkhead with door in it. I was never down in the engine-room of tho Sir John Lawrence 
before I went on board her as I'hief Officer. I am not certain whether there were two coal 
side pockets or one. There is one athwart ship bunker port in front of the stoke hole; tho pockets 
were probably between the bunker and partition bulkhead which I said had been removed 
When 1 was on board, the side pockets had been removed. I cannot remember whether 
there was a iron partition at tho end of these pockets The rudder had no rudder chain 
fitted on to the afterpart of the rudder, as a substitute in case the upper part of tho 
rudder was damaged or broken. 1 did not bring the absence of these rudder chains to any 
one but the Captain ; he told me not to press for them. As far as I can recollect, I never 
included the rudder chains in my list of repairs. Mr. Bushby, assi.sted by Mr. McKellar, 
made the survey of the vessel in October lbh6. The last day only Mr. .McKellar was there ; 
that was the 25th, 1 think. The day we went to the Salt Golahs Mr. McKellar was on board 
both before ttod after the vessel left the dock. Mr. Young and Captain Irvine went roimd 
with the surveyors. After that survey I wrote to tho Surveyor of the Tort. I wrote to 
Mr McKellar alone, because he was tlie last to finish the survey on decks, boats, windlass, 
and suoh like gear. They were 10 minutes walking round the deck. After that they 
wont down into the engine-room. I saw them go down below off tlio upper deck. I did 
not follow them. This list (1) was made up by the Captain after we consulted on tho 
subieot. 1 wrote out the list; it was signed by Captain Irvine and sent to Mr. Young. 
The list I sent to the Government was as near as possible a oopy of list (1)—perhaps not 
a verbatim oopy; one or two items more or less. With the oxoeptiou of those four items, nz., 
Nos. 11 12, 13, and 19 in the list, I forwarded to the Local Government all the repairs men¬ 
tioned in that b'st remained unexecuted for more than a year to my own knowledge, and 
probably remained unexecuted for several previous yoara Tho vessel had during the year passed 
three suiveys. When in my letter I alluded to the survey as ‘‘ walk round” occupying only 
ten to Eftoen minutes, I intended to confine that remark to the deck survey alone. I did not 
call the attention of the Surveyor to these serioiw defects throughout the your in obedience 
to the instruction of my Commander, Captain Irvine. I am quite sure I told my Commander 
1 worried the carpenter McDougal and Mr. Lindsay, the Engineer, ooistantly to see these 
repairs done. They told me to go to Mr. Young. Mr. Young wOvS voiy seldom on board. 
He eamei ou boBid olteu jost before the survey. Mr. Young did not come on board after or 
even after nearly every trip. M(»t emphatically no. Whenever I got hold of Mr. Young 
disengaged I brought something to his notice; that is how 1 got into suoh ill blood with him.

Orr. _My authority for asserting that the Vingor/a was lost through pipes Iwing for^ in 

was the general opinion of the offioera with whom I associated. I did not know that the Court 
of Enqn^ failed to oome to any definite oonolusion how that vessel was lost, I have s^n 
t^wood in vary good oondition about thirty years after it has bwn put into the deck. This 
remark, however, would not in my opinion apply to the ooyering boards now on board the 
Sir John Lawreno*; but with respect to covering boards generally, I do not tJuuk there would 
be any difleronoe inrespeot of tne wood used for them and for dock piuiioses. tno wyormg 
board of the Sir John Laiorenee was raised above the deck, hence the water womd not lodge or 
remain on it, so it was not so liable to deterioration from wet and the action iff irc^ corrosion 
round tho stanchions. I would be very much surprised if it can be shown that the covering 
boards on tho Sir John Lawrence were of teokwood even in 1884, except where the new deck 
had been added in that year. The rails in the wake of the main hatch were uusaf^about 
twelve feet of railing in the wake of the main hatoh and about five feet of railnig m 
the woke of tho fore hatoh. I mean the gangway on each side of the ship. As a matter 
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of faot most of the stanohions attaohed to the oovering board had their sorewsmore or less toru 
out by the weight of the awniog stanohions, caused by the oontraotion of the canvas ii^ wet 
weather. This applioN to the oovering boaid all round the vessel. <K>vering board was 
so rotten you coula 'not put a screw into it at all in the wake of the gangway. The covering 
boards were more rotten in the wake of the gangway than in any othcsr j^rt. In the other 
parts, however, the screws bad been forced out by the strain of the awning. The water had 
got into the holes ; in oonseqneuoe the wood rotted in the neighbourhood of the screws. 1 
weighed IB stone more or less a year ago. I have lost a considerable amount of flesh sinoe 
I never walked on the gangways because 1 knew^ a man had fallen overboard do^g so; 
he weighed about 3 stone or 4 stone. On the oooasions when the deck was so crowded 
with passengers that I could not get along in the usual way, I walked along the rails wMoh 
wore supported by the awning stanohions and the permanent part of the awning ridge duiin, 
oarefully avoiding the gangways. My feet rested on top of the permanent rails, and my hands 
holding the ridge ohoinB, till I came to the gangway. The gangway is dosed hy two iron bars 
bent at right angles at the end, which fltt^ into eye bolts attaohed to wooden stanohions. 
Th^ top of the rail was iron: there was generally a light at the gangway. I got down on 
, the deck, leaving my shoos on the awning to try if I could find a place to put my feet 
* between the prostrate forms of the passengers ; the people were so closely packed, and I was 
BO heavy, I was afraid of doing some damage to body or limb; and if the howling 
Daha I Baba 1 was not too acute, 1 would go to the other side of the gangway; 
then proceed as before. If the protests and the crowding prevented me, I got on to the awning, 
and surambling on my hands and knees got along as well os I could, taking my chance of 
coming through. We have double awnings, else 1 could not have done-this. My e'cperienoe 
bos been more in oonneotiou with iron than wooden ships. I have soal'^d and painted a good 
many iron ships in my time, among them the steamer Arabia. The sealing and p ain ting of 
on iron ship sliould take place every three or four years. The process should be a thorough 
one. Any steamer oould not have got into the condition which 1 desoribod the air 
John Latrrenie to be in in my letter to Government, pi’s., that “the holds below 
and above tue orlop deck are one mass of rust, the scales can be taken off in large 
flukes by the fingers, and somo of the frames are nearly eaten throimh for want of paint,” 
except from thorough neglect extending over four or five yours. U the Sir John Lawrence 
had been thoroughly scaled and pointod in l'»84, she oould not have been in the condition 
I described her in when 1 wrote that letter to Government. I’he date of the letter is the 28th 
October 1880. The statement contained in my letter to Government about the state of 
rust was most emphatically true. When I first joined the Sir John Lawrence tihe was not 
so rusty; she naturally accumulated rust during the 13 months I was on board. These 
indents produced are written by me, marked (2*) to (2x5). I did not use one-thirtieth part 
of the point I used on tbe Arabia in less than half the time. 1 made several attempts to have 
the holds cleaned out, and I painted the between decks, fore and aft. I painted the between 
decks a few months after I joined the Sir John Lawrence. Before each survey I took up the 
limbers as far as I oould in the time allowed with the few meu left under my command. 
I cleaned the dirt out of the limbers and oeniont-washed them, so that they might have a 
good appearance from the upper hatchway. This was not eye-work : it simply represented 
all I oould do witli the materials afforded me and within the time. What I did, 1 did 
thoroughly. 'While 1 was in the ship, I had all the ballast shifted at different periods in 
order to examiue the state of the ceiling and remove the tons of coal-dust aooumulated 
round tbe foot of. the main pump, under tno ballast, which had apparently remained there 
for many, many months. 1 did not mention the rust in the hold in my list of'repairs 
(I) because you could not indent for removal of rust. 'I he Sir John Laicrenre went on 
to be docked, to b« overhaiiled, and examined' for the half-yearly survey. I called the 
attention of (Japtaifl Irvine and Mj*. Young .to the state of the holds, and pri^sed to have 
the outsides cleaned; but I was only permitted to have the paint soded off lightly 
outside with scrapers. Chipping hammers were not allowed to be used. If I had made a 
proper list, it would have been five times the length of No. (I). As it was, Captain Irvine 
cut a great many items off No. k 1), and even hesitated to sign it in its present fcMrm. I 
not attempt to suggest the scaling of the iuside of the holds, after hearing Captain Irvine 
say that when he attempted to do so in 1884 he was prevented peremptorily from doing 
so, I should he very much surprised to hear that the Sir John Lawrenoe was properly 
scaled and painted, inside and out, in 1884. She may have received coats of paint in 
the had places over the rust She may also have been scaled when it was safe to do so. 
If scaling hod been attefnpted in some places in the hold, 'between wind and Water 
in the fore peak, for instance, the hammer used for ttie purpose wottid most infallibly 
have gone through. I oould have demonstrated this by airekj^riment 'witb a dupping 
bummer at the time when I sent in that letter to the Govertiment in October 188% when 
the Sir John Lawrence was «t the buoy. I am certain I bould have put my chipping 
hammer through the side of tbe ship in more than one ^laoe. I think the hammer would 
have gone through in some places in the forepeak and between the frames, just before the 
bunkers. On the port side, at about from 20 to 26 fathoms, there were two or 
three links of the ohain cable bent partially round -and some without studs. Tiffs 
occurred when cheeking the ship round in strong tides in arrivin r off toWn in Cidoutta. 
The starboard ohain defeots existed between the 80 and 75 fathom shaokle, whioh had 
suffered in the same way, being betit and in many oases links minus of studs. I did not 
include the state of the chains in the list because Captain Irvine would not permit me to 
do so. In ooming iuto port we olwaysj when wo got there, made fast to the ■utTria buoy. 
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When the tide was against us, we wore allowed to proceed aud steam right up to the bunv. 
TWien the tide was ninning up, wo turned round and dropped our anchor in whatever 
spot the ('aptain thought it most judicious to do so. I was not i)repared to leave the 
ship. If I had been so prepared, 1 should have gone to the Agent and made my complaint 
as to the state of the ship in opposition to the Captain and Mr. Young. As a matter 
of fact, I did complain to the Agents—to Mr. Mackenzie—when I landed from the steamer, 
after I got information of my dismissal. I did not attempt to make any complaints to 
the Agents before my dismissal from their service. Mr. Young never at any time did 
anjdhing to deter mo going to the Agents with my complaints, had I chosen to do so. 
Captain Irvine did tell me to address all my complaints to the Superintending Ejigineer 
only, and not to the Agents. The Cai)tnin wont every day when we were in pert to 
the office of the Agents to know as nmeh about the requirements f)f repairs on hoard. It was 
not part of my duty to go to the Agents about the repairs. I did not th’nk it necessary to 
supplement list (1) with more items when 1 sent it to Government. List (1) was authenti¬ 
cated by the signature of the Captain, witli the excfeption of the two last items, whioli were 
added afterwards by me and a remark made to that effect. I thought there was quite enough 
in that list to show the extent of the neglect of the vessel. The eojiy of list (1) which 1 sent to 
the Govomment was, 1 believe, copied by me from a duplicate list m my possession. 1 hav(^ 
not that duplicate in my iiossession. 1 gave it to a fellow-lodger of mine — n clerk in an insii- 
ranoe office. 1 don’t know his name. 1 have kept no copies of the other lists I have sent ni. 
I think we came out of dock about the 2ofh October. I believe thollarhour- 
Master was Mr. Mathowson. Wo dropped down to the K.alt Golubs. Wo tried to get 
up the starboard chain with the windlass, and after much trouble and delay found it iinj)os- 
sihlo to do BO in the time required to move the ship. This was on account of the dofoclivo 
state of the windlass. Wo had to get the chain up from llie chain locker dorni l)elow. Wo 
got tlie whole of tlm chain for mooinng tho shi]* oft cn both sides entirely nj) from the ])oit 
locker. Wo had not laid the chain emt in lengths on tho deck before wo loft f lie dock. In 
this vessel, the JS/r John Lmvrcnro, it is not necessary to range tho chain on the dock. Tiie 
anchor is let go from tlie cat'.ioad aud can-ies tho chiiin with it over the gipsey of 
tho windlass, to which there is attached a compressed break, which is useful to stoj) llie cliuin 
at W’ill. There is no occasion to have any chain lying on deck. As it conics in the windla.^s 
pays it diwn into tho locker. Tlio Harbour-Master is uot bound under tho rules of tlie port 
to have tho chain laid out in lengths on (ho deck in a stcaiiior carrying a windlass of the 
kind I have described. 1 don’t know the Harbour-Mastors’ lulos. 

Did you not oh tho 23rd of October sign a ccrdfio.ato given to the Harbour Master 
oertifying amongst other things that there wore 30 fathoms of chain laid out on deck ready 
to be paid*out 'i 

dnmer .—I do not remember wliefbor I or the Captain signed llie Harbour- 
Master’s certificate on the occasion you mention. It is a paper which is usually signed 
without being read : a purely foriual affair. 1 have never road a Harbour-Masters’certificiifc 
through 3 'et, and I spe ak with an expericnee of 2U years. It M’ns impossible to luj' out 30 
fathoms of chain hoforo the windlass on the .SV>' John Luicrencc. There was no room, and 
even if I could have done so, it would have proved a source of danger to the Inscars. 

Crosn-cj-aminaiion conlinueJ —This certificate is signed by me. ((‘ertificalc put 
in and marked X) When wo left port in tho morning, tho Caiitaiii, acting as tJarbour- 
M osier, dropped the ves.sel under steam down the river. 1 have known thi.s 
operation take uji two or throe hours. The (^^aptahi would then turn the sliiii, and then in 
hts capacity of pilot lake tlie iS'/r .JoAh iromafc down the river; and if tho tide were not 
favourable for ontranco into (he AVestein Channel, ho would lake the ship down the Eastern 
Chamml, and would arrive at. the further <'ud, uceording to the state of the tide, at any time 
between 8 r.M. aud 12 midnight. From tlic moment the ship liu-ned off towards ( handbally 
the Captain navigated her ns Muster. If we left Calcutta at daybreak ou AVodiicsdiiy, 
and took the Eastiwn Channel eoui’se, wo generally arranged matters so that we reai.ho I 
Chandbally on ’Tliursdny morning, tho entrance of the Diiamrariver, tlie Kemika buoy. 
If wo went tho Western Chanucl oourso, and if wo made a very favourable voyiige, reached 
tho Kanaka buoy about 11 r.M. on Wednesday night. We used the Western Channel 
most I'reciuontly. Starting at daybreak willi lire wind and tide favourable, we migh". make 
Saugor by 1 r. M. Saugor light-house woi Id bo about nine miles olf. When wo had Saugor 
light-house abeam, wo should he through the neater pnrtof the Western ( hauuel. 1 was 
Captain of tho a vessel in tho Chandbally trade. I did not hold a pilot’s eertificiite. 

My Chief Ulfioe.r was a tug jiilot, and ho therefore had command of the vessel. I only made 
one voyage to Chandbally in the Mrjiitn as Master. On that occasion J took tho ship 
through the Eastern ChauneL I assumed oommand of the ship just below the Ijower Gasimr. 
Had 1 gone by tho Western Channel, 1 should have assumed oommand u.'i .Master at the 
Upper Auckland buoy. We got to Chandbally generally between 10 A..'ir. and midday. 
The Captain was the obliged to ho up during tho whole of tJnat day. The mooring 
often took one hour or on hour and a half. Wo lay at Chandhall^’all Thm’sday night. 

I supervised the taking in of cargo during the night. 

"We never used a Cliandhally pilot. Leaving Chandbally (if tho tide ho favourable) at 
daybreak wo made tho Kanaka buoy in 3^ hours ; with the tide unfavouiablc, IJ. in tho 
So* t/e/m wo invariably ret iirnod by the Eastern Channel. Wo got to tho Ajx x 

buoy between 1 and 2 in tho unirniiig. Tho Captain Avas obliged to act as pilot from the 
Kanaka buoy to the Apex buoy, taking tho truck w’o usually a.doptcd. Wo anchored at 
tho Apex buoy aud proceeded to Calcutta at daylight ou tho following morning.

The 22nd July WSJ .-Crosi-examination continued,—To Mr. Orr —I wrote the ehip’s log 
on board the Sir John.Lawrence, and the official log when requested by the Captain to do so 
Captain Irvine may have made some entries in the official log himself without my knowledge 
I may say he invariably asked me to make such entries. If he did make any entries of any 
importance, they must have been added after I left the ship, or I should have seen them. Every 
entry of any importance made in the official log while I was there was made by me. The entries 
related principally to the discharge and shipping of sailors, or death, if it was pdpable. 
I did not enter the fact of six dead bodies being thrown overboard between Diamond 
Harbour and Garden house. I was not asked to do so by the Captain. I made a note in 
my own log book for future reference. I made shorthand notes in my log book from 
time to time. The Captain used to toll me the number of passengers to enter in the 
shill’s log, and I so entered them. That was done in every trip if the Captain happens 
to tell me the number of passengers If not, I put down tho number I happoued to toll the 
police on their making an enquiry from a ooat an hour or two after the passengers hod 
loft tKo vessel. I entered the number of passengers on board in each trip going and 
returning from Chandbally when the Captain furnished me with the number. Tlie C'aptam 
furnished mo with this information from a rough po^iket-book which he had. Never to 
my knowledge did the police count the passenyers on board jirior to starting from 
Calcutta. During festival times this work, if efficiently carried out, would have taken the 
police several hours to perform A lighter would also bo necessary to put some of the 
passengers into, so that they might bo divided for the purpose of counting. I hoard what 
Captain Spence said about counting the passengers on board tho Tyrone. If the same 
surveyors who surveyed the Sir John Ltuerence in my time, and passed her in that o mdition, 
were consulted by the Government, and tho Resolution of the Goyornraent is based on their 
opinion, I am not surprised at any conclusion tho Governm nt might oomo to under their 
advice. I do not remombor any altercation with Mr. Young on tho 23rd October 1886, but 
I remember nearly all tho words which passed between us, which wore very few. Mr. Voung 
asked mo why I was not down below in the tunnel Rotting the shaft along. I said I was 
too old in tho thorn to do that sort of thing. I said there wore four of the ship’s ongineors. 
three or four extra engineers, all my crew, and all tho extra hands, which wore supposed 
to be paid by tho deck department, were all below. What should I be doing then, 
as Chief Officer acting, gunner to the engineers. Mr. Young did not order me to go 

down and lend a hand with tho shaft. I did not tell Mr Young I was a d;;-d sight 

too old to do that sort of thing. I did not refuse. Mr. Young had no right to give any 
such order. I did not continue using bad language. I used no bad language at all; had no 
quarrel and no words on that day. Captain Irvine told me not to go down into the tunuol, 
nor did he tell me not to obey Mr. Young’s order. 

Did you not, then, ask Mr. Young if he wished you to thrash him ? 

Anstrer. —No. 

I did not say to Mr. Young “ I suppose you want to got me dismissed. I don t remember 
Mr. Young saying to mo that I dismiss you than and there: he had not the power to do thise 
I had a six months’ agreement. After I loft tho ship, I went to Messrs. Macneill and Company’s 
office. I went there to tell the Agents that Mr Young was annoyed at my assisting tho Com¬ 
mander in making out such an extensive repair list, and culling Mr. Young’s attention to these 
defects mentioned in that list and pressing for their immediate repair. I saw Mr Mackenzie 
at that interview -He said that’s Mr. Young’s business, not yours, or words to that^ffe(!t. 
I then said I shall be glad if you give me a testimonial, stating the time I have been'onyour 
vessel, as to my ooudnot and ability during that period, as I think, of going up to pass for 
tho river tug. Mr. Mackenzie gave tho order and I got the certificate. Mr. Currie handed it 

to mo. ■ • . , 1 . . . 

Did you not ask simply for a certificate of service only, showing the time you had 
served on board the Sir John Laarence, as you wanted it to enable you to go up and pass 
for the river ? 

jineicer .—I did nothing of the sort. I did ask for a ,/frfe testimonial which would 
express the opinion of the firm as to my conduct and ability while I was in their service. 

I don’t remember the exact words I used. I applied for a testimonial in the ordinary 
terms a seivant would to an employer. I wiU not pledge my oath to the exact words I used 
I don’t reniemW to whom Mr. Mackenzie gave instructions about ray oertifioate. Mr. Mac¬ 
kenzie did not direct Mr. Currie to give me a oertifioate of service only: he certainly did not 
do this in my presence. After getting my oertifioate. I went two or three days after to the 
Agents to get my wages. I don’t remember seeing Mr. Mackenzie on that occasion. I saw 
him on the date 1 served him with a summons. I remember iiresenting hfr. Mackenzie with 

a letter which formally tendered to him my services as I hief Officer I did this under the 

advice pf my Solicitor. 1 cannot remember whether I actually presented the letter to Mr. 
Mackenzie. I do not remember stating orally. I have come to tender my services as (ffiief 
Officer of the Sir John Lawrence to Mr. Mackenzie or any one else. I don’t remember Mr. 
Mackenzie or any one else saying having already dismiss^ you, wo do not reouire your 
services. My former shipmate^ Captain Irvine and Mr. Turner, the second eagineer, 
were the “ valued friends” I alluded to whom 1 had lost tlmotigh tho foundering of the Sir 
John Lawrence. In my opinion the Sir John Lawrence having had a lot of heavy extra iron 
beams, large quantity of deck and houses added to her, about eight feet above a portion 
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of the vessel where there was none before, it must have oonsiderably altered the stability of 
the ijiip with reference to the oaloulations made on the original construction of her hull. 

I also know that large quantities of ballast were thrown overboard at different periods, which, 
as a matter of fact, were not wholly replaced in my time. I did not cause the ballast 
to be thrown orer board, nor do I know the quantity which was thnjwn over board. 

To Captain deSmult .—The windlass was on the main deck. It oouldjbe worked by steam 
or by bq'nd from the upper deck The centre casting of the windlass was broken, and the 
whole body of the windlass forced over to starboard, so that the starboard gipsey had 
worn itself deep into the wooden bitts wluch supported it: it got into a state which mode 
it difficult to work some two or three months before I left the ship. I don’t know whether 
the windlass was ever repaired. I have seen the plates out out above the upper part of 
the stern: those plates wore in good order. In the fore peak particularly, I think, the 
thickness of the plates were above And of an inch No rivets were driven out of the vessel 
during my time in the hull under deep water-mark. If I tried to beat a rivet with a 
hammer so as to remove the rust between the frame and the plates, in oases there 

would be a distance of 1th of an inch between the frame and the plate. The Sir John 
Lawrence's plates were allemately outside and inside above light water-mark. The outer 

{ dates have a liner between the frame and the plate. What I alludo to was rust, and not 
iner I could not see the floor plates, the depth between the floors would bo about one Ibot. 

I can’t tell you how high she was cemented in those ohambers; she carried ballast then;* 
the ballast was on the coiling. I have known the Sir John Lawrence go away boarded as 
full as she could hold ; at other times not a very great deal. The amount varied oonsider¬ 
ably between 40 to .'>() tons upwards. 'I’horo was enough water to damage bags of salt I 
ftihiTf the water came through a defective sluice in the engine room. The sluice hole 
was stoiiped up with rags. I don’t know whether the cargo was issured. Ou the main deck, 
besides, the tanks on the starboard side cabins were very much enlarged. Three fresh cabins 
were added—larger cabins—the older ones being removed. The new cabins occupy very muoh 
more space than tbo older cabins. Ou the starboard side, nearly abreast the gallery, were the 
additional pbuHJS taktm up built for the purpose, but never used as latrines. On the port side, 
just abaft the nmin hatch, was a cabin built for Uio coriienter, and about three feet further on 
a large engineer’s store-room had been built. I do not know how many Bnj)Hrficial feet was 
loft on llie main tleok for the ac-oommodatiou of passengers. The horse-power was something 
over 90 and not under 90 for the second engineer could run her. Her speed under steam 
alone wdth a moderal(? head w ind was about 7 miles an hour. I saw in the papers that the Sir 
c7oA« was not classed at Lloyds; this was in 1878. The <S/r John Lawrence was a 

very lively boat in bad weather. 

To the President.—'M.y acquaintanceship with Captain Irvine led me to consider him a 
man who placed very little vabu! on his own life. I myself have heard him say I expect to 
go down in tlie old Lairrcu'e if 1 stop ou her long enough. On one owasion wo received 
peremptory ordei-s signalled to us to return. Wo obeyed that order; but if it had not been for 
me, we should never have seen that order, for I prevailed upon Captain Irvine to wait and 
read the flags. ITe waited reluctantly, and but for my protest he would have gone on. On 
one oocasion when storm signals wore iij) and large steamers had anohored, Cuplain Irvine 
proceeded out to sea iu opposition to my advice. The Captain looked upon his jMissengere as 
so much living freiglit, worth so much a head. I do not believe that bo would have penuitft'd 
the question, wheflu;r or not liis j)a8Songcr8 would bo inconvenienced or their Iive.s endangered, 
influouoe him iu any way w'ben he came to decide whether he shoidd return or go out 
to sea. If Captain Irvine had succeeded in getting to Chandbally before the Seagull and the 
Tyrone, be would most assuredly have swept up all the passengers who had not taken tickets 
for passages in flic other ships. As a maftor of fact, independently of tlie pas-sengors who 
had tiefe^s, Ouiitain Irvine carried a larger number of passengors, who paid tnofr money on 
board. That money was collected by L'ujitain Irvine. In my opinion Mr. Currie, knew all 
about it. He was tii ' Agent of MiU.-noiil and Companjr at Obandbally. My belief, induced by 
what I saw, was thaf. the Cajitoin obtained some pecuniary advantage out of the fares of tliese 
passengers. 'Tbe interest lie took iu these na-sseugers confirmed this belief. One of the motives 
which, in my opinion, induced Captain Irvine to venture out to sea was to seouro the huger 
number of those passengers on the return voyage. 

He-examination. to Mr. Ohose.—Ho account to my knowledge was kept of these passengers 
who took no tickets. If the Captain handed over th® money to the agents they would only 
have the word of the Captain as to the amount. The proceeds which under an amicable 
arrangement might bo the subject of division between the owners of the various sfeamers 
plying between Calcutta and Chandbally would only be in respect of money paid on the sale 
of tickets. Tbo only thing which oould be cheeked would be the money obtained on the 
of tioketo. In my opnion this praotioe of receiving paissengers on board without 
Uokets was the chief cause of the crowmng of the steamer with numbers beyond tho amount 
the steamer was allowed to carry. In my opinion tho person directly associated with the 
oollootiou of the money from thieSe passengers would be interested iu getting as many of 
these passengers as they oould on board. This praotioe obtains on toth sides, more parti- 
oulorly from Chandbally. At Poojah during the Puri festival we carried quite 1,400 
passengers. I have known the Sir John Lawrene.e when, during the time of the year and ho 
was only permitted to carry 700 and odd passengers, oooording to what Captain Irvine told 
me, carry about a th(%sand pitssengors. I emphatioally reassert that I have frequently seen 
the Sir John Lnwre iee oveicrowdod; and the overcrowded state of the ship interfered with 
the management of the sliip, and in rough weather it would decidedly endanger the vessel

and all on board. I have never soon the upper awnings blow away ; the curtains would 
go and the rain pelt in. 1 have soon the pasHongers wet all through the nig;ht. The d(&tauce 
between Calcutta and Chandhally is between 150 to 16't inilos. My decided opinion is that 
it is not possible for one officer j^orformiug the treble duties of Captain and Pilot and 
Harbour Master to got through the accumulation of work olRciently. Captain Irvine was 
60 years of ago at-least, too old in iny opinion to discharge these duties efficiently. I have 
frequently seen him for hours together asleep on the bridge when on duty. On the oooasion 
when we were on shore at the mouth of the Dlinmra river, the passengers threatened to 
thrf>w me over board boonuso they could not got food, and the Brahmins would not take the 
water from the tank, as lliat was used by Mahomedans. '1 he two f iur-lnmdi’ed gallon tanks had 
boon exhausted. Wc got uj) eoconnuts from the cargo. In scrambling for tlieso the women and 
children got trodden <»n. Had not been for Mr. xukkio. I should have been thrown overboard. 
Un one occasion, when oiir steamer was dragging her auohor. if one of the defective tanks had 
given way we should have been in pio;-cs in two or three ininutoa We hud sis or seven Imndrod 
passengers on board. When wo anchored the Captain said that will do ; steam, the fires wore 
banked j finding ourselves slowly dragging, 1 informed the Captain. I also remiiidwl him 
that, owing to the defective windlass, wo could not lot go the second anchor. I then with the 
consent of the Captain ordered steam to bo got uj) ns fast us possible. I have never known 
a yVssongor vessed go to sea ovith sm.-h an unsightly 2 )atoh on her. 1 have n'diced 2 )as 6 enger 8 
■ stay hchiiid till after the couiilors had left, and on lea^•ing Chandhally after the counters 
had left and the vessel oil in (ho stream underwcigli, the iianeewa'la would bring down 
some hundred or more passengers who had been concealed in liouses, and in spile of the efforts 
of the native agents to stop tin m to BOO whether they hud got tickets, force tliom into boats 
and bring thorn olf. The panobwalhi Hliippod a large amount of freight on hoard the stoarnor; 
thefreiglil were stowed in the Ifcst idaeo ; ho saw it done, luitiug great infiiien<-c with the crow. 
Ido not think there is any scivw steumor which carries witliin one third of the amount of 
jja'-sengors ns carried by the Sir John Lawrcurr, oven if liny be of the same lounago as the 
Sir John Lnirrctire. The Alrtiuia, a ninch bettor shiji, carries nothing like (lie amount of 
pasHongers. 1 believe tlie ilnhratla has boon running in lire jdace of the Sit John Lnurniro. 
NVo often carried 1 orscs, carriages and cows; the Bi)aco occujucd by those encroached 
iif)on the space set apart for the jias.songers. I he space set ajiart for th(« hosjdtal vvas 
not used for the benefit of the jiasscngcTS, hut. M'a.9 a store fdaoo for hii\vs<‘rs, nqios and 
shii>’s gear. The sji.ace occujjied by the cows, horses and carri.ages was 2 'art. of tho spuco 
reserved in the survey for i>assengor.s. I remember one or two occusious when passengers 
were refused admittance because tlio diwk was so oliokcd no room oould bo found for 
more. 'J'he last item* in exhibit (2') is the most important item in the pa.i)er. Wc had 
a carjientcr at Rs. 4U a month, and not enough wood on board to make a boat’s rudder. 
'J'hc item of oil was also imiiortant; it might have resulted^in having to run with¬ 
out side-lights. This item. No. 12 in exhibit (1), is w'ritten and nnd<?rst()<)d by mo¬ 
il refers to the boat wbicb j)assed its survey in the prc'sence of Mr. Youno- and 
Mr. Bijshhy, and I niado the rennark i)artic.ularly to Mr. Lcoch, tlio Chief Engineer.'I'lioy 
lowered the two now life boats into the water, and let the lolton one remain hmi"- 
ing at the davit. What sort of a sm-vey do they call that. On the 17t.h October, when "l 
wrote exhibit (1), I bad no iirospect of quitting my post. I attribute my <llsehargo 
intimated to me on the 25th to the fact that I in.-iislod on the rojiairs montioued 
in exhibit (1) being done. Before making .out this list, I Inid often nnide verbal reports 
to the carpenter and blacksmilh scut on hoard to look afior tho rejiairs, and jdso to 
Mr. Young, Avhon opportunity oflorod. I have known 1 annas lakon as a fare for a 
jiassengor. I have also known as much as Us. 5 jiuid for a single jiassage.

It may be four mouths before I loft 
the ship.

John Leech—Sworn aailh io Mr. Kilh/. — l was Chief Engineer at one time on board the 
Sir John Lawrence iiom the 22nd September 1884 up to the 25th SepIember 1886. Mr 
Neusicin was on board as Chief Officer for pai-t of the time. Whilst I was running to Chand- 
bally, weekly one trip a week, 1 had six firemen, four coal-trimmers—it may have boon two ooal- 
trimmers—a Bcrang, two tin dais, and two oil-men. I had engineers besides Wlioa 

we began to run tri-weakly that is two stt'amers making three trijt.s a week, J had eiiiht fire¬ 
men, ft>ur coal-trimmers that no extra fire-men, two extra ci>al-ti-imjiu;rs, and an extra engi¬ 
neer. In my opinion these were a suflioiont crew for the work tho Sir John Lawrence 
U.< do. 1 oannot tell you anything about tho deck crew. When I wont on board the Sir 
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John Laicrenee, she had been recently repaired. I believe she bad a new spar deck from the 
bridge up to the poop flush deck. I was in the vessel 13 years ago, and can therefore say 
that the Sir John Lawrenee had two side Imnkers and a bunker athwart ship, also a bulk¬ 
head separating the stokehole from the enigne-room ; the two side bunkera and the bulk- 
bead I have mentioned have been removed. 1 ritould say the more bulkheads the ship has 
the stronger she is ; in my opinion the removal of that bulkhead did to a certain degree 
weaken the vessel, I joined the Sir John Laterence in 1»74, and left her in 1877. In 1874 
the Sir John Laterence was a staunch vessel; everything good about her. The forepart of the 
Sir John iawrcwcewas not staunch in my opinion in 1684. The plates down in the fore peak 
were all encrusted with rust and the frames also. In 1874 she was properly painted in^the 
fore peqk and everywhere else, inside and out. In 1885 after the ooll^ion occurred with 
the Indore, there was no paint, all rust on the fore peak. I was sent by the Captain to go 
and have a look at the hole made by the collision on the fore peak on the starboaM side • the 
hole was above water—a good deal above water. When the ship was light she was drawing 
about 8 feet forward at the time of the collision, the hole was about 4 feet above the water 
line. I went down to look at it and came back and told the Captain that there was a 
large hole in the bow, and that he could not go to sea and must take her back to bo repaired. 
The hole may have been above 18 inches to 2 feet square when the ragged parts were cut off! 
My engineers cut off the ragged parts under my superintendence. Mr. 'I'urner was second 
engineer, Mr. Thorpe, third engineer, Mr. Sansoni, fourth engineer. The plate was one-eighth 
of an inch thick. 1 did not measure it, but 1 eouM see by the edges of the plato. The plate 
when new must have been a quarter of an inch thick: thw is merely a guess. The 
plate looked much corroded We came back to Calcutta to the workshop at 
Garden Ileach. The o ilision occurred in the morning between fi and half past 6 a.m. 

I cannot give dates. Mr, Taylor, the Superintending Engineer, came on board; ho after¬ 
wards sent workmen on the same day. They brought a plate off with them, punched holes 
in the ship's side round the hole, and fixed the patch with putty and made a bolt patch of it: 
we steamed away the same evening to Chandbally. We had paHSongers on board when the 
collision occurred—a larg e number of passengers—they remained on board all that day, and wo 
took them to Chandbally that evening. When the patch was on, Mr. McKellor. the Assistant 
Surveyor, came on board and hod a look at the patch. I saw Mr. MoKeller on dock forward. 

I did not see him go dovm bdow. I think he must have gone down below, Mr. Taylor was on 
board with him. An engineer of the name of Henderson was sent off with the men to put the 
plate on. 1 saw the plate put on. I was there all the time. No Government surveyor was 
on board tyhon the patch was being put on. You could cosily feel the thickness of the plate 
from the inside alter the patch was put on ; it was an outside patch. After we enmn 
from that trip, Mr. Taylor came on board the next day. He said if Mr. Bushby ordered 
the plate to be taken out that there would be no stopjnng, the plates on both sides 
of the bow would have to be taken off By “stopping’" I meant that, according 
to Mr Taylor if one jilate was taken out, the whole affair would ho exjxised, and a good 
number of plates; the whole of tho fore peak on both sides would have to be renewed. 
Mr. Taylor further said ho would see Mr. Bushby about it, and get Iiim to leave 
the patch where it wos with the exception of the bolts; be would fake out tho bolts 
and put in rivet and make a rivet joint of it. Tho holts were subsequently taken out and 
rivets put in. The remaining of the plates on tiie fore peak w’ould have been an expensive 
business, it would have taken oyer a month at the very least to have done. The Medina 
was running in conjunction with us, she had been chartered by Messrs. Maoneill uud Com¬ 
pany. She belonged to tho British India Steam Navigation Company. I could not tell 
the number of passengers the Sir John Lairrence oertifled to carry, or the Medina. No 
other port of the skin li the ship was examined by me. I do not know the condition of the 
holds or coiling. 1 don’t know whether tho holds wore painted. In 1 kh 4 tho engines were 
90 horse-power nominal. They were compound direct acting horizontal engines, so far os 
tte riiafting and tho cylinders were concerned they wen' all right. The condenser was 
prettjy much worn. Very much worn, the rest of the muchiuery wore in good order and 
condition. The boiler was a new one. The donkey boiler was also a new one. It must 
have been put in tho ship on the iMt repair of 1888-84. There was one unserviceable boat 
on board, a boat on the port side close to the mizzenmast, the after port boat; there were 
three other boats in good order. The starboard life-boat was smashed in the oollision, 
and while the patch was being put on a new boot was sent from the yard, and 
-was lashed alongside. In the evening the damned life-boat was sent ashoro 
in diorge of five lascars, it was towed ashore by the jolly-boat. During tlio day the 
unserviceable after fore boat had been taken away, and a Viovv boat had been brought 
in its place and lashed alon^ide but not hoisted on the davits. Wo also received a 
brand now life-boat sent us in exchange for the one which was smashed. The boat 
which was lashed alongside and not hoisted on to the davits filled with water, and got 
under the ship, the painter parted and we saw it no more. 1 could not swear to tho fact 
that the after port boat was unserviceable at that time. On oiu: rofnrn trip the after port 
boat came book to us again and was hun^ up on the davits. I saw that iritor port boat 
come alougride, it was an unserviceable boat, it used to leak very bad. It remaiuod with us 
for fmmo time till just before tho survey when it was taken away and a brand now boat 
put in its place. After the survey was over we ran a trip or two, and then the new b i.at 
was tohen away and the old mservicable boat sent hack to us, I saw the unsorvioenble 
boat oome alongside after tho survey, it was in a leaky condition, os it was hove up the plug 
was taken out and the water ran out of it, .1 was on board tlie Sir John Laterence when she 
went ashore at the mouth of tho Ohoudbolly river; wo had lots of passengers on board; the 
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ship was very crowflod. The possengers wanted to ashore to cook in the jungle. "^The 
after port boat was let down, it was found to be leaking so much that it would be dangerous 
to send passenarers in it, so it was hoisted up again. When I left the Str John Lairrenee 
the unsorvi(! 0 able boat was still there: I left on the 25th September 1886. The collision 
I think ocscurred in May 18x5. The unserviceable boat remained on board the Sir John 
Laurence with the exception of the short time when she was sent ashore from the time of 
the collision to (lie time I loft the steamer in Soptemor 1886. After the occasion when the 
unserviceable boat was removed to make way for the new boat, there were two additional 
surveys hold in my time. 1 never saw the Surveyor's order that boat to bo put into the 
water. It passed two surveys no I am wrong. Now I come to think of it the unserviceable 
boat passed one survey, the surv'eyor was Mr. Bushby. 'I'here wore four surveys held 
while I was on board the ship: they were made by Mr. Bushby and Mr. MoKeltar; the 
latter does the engine-room, Mr. Bushby did the first engine-room survey. Mr. Bushby did 
all the deck sun'eys. The survey on deck and the survey on the engine-room was going on 
fit tlie same time 1 cannot say whether the Surveyor wont down into the hold or not. 
When Mr. Bushby himself surveyed the engine-room he went into the boiler; he had a 
look at the cj lindor, he looked fit the shafting and made me take off the bearings when we 
went* on deck. AVe looked at the safety valves, the whole affair was finished in half au 
hour. 1 did not see the dock survey. AVe wore aground three or four days going to 
('handball}', it w.as vf-ry early in the morning. There W'fis a moon but it Wfia clt)uded, it must 
have been on acconnf of the darkness. AVhore wo wore aground the sand was not. visible ; 
the ncfirf.'st shore from us nmst hnvf' been about six lengths of the sfearner off. The 
passengors were short of food. I have seen the steamer crowded as full ns it will h>>ld. The 
pcojdi' could not move about; tlie crew could not have got about through the jfussengers; 
the passengers liitd to cramp their leg.s up. At night it was uittsrly impossible for fi 
woman to move towards the water-closets in day time, if she had male friends she might 
manage to do so There were two passenger de<!ks, the sjfur deck and the mfiiu deck. 
The spur deck was flush from the sbun to before the foremfust, then there was a break 
where the male closets were. Before the spar deck was the main dock. In 1874 there 
was no spar doik, there was poop, bridge dock and forecastle. The distance hetweou the 
old poop and tlie bridge dock was about 60 feet and liO feet aliont from the bridge deck 
to the forecastli?; 1 cannot say for cc-tain. The only alteration is that the space between 
the poop and t.he bridge deck has been decked over; there had been high bulwarks between the 
jioop and the bridge deck. These high bulwarks were done away with alloge'Jier ; the new 
spar dock was siqtported’by iron frames ; the distance between the main and sjiar dock is about 
7i tret. The old bulwarks arc rophicell by new bulwarks about 6^ to 4 feet high*; tlie space 
between these bulwarks and the spar deck is open. The top of the bulwark was distant between 
7 to 8 feet from the rvator when tlio Sir John Lairrcnce bad a full ooinjilemout of jias.soagers 
and full cargo when she hail a draught of I-I feet; the bulwarks were seven or eigl it feet 
out of the fathom. AVe did not get any very lieavy weather on the last oocasion, I was in the 
Sir John Lairrcnce in ordinary monsoon weather; the seas broke into the main dock — heavy 
seas. .T have seen the passengers wetted through. I have seen six inohos of water right up 
to the saloon door and the passengors lying in it. 1 have never soon i)a.ssengers injured by 
the force of the sea. The sea would just douse the passengers and riolliiug more. If there had 
been a storm all the passengers on the spar deck would havo been seut down on the main deck, 
and if the main deck liad uot sufficient room the passengers would have been sent on to the 
hetw'ceu deck ; if they stayed on tlie spar deck they might roll ov(>r hoard. There was 
au irou rail, there wiis strong netting hetween tlie rails; these rails wore pretty shaky through 
the lascars walking along them necessitated by the crowded state of t he upper deck. I ha've"seen 
ballast takttU out of the ship to lighten her. 1 found the Sir John Luiirencr rolled a great deal 
more on the second occasion 1 was in her than slie did on the first. '1 here was an awning over 
the s[)ar dock. There w'ore curtains when the weather was unfavourable ; tho curtains wore down 
there were no emtains or anything else to cover tho spaces above tho bulwarks on the main; 
deck, ('aptain Irviuo was not always a sober man. I havo not seen iiim the worse for 
liquor when on duty. I liave soon him asleep when on duty. I havo not soon him asleep 
when coming by the James and Mary. There was no counting of pa-ssongors when shipped 
in Calcutta. They would generally start coming on board at 5 r. m. in spite of an order 
occasionally given by the Captain that they should not come on board till 7 or half-past 7 ; 
some used to get on board and others remained in boats, about aO to GO boats alongside. 
TUero was no showing of tickets when they came on hoard Those that did get on board from 
the boats got in by the ports or up the gangway ladder. Tlie Captain used to collect the tickets 
while the steamer was going down tho river. After we had gone a good way down about 
10 or 11 o’clock, a good many of the passengers had no tickets—money was taken, the 
price fixed for the trip : this price varied in different trips. The Cajitain issued no tiouets. 
There was no one to check the amount which the Oajitain took. 1 never saw any of the 
European otficers of the river police on hoard the Sir John Laierence. I am not aware of 
any attempt or pretence made by the police to count the passengers who went on board at 
(jaloutta. In Chaiidbally tho passengers were counted when we got there. Stage planks 
were ]ilnoed from the jetty, five or six planks, about a foot broad eacb, wore placed side by side, 
a policeman stood either at the end of the jetty, sometimes in tho steamer a native otfioor, and 
oouutcd tbo passengers as they went ashore. There was no order kept. They were allowed 
to soramhle ashore over these planks in any order. It was difficult for the officer to oount 
thorn, but I think he was able to count them. 1 am not aware that Captain Irvine was ever 
fined for carrying excess passengers. 1 havo myself seen twelve to thirteen hundred passen¬ 
gors on board. The i»oUce officer at Cbandbally would be able to oount them. I believe on 
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one occasion wo did go to sea when tho storm signals wore up. Wo thought we would 
have very had weather. I did not talk to the Captain about it. We did not think it 
prudent on the part of tho Captain going out to sea on this occasion. I cannot remeinber 
whether we had many passengers on board. Mr. Young accoinpamed by Mr. Bushby or 
Mr. MoKellai when they came into the ongiuo-roora lor survey. Mr. Young gave me 
no directions to kooji silent when tho survoyors were on board. Nor did he oven tell mo 
to mention anything that might bo wrong with the machinery. It is a practice with all 
•hip engineers to answer any «]uestion wliieh may be nskod, but to volunteer no information.

The. 2GM July —Ejramiuatioii of irititeux John Leech eoniintml to Mr. Kilby. —Mr. 
McKellar when ho used to come down and examine the engine-room used to do it satis- 
faidorily, by that I mean thoroughly, but as regards tho condenser Mr. McKellar would not bt 
able to find out what was wrong «ith the condenser unless ho was told. I did not tell him. 
1 heard no one else tell him. The condenser had ram pumps. The chambers in the condenser 
itdo which those ram jiumjm worked were eaten away by galvanic atdion ; we had to put in 
copper pipes and the rams worked in tlnfse copper pipes, the seating of the suction valve of the 
after circulating launp had ik» landings to bolt the B«>ating8 to the landing, 'the land¬ 
ing or cast iron ilaugc was all con-oded and eaten away, so that wo had to li.v bra.ss 
flanges in its place, cutting away what remained of the rusty cast iron flange for. that 
purpose. Those defects did not endanger the safety of the sliip and was not detri¬ 
mental to tlie working of t he engines They gave us a good deal of trouble. We had 
to keep rectifying it coTistantly. Air. Bu.shhy’s eur\ oy also was a thorough survey. I wish 
to correct a mistake 1 made yesterday, the boat which was sent ou board the Sir John 
iMin'cnce on her ivluni from Clianclball}- after tho collision was one belonging to one of the 
Inland River Stoam-boaf.s. 1 also wish to say that during our bi-weekly service we ha<i four 
coal trimmers ou board and during tho tri-weakly service we liad six coal trimmers on board. 
I also omitted to mention a store keeper. 

To Viiplam dc^^nui.U. —1 w'as (diief Engineer on board the Sir John Luirrrner between 
1874 and 1877. When I lirst joined her we were put on the Chaudbally trade Messrs. 
Alacneill an<J Company were agent.s to the ship at that time. She was oliarlered by the British 
India Steam Navigation Company; slie was aftcrwanls employed and was run bet.weeu 
Calcutta, (diittagong, Akyab, Kyouk—Tliyon and ^andoway. Tbrougbout the time wo were 
employed in tin' Bay of Itengal and <>n the west or Malabar coast. 1 was Chief Engineer 
again from 1884 to 1880, 1 was not in Calcutta in 1883. 'I'ho Sir John I^airrenee between 
1884 and 188t5 was surveyed twiec in dock. The Sir John Ijnmience was not sealed inside on 
oitln*r of these surveys, she was scraped outside. I never went out on tho dock and e.xnmiiied 
the bottom. 1 have, however, been at the bottom of the dock working at the steamer’s 
proiwller, when 1 could see tho bottom looked staunch. I. believe the jiintios wore changed. 
1 cannot say whetlier at the first or second time we went into dock. I examined the roses 
of the sea connections, they wort' all in perfect order. Tho holts tif fiur sea connections were 
all right, 1 examined them my.'ielt. T never exaraiut'd the cement at the bottom of the boilers. 
Tho after scupper on the starboard side leading tbrough the after liold to tho side of the 
ship wftB leaky. I on one occas.sion took down a Mr. Uill, the out-door foreman of Are.ssrs. 
John King & Co to ret'tify the scupper. When wc got down into the hold wo found Citjitaiu 
Irvine there with a lasoar busy eomenliug the scuiipor. (iill looked at tho scupper, the 
comout was on it and said—“ If 1 were you. Captain, I would do nothing more to it. the 
cemeut will get as hard as iron.” 1 said the Sir John Ijnirrcm-r was not .staunch when 1 
joined her in 1884 because the plates of tho fore peak were corroded nud thin. Ih’evious 
to the date of the collision I hc'.ard no ouo speak about the thinness of the fore peak ]ilates. 
I did not examine tho jilaleg of any other imi't of tho steamer. I am aware tliat om- sea 
connections bolted on to a plate only ptli of an inch thick would be attended with great 
danger ; knowing this I did not think i( necessary to examiuo the the plates to which llio st'U 
c'onuections were bolted.^ The surveyors never examinotl tho sea connect ions, noiu'of the 
bolts wore token off in their presence. 1 never at any time saw the surveyors test or bore 
any of tho plates of the Sir John Lain'enee. AVhen the surveyor came do'wn into tin' (’ngine- 
room he went first to tho boiler, evt'rything is open and ready'for iiisj'ectiou. lie went first 
into the furnaces and examined the crown of tho furnaces, then he goes into tlic conbustion 
chmnber, then he comes out and goes into the boiler tlirough tho nianhule. Tho (sylinder 
covers are taken off, we do not disconnect the piston, but the surveyor look-s to see whether 
the cylinder is smooth and not scored. Then ho examines the slides, tlicn tlie journals of tho 
shafting, the condenser doors are ojion if ho wished to look insiile. It would not have been 
jwssible for the surveyor to have noticed tho defects, 1 have mentioned in *116 oondeusor 
unless I took tho sealing off. There was no other ventilation exeej't small port holes (»ii the 
main deck; there are no ventilations whatsoever in tho between decks I hoard of no deaths 
ocunning througn suffocation or over-orowding on board. I I'ould not loll yon whether tlie 
upper deck was covered with a double awning. 1 do not know wbotbi'rtiic railings und8trin<» 
netting was strong enough and is sufficient protection to tint psissongers in had weather. 'I'he 
railings were loose and the string netting were no doubt rotten though I did not examine 
them. All the time 1 was on board I hoard of no trouble with fho >viudlasB, the messenger 
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cbaiu once ported and we hod to work the capstan by hand for a short time; it might have 
been for a trip or two. There was a new gii)8ey given us, but the messenger chain was bad. I 
.have no knowledge of the scantling employed in building a ship. 

To Mr. Trvhmney .—I never had any difficulty about stores as long as Mr. Young was 
there; whatever I indented for I got. 

To the President .—I discovered that the Sir John Latcrene-i was more crank than she was 
when I first became acquainted with her 1874. Mr. Taylor, the Acting Superintending 
Engineer to Messrs. Macuoill and Company, himself examined the hole in the plate mad0 
by the collision, he ordered me to cut the “ ragged edges off.” There was no wnversation 
between Mr. Taylor and Mr. Bushby in my presence about the condition of the fore peak 
plates. In my opinion the plates should have been takon out. There was no condenser 
on board in 1884. During the time I was on board between 188t and 1836 nothing 
occurred during our frequent voyages to and from Chandbally which led mo to suspect that 
the ship was not in other respects sound and of a seaworthy condition. As far os I 
con recollect the port anchor was always used. 1 do not remember the starboard anchor being 
used* There were four scupper pipes as far as I can remember. I cannot toll whether 
the other three scupper pipes had been oomented or not. I cannot tell what the condi¬ 
tion of the cast iron ii«> guard was on the outside of the scupper. 1 took Mr. Gill to see. 
Mr. Noustcin was on board with mo about ten months. Mr. Neustfin and I had frequent 
conversations about tlio condition of the ship whilst on board. I have had iiothin<r to do with 
Neustoin siuoo I left the ship. Mr. Yoimg indeed gave me to understand that it was 
tlirough Mr. Neustcin I was dismisstd. I told Mr. Neustein about the thinness of the. 
plalo.s in the fore peak. I can remember both Captain Irvine and Mr. Neustein speaking 
to m6 about the state of one scupper. 1 can swear that Mr. Neustein never complained 
to mo about tho other three scujqrors 1 can swear Neustein never spoke to me about the 
band of the bowsjirit or tho bobstay or the bowsjirit shrouds. I do not, remember 
Neustein saying anything to mo al>out the • condition of tho starboard side of the 
windlass. On tho morning of tho survey held in Ai>ril 188(5 Mr. Ntnistein ealletl my 
attention to the fact that tho two after boats had not been lowered inio the water. He 
said, “Is this what you call a survey” they lowered the two new lito boats into tho water 
and would not lower tlio other two. Tho main dock pu.m]>8 were connected with the 
sea and the hilgo in 1874; in 1884 there was no son connections. Tho shaft of tho 
after pnmi> was discovered broken and had been lying in that condition for a long time. 
Mr, Ilannah, the chief officer, discovered this, I sent ifc ashore about a couplo of months 
after tho discovery. A new shaft was made nn<l fitted to the pump. Some portion 
of the forward immp was also sent ashore for repair by • the chief officer, either 
Mr. McDonnough or Mr. Neustein. I have read tho rules attached to Act V 18(52, which indicate 
the nature of the exminatiou to be made by tho surveyor of the engine-room and machinery 
rheroon, and I say that W'ith the excei)tioii of tho condenser the surveyors who surveyed 
the engine-room and mnehinory on hoard the Sir John Lawrence on the four occasions, I 
was thoro did their duty thoroughly, and quite in aocordaneo with tho requirements of 
those rules. With respect to the condenser, if 1 had been in their place, I should have 
insisted upon having all the v&lvoa token out, and also the ram pumps; this was never 
done on any of tho four occasions. I was present at the survey. Mr. Young was aware 
of tlio eouditiob of the feed and bilge pump chamber, and the seating and landing. Mr. 
Young was present at the first, second, and fourth surv«'y. Mr. 'raylor was present at the 
third surve}^ My* repair was only a makeshift, nothing more, the chambers wanted fresh 
boring, and a proper tube put in. To do those repairs properly the vessel would have 
to lie up a week or ten days, it might he more. This repair ought to have been done when 
the steamer was thoroughly repaired before I joined her. During my time tho ship was not 
laid up for reiiairs. If these makeshift repairs of mine had given way, it might have resulted 
in the breaking of tho pump rod. Tho engines would have to he stopped long enough to 
enable that pump to ho disconnected. This would take quarter of an hour. I should 
then have to work with only one pump. 'I his would not have caused any loss of power. 

I don’t know whether the Sir John Laicrenec is olaased at Lloyd’s. 

Crims-exautiiiation to Mr. Orr .—1 was dismissed from the service of Mocneill & 
Company. '1 his was the letter which dispensed with my services. Letter put in and 
marked (4). I had no communication with Mr. Noustoin in September or October 1886; 
he came over to my house in January 1887. Since January 1887 I have had nothing 
to say to Mr. Neustein, nor has Mr. Neustein said anything to me within the last 
two months. I have had no conversation with Mr. Neustein about this enquiry on 
the nature of the evidence to be given here. I have had no oommunioation with 
Mr. Neustoin through others. I nave spoken of this enquiry with mv relations, 
but with no one elso. Tho bridging over the space between tho poop and the bridge 
dock are one of the alterations I noticed when I rejoined the Sir John Laicrence in 1884. 
My estimate of the length was a guess. It may be nearer 20 feet than 60 feet. I cannot form 
any idea as to the added weight given to tho vessel by this alteration. Before I joined the 
Sir John Laterence in 1874, I believe she had been running with pilgrims between Bombay 
and Jeddah. When I joined tho Sir John Lawrence first she had a saloon under the poop; 
apart from the saloon she had bouses on the fore part of tho main deck, between tho fore 
hatch and tho middle hatch; there was one cabin for the Cliiof Ofiioor, one for the second Officer, 
one for tho Cliiof Engineor, one for the second Etiginoor, and one for the third Engineer. 
These cabins were all on this house. They were so small that in my cabin I could not lie 
with my logs stretched out. There were no other houses that I remember. Two water-dosots 
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were added by the British India Steam Navigation Company when we were running for 
them** There were two store-rooms on the starboard and port side, respeutively, near the 
forecastle.

The 21ih July 1887.— John Leech.— Cross exantination continued to Mr. Ort \—The ofinoer’s 
house was on the spar deck, the water-closets were on the main dock, the store-rooms were in 
their old places when I rejoined the ship in 1884. The water-closets had disappeared ; the 
officer’s the spar deck has also been removed. I cannot estimate the different! in 

weight which w«mld be caused by the removal of the officer’s house. I cannot estimate what 
weight would be added to the vessel by bridging the space between the poop and the bridge 
deck. The donkey boiler was on the port side of the stokehole in 1874. It oeoupied much 
the same place-^perhaps the difference of a few feet—in 1884. It was on the 
same platform as the stokehole. I can’t say what the weight of that donkey 
boiler would bp. There was on the spar deck under the bridge a small room called the 
ouart room: it was made by the carpenter while 1 was on board • The steamer in 1874 
had a saloon, the same as she had in h884. The saloon in 1884 was some foot smaller tlian 
what it was Wore. The saloon had one main entrance. The saloon was shorter in length— 
about five to six feet. There was no other alteration with respect to cabins on the main 
deck. In 1874 the *SVr John Lairrence had three masts and yards on the foremast. In ls84 
she had no yards ofi the foremast. 1 am not a nautical man, but taking down her fore- 
yards would make her less top-heavy. I can’t sny what kind of a bowsprit the 
Sir John Laurence had in 1874 nor in 1884 The new bulkwarks in 1884 were not more 
than four feet high. The cargo ports on the main deck were always stmt: they weie wedged 
up by the oarjjenter. There wtn-e scuppers. The coal bunkers were three in number in 1874. 
They were ranged on the three sides of the boilor "You could walk round them inside. 
There was a bulkhead botweeu the boiler and the thwart ship bunker. The bulkhead did nf>t 
extend right across the ship. At the after end of the side bunkers there was a partition 
bulkhead separating the boiler space from the engine-room. In this j>art.ition bulkhead 
there were doors leading into the stokehole. When I rejoined the ship in 1884 these 
doors and the side bunkers had disappeared with the bulkhead, 'llie coal buokor bulk¬ 
heads were okI ended on each side till it touched the side of the ship The result was 
the bulkhead^ abaft the boiler was taken away, bodily' and the coal Imuker bulkhead 
extended till it resohed the side of tho steamer. Tiie only ocemsion when 1 examined 
the plates of the ship was the day when 1 assisted to patch tho hole made on the 
starboard side of tho forepoak by' the collision with the iWo/v. I w'as down there tho 

vshole day in tho forepeak, not tho forecastlo. The hole was four feet above the water 

line; the hole was below tho main deck ; tho orew' live ii» tho forecastle on the main deck ; 
the hole was below the forecastle. Mr. Btisbby camo alongside, about the length of 
tho room away from the side of the ship; he was in a steam-launch. 1 heard Mr. Bushlily 
givo.no orders I w'as oa the forecastlo at the time. 1 don’t kin»w what is meant by the 
superstructure of the vessel The leak would be up tt> the innin deck The thick plate 

which runs along ttio side of a sliip is culled the sheer strake. I learnt this lately. 'J'he hole 

must have been below the sheer strake. There were port holes in the saloon. This hole 
was below tho line of those port holes. I saw tho steamer that collided with the 
Sir John Laurence. 1 saw the collision take pbioe. 1 was ou the main deck standing 
by the engine-room door. I can’t toll you what part struck. I was not forwaiil 
enough. Wo went into the Indore: she was at anchor. We struck the Jndo>e and 
cannoned or bouncod off. The plate put over tlie hole was a qtiarter of an inch 
thick; they had no difficulty in punching the holes They were punched with a round- 
nosed chisel; the ratchet was not used '1 he plate was too thin for that. I did not 
measure the thickness of the ship’s plate. I don’t remember whether I told Mr. Nousteiu 
that the ship’s plate was so thin it was with the greatest diflieulty' I got the plate on. 1 
can’t swear one way or the other. The statement about the plate made to me by Mr Taylor 
was made the day after our return from Clianilbally: the rivets were put on, or rather 
begun to be put on, on that day. I did not suporviso the worIt might have token half a 
day to a day aud-a-half. The frames may have been two feet apart in the foropcak. I did 
not measure the distance. I did oumplaiu to Mr. Youug about the condition of the condenser. 
1 showed him the old tube, not fit for use, which was replaced Tay the new one made 
by John King and Company. The chambers of all four pumps wore in a bad state. They all 
hod pipes in them. It was very nasty for a bilge pump to be discharging condcnsod water 
o\er Doard through leakage. The pi)>o would not last long, and ha^ to be cpustuntly 
lenewed. I can’t toll you how much coal tho <S'«r ,/oAwBurnt. It is nine months 
s^ilioe I iti her. tsha used Kauoogunge and then Assam coal. She used more ooal 
thou she ought to hi).ve done for a ship of her class. Mr. Bushby must have done all the 
deck surveys. I did not take particular notice of the state of the covering boards. The rails 
ou the spar deck, before Ibo Captain’s house, right away forward, on both sides were loose. 
I d<*n’t moan the roils on the poop. 1 can t aocouni for the increased rolling in the 
ship in 1884. I saw Captain Irvine asleep on duty when we were coming tip the river. 
I have seen him asleep more than once on duty. The Chief Officer ou these occasions was on 
dock— not ou the bridge. Tho Ciiief Officer was doing nothing in particular; he was 
wnlkii’g I did not count the 1,200 to 1,J3U0 passengers I sjioke of It is not my place to 
bring tho state of tho coud ■nsor to tho notice of tlic surveyors. The surveyors never on any 
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oooasion asked me if there was anything in the ship which required their attentign. I 
don’t think it was part of my duty to bring the state of the oondenser to the notice of the 
Burreyors. The Superintending Engineer answers all questions the surveyor ohooses to 
ask. 1 am not spoken to. If I am asked, I answer. It is not my husiness to point out defects. 
I had never been foi^idden by the Superintending Engineer to speak to the surveyors. 

He-examimtion. To Mr. Kilby. —The letter No. (4) talks about a “ false" statement 
sent in by me as to the quantity. There was an error in the account—an unintentional 
one. We received a certain amount of coal which lasted us five trips. At the end 
of five trips I should have had 200 raatmds remaining, whereas I only had 60 maunds. 
I mentioned this to the Captain and also to the Chief Officer. I also told them that I had 
my bunkers cleaned out and painted. I arranged the coal 30 maunds on each side of the 
stokehole: it was Assam coal. I was 140 maunds short on Monday morning. I was down 
the engine-room at work. The Mate came to me and said the Captain had been sent back 
by the office to bring the coal statement. I immediately came out of the engine-room 
and went to my cabin and washed my hands and started to make it out on the one 
column. I put down consumed by engines so much : the remainder I put down in the next 
column OB remaining, whereas I ought to have had another column—deficient. I did not 
kuoV anything at all about this mistake. 'I he Captain took the coal statement to the. office, 
• and I heard nothing more about it till the Tuesday morning, when Mr. Ydung came on 
board to see the coal bunker He found this 60 maunds on each side of the stokehole. 
He went into the bunker and found it cleaned and painted. 1 was on shore at the 
time and ilid not know that Mr. Young hod been on board till my return. It was then 
told to mo by the second engineer who saw that Mr. Young had told him I had made a 
mistake in iny account, and that ho had come on board to see how much coal I had on board. 
I wrote a letter to Mr. Young to explain; when I came back then 1 received my discharge. 
I had probably used more coal over the five voyages than 1 actually put down; the coal was 
dusty Assam coal, and therefore very hard to judge the daily consumption; the coal was given 
me as a trial. The real reason of my discharge was not connected with the coal incident—that 
was only a pretence. Mr. Young told me that Mr. Nensteiji was the cause of my 
dismissal ; that Neustein had stirred the Captain to go to the office and isiake much of 
the mistake. I he real reason why I was dismissed wa.s economy. Two months previous 
to my dismissal there were rumours that Mr. Ogg, second engineer of the Medina, was to 
get my place in the Lawrence on Rs. 200 a month. My pay was Ks. 300. 'i’his rumour 
proved turo. for Mr. Ogg was appointed in my place: he had just passed as Chief 
Engineer. 1 had groat trouble to get this certificate. Mr. Young put mo off from time 
to time he eventually told me that he.would^have given me one long ago, but he twas told by 
the office people not to do so, as they were afraid I would take them to Court. I told 
•Mr. Young I had no intention to take the office people to Court:! never had any such 
intention, as I knew which side my bread was buttered. I then got this oertificate put in 
and marked (F). I was under urtieles to serve up to the Olst December. I left on the 26th 
September. Mr. Young accused me of being in league with Neustein. As a matter of 
fact 1 had nothing to do with Neustein. I could see that he meant in respect of the letter 
Neustein was writing. Mr. Yoimg was pumping me: I could see that. If I had taken upon 
myself to })<)iut out defects on board to the Surveyor, I would not have been one hour on 
board: I should have been instantly dismissed. This would have been in any ('ompany, 
the India General for instance ; they would not give that as a reason, but I should have been 
dismissed. Mf. Ogg was appointed in my place on lis. 200 a month.

The 28/6 July \8S7.—James Oliver Thorpe.Steom Saith to Mr. Kilby.—\ was third 
engineer on the Hir John Lawrence from March 1885 to January 1886. I was on board the Sir 
John Laicrenee at the time of the collision with the Indore. A hole was knocked into the fore 
part of the Sir John Lawrence 1 helped to mend that hole, the hole was in the fore peak below 
the main deck on the port side : I am not exactly sure. The right hand side is the port side : 
the hole was on the right hand side of the steamer : the hole was about four feet above the water 
when I mended the hole ; the hole was about 2 feet square. The collision occurred in the morn¬ 
ing when we were going out. We came back to Garden Reach to have the hole patched up. 
1 and the second engineer, Mr. Turner, clipped off the ragged edges of the hole Mr. Turner 
went down in the Sir John Lawrence. The thickness of the plate was between Jth and 
",’gth of an inch: a bolt patch was put on. Mr. Henderson, in charge of Messrs. Maoiieill^s 
workshop, put on the bolt patch. We proceeded to sea the same afternoon for Cbandbally. 
When we came back a rivet patch was put in the place of the bolt patch. The surveyors come 
on board after we hod put on the bolt patch. Mr. MoKellar—^I ao not remember exactly 
whether Mr. MoKellar went down into the fore peak. I can say nothini' os to the thickness 
of the plates in any other part of the skin of the ship ; 1 saw nothing wrong with the tunnel 
casing. The steamer did not leak in my time. The pumps were never used to pump out 
the ship to my knowledge. I know nothing about the condition of the ceiling. I remember 
a boat which would not swim ; it was returned to tho yard and we got a new one in its 
place. I do not remember how long that boat that would not swim remained on board 
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thj^steamer. Dturing poojah timee there is always a hig crowd of passengen on board the 
Sir John Lawrence ; daring these oooasions the passengers walked about and had room to 
oiroalste. There was not room to lie at lull length. After we had started some of the 
passengers on the main deck would make their way to the spar deck. To prevent over-crowd¬ 
ing and interference with the movement of the orew these passengers jrere sent down again 
to the main deok : there was no difleronoe in the fare for passengers on the main and spar 
dedc. 1 am aware that main deok passengers have a right to stay on the spar deok. 1 
never exactly noticed whether the crowd on the spar deok was too dense to prevent the 
orew working the ship. On the main denk the passengers occupied space from the fore¬ 
mast to the misaenmast, the main deck was closed up from forward till near the engine- 
room. There were bulwarks about five feet high, the spar deck woe about 10 feet from the 
main ^eck, the opening above the bulwarks was about 3 feet I have been in the Sit John 
Laurence in monsoon weather; the seas broke in through the open space above the main deck 
bulwarks once in a way. I have seen the seas break on when there was a big crowd of 
passengers on the main deck; there were woman and little children among the passengers. 
I never saw any of the passengers injured by the force of the sea. Captain Irvine was about 
60 odd years of age. 

To Captain deSmidt —T. never saw any of the rivets or bolts leak in my time. I never 
saw any of the rivets taken out; I never heard any one speak about the plates being veiy 
slight; the engines never gave us any trouble during the voyage. Wo never had to lie 
to on the way to Chundbally or back on account of a defect in our engines. I do not 
remember having anything to do with a defective condenser. It is my duty to make 
myself ac<iuainted with every part of the engines. I saw nothing defective about the 
condenser. I saw it opened, not exactly in perfect order ; it was an old condenser, there were 
no new tubes put in niy time. 

Cross examination to Mr. Orr. — I did not measure the thickness of the plate. 

To the President .—I do not hold any engineering certificate. The 6ir John Lawrence 
was the omy steamer I worked on as engineer, before and after that time my duties have 
been always on shore. I am now an assistant at the water-works. I left because I wanted 
more pay and they would not give it to mo. 

James Oliveu Thorpe. 


Jlenry JAndsay sworn saith to Mr. Kilby .— I am a foreman, in the Rivers Steam Navigation 
Company. Messrs. Macncill and Company are Agents of the Company. Mr. Young is the 
Marine Supeiintendeni. I remember Mr, Young ordering Mr. Neustein to have wooden tem¬ 
plates made for the lip-guards to the scuppers : these lip-guards wore made of cast-iron, I 
think at Messrs. Bum and Company. At the second survey Mr Bushby and Mr. McEellar 
came on board and examined 'he scupper pipes, all of them. I was walking round with the 
surveyors. They said the scupper pipes were all right, and that the new lip-guards need not be 

I mt on. Mr. McKellor said this. Mr. Neustein had left the ship. Just before Mr. Neustein 
eft there h od been a survey while the ship was in dock. Shortly after Mr. Neustein had left 
there was a second survey. It was on this occasion Mr. MoKellar said the new lip-guards 
need not be put on. I once put a j)atch on the Sir John Latcj'ence on the port side: this was 
in October last : it was a small patch on the port bow. The hole was a slit about 4 to 5 inches 
long, about an inch and a half wide The plate was a quarter of an inch thick. 1 know 
nothing of the thickness of the plates of the Sir John Lawrmre except what I have men¬ 
tioned. I have been in the Rivers Steam Navigation Company’s service since 1871. 

To the President .—I repaired The windlass; that was after Mr. Neustein had left. Tt was 
in October. There was a oraokot broken at the bottom, and the whelp was jammed on the 
shaft I {lut on a new bracket. I repaired the winches. I took the windlass to pieces, the whelp 
was jammed on the starboard side 1 took the windlaf^s to pieces while the ship was in dock ; the 
orders were that the vessel should come out of dock, so I put back the windlass as it was before. 
The ship oame ommsite Eoila Ghat. I ilien a seooud time took the windlass to pieces and put it 
right. I was ordered to mend the windlass the very morning Mr. Neustein left the ship. 
I put it right that very night. I took it down in the afternoon. TTie oil hole was jammeil, 
that was all that was wrong with the windlass. This list No. (1) was given to me by 
Mr. Young when Mr. Neustein was still on board. Mr Young told me to carry ont all the 
repairs mentioned in list (1). I did the repairs indicated in items (2), (9), (i3<, (21), (22), 
(23), (4), (14), (17), (7), tno gipsey wMch works the messenger ohoui (it puichases the 
anonor by steam) was worn. A new one was made by Bum and Company, and put in after 
the first trip the vessel had after the survey. The steamer made one trip with me worn out 
gipsey. I fitted in the new gipsey myself. I left Messrs. MaoneHl of my own aooord in April 
for on appointment on board a boat making voyages, there was no vacancy. 1 then left 
Messrs. Macneill’s service for about two months, Mr. Young took me on in June, on the 
9th June, and 1 am now in their service. 

Cross-examination to Mr. Orr .—1 first joined the workshop at Garden Reach on the 18th 
September 1886. I went on hoard the Sir John Lawrence in SeptemlxT and October that 
year before she went into dock. Once or twice 1 was sent by Mr Young on board. He 
sent me to the Chief Engineer to see if any work was to done. When I went by myself 
I. saw Mr. Neustein on the poop. Mr. Neustein never spoke to me, never came near. Mr. 
Neustein never spoke to me about the state of the scupper pipes. Mr. Neustein never drew my 


attent^n to holes in the scupper pipes made by boat hooks. In 18851 was second engineer of 
the steamer Behar. 'this is the letter which 1 wrote to Mr. 


Young, letter put in and marked 
No. (6;. No one had drawn my attention to the state of the windlass before I saw it when the 
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ship was in dook. It is the Chief Officer’s duty to took after the windlass and see that it is kept 
in order. The windlass was dry ; there was no oil at all. The windlass had been negleul^, 
not looked after. 

To Captain de8mMt.—T did work at suction valve and seating of the after circulating 
pump. The cast iron gating was broken } there was a hrpss grating on. Mr. Young went on 
board, examined and dondemned the old brass gating. He ordered the Chief Engineer to 
make a tem-plate, one in two halves, and angle iron all round. The grating was broken by 
pressure of water, not worn. The middle part of the seating was all broken; the side flanges 
were all right. 'I here was left an inch of metal on the side of the landing ; the middle part 
was broken. All the pumps in the condenser were renewed in dook. I put a copper pipe 
into the feed pump chamber A new brass grating was put in. After these repairs the 
condenser worked aU right. Mr. Young sent ine on board t.> enquire if tlie condenser was 
working all right The Chief Engineer said “ Yes, no trouble.” 'J ho landi ng was lelt as it 
was broken. A false brass grating put over the old landing. 

IIjsnry Lindsay. 


Mac'dou.gal sworn saith to Mr. Kilby. —I have been on board the Sir John 
Lawrence. 1 am a foreman carpenter. At that time I was in Macneill & Co.’s servioe. It was 
part of my duty to go on board the Sir John Lawrence. When sent I saw the ceiling of the 
ship ; it was in very good condition ; it required repairs. I was sent by the Superintendent 
for to repair it the lost time the ship was in dock in October 1886. Some of the planks 
were gone and required replacing. I his was in the fore hold. I saw the plates of the 
ship in the fore hold and the frames; they seemed in fair condition. 1 noticed no rust. The 
ship was thoroughly repaired in 1884. '1 he ceiling was repaired in 1884. Most of it was new. 
I cannot say whether the part 1 had to renew was old or new coiling. I put on the covering 
boards of the spar deck in 1884. I put the ceiling on in 18«4 1 was then in Macneill 

& Co.’s service. The covering board pi nks were all new except a piece round the quarter 
round the stern of the ship. 1 did not see any of the stanchions were loose. 1 did have a 
look at them. 1 he gangway boards were morticed into the covering boards. I cannot say 
whether they were slack or not. I saw a boat on board which would not float when the ship 
was ooming out of dock the lost time. I do not know whether this was before or after 
the last survey. 

Cross-examination tn Mr. Orr —I went into tho fore peak, the last time the ship 
was in dook I did not examine tho plates or the frames. I was working under 
Mr. Young when the S^' John Lawrence was repaired in 1884. I saw the main dook 
laid and the upper deck laid ; the.portion from the hows to the cabin‘was new 
the upper deck was all new, the covering boards were of teak-wiood. I did not seo any 
of the stanohions loose. The rigging is fastened to chain plates rivetted to the outside of the 
ship. I cannot remember whether the rigging passes under or over the top rail on the 
open deck ; it wout outside a part of tho rail. I cou^d lean against the rails with safety 
1 was not afraid to lean against them. There was a rope netting painted oyer that 
was all done after the ship came out of dook in 1884, the netting was made of new material 
I did not see anything wrong with the netting when I was last on board. The ooverin® 
boud and the stanchion ought to last fifteen or twenty yoars. I cannot say how long tho 
netting would last That boat which would not float was taken away to the yard aimther 
boat was sent to take its place; this was in October after the ship was in dock. " A new 
boat, a gig, was sent to replace the old boat. I left Macneill and Company’s service in 
January last Up to that dato I did not see the new boat dome baok to tho yard: tliey were 
chipping the hull of-tho John Lawrence when I was working on board of her in 1884 • 
the chipping was going on all.round the hull of the ship inside; the inside was painted after 
the chii)piug. 1 cannot say whether anything was done to tost tho thickness of the scantling. 
1 saw some of the ship’s plates drilled through; that was in 1884. I liave seen this 
done in the forecastle when I was putting in the hawse chocks; they were bored for the 
fastenings of the hawse chocks, the plates were about Iths of an inch thick to half nn innh 
I did not measure the thickness. ™ 

To Captain Everything was taken out of the ship amidsliip at the time of the 

repair of 1884. I cannot say whether cement in the holes had been removed. I cannot say 
how many jilates were taken out of her and new frames put into her. There wore some new 
plates put in about the engine-room. If water got in between the stanchion and the wood 
•work, the latter would be apt to rot, and then the stanchion would not last so long: the 
stanchion was driven right through tho waterway; the bottoms of the stanchion were fitted 
to plates which with four screws were screwed down to the waterway; there were two bolts 
and two screws to each stanchion. 

To Afr. Kilby. re-exumi»atton.—l oould see ttie men working at the chipping—native 
men ; they scraped and chipped.

George Adolphus Robertson sworn saith tn Mr. Kilby .—I am Superintendent of tho 
I^rt Police; it is part of my duty to see that passenger ships carrying p,i aengera to 

Chandpally are inspected. It is the duty of the native officers to go alongside tho vessels 
in their police boats, to remain alongside from the early evening till tho vessel leaves 
port the following morning, to count the passengers embarked, and the f<»llowing rnomiug 
after the vessel leaves port to give in their report, tho time that each of the stoaTuers left

thett mooring, the number of paseengers carried, and to report any accident, if any, ooouring 
daring the embarkation The report is made to the Inspector of the division. The fnroector 
notes the informatiou in his daily register of cases, and it. is part of his duty also that coring 
the night immedititely to the early morning when the stoaiuors leave their moorings, to see 
that the native officers of the police are alongside the vessel, and are or^ the alert. I have 
never proseouted any of the steamer captains for having too many passengers on board. 
The duty of oountiiig passengers falls upon the sergeant of Police on Its. 35 a month; 
he, however, can only attend to one ship; the other two passenger ships which start 
at the same time have their passengers oounted by a corporal on Ks. 10 or lis. 12 a month. 
During the Dole Jati-a and the other three or four festivals in the year, the rush of pilgrims 
for Juggemath is very groat. On several ocoasions it has been reported to me that the 
maximum number having been reached, no farther passengers were allowed to go on board 
There is only one Insjietftor,* Mr. Driscoll, for that division. There were no extra pre¬ 
cautions taken by the police on the occasions when the rush of passengers wore great, except 
that the inspector visit^ the jtolico boats oftener in the night. When the rush of pilgrims 
is great, the passengers begin to go on hoard about 6 i>.m. before sunset. They continue 
going on board till the moment the ve^cl leaves. The police never go on board the vessel at 
all. The Inspector may do so ; there is a light all night on tlie gangway; there is only one. 
gangway, A big countiy-boat is placed alongside the gangway as a landing stage ; the pas- ' 
songers coming in smaller boats are embarked on the stage of the big country-boat, the police 
usually only remain on the big country boat. I liavo scon this. I have visited the spot at 
various times throughout the night. 1 usually found my police officer on the big country 
boat. The passengers are counted by tlie dinghy load. Most of tBo boats carry ten 
passengers, two boats carry twenty, and four or six fourteen. The passengers in each boat 
are countetl, and then the boat is tallied by a stroke. Those tallies have never been checked 
or thoir ocourocy tested during the 13 years and sfwen moutJi I have been Suporintoudeut of 
the river. 1 have found that tho vessels seldom could got one half the numlier of their pas¬ 
sengers, except on festival <hiys, when they would get about tho full complement. I also 
know that the passengers would have to bo chookod again at Chandhally, where there is a 
landing stage, and more easy to count them. I did not test Iho accuracy of the counting 
on festival days, when the rush was great for tiiat reason. T had every couhdeuce that 
my men did their duty accurately. 1 have never been to Chaudbully. On tho 25th of May 
tho following entry occurs in the register ease book. No. 135H:—Tlie S.S. Curlew, Ti/rone and 
ibVr John Law>euee left port at 4-55 a.m , .5 a m., and 5-10 a.m., with 573, 836, and 735 
passengers, rpS|ioctively, for Chandhally. Tho Sir John Lawrence was licensed to carry on 
that occasion 735 passengers; she therefore had her full comploraout on hoard Tho counting 
officer was ©oqioral Suliadeo Tewarry ; his s.alary is Its 12 a mouth. All three steami rs 
had their full complement of passengers. It was reported that passengers had been refused 
admission on all three steamers.

The 29fA Juli/ 18H7.— Georj/e Adolphus Mohertnoii. Exurniiiutioii continued to Mr. KiUnj .— 
The police officers counting the passengers on board the 6’«<•//■«• was Sergeant itam Golam Singh, 
and Corporal Mungli Klian counted tho jiasseiigera ou hoard the Ti,rone; that is how 
understand the report. Itam Golam gets Its. 35, and Muugli Khan Ks. 16 a month. *I 
cannot say when the largo «-ountry boat used as a lainliug stage goes alongside I have 
seen it lowered tho eveiiiug after suu.sot alongside The gangway ladder is down all day. 
There is nothing to prevent native passengors from going aboard before the country boat 
goes alongside. In fornjer years I u.sod to see a crowd of small boats all round the vessel 
mostly towards the evening, and when there would bo a rush of passengers, men with 
tickets have come to me on tho ilay following the starling of tho steamer, aud have 
shown me their tickets, and have comidaiued to mo that they had not boon allowed to go 
on board, although they had those tickets. From tJiis I infer that persons without tickets 
must have been admitted ou hoard before the passengers with tickets went alongside. 
People with tickets have an idea that they can go on board up to the momefut before 
the steamers. When they get alongside they are often unpleasantly undeceived. 1 have 
known instances when boat loads of piussengers have been turned away from the side 
of the ship between the hours of 3 and 5 The ship poofde I holiovo prevented these 

boats going alongside. I have soon boat loads of passenger start for ICoita Gh4t and after a 
whUe return in the same boat. Some of them have complained to me that tiiey li id not 
been allowed to go on board, although they had tickets, but had been told to return later on 
in tho evening. I have not kuoivn of instances where boats have been allowed to transfer their 
passengers on board tlie steamer before the time. During the Gungi^Sagar nu4a passengers 
go on board the steamer from all poiiiis in the port of Calcutta. They even go, hundreds of 
^em, by train to Diamond Jlarhour to catirh the steiuncr there. These remarks do not apply 
to the Chandhally steamers. 

To Captain de Smidf ,—I do not think bo.at8 go alongside on their own account while 
the vessel is in motion. The country-decked boat used as a laudiug stage has been in 
use for the past two to three years. 

To the Tremd'-nt —There is an oixlor that passengers arriving from Chaudbally should bo 
counted before being allowod to disembark. This is done ou every occasion. It is recorded 
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in the same way. The passengers are oountei by the boat-load. It would be impossible to 
count by the heads. We (hsoovered that boat-loads of passengers were landed at Garden 
Reach. I issued a proclamation forbidding this, and we have prosecuted boat manjees for 
breach of the rule. The boats whose duty it is to count the passengers await the arrival of 
the steamers at Koila ghat. The police at the Hastings thana have orders to arrest any 
boats attempting to** go alongside while the vessel is still in motion. Some passengers 
may co:sasionally got ashore oefore the steamer brings up at her moorings. The matter 
of counting passengers was considered by Sir Steuart Hogg, at that time Commissioner 
of Police. Having knowledge, he wrote to Government suggesting the sending a police 
officer on board earsh steamer during her voyage to and from Cbandbally. At present, I 
consider, I do the best I can with the matenals at my disposal. The labour of counting 
the passengers can be much more efficiently done, especially if the steamers were compelled 
to take their passengers on board over a landing stage. IVheu the tide is strong, it is, 
in my opinion, positively dangerous for passengers to be taken aboard in boats. 1 can 
only remember one or two oases where deaths have been reported to ino. I have heard that 
the body of a passenger, if ho happens to die on board after the vessel started for Cbandbally, 
would be thrown overboard. 

fCrosa-examination to Mr. Orr :—T don’t believe that six bodies could be thrown overboard 
. between Diamond Harbour and tlie Garden House without the matter being reported to 
the Port Officer. The crew would talk about such an occurrence if it ever took place. It 
would not be possible for boats to oomo alongside and discharge their passengers through the 
portholes ndthout the police knowing of it if their boat happened to be there. Mr. Neustein 
came to mo in September 188fi : be talked to mo about the prosecution I had instituted 
against the Sir John Lamence tor stiirting before daylight in Ueoemher 1885. Mr. 
Neustein said to me that he was now prepared to give evidence against the steamer in any 
future prosecution which I might take in hand. That on the previous occasion ho had given 
evidence on behalf of the steamer, and that he had sworn that it was daylight, and that 
he could see for miles: be was now prepared to assi-st the pro.-ecution. 1 thereupon said 
how alniut the log, because in 18«."> Neustein had produced the log as written by 
himself. To this Neust<.>in said that he would make the log all right. His own words were, 
as far as lean remember—“I will suit the log to the prosecution.” I said to Neustein 
you better clear out of this. You will be getting yourself into trouble. Tliis interview 
took place about a month before I wont on leave, which I did about drd October or the 
4th October. Neustein came to me in the Police Office. It was some time in the afternoon 
I warned the Inspector, Mr. Driscol, at the same time.

Shahadeo Tetcarry solrnm offirmotion, xaifh to Mr. Kilby. I am Oorporol, Second Divi¬ 
sion Kiver Police; my pay is lls 12 a mouth. 1 remeiiibor the last time the Sir John Law- 
rrnce went out to sea. I was on duty on that day to count the passengers who lK)arded that 
vessel; for the passengers there was only ono ladder, there was another ladder on the otlier 
side down for the cajitoin’s use. 1 went alongside in my poliee boat on the starboard side, 
close to the passenger ladder I could not see the !ad<lcr on the i)ort side; no boat went 
near the port side ladder, 1 can swear to this. I went alongsiiio at 0-80 p.m. I stayed till 
the next morning at <5-10 a.m. I stayed there all the time. I was awake on watch counting 
passengers all the time. After 8 a.m., no i)ns8cngors came on hoard. 1 oauuot say whether 
there wer<' any first class passengers or not. On tlie day when the passengers go on board 
the port ladder is drawn up, so all tho passengers go on board by the starboard ladder. 
Before my boat came alongside there were no jiassengers on tho ship. I went on hoard 
when 1 first arrived and.walked around the sliip to see whether there were any passengers on 
hoard. 1 weut all over the deck. The Sir John Lnirrem e did not begin to take passengers 
in till half-past 8.’ lam quite sure no passengers went on hoard before half-past 8 p.m. 
It got dork after 7, I did not see any passengors on board before half-post 8. A big 
country-boat was used as a landing stage; one dinghy comes up at a time; there were 
a number of dinghios around. I counted the passengers myself throughout tho time. 
I stood in the log boat all the time and counted the passengers. The Sir John Lawrence 
was allowed to carry 78-5 passengers. By 8 a.m. the complement was reached Eight 
or ten dinghy loads of passengers went hack to shore; they had been refused admission 
by me. They went away saying they had got tickets. They were making a noise, but 
I prevented them going on hoard tho steamer. I told the seacunuy when tho comple¬ 
ment was full, and tho Captain ordered the ladder to be lifted up. No boatmeu turned 
away before 3 a.m. It is‘not true that a boat load of 20 passengers were refused permission 
to disembark on board the Sir John Luicrenre by some mhih at 9 p.m. It is not true that 
the sahib said at 9 p.m. It is so full that I won’t lot you come aboard. 1 did not go on board 
again before the steamer started. Occasionally a boat brings more passengers from the 
shore than she is entitled to carry, but this does nut happen often. The boatmen would be 
arrested. When a boat licensed to carry 10 passengers comes alongside, I make a single 
down stroke; if any boat comes alongside containing mure than 10 passengers, I make the 
down stroke to represent tho Id, and then the number in excess to the side of tho down 
stroke; if six posseugorB oome in a boat I write down the six in numbers. There is no 
accurate account kept of the passengors coming from Chandbaliy. We approximate the 
number of passengers who arrive from the boats used. We ask the boatmen how many 
passengers they have on board. All the passengers come down tho ladder; they also oomo

down any other way. .They are in a great hurry to get ashore. Boats are not allowed to 
go near the steamer till she is fast to her moorings. I am off duty the whole of the next 
day. When the passenger dies out of port limits the borty is thrown overboard, if 
within port limits it is landed and made over to the police by the Captain. Now and again 
a small boat brings off passengers from other ghStts, but the bulk of the passengers come on 
board from Eoilab Gh&t. ^ 

Crosa-cxtminaiim hj Mr. Orr. —Before half-past 6 on the last occasion I saw passengers 
in large numbers collected at Koilah Ghilt. I know the pnnucalla of <he kHr John Tjawrenae, 
I did not see him on that day at the gh&t. I have seen the panuralta of the Sir John 
Lawrence keeping the passengers together on the gh&t. We invariably ask the ofBcers on the 
6hip how many passengers they brouirht two or throe hours after the ship comes in. Wo 
do this with the double object of comparing tlie information with our own attempt to 
count, and to find out how many passengers really came in the steamer.

Bhoohun Kielten Gho»e solemn affirmation saith to Mr. KiJhy .—I took thirty-three, 
tickets for passengers in the Sir John Lawrence for her last voyage. Ten first class and 2d 
servant tickets. I went to the Sj> John Lainenoe with four women first chiss passengers, and 
one native woman servant. 1 went on board; it was light enoiigli for the Captain to road 
my tickets. Wo went from Koilah Ghilt, and the Captain lf)wered the ladder for us on the 
port side of the steamer and we eventually, +5 of us went uf» by that ladder. That 
was my party. Tliey wore distributed in various boats; thirty-four went on the 
steamer, and eleven returned to shore. I did not notice any police boat on the starboard 
side of the steamer. Tlie port ladder was lowered for us by special arrangement 
I had made with the Captain on the Tuesday previous. We went to the iiort side to 
avoid the rush. Wo went on the spar deck and then to our reserved eabiu in the saloon ; 
we left the women there ; I remained on board tUl gun firo, nine o’cIock. 1 left at gun fire. 
During the time I was on bi>ard I saw many passengers. I was standing on the poop 
deck. I went forward also into the third class passengers compartment. I saw passengers 
on the top de<!k nml the lower (main) dock ; the |>as,seugerB were seated so close together 
there was no room for another person to get between, ttieir bodies were touching, their 
shoiilders rubbing, the passengers were huddled together in no order. I could not get past 
them, though T tried to do so. I have been describing the state of the passengers in the 
upper decik. I looked down on to the main, it was as far as 1 could, quite as densely packed 
with passenger as was the up]>er deck. I did not, however, go to see. The Captain was 
tryiug to make more room on the upper de<!k by compelling some of the passengers to 
go on the main deck. The passengers were unwilling to go, he seized some by the hand 
and pushed them ; the majority of the passengers were, women—three women to two men. 
I saw no children. The Soblia Bazar llujas are my relations. Wlieu I came away there 
was a crowd of dinghies still round the starboard ladder. I loft by the same ladder 
1 came up. Eleven of us roturnod in the same boat.

Lawless Mathieson soworn, sni h to Mr. Kitlnj —I am Assistant Harbour Master 1 took 
the John Lawrence out of dock in t)cti>ber I recollect, her windlass, tho whelp 

of the starboard side of gipsej'^ of the windlass was jammed and would not work, i 
wanted to use windlass on the st.arhoHrd side when moving tho vessel ; I found I could not 
do so. It is not usual to have length of the chain cablo arranged on deck when tho 
ship has a windlass of the kind possessed by tlie Sir John Lawrence 1 cannot tell for certain 
whether there was room to so arrange tho cablo before the windlass. 

To Captain de SiniiU. —I moored the vessel with two hawser chains and two stem chain.s. 
I hod 25 fathoms on my port chain, aid? to 10 on tho starboard chain. Afti'r -‘f(l 
fathoms and 15 fathtms. I noticed no defect in the cable, none of the links with studs. 
The cable seemed in good working onler not worn out tho starboard side of the windlass 
was workable sufficiently to heave tho Ht,arboard tshain tight. 1 was doubtful about tho starboard 
side of the windlass, bocauso Mr. Neustoiu told me nut to let go the starboard aiicliqr, 
liecause the windlass was jammed on that side. I did not see anything tho matter with 
the bowsprit, the chain was taken out of tho port side locker only. 1 toou no ebaiu out 
of tho starboard locker, liecauso I could not hoave it up out of the locker by tho gipsey 
I did not consider that windlass iu a fit state for a vessel going to s(!a. 

Cross-examination to Mr, Orr. —1 do not know whether the vessel had been surveyed. 
1 do not recollect saying to anyone that for a ship which had been surveyed she ^os 
iu a rascally couditioo. I do not recollect making that remark to Mr. Noustoin.

The 1«< At^gmt 1887. hu»ho Behary Base on solemn affirmation saith to Mr, Kilhy. —I 
went on board the 8ir John Lawrence before she started on her last voyage with my brother’s 
eldest daughter, the eldest Bonee of the late Rajah Opurbo Krishna Bahadoor of 8obhaBazar‘ 
and some other neighbours, one man servant and threo maid servants. My tliree nephews 
accompanied me also, but they and one servant returned to shore with me. We went on board 
about candle light ; the steamer was lighted with lamps when I went into the saloon. About 7 
v.M. went up the ladder on the port side. The passengers, except the servants and some of the 
neighbours had first class tickets. At first 1 tried to get on board by the starboard ladder, 
I found this impossible through the great crowd of boats and people. I then ordered my 
boatmen, we had two boats, to go to the port side of the A essel. There was boats plooed os a 
landing stage on the port side, I did not see whether there was a boat placed as a lauding 
stage by the starbjard side ladder. I noticed no police boat with policemen in uniform 
among this crowd of boats. No one tried to pro vent us getting on board by the porl> ladder; 
1 saw no one else except our party go uj> the port ladder; we came down by the same 
ladder. I kept on the saloon. 1 went up above the saloon where the servants were. I could 
see that the spar dock was full of people. They M ere packed close to each other, there was no 
room to move about among them. As I came back to shore the gun fired and it was 
nine o’clock. Wo started from Koilia Gbit and returned to the same gh4t. I did not see a 
poli(je boat near the steamer at any time. 

Cfoss-cxamiuntion to Mr. llvtnlvrson —On the previous day, I arrived witli a letter from 
'Mr. Orr, went on board tJie steamer and I saw the Captain, and it was then arranged that 1 
sh«mld bring niy j>aity to the sleainor on tlie Tuesday, and that they should go ou board 
by the port ladder. 1 saw mure than '.tO boats on ihe starboard side. I can swear I saw 
nu policemen in uniform.

Anhutoiih Chatterjee on solemn apirmation saith to Mr. Kithy .—1 weut ou board the 
Sir John Lawreme the night before siie wout or her last voyage; it was a Tuesday, 
I think, the 2Hhof June. Wo started a parly of five boats to got on board at lialf- 
piist u r.M. Wo wont alongside the starboard side. Wo were not allowed to go on board. 
We were told to go buck t<i the shore and come again when wo were oidled. Wo went 
hack, our boat remained ulonge.ide; my father w’as in than boat. It was night when the 
steamer whistled. Most probably 8 heai-iiig the whistle, the four boats wont again 
towards the steamer. The fifth beat passengers had not gone on board. We all wont 
«m board by tho starboard side ladiler. One party consisted of between 40 anil 50 
persons, men ami women, of these about .80 were iutonding passengers, four men and tho 
rest women. We liied to gel first ttltiss tickets, hut failing to do hjid to take deck passages. 
Gur 7 >arty were t>n the uji}>ei dock grouped round the foremast. I left after gun fire. 
There were some ueople on board, not very many, when we weid oti board, Wlien I left 
at gnu fire the deck was awfully crowded, it was so crowded that each person was strugg¬ 
ling for his own place. Those who cniue on board first were sitting, the later ones 
wore staudiug. 1 saw no one lying down. There was no room, so far us I could see, for 
persons to lie down, the persons sitting wore side by si'ie, their bodies touching. This 
was tile state tif things from the ladtlur to tlie fore mtist on the upper tleck. I hoard frequent 
cries of distrcs.s. all tlie femalo.s wee orying. 1 ])«.*e 2 )ed down into tho lower deck and 
saw that it was full of pa^scugors also; they were le-s crowded than the people on the upper 
dttek. I can form no iilea of the number of passengers on boanl. The nassengors were vi.*ry 
cruelly treated by the t^aptaiu and lasctirs. They caught the Avomen by tlie hantl and pushed 
them along the dettk- Some of tho women fell during the 2 >ushing (this last answer in reply 
to a question by the ( ourt) I saw no iiolicomeu in uniform in or near the sliqi, either 
going or coming I cannot recollect whether the passengers wore counted. The Gaj>tain was 
standing in the bout with a whip, it may have been a slhik ; if anybody tried to come down 
from the steamer he heat them with- the stick. The Capitain was standing on a large 
country-boat; my uncle told mo it was the Cajitaiu, bo was a stoat officer. 

To the Bresident ,—Wo took up while we wore there the space wanted for 40 or 
50 jiossengers, besides the men who accompanied me back to tlie shore. I did not see 
any jierson come away. Noms of us wore stopped from going on board, because we.^ere not 
going to travel ou tho steamer; there were only two or three boats left round the vessel when 
I came away. 

Cross-examination to Mr Henderson .—Gnly eleven of our party came ashore. More than 
29 or 30 of our jiarty went ou the steamer. They had tickets. My uncle had the tickets, 
Jogendro Nath Chatforjeo. I do not know how many tickets ho had. My uncle in reply to 
the Captain said I have tickets, he mentioned no number. My unole held them up in his 
hand ; I was nearly two hours ou board, 'I hero were lots of dinghies about whoii I went on 
buord; when 1 left I only saw threo or four diugties. I did not go to tfte other side of the 
ship. I did not see anybody standing alongside the stout > aptuiu, he was stout,. I was not 
Hurried when I went on board; as cool us I am now. The cries of distress I h( ard were 
Bapre bachoh o yo ; Morriu geylam go ; Dadu cotkai gello. 1 heard these cries on board 
the steamer. I did not hear these cries before the passengers got on the steamer. I saw no 
women fall; I beard that they fell. I did not say that the Captain was counting the 
jtassengers.

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Bohert Buthby, awom aaith to Mr. Kilby :—^1 call xnyBelf Engineegp-Snrreyor to the 
Port Conuniadonera. *1 passed my eicaminatioii as a SiOTeyor of ateam-ahipe, to the Board of 
Tradd. 1 was appointed in 1874 Shipwright and Engineer-Surveyor to the Board of Trade, 
and I praotioed as a Surveyor under the Board of Trade till April 1882 in London, Hull, 
and the last six years in liverpool. The Board nominated me as Engineer-Surveyor to the 
Fort Oommissioners, I am paid salary. I get Bs. 1,000 less inoome-tax. My duties are to 
inspect steam-ships under Act, Vi and VH of 1881, that is, all sea-going and inland steam- 
vessels which come to the Port of Calcutta. All coolie emigrant ships, under Act XXI 
of 1883,' all ships and steamers applying for register under the Merchant Shipping Act, any 
ship reported to be unsea worthy within the Merchant Shipping Act of 1880, and any 
other duty the Oommissioners may order mo to do. The fees for the performance of these 
various duties sre paid to the Pori Commissioners ; they amount about Bs. 20,000. I have 
an assistant, Mr. John MoKellor, he is my subordinate, and has to obey my official orders. 
No ond supervises my work. I am responsible to the Government through the Port 
ComnuBsioners, my immediate superiors. My duties in surveying a ship are to survey hull, 
the machinery and equipment of both iron and wooden ships. 'When in England I passed 
an examination which included such subjects as rigging and gear. If an owner intends 
building or repairing a ship which he intends to use hereafter as a passenger ship he generally 
nalla upon me to survey the ship before it is launched. Sometimes I am asked to visit the 
vessel before the building is complete; this is done to save expense in alteration later which 
I might call for were I not satisfied with the way the ship was built. My interference 
is limited to seeing that the ship is built strong I hare nothing to do with her shape. 
It is loft entirely to my discretion to decide whether a ship is strong enough to be a 
passenger ship. The owner can appeal if my requirements are in his opinion too 
stringeut If it happens that my requirements should not be stringent enough there is no 
one to call my action into question at all I have known the Sir John Laterence, I 
think, since 1884. 1 came out here in 1882. I first came out under the impression 
that I should he n surveyor of steamships, the same sort of duties I had been doing in 
Liverpool, which was confined entirely to passenger steamers, including hull and engines. 
In the beginning of 18^3 I got the survey of emigrant ships added to my (lutiea I 
knew the Sir John Laurence before she was repaired when she was lying up in the river 
here. I was consulted whether she should he repaired or n< t. I was asked to report on 
the condtibn of the vessel by the Pori Commissioners. I made a report, and the report went 
through the I’ort Commissioners. I think Mr. John Mackinnon consulted mo what amount 
• it would tuke to repair the Sir John Lairr- nee. I did not know whom the ship belonged to 
at that time, I was not told. I had no oonversatiou with Mr. Mackinniou hoforo the official 
application ns to what was required to he done in regard to the repairs to obtain a certificate. 
1 sent in a written report, it must be filed in the Port Commissiouors’ office. I cannot toll 
from memory when the Sir John Lttwvcnre was built, she was th<'n about 18 or 19 years old; 
she w'as built in 18fi5. The Sir Laxcrenee was an extra strong ship as originally built; her 
scantling are above the requirements of Lloyd’s A. 100 class, her keel and gurboard strake 
were exceptionally strong and her plating was quite ^th heavier and the sheer strake was ith 
heavier than shix^s of her dimensions and touuage would he built in the preseut time. Her 
iron was of ten j)or cent, better quality than they make ir6n now for ship plates. The 
requirements of a ship flossed 90 A. 1. Lloyds for the garhoard strake would be FI 6 the 
thioknesB of the garhoard stroke of the Sir John JMwrmce was .j-g. Tlio sheer strake in a ship 
classed 90A. 1. at Lloyd’s should be ; on the Sir John Lawrence the sheer strake was 
originially f or fg. The bilge strake on a ship classed 90A.1. at Lloyd’s should he The 
hilg a atrake of the Sir John Lawrence was The side plating iu a ship classed 90A.1.

The 2nd August 1887. Eieamination of Bohert Bnshby continued to Mr. Xi/Jy.—-Those are 
the plates on the hull proper below the mam deck. 'When I surveyed the Sir John Lawrence 
in 1884, she was then in dry dock and the hull stripped entirely, the boilers token-out, the 
decks toJlfn up, also the ceiling iu the hold. The oement was all taken out of the boiler 
compartment, all the frames and floors iu that compartment were taken out; the 
engnes were not taken out, they were stripped and overhauled generally. The frames 
and plates were completely exposed. 1 ^examined each frame aud chalked those which 
had to he taken out. In doing this I was guided by Idoyd’s rples for A. 100 class of vessel. 
Those of the plates which were below the thickness required by Lloyd’s rules were doubled 
in each ease, quarter inch plates were rivetted on to the old {dates and ou to the frames, in 
the boiler compartment the plates which are mostly liable to deterioration, the frames were 
taken out altogether, wherever.a plate gave indication of having been worn it was bored 
at file thinnest spot. When the frames were removed, I could twl what original tbick- 
nesB ef the plate must have been. I bored the various plates- I should think I made quite 
a hundred holes i.u various places. 1 cannot say what was the thickness of the plates I bored 
into. I kept no note of the thioknesB of each ^ate, hut as 1 went aloug I indicated with a 
nbnIV wbathit^to he done in respect of each plate. If the chalk mark happened to be rubbed 
out I would have discovered it in a day or two I would then have been more strict 
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in seeing whether any of my suggestions had not been obeyed. If I disoovered anything 
of that sort it would have resulted in a very severe survey. I visited the Sir John 
Lawrrnce, I should say about a dozen times at intervals of a week between eaohVisit. 
If my suggestions had not been carried out, I should have heard of it. The Fort 
Uommissionere do not irroeive a frrah fee for each of my visits. Only one fee for the 
whole survey. An ordinary survey of a ship neoessitates three visits, the fee is the same in both 
cases. Eaoh visit, eaoept. the last, takes up about three hours ; the last visit when the ship 
is afloat and under steam takes about half an hour. When the survey of a ship is held 
while the vessel is afloat I make at least 12 visits duiine the survey. The soantling 
of the Sir John Lnwrence would have passed A.l. at Lloyd’s, as she was originally built. 
When 1 saw her in dry dock in 1x84, her wear and tear were not more than what a ship 
usually might be like. She was not more rusty nor oorrodod than I espeoted. The frames 
under the boiler were done for, worn o# and required renewal, they were renewed. A ship 
of the kind jis the Sir John Lawrence having onoe been thoroughly repaired ought not, if 
she had been well kept up in the interval to have wanted thorough repairs for 12 to 15 
years. She ought regularly to be uleaned and jiainted onoe in four years, chipped and painted 
every four years. This would depend on the nature of the cargo and the trade the ship was 
in. When I first saw the Sir John Lawrence she was laid up, had no paint, and was very 
ruBty\ I cannot tell how long the steamer had been in the state I saw her in. 
'I’he fore and mainmasts wore good. I think the mizzen was renewed, but I am not 
6ure. ^ho had entire now rigging, the mast were taken out altogether, looked at and 

S it baoif, tliat is, the main and foremasts were returned to thoir places. The main 
jok and the upper deck were renewed with new wood. Some of the main 
dofeotive wliere defective wore renewed, I think the forward bulkhead was bod at the 
bottom and good above. There were four bulkheads, a oollision bulkhpad forward, a oollision 
bulkhead aft, a bulkhead at the after part of the engines, and the forward bulkhead The 
oollision bulkhead forward are,4is far as I remember, all right, the oollision bulkheads wore 
not ohanged. Tho bulkhead in the aft part of the engine-room was all right; both the 
collision bulkheads were carriod up to tho main dock, sti were the others, no bulkheads were 
removed. "There was a bunker bulkhetul, not water-tight, at tlie fore part of the boiler, between 
the boiler and the bunker, that was had and was renewed. There was also a partition 
bulkhead originally botwi-on tho ougino and the boiler spree, half of it had been taken 
down, the bottom half to let in air. Tho removal of either of the bunker bulkheads or the 
partition bulkhead would not weaken the ship, they were made of very thin plating. I 
examined the plates in the forepeak, some of the plates were thin, those that were doimled. 
The rest were sufliciently strong, sufficiently thick. Thick enough to comply with the 
rules I follow in nuikiug my survey. Sufficiently thick to allow the sliip to be classed 
as 90 A 1. it would not have been sufficient for class at Lloyd’s A . 101). I found tho 
engines shewing the ordinary wear and tear of ten j’ears use. Engines of that sort 
with oare shoiild last 40 or 50 years. The engines were left as they were after tho usual 
overhauling. One new main iKjilcr and a donkey boiler was supplied. Tho Sir John 
Lawrence had a pump to each hold, a hand pump ; she hod engine bilge pump, 
that pump was atfaolied to the main engine and also to tlie donkey engine. Those pumps 
were after survey in perfect' order. There was a steam pump from tho donkey also a 
Downtou pump for putting out fires, both these pumps would be effidient as pumps as fire 
engines on tho spar deck after it was added. IJownton pump was a portable pump, if carried 
up it could be worked on the spar dock if tho suction hose and delivery hose wore in perfect 
oraer. Originally the Sir John Lawrence had a forecastle deck and a poop, the forecastle deck 
extended aft for another 25 feet of the poop as a shelter or hurricane dock. There was a 
main deck from stern to stern forward of the engine room only ; tliere was a between deck, 
tho alteration made was that the Tipper deok was continued till it joined tho poop forming 
one long deok. Tho neoossafy beams to support that deok were added, the beams, were of iron. 
The ex^ weight of the deck and beams would be ' from five to six tons, there were bul¬ 
warks on each side in the space between the poop and the bridge deok, tlie bulwarka 
originally were 4 fe-et; there was tho topgallant rail which practically mode the bulwarks 
five feet high. The poop was not shortened or lengthened when the spar deok was 
oontinued; the topgallant railing was taken off and the bulwarks kept at the same 
height they were before; the upper deck when added to became a flush deok from stem 
to stem there were no bulwarks round the upper deck, there were only rails; the ng^r deok 
is about three feet narrower than the main deck, the sides being rounded. The stood 
as a covering board, the rails protected the passengers from falliug over board; they 
took tho place of the bulwarks on the main deok. Only spray oould ever oome 

on to the spar deok. No sea oould he shi]i|>ed so high up nor solid water. On 
the main de^ after tire repairs the protection from weather was as to the poop, the 
sides of the house, and forward the sides of the shelter deok closed in at the sides. There 
were also the bulwarks amidships about 25 feet between the poop and the sheltei deok 
house. There were no shutters or curtains on the main deok. There was a double 
awning on the spar deok and side screen fore and aft ai far as the space measured 
for passengers, further forward than the foremast. The space measured off r>r passengers 
on the Sir John Lawrence was— 

(1) The whole of tho main deok from the forepart of tlie poop to the foreoastle. 

(2) The between decks, and 

(3) The upper dock. 




Sbe was lioensed to carry in tbe between decks tbe number of passengeas represented 
by tbe superficial space of tbe deik divided by nine in foul weather, and tbe same spaoe 
divided by six in fair weather. Tbe superficial area was 1,620 feet, that is, from tbe bulknead 
before the engine*room to tbe colksioii bulkhead. The number of passengers in fair 
^ weather was 270, and in foul weather 180. The upper deck and main dock together 
in fair weather -if the 270 were carried in the between deck is 708, in the foul season oil. 
The superficial area devoted to-passengers on both docks may bo obtained by a calculation 
which will take some time. If the 270 ore not carried in the between deck thou the two decks 
can cany 888 fair season, 591 foul season. The ventilation on the hetwoon decks was two 
cowl ventilators about 16 inches diameter and two hatches; these hatches can he kept open 
in any ordinary weather and even in very bad weather. There may have been souio bad 
ventilation, hut I do not know. If the poop were given to third class poasengers, it was 
]ioensed.to carry 60 passengers in fair weather and 44 in foul weather. In foul weather tho 
iTiBYiTniini number which the Sir John Lawrrncp could carry was 730, including space in all 
three deoi^, in fair weather 1,038. Tho Sir John Lawrence carried a master, one officer, 2*4 
deck orew, three engineers, and 12 engine room crow. The crew lived in tho f< re-oastlo. 
The master and chief engineer each lived in a small cabin on the upper deck. The Chief officer 
and other engineers live(r in cabins in front of the poop. If first class passengers were 
carried, the maximum would be 735—44= 691 in foul weather; in fairweather 978. There 
is no space reserved for second class passengers, except in very had weatlier, a hurrfonne, 
groat seas would not wash over the bulwarks. In a heavy storm it would be safe for' 
passengers to remain on tlio iijmer deck ; also on the space where the bulwarks are. Tho 
between deck was the same deck called hv that name before the spar deck was added, 
it still, in my opinion, remained tho between deck after that addition. As regards the master 
and mate and the ongineprs, my discretion i8*truste<l by tho law with respect to tho 
number of tho crew. 1 consult my own discretion As regards boats, tho Sir John TMirren.ee 
hod four under the rules frhmed under Act Vlll'of 187tk The Sir John iMiorenee was 
compelled to carry four boats, a dinghy, a cutter, a long boat, and a gig, she being 
a steamer between 860 to 500 tons. As Surveyor, liowever, I insisted on their carrying, 
a life-boat, a long boat, a cutter and a gig. I insisted on the life-boat being put in, from 
my knowledge of what would be required under similar circumstances under the Board i>f 
Trade llulos. As a matter of fact, tho ,/<>/*« iatremice carried two lift-boats, a cutter, 
and a gig. The tonnage of the Sir John TMwreoee wa.s a fraction 466 tons. I think 
the number of boats fixed by the rules made by Act VIII of 1876 are insufficient. The 
boats I insisted upon could carry 97i passengers : the life-boats required five lasoars, and 
a ooxwain, cutter five lasoars, and the gig three To-soars. the engine room orew are generally 
oapahlo of rowing a boat. I believe tho repairs to the Sir John Lawrence cost a lakh and 
20 thousand rupees. The repairs and alterations effected on the Sir ,/oA« iMwrence would, 
in my opinion, make her roll less, nor did it affect her stability in the least. I’he 
Act requires that each passenger shall have 6 feet by 1 ; in fair weather if you packed 
the passengers rubbing shouMers and in a sitting position you could get 1,000 passengers 
on the upper deck and 700 or 800 on the main deck, that is packing them closely. In 
a cyclone the great seas would probably come over the bulwarks and wash tho passengers 
and some of them might bo drowned, the Captain would then close all the liatohes. Four or 
five hundred would be able to store themselves in the between decks. If the hatches were 
battened down there would not be enough ventilation to keep them alive for two days ; 
the/ oould live 24 hours without loss of life. A couple of hundred could take refuge in the 
saloon. The passengers forward of the engine-room on the main deck would be pretty 
comfortable. There would he enough room on tho poop and main deck and the 
forecastle to carry the 735 passengers, the maximum number which oould be carried 
in foul weather. There would not bo a crowd of passengers in the upper deck 
during a violent storm, except a few behind the housos. The person working the ship would 
be the men at tho wheel, tho master, the engineer and the crew down below. I was 
about 10 years at sea. I do not think the captain of a steamer cnriying as many passen¬ 
gers as the Sir John Lawrence would be justified in going out to sea if he knew a storm 
was coming on. In September 1886 I surve^yed the Sir John Latcrence rnywAS', this was 
a dock siurvey. I did not on that occasion boo steam up, Mr. MoKellar did that for 
me. I inspeoted the hull on that occasion inside and out. 1 found nothing wanting, every 
thing in order. She was properly painted and properly found, everything requisite 
under the Act was supplied. 1 am oertaiu I put the life-boats into the water. I cannot 
say about the other boats. I examinod all tho boats. I oould*toll whether tbe boat was sound 
when she was hanging into the davits. 1 tested them with this hoox, I dug a little bit 
out here and there, paint would hide a rotten bt»at, the more paint the more suspicion. 

I had the life-boats lowered to see whether the disengaging gear worked properly, not to 
see whetW they oouljj float. The next survey was in April 1886 , that was made by Mr 
MoKellar, that was not a dook stirvey, I did not go near the vessel at all during the 
survey; he is about 3^1 should say, he gets lls. 440. Tho next survey was in October i8»6. 
i surveyed the bottom on the 2l8t October in dock and Mr. MoKellar did the rest.

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The Zrd ^ugmt 1887. Bjeamination of Robert Buehhy eonUnued to Mr. Kilby.’^tha oextifi* 
oate of that aoxrey bears date the 26th Ootober 1886 ; that is Mr. MoBEeHar’s signature; my 
signature does not appear on this document (G), thongh as amaitw of fa^ 1 surrey4d tba 
bottom and outside of the steamer. The fact that the certificate bears date the 26th OctobOT, 
shows that the survey of her hull, machinery, and equipments were complete, except that 
after the granting of the certificate the surveyor sees the ship under steam, this is done * 
to save the useless getting up of steam, simply ipx the purpose of testing the valves 
when steam would have to be got up later on, in order to test the steamer get out of 
X>ort. Mr. McEellar surveyed the hull and equipments on the two occasions I have i^oken 
of. He is* quite competent to discharge this duty. After the 26th Ootober 1886 
there was no further survey of the dock and equipments held forming part of 
that survey. Mr. MoKellar received a letter from Mr. Neustein and handed it over to 
me as soon as he got it; this was in the early port of November, it may have been in 
December. I was out of town for a few days some time after the letter was gived to me. 
As soon as an opportunity offered itself, 1 went on board. I took with mo a memoranduin 
of the points raised in that letter. I made the memorandum m^’self. I made a careful 
inspection of all the points raised by Mr. Neustein including the patch in the forecastle, the 
upper forecastle above the main deck. 1 went into the forepsek and into the hold. X 
examined the forepeak ; I had a careful look roimd with a light. I had none of the plates 
bordd. I did not think this necessary. I saw no reaKon to have this done I saw no 
‘material change from my previous survey. I had not been down the forepeak the last time 
the steamer was in dock. 1 had not scon the plates in the forepeak since Ootober 1885. 
It is quite dark in the forej>oak. I do not remember whether there was any water 
in the forepeak, there might have been. I do not remember having it pumped out. 
In October 1885 when I surv'oyod the <forepoak I did it with an ordinary hand light 
or a “stick butty”, or native torch. Between October 1885 and November 1886, I 
must have surveyed over a. 100 hulls. If there has been previously anything wrong 
with the forepeak I should have remembered it. I saw the patch in the forecastle from 
the inside in 1886. The thickness of the plate on to whicli the patch was rivetted 
was about a quarter of an inch thick, the plate w:is paiuted in the inside 1 think. 
I .did not measure the patch. I merely looked at it. 1 ordered the patoh to be bolted on 
tint and then ordered the patches to bo rivetted on Afterwards I did not measure the 
thickness of the plate. I went through the vnru)U88, points of Mr. Neustein’s letter and 
found none of them correct, except as regards two store houses which had been built on 
the passengers space; even in this case the euoroaohmont of space waeT less than that, 
stated by Mr. Neustein. I r> ])ortod the result of my examination to tlm Port Commissioners, 
in writing. There is the signature of Mr. Duff Bruce on this letter put in and marked iH) 
dated 8th December ltJ86. This letter, put in and marked (J), bears also Mr Duff Bruce’s 
signature.

Bobxrt Bushby. 


John Moore, sworn, saith to Mr. Kilby .—I am master of the steamer Cur/ctr, and •was 
such master on the 2&th of May last. 1 left Calcutta about 6 in the morning. I first saw the 
storm signals afMud Point. I was about 5 miles to 4i miles off, when I saw tlio signolB. 
1 Vinjt to turn the vessel round to see them. The weather nt the time was very dirty. I saw 
the signals in the distance at half'past lU, but did not distinguish them. I turned vessel 
round about 11 *.m , then 1 waited till the rain passed over, thou 1 saw the signal—an inverted 
cone over a ball. I believe it was No. 8. The weather looked as if the wind was going to 
increase, heavy rain,. Mud I’oint bore from my steamer S.E. or S.S.ifl. I was in the 
Bellaiy Channel at that time leading* into the'Wostem Channel. The Bollary Channel was, 
where we were, about 600 yards wide. This is the channel Ohondbally ships usually go by. 
The Sir John Lawrence was about an hour to an hour and a half behind us. I went on to 
Kedgeree, and anchored there just abreast qf the Kedgeree tidal gates. I anchored about 
12 o”olook noon. There was more wind than there had been at 11 o’mock, but up to that time 
it hung to one quarter. At eleven the wind was N.E., at twelve N.E.; it was blowing sGong, 
not a gale. lt\ad appearance of increasing ; but with the wind from the N.E., we hod great 
shelter here. A strong N.E. is indicative of a cyclone in May—a cyclone passing somewh^. 
My barometer at 11-3U was 29-69°. lanchoredat 11-46. The TVronc was anohorra about ^ree 
cables to the eastward of met The Captain of the Tyrone tolk^ first W signals, afterwards 
by board. All the way to Mud Point wo were discussing the wei^taer. Captain Spence 
said “ I think I am going back to Diamond Harbour.” I replied “ s#y tAbb ; .1 am ready.” 
We eventually decided to go ou to Eedej^ee. I woitld never go to sta when there is a wind 
from the N.E. and a low barometer. Alter I anohored, the /S^ John Lawrence came up on 
hour after, or an hour an i a half. Jf anything, there was a little more wind: that was the only 
difference.* When the sun began to set, the glass began to fall. At 6 f.m. the glass was 29'46 : 
it was blowing pretty hard. The barometer fell very gradually. All through the afternoon 
the weather was very thick. it had been clear, I should have gone back. After 12 noon 
the weather become thicker. It was thick all day. At 6 f.m. I would nave gone back to Diamond 
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Harbour if I oould have found my way. At 6 p.m. there was every iudioation of a cyclone. 
The Sir John Lawrence passed us about a mile and a half off. I could not make out her pas¬ 
sengers. The steamer was under sail, fore and aft oanvas. At 10 t>.m. wind blowing very 
hard, veering towards the East; barometer 29 38 ; it was falling faster. At midnight wind 
E. by N., blowing very hard with heavy rain in gusts ; barometer 29‘30.* About 2-45 a.m. 
the barometer reached its lowest point, 29 23. We had a lull for half an hour with 
veiy heavy confused sea. We were pretty well in the heart of the cyclone at that time. 
At 2-30 A.M. the wind veered round to the S.E. and blew in terrific gusts fe.E. and 
8.S.E., and continued to do so for two and a half hours. My idea is the Sir John Lawrence 
encountered the worst of the storm between the liidge ship and False Point. I saw no wreck¬ 
age I oould recognise as belonging to the Sir John Laiereni^e. Towards daylight on Thursday 
morning the 26th the storm began to abate. At noon on Thursday the barometer had riseii 
29-36, less wind and sea. At 6 p.m. barometer 29-40. Wind still backing to tho southward. 
Friday morning at daylight I went on to Chandbally. It was not very oomfortable for my 
passengers. At one time we had them all below dock. The hatches were not on. We carried 
550 on that occasion—our full complement. I went down; then it wjis pretty warm. There 
was, however, plenty of ventilation. I know the Sir John Lawrence. 1 imagine most of the 
passengers must have tried to go below. The awnings must have blown away. I do not 
think the Sir John Laterence would have shipped heavy seas. She was very Ught in the 
water and very buoyant. Any vessel would ship heavy water in a (^'clone. All I mean to say 
is that the Sir John Laicrvner would not have s-hijiped more water than the best ship in port. 
In front of the open bulwarks of the main dock, the main deck was protected by sides. 
There was an ash port on eadi side fore and aft. It was clear with alley under the deck. The 
jKissengers if they crow<led there would, in my opinion, bo perfectly safe. The hatches of 
the ’tween de«sk oorresjiond with the hatches on the main deck, so that there was a continuous 
open space from the ’twem decks to the upper decks. I do not think it would have been 
necessary to batten down the hatches As a soa-bcat, tlie old tSir John Lmcrence was 
as good as any boat which came to Calcutta. 8he was from 450 to 500 tons. I think her 
90 horse power would be enotigh to enable hor to keep her own if everything was in good 
order. 1 know nothing of her equipment. 

To Captain drSniiM. —1 did not hail or sigualizo to the Sir John Lawreitce. I do not 
imagine the old man saw the signals. I had to turn round to see them myself. Independently 
of the signals I would not have gone out. Captain Irvine saw ns right enough. That ought 
to have caused him to stay, if there was nothing else to press him on. At the time the Sir John 
Laicrenrv was passing us the state of the weather and my barometer told me my place was 
at antbor where I was. If he had stayed ana some other vessel Iwxd made the passage, he 
would not liave beeu Master of tuat sliip very long. I do not mean to say that I have 
any si>ecial rea.son for saying this, put there are owners who insist on their orders 
being obeyed. Thank God 1 do nci|i serve such. I say that eight out of ton masters 
of 8hi]j« would have hesitapjd before attempting to go out to sea in such weather. 
There is not a ship in port which would have gone out if they had known, what I know, that 
they had no port to go to. I think it was a very risky thing to do as Captain Irvine did. 
I have been in a cyeloue in 1879 and a hurricane off the Caiie in 1864. I have never heard if 
the-S'tr Lotez-ence shipped heavy water. There are as bad seas in the Eastern Channel as 
any I know of. 1 have been 33 years at sea. I have known soas breaking over tho bridge of 
big loaded vessels which wore driven througli in tho Eastern Channel. 

To the President. —I have never seen Captain Irvine that he was not able to walk and 
talk with any man on the point of duty. I think he was a humane man, kind to his passengers 
if it had not been so, ho would not have had so many passengers go with him. She was 
a popular vessel urith the natives. 1 think the passengers onboard the Sir John iMwrenre 
must have suffered from being kept in a ednfined space. As to being knocked about, they 
pack themselves too close for that. No man with any sense would have of his own 
free will gone to sea. Neustoin did tho talk; Irvine did tho work. Neustoin is no 
sailor in comparison to Irvino. Smith, the Chief Officer, was a teaT'aivay old follow. He 
certainly would, in my opinion, have urged the Captain to go on. Smith has been a 
master on the sumo lino. Smith used to do things which no one else would do. Irvine 
has never complained to me that his owners were hard task-masters. The only advantage 
that tho Sir John Jjawrcnce would have obtained would have boon the increased number 
of passengers he woiild have secured according to her tonnage. So far as I know, I never 
knew Captain Irvine carry passongers in excess of tho number on his own account. The 

t )anDiwalla may have smuggled, but I have no reason to say so. , Csiptain Irvine was too 
lonest a man to have smuggled passengers himself. They are very particular in counting 
passengers at Chandbally. II is done over a landing-stage, one mau at a time. There is 
no rush. I never was handed up for having excess passengers. I don’t sco how it would be- 
possible for a Captain to land a portion of the passengers before ho got to Chandbally with- 
■jut being found out. After the passengers are ont the police come on board and soaroh the 
hold over to sec whether there are any passengers left on board. Before we take in passen¬ 
gers at Chandbally the police soaroh the steamsra, and then count the juissengcrs as they 
come on board. In Calcutta the police come on hoard every ship and count the passengers. 
Over and over again 1 have had to turn out excess passengers found on hoard by the police,, 
just before starting at daybreak.

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CAundra Colmar Bhuttaekarjea, snlemniy affirmed, saith to Mr. Kilbv. —went along* 
side the Sir John Lawrence in a dinghy ahoxit 8 or 8-30 of the evening previous to her 
starting on her last voyage. I reached the gh&t about 8 or 8*30. It took me some time 
to engage a boat. When. I got alongside it was 9 or 9-30. I heard the gun fire when 
I was in the dinglfy on my way to the vessel. I intended to go with my famuy and some 
of my neighbours to Chandbally in that steamer. There were altogether two boats which 
oorried my party of twenty people I saw a European and two or three khalassies standing 
on the side of the vessel; passengers from a boat were getting on to the steamer. The 
European said to me you cannot now come on board. I spoke to the European in Hindus¬ 
tani. I said 1 will be very much disappointed if 1 am not allowed to go on board the 
vessel. I begged of him to be good enough to take me on board. He said there is already a 
large number. I cannot take you on board. I kept on b^ging the European. I coaxed him 
to take me. He at last said if you do not listen to me I will give you a good caning. 
I then said what is to become of these tickets of mine. I hold both kinds of tickets: those 
for Rs. 3-0-6 and Rs. 5-0-6. Ho said you will got back your money ; then the khalassies 
pushed my boat from the side of the vessel. I felt sadly disappointed and came back to 
tlm ghkt. Wo slept that night in a sort of a godown near the Koila ghfi.t, the ladies refusing 
to return to their homes as they had stnrled on a pilgrimage. About 0 o’clock the other 
two steamers for Chandbally loft. The Sir John Lawrvrtvv left the last of the fliree steamers. 
I got the money back on those tickets. My friends have got the money for mo 1 caught 
a Midnapore sh'amer that same day and went to Juggemath rid Miduapore. I did not 
notice any police boat when 1 went alongside the Sir John Lawrence ; there were none near 
me. I saw no police in uniform. The two sorts of tickets were for the sumo class of 
accommodation—deck accommodation. On Monday the price of tickets was hs. 3-0-6, on 
Tuesday I had to pay Its. 5-0-6. After that the tickets ^>ol(l for Os. (5. Many people who 
bought tickets for its. 6 could not go by that steamer. I met these at Juggemath. 

Crons-eKamination to Mr. Uenderson .—I bought the tickets at Messrs. Macncill and 
Company’s office. I saw abotit eight empty boats ; only one boat with psisscmgcrs on board. 
That is the boat out of which passengers were getting into the steamer. 1 saw none of 
these boats retum%ith passengers. 1 know the uniform of the police on the river • they wear 
ash-coloured or black uniform. I have se.m them The Eiu'opean looked like a Mr. Brown 
employed in Thacker, 8pink and Company. The police boat is manned with nine oars 
and has more brass about it. I did not see any brass-mounted boats.

The 4fA August 1887. Examination of John Moore continued to the President.—We landed 
our passengers by dinghy on arrival iu Calcutta. We try to keep off the dinghies as much as 
we can before wo get to our moorings, but they occasionally got alongside in spite of us, and 
some of the passengers scramble on to the dinghies before we are moored. The bulk of 
them remains on board till the steamer is properly moored. 1 have never seen the police 
count the passengers who arrive from Chandbally. 

Cross-examination to Mr. Henderson. —If there were a good few on board some of the 
passengers only a few get off into the dinghys before we are moored. Except in poqiah 
season, we seldom get our full complement. 1 have known Captain Irvine for the past seven 
years. I knew hun intimately during that time. I have a full boUef in his integrity and 
honesty. I believe that Captain Irvine would never have taken extra passengers on board 
for the purpose of filling his own pockets. The panniwalla in connection with the orew mi^^ht 
carry an extra man or two as passeuger, but not to any great extent. It would be impossible 
to smuggle passengers on shore before coming to the counting stage at tlhandbally without 
the Captain knowing of it. I cannot believe that Captain Irvine could ever have connived 
at any such system. I never saw boats putting off with passengers from the Sir John . 
Lawrence when she arrived at Chandbally. I do not believe it possible for passengers to 
have bedn kept back until after the visit of the police at Chandbally. The police always 
searched my vessel for passengers, and, so far as I know, they did the same at Chandbally 
with the Sir John Lawrence. I have often seen the police count my passengers in Calcutta. 

1 go on board about 9 p.m. The police boat always was alongside I have no reason to 
suppose that the system of counting passengers in Calcutta by the police was any different 
on board the Sir John Lnwrenre than it was on my steamer. ^ The night previous to the 
cyclone the police were alongside my steamer. Some of the police were on the landing stage. 
They reported no excess to me in Calcutta. The numbers counted out at Chandbally 
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vere not in excess of tlie number I was permitted to carry. I made no signal when the 
Sir John Lawrence passed me. Tlio Sir John Lawrence might have anchored in perfect 
safety about four miles lower down, this spot would not be in the direction of, but about 
16 miles from, the South Channel buoy. I heard that the cliest of Saptain was picked up 
at Saugor. I do not think it possible that she pulled up at the place—I mean she 
went right out to sea. She must have been right out to‘sea betweou 5 and 6 p.m. It 
is quite likely that he diil not see the signals. The Sir John Lawrence unfortunately 
was not going to sea; it would probably have been all right with her if she had. 1 never 
saw the Sir John Lawrence carry her canvas when she ought to have slowed it I have 
never hear<l it rumoured that sho was a hot sliip. It is very probable that the passen¬ 
gers would have gone between deck during the cyclone, if the vessel had anchored at 
Kedgeree. They would have plenty of room if tlie passengers had not overcrushed themselves. 
So far ns 1 know there would be sufficient ventilation. 1 was never there myself. If the hatches 
were open on the main deck, there would be enough ventilation. My full oomplomentis about 
650 passengers That ooraidement is cnloulated on the same basis as the complemout of 
passengers permitted in other vessels on the same line. Having my full oomplem 3 nt of 
passengers would not ohstnu t in any way whatever the working of the vessel in fair weather 
or foul. I have had my full eomplemeiit of pas.sengois often. They have never interfered 
with the working of my vessel. After we have sbirted and tlie passengers and their bundles 
got arranged a bit, I never found any difficulty in moving nlsuit my shiji, neither T nor my 
officers. I have seen the Sir John Lawrence in ^■e^y heavy seas in the Eastern Channel. 
She was a very good sea-boat. I never saw anything that was wrong with the equipment of 
the Sir John Lawrence. I never examined any of lier gear. I have never had anything 
to do wif.h the owners of the Sir John Lawrence in business I hud no reason to suppose 
that Captain Irvine had orders to go to sea irrespective of the weather. Native passengers 
huddle together because it is their nature to do so. 'J’he space allowed by Government rule is 
in my opinion sufficient. 1 he jiroof of this is shown in this particular instance. All my full 
complement of iia-sengers (,ii the day of tho eyclone wont into the between decks, which contain 
only a little over one-third of tho space allowed by the rules to the whole number. They 
were there the whole of one afternoon, tho whole night, and part of the next day, and I nevw- 
heard any complaint. 1 have frequently seen the pas engers squeeze into a much smaller 
Kjiaco than allowed them by the rules, and they luivo ilouo so of their own' accord. I have 
known Smith for some years. My ship is surveyod periodically every six months—sometimes 
by Mr. Buslibji, sometimes by Mr John Maekellnr, his assistant, sometimes by both. I have 
always foimd them jtreity st.riet. They always wanted something new, something fresh. 
Mr I}’*^by always surveyed tho deck When Maekollar did the suiwcy alone, Mr. 
BualR>y was either at home or away from f^alcutta. I always went round with Mr. Bushhy 
during the surveys So far as it was possible afloat Mr. Bushby visited all parts 
of tho ship. Uo oxamiiiwl the plates and frames Twice we have had tho coiling up. 
We liad 417 now plates put out luy ship last year. 'Ibis was in consequence of 
Mr. Bushhy and Mr. Maokcllar’s survey. Every old plate was removed fnnii the bottom of 
the vessel. All new frames were n quired. A gcK)d many of the plates Were not very bad. 
Two years prior wo had tho ship boreif. Mr. Bushhy w.as the surveyor on tliat occasion. 
Both surveyors are very particular with our vessel. If the Sir John Lawrence were surveyed iii 
the same way as our sleamor, sho must have been a sound ship. I think n survey ceitifioaie 
signed either by Mr. Mushby or Mr. MacKellar is a perfectly good guarantee. Tho survey 
is equally strict throughout the ship and more survey than it is at liomo. Tho dock survey 
takes place every twelve months Every dock survey the vessel is scraped and cleaned out¬ 
side ready for insjieetion. 1 do not think Mr. Bushby passed a plate so rusty that you could 
peel off tho rust with your fingers lie would have it scraped and sounded. I have notieeil 
the patch on the Sir John Lawrence ; if it was properly secured, it would not lessen the 
strength of the ship. Captain Irvine is as good a seaman as they make now-a-duys. We 
anchor at tho Kanaka buoy some time during the night, reaching Chandhally the nest 
morning. After ho g(>ta out to soa after leaving Chandhally, if he had a trustwci-thy 
officer on board, ho oi»uld get three hours’ sleep. If he got away early enough, say by 8 a m., 
ho would anchor at Saugor at 10 r.ji., and so get a comfortable sloop. Passengers and Iheir 
friends got on to the ship together. I never hoard an objection being made by persons 
coming on board to see their friends off. I have not observed any considerable number of 
persons come on beard to see friends off. 

lie-eitaminalioH to Mr. Jiithi/. —Tickets are looked at as the passengers come on board. 
When tliore is a rush of passengers, my soaouniiy luis no orders to object to friends of 
p^seugers o< ming on board. The })olii:o do not examine the tickets of the passengers. 
Whenever there is a large number on boaid. tho poliee in Calcutta always count flie passengers 
after they are seated on tho deck Tliis is done between 3 and 4 o’clock just jvrior to our 
lejvving. Unloss the 1,038 passengers on hoard the Sir John Lawrence all crowdoil on to the 
upper deck, they would not interfere with tho working of tho ship. 

To the Treeident.—l and my Chief Cfiicer aietho only seaman officers on board. My 
Chief Officer does not hold a pilot’s certificate. Mr. Smith held a jiilot’s oortificate,

Robert Bmhl». R.raniination continued to Mr. Kithji — E.xcept the enquiry T made, and 
hat made by Mr. McKeilar, there was no other enquiry info the charges made by Mr. Noustein 
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The space on the main deck reserved for passengers is 2,868 snperfieial ieet, that is, after all 
deductions having been made, the space between the two open bulwarks for passengers was 
about 640 feet. Passengers could sta 7 in the alleys during the eyolone, in any weather, 
except in an overwhelming sea, which should sink the ship. I remember the two 400 gallon 

. filled, each tank might weigh a ton and 3 quarters. The main deck was a safe place 
for tanks of that sort. These tanks were lashed to ringholds, from memory I cannot say. 

I looked at the tanks after receiving Neus‘ein’8 letter If they had not been properly 
secured I should have noticed it. I noticed nothing wrong. I saw the ioirrwcc 

on the same mominu of the collision with tho Indore. A collision of that kind would not 
strain a steamer of the build of the Sir John Lmerence. I never ssk the officere of tne ship 
if there is anything wrong on board, unless there be some special reason for it. In *00888 
where, like the charges made by Mr. Neusteiu, I should think it necessary to swak to 
the Mate and the Captain. 1 do not remember ever having done so before. I have 
known an officer volunteer information without being asked. Engineers often and officers 
often volunteer remarks if they want any special thing done. I have never known any of 
Maoneill’s officers speak to mo about uuytluug on board. 1 cannot remember any instance. 
It is possible they may have done so. The number of passengem to be carried between 
deok^would not be altered by the spar deck being added to the steamer. In this 
case adding the spar dock did not interfere with tlie ventiktion of the ves.^el. This is 
tho ’certificate of the last survey held on the Sir John Latermce, dated 25tli April 1887, 
put in and marked (K). An iron ship like the Sir John Lairrenee should last 30 or 40 
years with ordinary care. 1 think the Sir John Laairtnce was kept up liberally. I produce 
a copy of letter from Macueill & Co asking for survey of Sir John Laurence, dated 8th Sep¬ 
tember 1882. 1 also produce copy of letter, dated 29th Sei)tembcr 1882, from Secretary, Port 
Commissioners, to Messrs. Macneill & Go., embodying my reports put in and marked (L) and (M) 
respectively. T^ere is no official rule binding mo as to the scantling of passenger ships either 
here or in the United Kingdom. I kept no note of the alteration and addition J thought desir¬ 
able on hoard tho Sir John Lufcre.nee. After tho repairs are finished, I go round before the 
point is put on. I should then see whether the rejiairs and alterations I had suggested had been 
^ied out. I rememher ordering a very large number of plates to bo taken out of the 
eurkw. I had to mark each of these plates with a piece of chalk to show they are to come 
out. The way it was done was to mark a whole line of pktes if they had to come out with 
a line of chalk. I should ho able to see at tho final survey, before the i»aint wjia ])ul on, whe¬ 
ther any of the plates I had condemned had been taken out or not The Sir Johjf Ijatrrem was 
pointed, but not chipped after the big repair in 1884. 1 say ships are not chijipod more 
once in four years. Without going the length of removing the frmne. it i* quite 
possible to tell whether the plate was sound where it joins tho frame I did test the deli¬ 
very and suction hoses. I do that in ovoiy survey. I invariably ask the engineers in 
the engine-room, whether the Superintending Engineer be present or not generally 
whether there is anything wrong. I have never known an insiaiioe where the engineer 
has hesitated to point me out anything he thought defective. If there was anything wrong 
with the condenser, the engineer in charge ought to have told nio. If the Suporiutend- 
ing Engineer knew of any defect in the ctiudenser, he ought to have called my attention 
to it. Asa matter of fact, I did examine tho oondenser in my final survey in April 1887, 
and found that .the repairs to the condenser w«re sufficient, and I did not find it necessary 
to order any further alteration. These documents jnodueed are surveyor’s certificates in 
which the A and B certificates under Act VIll of 1876 were issued to the Sir John 
Latmnee-, put in and'marked (N) to (N6) 1 never mustered the crew. Itook the Master’s word 
for the number. In the big repair of ISsd, 1 ordered my shipwright assistant, Mr. Cowper- 
tliwaite, to take the number of equipment out of Lloyd’s rules, and k> go over and calliper 
every length of chain on board the Sir John Law -enec. and tost it up to tho highest class 
at Lloyds. He did this. I did not survey tho ohain the last dry-dock survey. Mr. McKel- 
1 m did the survey. 

To Captain deSmidi.—l yraa never on board of the Sir John Lawrence helore. I was 
called upon to survey hw. 1 do not know whether she was in the market for sale at that 
time. I never heard of a Mr. Cranstoun, or that he had declared the Sir John Lawrence not 
to be worth repairing. The Sir John Lawrence had to go into dock before I could give my 
survey report on her. She was not in dock when I gave tlie report embodied in (M). 
I had^somo of the cement in the fore and aft hold taken out in places where 1 thought 
it necessary. I bored some of the bottom plales when the ship was in dock. There were 
more holes bored in the forepeak than anywhere else. The engine and its foundations were 
perfectly good. All the scuppers on the ship wore renewed in the repair of 1884. On the 
outside they were flanged over on to the plate and 6(a*ewed in. Iron lips over them were 
not necessary. They were all in good order. 1 paid special attention to them. In the 
big repair the pintles and gudgeons of the rudder were repaired. There was no condenser 
on board lor making freshwater.

Robert Buthby, Examination continued to Mr, Trelawny.—^T. havs sometii&es done as 
xnany as five sorveys in a day, that is, a portion o£ snoh survey. That is very tedious and hard 
work in this dimate. Sometimes^there is pressure put on me to go through with tho surveys. 

I do not, however, for this reason slur the work. It frequently omuis that owners wish 
the ship to be surveyed in a hurry. I take my own time, and, it neoessory, detain the 
ship. 

To the President. —^The officer appointed to receive the declaration sent in under section 
12 of Act VII of 1884 is the Vice-Chairman to the Port ('ommissioners. Under section 7 of 
the Native Passenger Ships Act of 1876, “the officer authorised in this ^half by the 
Local Government ” is by appointment the Port Officer, Captain Stifle. Captain Stifle is the 
officer .who, under tho Act, has to grant certificates (A) and (B). As a matter of foot, the Port 
Officer does not himself cause a ship to be surveyed ; ho sends the notice.on to me and 
I make tte survey. These remarks omy apply to certificate (A). Tho notice given under 
sction 7 is always by letter; that letter is sent on to me and I make the survey. Captain Stifle 
might send the notice to any surveyor; sending it to mo does not involve payment, except in 
one or two exceptional oases. I make the survey or Mr. McKellar; we sometimes do itbo4i to¬ 
gether. The Fort Officer has absolute discretion, except in cases which come tmder sootioh 13, 
and which are otherwise provided for, to grant and withhold the issue of certificates (Aj 
There is of course an appeal to tho Local Government, provided for in section 16. 
The Port Officer is the official responsible for the issue of certificates (A) and (B). As 
regards certificate (A), the Port Officer invariably accepts my report as final. I only know 
one instsuce, which happened some years ago, that of the steamer Commilla, where I 
reduced the number of passengers to be carried, and (laptain Stifle called upon me ftnr my 
reason for doing so.‘ The point raised was ono_ of principle, and 1 eventually followed the 
former practice. I had to jrive way. With this exception, Captain Stifle has accepted my 
surveys without demur so iax as certificate (A) is concerned. 1 know nothing of certificate 
(B). I do not know where tho Port Officer gets tho materials on which he issues certificate 
(B). So far as 1 know, there is no other survey held on behalf of tho Port Officer except 
the one held by me. 1 never got any directions from Captain Stifle, after the receipt of 
Mr. Neustein’s report, to hold a sjirvey of tho Sir John Lawrence. He, however, sent the 
Port Commissioners the letter. I did have an interview with Captain Stifle on the subject. 
Emigrant ships at home have to be surveyed by four surveyor s, that is because they make 
long voyages and have to carry a large number of passengers. 

Crosx-examinatiim by Mr. Hendrrmu. All 1 have to do with tho Act of 1876 is to 
famish materials on which certificate i< granted. I supply these materials under a survey 
which I have to mako imder another Act, excepting as regards the measurements, which have 
to be made under tho Act of 1876. So far os I am aware, tho Port Officer, during my 
period of service, has never, under section 14 of Act VIII of 1876, caused a ship to be 
surveyed at tho expense of the rooster or owner while my certificate of survey was^ in force, 
and the issue of that (A) certificate in that survey. Mr. McKellar has jiower to mako a 
survey, and is competent to do so in my absence; he has power to make a survey and grant 
a declaration on which a certificate i** issued even when 1 am present in Calcutta, llie 
Port Corami8Bioner.s grant the certificate. The additional duties placed upon me did, before 
I got Mr. MoKollar’s assistance, very seriously imerfere with my survey work. Since 
Mr. MoKellar’s appointment we have been quite competent and capable to carry on the work. 
I was not present when the plates were bored at the big repairs in 1834. I saw the plates 
after they were bored. 1 forgot whether 1 gave the order for the borings; it is very pro¬ 
bable I did. 1 made a thorough investigation of the whole of the bull. I have not the sliglitcst 
reason to believe that the tffialk marks 1 made were rubbed out; if they had been, I sltould 
have found it out, for I thonoughly inapeoted the vessel before she was painted. I ordered 
sundry plates to be doubled. I own tliat my orders were carried out. Tho survojs made 
in the thiunost parts of apparently defective plates was done under my diretitions I 
cannot say whether I took t)ut any plates. I found that about 200 plates were 8U]>plicd to tho 
ship, but whether they wero usetl for the purpose of doubling plates, or in t he plnce of old 
plates taken out, 1 cannot say. All plates which were left iu her were sufliciontly strong to 
meet the requirements of tho law I saw that ovary order I gave with regard to the plates 
was carried out. On ray weekly visits I saw whether my orders were carried out; that was 
the object of my visits. The frames wore eighteen inches apart in the Sir John Lawrence ; that 
distance is closer than usual in a ship like tho Sir John Lawrence. Tlio frames would be 
20 to 21 inches apart if built in the present day; tlie closer the frames-tho stronger tho ship. 
I saw the hole before the patch was put on I happoiied to bo ooming up tlio river shortly 
after collision tooK place. I looked at the hole from my steam-launch. I am certain tho plate 
was strong enough for the place whore it was placed. When next I saw the plate it had 
been rivetted on. The plat o was not too thin to boar a patch; it was on the starboard side; 
it was 11 feet above wat ' r. 1 say this booaiise I identified tho part of tho Indore which 
caused the damage, and that water measurement was 11 feet, out of the water. It could 
never by any chance bo loss ti'.au eight feot from the water. It is absolute^ impossible that 
the hole should bo only four feot above the water when it was mended. It is not true that 
the hole was below the main dock ; it was not in the forepoak; the edges had not been cut. 
When I first saw the hole, it was not more tWu 15 to 18 inches by 12. I do not think 
the hole was two foot square after tho edges had been cut. It is impossiblo that 
at tho time tho patch was put on the frames wore nearly eaten through with rust. It is 
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absolutely impossible that the plate oould have been of an inch thick. It is impossible, 
when the ^ip is deep, that half the patch should be under water. It is not true thujt, as 
she pitched, the patch was almost entirely under water, whatever the draujcht was. It was 
not 3 feet below the main deck. The plate was painted. It is not true that the inside 
of the vessel was one mass of iron rust, and that the scales oeuld be taken off by the fingers. 
From 1884 till she foundered it oould not be said that the ship, as to her hull and scantling, 
was neglected. It was not possible for a ship which had been scaled and painted like 
the Sir John Laicrence to nave got into the state of rust described. Ships I have surveyed 
have repeatedly been scraped and painted. The scraping and scaling ana painting of the 
plates of the Sir John Latcrnnee were carried out in much the same way os in other ships 
I have nothing to do with the painting. I have to see that the painting inside is done. 
I never noticed, during my surveys of the ship, that the vessel had been specially furnished 
up to pass such survey; the ship was thoroughly scaled; paint was not laid over rust. 
It is not true that the Sir John Lnwreme received a coat of paint over the bad places in* 
and out. During the 13 months previous to Neustein's discharge, it was nut true that, 
if scaling had been attempted in the hold and forepeak, the chipping hammer would 
infallibly liave gone through, nor would the hammer have gone inrough between the 
frames just before the bunkers. It is not true that the Sir John Lnwrence was never 
scaled at all inside, but only scraped outside. I saw the windlass at the big repairs 
in 1884. I examined it at that time, it was in proper working order, both starboard 
and port side. On eaoh of my surveys it came under my notice. I never observed any 
defects in the windlass, nor was any defect brought to my notice I know, however, 
it was under repair in 1886. 1 examined the windlass after the repair of 1886, and it was 

then in perfect working order: the Captain and Mote were perfectly satisfied. They 
said it hod got out of order through the carelessness of the previous Mato, NeustCin. I 
examined the state of the windlass on my lost survey in April 1887, and also on receipt of 
Nousteiu's letter. The repairs of the windlass were being pr >eeeded with at the time he 
was dismissed. At the last survey I found that the windlass had no! deteriorated: it was in 
thorough working order. In my opinion the windlass would have ooiitiiiuod in such 
thorough order up to the time the ship was lost. I oould never have passed the windlass at 
a survey if it had been useless, or even partially useless I did not observe that the centre 
casting was broken. If the easting had been broken, it must have ocoarred in tho interval of 
October 1886 and my previous survey I can’t remember the state of the starboard gipsoys, 
but if they had worn into tho wooden hitt which 8ui){)orted them, they would uevor have 
escaped my notice If the whole body of tho windlass had beeu forced over to starboard, I 
should have noticed that. Survejdiig the chain of the ship is part of my duty. I no'or 
observed that any of the studs Imrl goae. If the messenger chain hud not been tho^ at all. it 
would not have interfered with the working of the ship. I liavo no speoial recollection of the 
condition of the donkey engine The hose and the engine which were 'tried at every one of tho 
surveys held by me, were not defective. It would take two or four men to work the Downton 
pump. 1 did notice the hose of the Downton {>nmp. It was not leaky : it would not take eight 
loscars to work it. There is only handle room for four. I know, as a matter of fact, that the 
forward pumps are oonnected with the bottom of the ship. Tho pumps were tried at every 
survey I made. Every time I tried the pumps, I found them in satisfactory order. On each 
survey I mode 1 examined tho scupper pipes. The scupper pipes wore renewed in the repairs of 
1884, and properly so done. The length of the piping was about 15 inches; the thickness of 
the lead ihree-oignths of an iuoh. No sea that ever rose oould have affected that pipe. Tho 
mouth of the pipe is Hanged over the outer plating. After Neustein’s letter, I examined all 
the scuppers carefully. I am quite satisfied with their condition. None of them would have 
been packed with ‘cement. It was not necessary to have lip-guards to the scupper pipes, 
the question raised in Neustein’s letter- I left it optional with tho owners to put them on or 
not as they liked. 1 believe the lip-guards were made. It is not possible for a boat-hook to 
pieroe the souppor pipes. I have never seen an iron-shod boat-nook with a sharp point in 
any of the boats on the river.

The 8th AugiiHf 1887.— Robert Bmhhy.-CroM-examfnation continued to Mr. Henderson. —It 
is usual sometimes to have iron scupper pipes. There is nothing unusual in this class of vessel iu 
having had scupper pipes. Neither lead nor iron scupper pipes are expensive to make or fit in. 
At the present time lead scupper pipes would he the more e^ensivo of the two. The rudder 
of the Sir John Latrretwe was m a good state of effioieney. The steering chains were properly 
fitted. There was relieving tackle to each side on board. The relieving taokle was 
surveyed by me on each oooasiou and found to be in good order. There was a fixed 
span tiller. I saw that the condenser bad been repaired on the oooasion of one of 
ray survey visits I examined these repairs and considered they were suffioient. The 
scaling for the valves had been repaired. There is no ground whatsoever for 
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oharaoterising my tsatreya of the Sir John Lawrence as a mere walk roxmd, taking 
about'ten minutes. It is not true that I never went below hatches. I did go below 
hatches on each oooasion I made a survey of the Sir John Lawrence. It is not true 
that I merely looked down the hatches in the main deck. The additional weight of 
6 or 6 tons on the main deck by the newly added deck was more than compensated for by 
the removal of a long set of deck cabins an the upper deck. The iron socket into which 
the stanchions fitted were secured to the deck by coach screws into the coveiing board: the 
awning stanohions would be screwed down, and would reach right through the covering 
board. and the plate underneath, and were secured by a nut underneath that again. Tho 
covering board was new and not rotten in tho least: it was sufficient to hold the screws of the 
stanohions. The ordinary wear of the ship since i 884 could not have rendered the covering 
board rotten. The bowsprit was very short: a stump bowsprit. Tho end of the bowsprit 
was not tSarried away in the collision with the Jmiorf. I do not think tho bowsprit, the 
band, bobstay, and bowsprit shrouds were carried awiiy: the bowsprit shrouds on the star¬ 
board side may have been canned away If they had boon carriod away, I should havo 
had them rojda' ed : there was no such thing as a bobstay on board. She did not require 
one The stump bowsprit had nothing to carry: it is only used when sails are carried over. 
The bobstay was not the key and support to all the mtists. The foiestay, which is the 
support, was not secured to the bowsprit in tho Sir John Lawrence, and never is in any 
other ship. In iron ships the forestny is secured to oloats bolted to tho covering hoard- 
The oeihng of a ship in a new ship is no support to suish sliip. Tho mils were iron on 
the upper deck with rope netting. The two 1200 gollon tanks in the loworhold were connected 
by a pipe at the bottom, s > that tho contents of ono tank should run into the other. 
On the 2l8t October 1886 I was on board the Sir John Lawrence. Mr. Young 
asked Neustoin to go down below and help to got up the shaft. He was sitting 
in a long' chair. His reply was I am too d—d old. This was after Mr. Young 

bad askod him two or three times Mr. Young said nothing to Nousteiii farther 
in my presence. Neusteiii never moved. No one ever wrote to me diract about tho 
defects in the Sir John Lawrence The hutches of the Sir John Lawrence were not cased 
into the upper deck The la^ge one before tho engine was S'-O" by 6 feet. This hatch leads 
to the between deck. The other liatch, which led to tho forepart of the between decks, 
was 5 feet sipiare. The combings of the after hatcih are about a foot high. The 
combings were not raised that I know of. Tho cubical content of the between decks was 
16,622 feet (cubic feet . Tho statement that remnants of the old lip-guards were 
left adhering to the sides of the vessel were absolutely untrue. The new soiippers could 
not have been worked into the plate if they had beon there Bilgo pipes are not required on 
board of a modem steamship. They are only used in sailing ships with flat floors to dmw tho 
bilge when the ship is hove down by sail. 'I be bilge pipe has nothing to do with the 
safety of the ship. It is only useful to prevent damage of cargo. It is not true that at 
the survey of Ist 0<!tober 1^85, at which I was present, the water poured down the 
forward pump ran through as fast as you poured it in. Tho sea oouuection to the after 
pump was cut off at the repairs of 1884. Doing so mado tho ship a safer vessel. It is 
not true that the p>ipe leading to the hold had not beon connected with the forward 
pump. I am not certain whether the rudder pendants were there. I do not think they were 
neoessoiy. The inner keelson was not knocked off The top angle irons, which formed 
the base of tho deck stanchions at the fore hatch, were -damaged by baUast being 
thrown down. They were not damafred in any other part, nor at the stanohions. 
If these angle irons had not been there at all, there was sufficient section of iron' 
in the keelson plate, and tho angle irons worked on below these angle irons to give the 
required section for a vessel of the class of the Sir John Lawrence. I paid apooial attention 
to this, 08 it is the only point whiob, to a casual observer, might have affooted the stability of 
the ship. 

Re-examination to Mr. Kilby. —The patch was rivottod on to the frame and plate. Tho 
point of the Indoi-e wolio dock, whicli knocked tho hole into tho Sir John Lawreiu-e, the plate 
at the point three-eighths of an inch thic k. There wore two angle irons inside and the end 
of the dedc. The point that struck tho Sir John Lawrence are perpendicular to the stem. 
The i»int was strong enough to pierce a half-inch plate. I had not seen tho windlass 
for eight moutl-is immediately preceding the time when JNeustein loft the Sir John 
Lawt'ence. I always notice windlasses; particularly as I could have noticed whether the 
gipsey had worn into the bitts. On looking at a windlass I generally ask tho Mate, or 
whoever is with me, if it is all right. If he says yes and 1 myself seo nothing tho matter 
with the windlass, as I look at I pass it, 1 should pr<»bably havo observed if any of 
the studs had gone from the chain. 1 look gonerally along every longlli of ohaiu. Th- re 
may be one length on top of aiiothor, but it i.s easy to see each link. You Cixu gononlly 
see if B chain is worn. 1 mean by examining tiie seuppor }tipes as part of tho hull 
that I examined each one of tho soupper [>ipe.s. The scupper pipes coidd not possibly 
have worked loose. The bowsjuit had no sheave. It was not broken off at tho sheavo 
hole. The bowsprit may have been used to put up a light jib to help to bring her round. 
She never used a jib for saiLug purj)ose8. 

To the Court. —It is usual. It is not at oil unusual to put a j'ormanent patch instead 
of taking out the plate bodily Tho only oasa iu wbioli the new plate is put iu is wiiou tho 
ship is under A class and the owner may wish to soli her as a ship of that class. There 
is absolutely no foundation for the statement that I refrained from having a new plate put 
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ja the place of the old one heoause I believed that the removal of the. damaged plato would 
necessitate the further removal of 40 or 50 other plutes. Neither Mr. Taylor nor Mr. 
Young Bpoke to me on the subject of allowing the patch to lie permanent. My decision 
in tho matter was not influenced in any way by their wishes or views 1 did not know 
Mr. Young before I came out to this country. 1 am not more intimate with him than I am 
with any other Sup4riutendeut.

John Tayhr smrn saith to Mr. KUhy. —I was acting Marine Superintendent to 
Messrs. Macneill and Company for some time from May 1885 to November or lleoember 1«85. 
There was a collision between the Sir John Latcrence and the Im/ore about May, the end of 
May that year. The Indore was a river steam-ship belonging also to Macneill. I saw 
tho hole which had been knocked into the starboard bow of tho Sir John Lawrence. I saw 
the Indore after tho accident. I should say it was tho bow of the upper deck of the Indore 
which struck the Sir John Lawrence. The bow of the Indore was injured, the stanchion was 
smashed, tho flagstaff also, and some of the hand rails. The dock and angle irons were not 
aftjotod. The Sir John Lawrence was struck with wood first, afterwards with iron. The 
covering board over tho point Wiis sesourod away, and exposed the iron. This point on the 
Indore was eleven to twelve feet from tho water. 1 do not remember whether the Sir John 
Lawrence was deop that day or light. The hole was above the main deck iu tho forecastle. 
I am quite certain of this. I noticed tho plate where the hole was. 1 had tho barbs or 
rags out away, and the hole made os near square us possible, and an outside patch put over 
it, an iron plate about a quarter of an inch thick. 'I’he size of tho square hole was about 18 
inches Tho ])atch in the first instan o was boltofl on to tho plate only. Subsequently it was 
rivetted on to both plate and frame. I went round with the surveyor during the surveys of 
tho Sir John Lawrence. Tho first was iu .lune 1885 and the second in October 1885. 
Neustein was on board at tho latter survey. ITie October survey was a dock survey. Mr. Bushby 
did tho hull survey, .Mr. MacKellar tho engines. 1 have been over a good many surveys. I can 
tell you what was done by Mr. Bushby on that occasion. We wont all over the ship both 
inside and out. I don’t remember looking at tho scupper pipes. I don’t remember the surveyor 
looking at them. The scupper pijios had no coiuont on them in my time. Mr. Bui.hby lot)ked 
at all. our boats; they were lowered down to the level of the deck None of them wore put into 
the water in my time; this applies to hot h surveys, VIr. Hnshby looked at them inside. He did 
not test the planking in any way. Mr. Bushby looked at the windlass; it was not tried, simply 
looked at. No oomplaftt was made to me about the state of the windlass: Neustein never mention¬ 
ed the state of tlie windlass to mo. "The pumjis wore examined; tho leathers drajvn and locjkcd 
at nothing else. The hose was looked at in the October survey. Tho hose was not tested, that 
I remember. It was tested in the June survey. Mr. Bushhy went down below right to the 
bottom of tlie ship into the after hold as well ns tho for.* li.dd it was not very dark. We had 
a light to look at the etriugers and the plates. I saw no rust, all tho iron-work was painto<l 
in the hold. Wo painted every two or throe years or as often as the iron would require it. 
A Dowiiton pump was connected with the bilge, and tho pipes of both fore and aft jmmjis 
were continuoil to the bottom of tUt ship. I know nothing f)f a boat being sent from tlie 
Medina on boanl the Sir John Lawrenee. 1 gave no order about it. The boat could not 
have been transferred without my order. I never hoard of a boat on board tho Sir John 
Lawrence tliirt would not float. I went over into the Sundorbunds after giving over charge 
to Mr. Young. I remombor the bowsprit of the Sir John Lawrence. I don’t romnmhor whether 
it had a sheave tied to it, it was short bowsprit It was not broken at the collision. I can’t 
remember whether she had a bobstay. I can’t say whether the Sir John Lawrenee had 
a broken bowsprit; it looked as if it had been broken. I never heard any complaints that 
the Sir John Lawrenee rolled very muoh after the'alteration. I ne mr hoard the ofiioors of the 
ship tell the surveyor of any repairs or alterations they might deem necessary. I have 
never heard this done on any of our steamers that 1 can remember. I think tho etiquette 
is that the officer should tell the Superintending Engineer, but if they cho.se to speak to the 
surveyor direct, they could do so. No notice would bo taken of their having done so. Tiie 
surve}' of the hull and equipments took Mr. Bushby about an hour. Vir. MacKellar did the 
survey of the engine-room. At tliat time Mr. Leech was the Oliief Engineer. The condenser 
was repaired in my time. The landings were eaten away partly. Tho seatings wore al 1 right, the 
landings were repaired, we made brass landing in the place of the iron landings eaten away. 
We had not to lay the ship for that repair. I had no look at the ohamhor of tho condenser 
nor were they opened «ut or looked at in tho survey. My attention was not called to them. 

I did not romoiubcr the' ram pump being opened out—the valves were opened I felt the 
thickness of the damaged plate on the stiwboard bow with my fingers. The was 
a quarter of an inch thick. 

To Captain deSmidt.-~Ti\a frame to which tho patch was attached was good. I cannot 
tell you the thickness of the frame. The thioknesi of the plate I should say originally was 
not much more than a quarter, perhaps of an inch. I am not a practical ship-builder, 

I am an engineer. I never said to anybody that if Mr. Bushby ordered the plate out there 
would be no stopping. In my time I never bored any of the plates to test their thickness. 

I do not know whether the donkey hod any oonneotion with the fore and after hold for the 
purpose of pumping the fore and after hold out. We were dTOendont on tho two main pumps 
1 did not notice tlie plate to be rusty. It had no rust. I felt the plate from tho 
I had beard that the Sir John Lawrenee made use of her sails. 
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, Croaa examination to Mr, fl'cwrfcrson.—The Sir John Lawrence had a flat bottom 
for a 8ea>gomg Bteamw. I caanot Bay that the donkey engines had no connection ■with tho 
fore and after hold. I oould not have mode the statement that taking out tho damaged plate 
would result in no stopping. It would not have been true. I never heard it ever suggested 
that if that particular plate be removed, it would bo necessary to take, out other plates in tho 
bow. Mr. Neustein was not present when I examined tho damaged plate. I had no doubt 
then, and I have no doubt now, that the plate and its patch was as strong after the patch was 
put on as the plate was when it was new. The engineers and officers had to report to me 
if there was anything wrong in their respective deportments. The only complaint mado by 
Leech was about the condenser, and his complaint was seen to, everything was done to repair 
it that was necessary. None of the officeis were discouraged in any way to make suggeetions 
as to any repairs about the ship. I never discouraged any suggestions being made to me. 
Every time 1 went on board, I asked both engineers and officers what they required being done 
on board ship. The suggestions which in my opinion were reasonable were ctuTied out. 
It never happened in my time that 1 had to refuse any request for repairs mado by officers 
and engineers. I never gave either the engineers or offioers to understand that it would be 
better for them to keep out of the way of the Surveyor. I never suggested to Neustein 
thot he should go elsewhere during a survey and keep out of tho way. It is absolutely 
untrue that the condition of the ship was such that to draw Mr. Taylor’s attention to repairs 
was to court instant dismissal. Messrs. Macneill and C'omi>any never discouraged tho 
bringing to notice the fact that particular repairs "wore necessary. They never gave 
me either directly or indirectly to understand . that tho less that was asked for the 
better. I never know Messrs. Macneill and Company do anything which would induce 
the belief that the less which was asked for the better. In my estimation tho brass 
landings were sufficient for tho purpose they were intended. No complaint was made about 
them. Ijoech never in my hearing complained that the repairs were insufficient.

The Ofh Atigmt 1887.—Cross aramination of John Taylor continued to Mr. Henderson —In 
my opinion Mr. Bushby as a Surveyor was very strict, he never hesitated to direct, anything 
he found wrong to be repaired or altered. I never did anything in order to influence any of 
the surveyors as to what repair or alteration they might direct. A boat was smashed in the 
collision between the Sir John Lawrence and the Indore, and a boat was substituted by my 
order; it tame from tho yard, whether it was a new boat or not I cannot say. I think the 
broken boat was given to the Iturmah after repair. One of tho life-boats was smashed and 
a new life-boat replaced it shortly after the accident. Tho Captain reported that a boat had 
been sunk during tlio voyage, another boat was sent on board the Sir John Lmcrmce to 
replace the boat which was sunk ; it was not a life-boat. The boat which was substituted for 
the boat which, was sunk was never removed from the Sir John Lawrence during tho time 
I was a Superintendent. The boat which was substituted was in good condition and repair. 
In the survey of October 1885, tho scraping usually dune to a steamer when in dock was 
done on this occasion to the Sir John Lawrence ; the ship was also painted. 1 never noticed 
any old lip guard bolts adhering to the sides of the ship. I can swear these were not there, 
I snould certainly have seen them. I never had any conversation with Mr. Bushby whether 
the patch should be left permanent or not, the question was never di8(!us.sed betweeU us. 
The plates and frames generally were in good condition, and that I say after having gone 
through the vessel. I cannot say that I examined the ceiling particularly. 

To the Court. —1 did not think it necessary to oall the attention of the Survoj'or hi the 
repairs done to tho condenser. The Surveyor could not have seen the landings unless his 
attention was speoiiilly called to them. No boat was ever put on board the Sir John 
Lawrence in my time simply with the object of passing the survey.

Alexander Pedler sworn saith to Mr. Kilby. —I am Officiating Meteorological Reporter 
to the Government of Bengal, and I was so on the 2Sth M ay. 1 issued orders by ui'gent 
telegram at 8-25 a.m. on the 25th May to hoist storm signal No.-8 at tho river stations, that 
is. Diamond Harbour, Mud Point, and Saugor Island. I issued these oi-ders to the Telegraph 
■Masters in charge of the stations. This is a copy of the Government notifioation prescribing the 
nature of the signals to be put uji. Copy put in and marked (O). I based my opinion as 
to the nature of the storm signal to be put up from met^rological information I had 
received from the pre'vious five or six days, previous to putting up No. K signal. 1 had been 
in receipt of such information every two hours from the ports on the West ooast of the Bay. 
•Reports from the East ooust were coming in every six hours. 1 know tho slorni was moving 
*in a westerly direction, so ft was not necessary to get as frequent report.-? from the E;mt coast; 
the West coast information was more important. Just at tho time of liois'. ijig the signal 1 had 
ordered telegrams for Akyab and Diamond Island. The Diainoml l.- Iaml t.--legiaiu cojisod 
to come after (he mortiing of tho 23rd hfay. I have received no ollieial intimation why Dia¬ 
mond Island telegram ceased after tlint date. I have been inf^ j-med that the wire was out of 
order. In several previous storms Diaiuoud Island tolograuis havo oi-oscd to come nt most 
critical times. 1 tliink that the construction of the line bei w»'cti Diamond Island and tho 
main land must bo dofeotivo. I havo no reason to boUovo that tho fault is duo to tho men 
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^ oliMge of the telegraph station. In respect of the origin of oyolones in the Bay, Diamond 
island is me most important of all stations which famish mo with information. It is the 
nearest station in that part of the Bay in whioh oyolones generally form, though it is about 
350 miles away from where I believe the storm of the 2oth May actually formed. The 
usual birth place of cyclones which come to the head of the Bay of Bengal is to the West of 
the Andaman Islands. We have meteorological stations both at Port Blair, Andamans, 
aud Nanoowry iu the Nicobar Islands. Reports from Port Blair have come in since by jjost. 
1 cannot be certain whether there has been any report come in from Nanoowry. I received 
reports from Diamond Island by telegraph some days after the storm of tho days the 
observation of wliLoh were previously missing, if I had received the reports from Diamond 
Island and Port Blair in time, I should have been in a position to stale more accurately 
the nature of the storm. It would not have been possible to state with absolute precision 
tho precise intensity. As a matter of foot, the storm was a very small one, Wt very 
intense. It is always possible to mistake a large storm with less intensity for a small 
storm with groat intensity. It must be remomberod that tho observations on which the 
oonolusion is based are obtaitiod from stations which aro generally some hundreds of miles from 
the stofm itself. It is of the utmost importance that there should be telegraphic communica¬ 
tion between Port Blair and tho main land. This has been reported on several occasions to 
Government. On the 20th I came to tho conclusion a cyclone was forming to the South- 
West of Diamond Island. Subso{j[ueut information confirmed that imiirossion, and showed 
that tho cyclone was increasing iu f<»rco and moving in a north-westerly direction. This 
was notified day by day in tlio meteorological report publishod every afternoon. As in 
other cases, the Ifiamond Island teli>grani while the storm was in progress ceased to come 
in at tho most critical moment. The West coast stations appeared to bo affected by the 
approach of the cyclone on the morning of the 24th. Fmm tho indioation on the morning 
of the 24th recoivod from the West coast, it appeared probable that tho storm woiild cross 
the coast some where near Vizigupafam, as baromotrio pressure was falling must rapidly along 
that part of tho Bay, and wind directions appeared to sliow that tho centre of the storm 
was to the South of Vizigai>tttam. The observation I received iu the evening of the 24th 
showed mo that the storm was proceeding in a more northerly direction than was shown 
by the position fixed by mo iu the morning, and at 1 a.m. on tho 25th, the wind suddeidy 
went round at Vi/.agapatam to N<»rth-We8t it was calm at Gopalpore, and at False Point wind 
was N.-N.-E.. and very light It being ealm’and winds light along tho West coast, it appeared 
to show tliat the st.u-m was not a very large and intense one. At 3-40 a.m. wind at False 
Point was North and blowing at 14 miles an hour, which is a very light wind indeed. 
Pressure had risen at False I’oint within the j)rovious twelve hours. 'I'his telegram 
re ched me at 8-15 a.m., and taking this in oonjuuotiuu with other telegrams I 
received, I hoisted the storm signal No 8. Up till receiving this telegram from 
False Point, it was quite uncortaiu at what part of tho coast tho storm would strike. 
There was no other signal in the Code which applies to tho storm. Wliatever ray 
iuformation had. been I should have hoisted No. 8. Tho only otbor signal which might have 
been used was No. 3. This has reference to very largo cyclones, whereas the storm in question 
was a very small one. It might ho desirable io have one or two more general signals. In 
other respects, I should have the siguals, as far as meteorology is eonooriied, as they arc now. 
I have already suggested a modification of one of the signals in most oa.scs of storms of 
unknown intensity At 1 r.M. on the 25tli the centre of the storm was, in my opinion, 
about 10(1 to 110 miles South of Saugor Island. Tho diameter of the storm wiis about 
100 miles. At the time the Sir Ju/m Latemnve passed Mud Point and Saugor, both 
telegraph masters at these stations saw the Sir John Lmcrenee. 

To Citfititiii (A Sniidt. The storm was small in diameter, hut great in intensity. 

CroHH-rjrumiuution.to Mr. Ilrniiernon. — If. would not be particularly rough at Saugor at 
1 p.M. on the 25th in the proximity of the light-house. The iiidieatious at Saugor Island at 
1 p.M. on the 25th were very different from indications given in ordinary mousoon weather. 
A strong N-E wind is always an indication of a storm at that time of year. 

Ai.bxandkr Pbolkh. 

Edward Jlrnrtj Pahmr sworn saith to Mr. Kilby. I am Port officer at Cliandbally. I 
have to do with fiassenger ships on the voyage from Chaudbally to Calcutta. 1 have to give 
them their (B) form certificates and check any excess of passengers th^ moy happen to 
hav.e on board. I am subordinate to the Calcutta Port Officer. Tlie Dispeotor and j>olioo 
staff at Chaudbally thana are suhordina e to me in that they have to carry out any orders 
I give them in re.-pfset of (jouutiug passengers arriving and departing in the passenger ship. 
1 exercise this power under the Native Passenger Act 1870. 1 am an Honorary Magistrate 

at Chandbully, and by vix’tuo of that oltico aud in acnordauoe with tho orders of the 
District Magisf;iwe I exercise authority <»ver tho police. Tho police make no written reportH 
to mo, they make oral reports if there happen to be any excess passengers. When the 
.ships come in I do not ni 5 ’^solf count passcngeis, but when three is a great pressure of passengers 
•luring ]»oojah tilps, I fiouerally go on board ono and all three of the steamers. I have seen 
the passengers counted by the police, it is •h)no by the inspector, sub-inspector and head 
constable, followed by two on three other constable attached to (roch of these officers. Nine or 
ten constahli'h altogether. There are ten constahlos iu the thana, tho ships come one at a time, 
the flifiereniw varies from intervals of half an hour to three hours. The system of couuting 
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been handed up for carrying excess pussuugeis uuu uwu uueu. xtie liivisionai umcjer at 
Ehadruck trios such oases. 1 have no power to try siuh oases. The Captain of the 
Sir John Latrrooce has not been fined within the last five years. 1 thiuK the Master 
of the CitrU w was fiu<«i four or five years ago. I have been Port Otfusor at Chand- 
bally for nine years. The system of counting as I iiave described has been so 
corned on ever since I have been I’ort Officor. When passengers go on board bouud,l'or 
Calcutta they are counted in just the same way, thoy go ou board over the same stage. 
The passenger ships stay at their respective jetties tiie whole of Thursday and portion of ' 
Friday. The thenna is distant from the jetties four or five hundred yards. The ships can 
bo seen for an hour and a quarter bofire they come to tl,e jetty. I have seen a police 
go on board the ships to seo if tlicrc are any passengers left on board. I have seen 
them do tins 'Iho police remain on the jetty and prevent excess passengers going on 
board till the steamer starts. The steamer suits themselves to the state of tho tide. 
There is no particular time fi.xod for the pas.sengers to go on board. Pa-sengors do not 
go ou board ou 'I'tiursday. They are not allowed to do so. Tho police search the 
vessel before allowing her to embark passotigors. I know Mr. Augier in business; 
he was Sub-Deputy (’oilector and Customs OHiccr, and he has nothing to do with tho 
counting of tho passengers. I remember be did make a report to the Collector about some¬ 
thing connected wit.h tho passengers. He used to go on hoard the steamerrtill warned off. 

Cro-ix-i jviiuiiiofiou to Mr IJenderHOn. —Mr. Augier is not in Government employ now. 
He was di.sniissed for withholding Government money. I was not called upon for any explana¬ 
tion. I mil responsible for the counting of tho passengers. I live in Chandhally it-stdf. I go 
down to tlio jetties almost every time the stcnimjrs come in. There is no ground for saying 
that tho counting at t;hundbally is a more furoe. It is not true that it was impossible to 
count the living stroum of passengers as tho^ rushed past. 1 ^ never found after the counting 
that people weie oonocalo.biu the cabin and about tbe deck. There is no river police at 
Ohaudbally. 1 Im passengers were not allowed to scramble down the planks as they liked. 
There is a village beforo you get, to C}iaudba!l,>' si'vun or eight miles ofi: where passengers might 
be lauded, but 1 have never heard of pas.seng('rs being lauded tliere I have never heard of 
passengers being landed on boats before tiie sliip oomes alongside tbe jetty. 1 have never 
knok'n of passengers being taken aboard froni bi'ats to evade the couiiing There has never 
been any |(erinissioii given to the (bi|>taiiis to curry passengers in exeess of the fixed number. 

I know t'aptaiu Irvine, he iu my opinion wtt.s a humane man. He treated the passengers kindly; 
lie was popular amongst the nativo.s lie was a soIm.t man. I have known him nine years. 

I have known cases wlioii tickets wjro not sold because the full number of that voyage had 
been reached. I haventi doubt (liat my orders as to coniitiug passeuge s were carried oizt and 
I had full opportunity of judging that they were s >. We have had cases of one or more 

E ilgrims on their w'ay from Jugireniath dying ou the bank of the river before thoy disem- 
arked. These cases were very f>rW and far betw'eeii.

John MarKrUar morn mifU to Mr. Kilby. I am Assi.stant Engineer Surveyor to tiro 
Port ( ommissiouers. I was ap[ii>iuted January ISho by the Port Commissioners. 1 was 
examined before my njipointim'ut was eouliriued. I hud questions to answer set mo by 
Mr liushby. It was not a competitive o.\^uuinution. I saw the post advertised. 1 upjilicd 
for it and sent in 013 ' te.slimoiiials. 1 ivns not acquainted with Mr. BuBhl) 3 ’ at that time. Mr. 
Pushby handed mo tho papers, 1 lilbd them iqi, and afterwards I saw that m 3 ’ appointment 
was confirmed. I asked no queslions about it. I had not been u surveiiir before this. 
I hod been an engineer iu the Mercantile Marine. 1 first w^iut to sea in 18Td us fourth 
Engiueer. I graduali 3 ’ rose to First Jbigincer, and was First Engineer tor si'veii years. I was 
iu tlie British India service at tlie time. I began ni 3 ' service iu the Biittsh India. I was 
in that service for live years. Then £ went over to the British and Africm service abput a 
year and a-half. Then 1 rejoined tbe British India, and 1 pns: od tim rest of my service in 
the British India till I took up niy present appointment. J served au apprentieeship as an 
engineer for five years at home, 1 iTcoived no other autls)rity from Govornmeut or 
ofiioiol body to praotioe the duties of surveyor oxoopt iny letter of appointment. 1 either 
myself, or assisting VIy. Bushb 3 ’, have surveved the Sir Jt.hn Lairrcnrr ton times. On the 
19tb and 2l8t April 18.86 1 visited the ,SVr t/bA;j Zmrrmc when she was iu the river. Ou 
the 19th I surveyed tho boilers and machinery. On the 21 st X finished the steam survey. In 
April I did not examine the hull iiud dock oquipmouts, Mr. Bushby did so I believe. On 
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Ootobar 23rd, 1 examined engine and boiler. On the Sdth I saw the eqnipmentB on deck 
and also completed the steam surrey. On the 23rd and 25th I was alone I saw tfie ship 
under steam on the 2Gth. 1 was on board and saw her work through the bridge. I was 
alone in my survey on the 25th and the 26th. 1 cannot remember whether Mr. Bushby 
was with me on the 23rd. On the 3 Ist January and ist February 1887 I went on bowl 
the Sir John Lawrmu because of a report sont to me about the condition of the vessel. I ex¬ 
amined the hull of the Sir John Lawrence inside while she was in the river on 6th June t88d. 
Except on these two occasions, ew., the 6th Juno 1885 and 25th October 1887,1 made no other 
survey of hull and equipments on board'the Sir John Lawrence. When I made a survey in 
the year 12 ships were surveyed out of Calcutta. I have not been further than Naraingunge 
surveying vessels. Wlien we go outside Calcutta to survey vessels eithei I or Mr. Bushby 
go. We do not go together I survey vessels in Calcutta myself without Mr. Bushby going 
on board. I survey a fair proportion of the vessels alone. I believe 1 surveyed a fittle less 
than half of the 37 7 vessels 1 mentioned. I did these surveys intirely alone Invariably 
when Mr. Bushby and I go together I do the engine department and he does the deck and 
equipments. We srirvey about a hundred vessels together. That is a rough estimate. 
Mr. Bushby does the emiaration vessels entirely alone. He does most of the British India 
vesspls by himself. Wo divide the work between ns to gest through it as expeditiously as 
, possible, so as to cause as little detention of the ship as possible. I cannot toll with certainty. 
I make a report to Mr. Bushby in writing if I find anything defective. If I don’t find 
anything defective 1 lot Mr. Bushby understand orally that a certificate may bo issued. I 
have my own private diary, in which I noted what I did on the 6th June 1885. I keep my 
diary regularly. I don’t note down everything, but I note down everything of importance.

The lOf/t Angntt 1887.— Examination, of John MacKellar continued. —I have looked for 
my diary containing the lOugh ntdes of my surveys of Juno 1885,1 can’t find it. They are 
only my private diary not office reconls 377 vessels were surveyed by Mr. Bushby ami 
myself, or by one of us from the 30th March 1886 to let April IS^?. Most of the surveys are 
held in Calcutta I do not remember with any particular minuteness what I did on eacli survey. 
As I do so many vessels, 1 cannot remember what had been done by mo two and a half years 
ago on any particular vessel I surveyed I examine d the hull of the Sir Joun Lawrence in 
Jime 1885. I say everytliing was oerrect. .If it had not been I should not hove granted or 
rather got the certificate granted. The boats must have been in good condition or I should have 
condemned them. I feel sure 1 should have detected a rotten boat or a leaky boat if it had been 
on board. I shmdd have noticed if the frames and plates had been rusty. I should have 
examined the frames to ascertain the condition of the iron, and if found defective, I should have 
ordered them to be strengthened or renewed. I always go down into the forepook of every 
ship when I msko an internal survey. 1 go into every compartment of the ship. Ohandbolly 
ships are not preftv rusty generally. The holds of the Sir John Lawrence were in thoroughly 
good condition and without scales. The plate on wliich tho patch was put was also in good 
<K.)udition and painted. I never heard it stated that tho hole in the forecastle was done by the 
Sir John Latcreiice's anchor.

Arthur William Stiffc, morn, mnth to Mr. Kilby. —I am the Port Officor of Calcutta. I 
received from Go\emment some letters sent to the Government by Mr. Neustein. 1 received 
the letters from Government on the 23rd November last. I also received a letter from 
Mr. Nonsfein direct. I was requested to report on tliose letters, rhis is tho Government 
letter jmt in and marked (P). 1 also received a subsequent letter in June I8.S7 from Govern¬ 
ment, forwarding me tho sa.uo /et of letters from Neustem. I was asked to report a second time 
on those letters, put in and marked (d). On receipt of the letter (P), 1 sent the enclosure 
to the Port f'onimissioners to deal with, and reported to Qovermnent that I had done so. 
I made no enquiry myself, and I made no report, to Government. 1 then lett the Port 
Commissioners to correspond direct with the Government. I am the officer referred to in 
section 7, Act VIII of 1>76 1 am at liberty to enter and inspect a ship under seotion 7, 

I may authorise any one else to do so. I am the person who grants certificates (A) and (B) 
under the Act. I am required to c-anse the ship to bo surveyed before granting oertifioate 
(A) under the c-xpress direction of secticn 14 of the Act. Up to Mr. Busliby’s arrival in 
1882, I think, 1 appointed a surveyor myself and was responsible for the survey. Since 
Mr. Bashhy’s arrival I am not responsible for the character of the survey. My respon¬ 
sibility is limited now to tho fact that a survey is hold. I received offloial ihstructious from 
Government to apply to tho Port Con.missioners to order Mr. Bushby to mako the survey 
necessary under 1 ho A.<it of lS76, and receive his report whether the requirements of the 
Act are complied with. Prom the nature of the Government instruotions, 1 consider 
myself autho ised to accept tho report of Mr. Bushby ; but if the owners or ugfents raised any 
objection to the report, I then should refer the matter back to Mr. Bushby or to Government. 
If the case was urgent, and tho information given mo was primd facie credible 1 niiglit 
satisfy myself by a personal inspeetion of the ship, or tJirough a survey of indeperidont 
surveyors, as to whether the shij) was sc.awort:hy and properly equipped, fitted ohd ventilated. 
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By “urgent,” 1 mean if the ship were cn the point of going to sea ; if the case were not urgent 
1 ahoftld simply write to the Port Commissioners, setidiiig the information I had received on 
to them. I should take no further action ; they would not report to mo. In Notistein’s case, 
although he brought grave and serious charges against the way in whiclx the surveys 
on board the Sir John Lwrtnce were conducted, I thought it lay solely williin the province 
of the Port Commissioners to investigate into the action of their suhordinitte. Since the receipt 
of (ioverument letter, dated 16th January 1884.1 consider I have no responsibility in respeol 
of surveys. Letter jmt in and marked (li). My view of my duty in respect of the (A) certi¬ 
ficate is to make out and hand it over to the owner or agents on rcceij)t of Mr. Bushhy’s 
certificate of the survey of the ship. Practically, therefore, llio oUieer authorised under section 
18 of the Act of 1876 is Mr. Bushhy, and not myself. Under section 8, ] consider I Imvc 
the authority myself to enter aud inspect the ship. As regards certificate (E), I should 
oonceivo’it part of my duty to take action under section (.s) when circumstances domand it. 
Section (8) 1 consi<lor does not aj)])ly t > me, in that the Government have directed Mr. 
Bushhy to ho the person authorised under the seel ion. I follow the Government diroctimi 
and consider myself absolved from all rc^ponsibility. Act VITI of 1876 directs that the 
surveys on wliieii (A) and (13) (sertifiesates are granted should ho by surve 3 ’^ors. Mr. Bushhy liiis 
been appointed both Engineer and shijiwright, 8un o\'or. On the autliority of the Goverrintcnt 
letter, 1 consider I am sullieiently eomplyiug with the requirements of the Act in accepting • 
the certificate of one surveyor. Mr. Bushhy. 1 do not recogiiiste Mr. McKclIar. As to (B) 
certificate^ when asked for in respect of shi])s about to make a long voyage, 1 go on board 
my.self; as to ships going short viyagi'S tlnnv' is hfss trouble. The requirements nro mentioned 
in section 11, Act YJII of 1870. Occ.'isioiialli' 1 go on hojird ; gcinralh' I accept tho agent’s 
statement in writing—a detailed statement that the re(]uirements of section 11 have heou eom- 
]ilied witli I have heoa on Imard tho Sir John Ijiurn-iirr several times. She had an awning deck 
from stem to stern. She carri<*d passengers on this dock. If there had not been snb.stautial hul- 
wfiiksor i.etlingot ollnw sutfieient ja-ottadion again.st the weather, 1 sliouhl have noticed it, and 
should have seeu that lh(! law was complied with. 1 consider that railings with rope 
netting combined witli curtains nro a sullieieut jiroteidion against tho weather within tho 
meaning of tlie Act. 'l lio Local Govoiument has appointed tlie Engineer and .Shipwright 
Surveyor for the Port of ( aleiitla under section !) of Act VII of 1884. The Vieo-Cliairraan of 
the Bold (.touiinissioners isajipoiuled tliuoliieer to whom the declaration of surveyors should 
ho sent uiuler section li. At jiresent there are no rules in existence made under seetiou 21 of 
>ho Act of li''84; they have been under <!uti siderat ion for llio past 2 or 8 years. The surveys 
are made iiinh'r the rnlo.s made under the previous Act (Act V of 1862). 

Tolr.r I’rcsiih hL —The Board of Trade refused to rceegnise a (lalcutta survey oertifioate, 
unless the sftrvey was made by one of their own surveyors, or one nominated by them. 
This is what 1 have heard. -The hoard of I'rade atsaqdMr. Biishby’s certificates. Before Mr. 
Bnsltby’s arrival the survey was Indd by two sarvej’ors. a shipwright and miginoor surveyor. 
At that time also 1 cnijilojcd an additional andiiidepeinh'iit surveyor under the Act of 1876; a 
fourth bui Yeyor was employed hj'the I’roteetor of I'linigrinits. 1 am quite satisfied with the way 
Miv Bn.slihy I'luforius his work. I <-onsider him an ahsolntely trustworthy officer, if anything 
overseiupulous. Ev< ii if Mr. Bushby bad uever been near the ship, ami yet signed the survey, 

1 should he satisfied uith that survey and acec'pt its contents as ah.'ohitely correct. 
Mr. McKellar is imt a leg.illv qualified ship's surveyor. 1 was not aware that Mr. MeKellar 
conducted surveys alone in the ahiicuce of Mr. I'.ushhy, oxcepL on oeeusious when Mr. Bushby 
was away on leave. An engineer-surveyor has not to pass any examination that T know of; 
anybody nominat<'d by (lovernmeiit eouhl be an engineer-surveyor. 1 wish to correct th6 
statement 1 made as to Mr. MeKellar not being legally qualified ; he mnj' bavo been specially 
e\euii)ted from ex.'imination under section 61.*, Act YIl of 1'80. 

i roiis-t.riiniuiiifiiiii to Mr. HrnocrKun. —I a»!Ce]>ti>d the ccrtilleates signed by John 
MeKellar regulnrl}’ in i^8o. I ueeopted bis (lerlilieati^s because be w’as gazetted as As.sistant 
Engineer-SurvcA'or. 1 eousider(d ISh iislein’s eluirges, on the fiie<? of them, false and frivolous. 

If 1 had tlioi gilt there was imv fouudatifin in any of the charges, 1 should have caused an 
independent eiujuiiy to be made. I am authorised innh'r section 14 to order a survey to 
be mudo upon uu apjnieatiou fora (l>) eeitifieate while an (A) certificate is still running. 

I have no rixiolleetion ol having ordered a survey for the purposes of a (13) oertilicatii while 
an (A) eeitifieate is niiining.

I know Captain 
Irvine intimnhlv. I M il*'.] witli him about four j-eara and a half; jin vions to that 
time I didn ot know Itini. I have, siinsi 1 loft the Sir John L(iirrinc,\ been to visit Captain 
Irvine very freqinnlly. When I sailed with t^aptnin Irvine lie was employed in tho 
Cliaiidballv trade, lu mv opinion ('aj)tain Irvine was nut a fixdliard}' man; ho e.er- 
tainly would m t !ua.- ri. l,(',l the lives of his passengers unueecssarily. He treated his 
natm^ passenger- wiih .xieodiug kindness. Ido not think there was any commander 
wiu) sailed out of tiil- i Ha who was kinder or more Iiumnne to hi.s passengers. He was 
decidedly an hornimoi 11c was decidedly not tho kind of person who would smuggle excess 
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passenj^TS with the object of pntting money into his own pockety nor was he likoly t«> 
connive at any one else on board doing the same thing. I have been in the service of 
iWacnoill and Company. No Captain of any of the bt)at9 belonging to Mnoneill and 
Company have to my knowledge ever been driven to make a voyage irrespective of the risk 
of loss of life. I left the Sir Jo/in L'/wrenco heiore 1882. iTp to that time I believe the 
Sir John Latrrence to*bo a staunuh vessel and a good sea-boat. I should not have remained 
in her if she had not been seaworthy and staimch. I did not leave her because site was 
not staunch and seaworthy. Captain Irvine was a very sober man. We got everything 
we indented for.

The 12th August 1887. John MnrKeilnr examination continued .—Some of tbe passenger 
deolarations which are sent to the Port (.)tiico are signed hy me alone. 1 was gazetted to act 
as ^jgineer-surveyor for Bushby during his absence in England. .During that iutorval, 
I alone surveyed the ships a. 7 id signed tlie certificate. 1 wus assisted by I). Maciveliar of 
Lloyd’s, who did the Indls niid e(iaii>niont8 of sea going vessels. Mr. Bushby was 
absent during the months of July, August, and Septoniber 1886. During Mr. Busliby’s 

absence out of Calcutta, when ho is engaged iu hu-siness olsewhere, I aione sign 
the cwtificatcs, otherwise he always signs whether he surveys the vessel or not. During 
Mr. Itushby’s absence from CalouUfi 1 do the whole of the survey myself. I was itassed 
as a Shipwright Surveyor hy Mr. Busliby. Mr. D. MacKellor was Gazetted a Sliipwriglit 
Surveyor simply to assist nie, het'ansc the work was so heavv for one nian, not because 1 was 
not a (pialifiod Shipwright Surveyor myself. To my knowloOge 1 have only been gtxzettcd 
once, and tliat as an Assistant Engineer Surveyor only. 1 have not been gazetted as a Ship¬ 
wright Surveyor. Before 1 pas.-ed Mr. Bushby’s examinntiou 1 liad no previous o.vporienee 
as a Shipwright Siirvo.j'or. 'The details of the surveys held by me upon the Sn- John 
Lrncrence in June 188-5^ April J88(i and Oeittbor of the same year did not impress themselves 
on niy mind beyond an impression tliat everything on board w'as all right. Befon» 
getting Neustion’s letter, 1 rejnoraher noticing how the s(!up])ors wore fitted. I saw tliem from 
the main deck and from the hetwcoa dock, not from the out.sido. I think there were about three 
scuppers on each sido of the ship. 1 only observed some of them ]trevioiis to Neustein’s 
letter. I cann(jt say wliicb of tho scuj)pers I observed I may have seen them all, but I diil 
not look at tliem parlieubirly. 1 never noticed any cement iu ooniieotion witli Ijiese scupper 
pipo.s. In the between decks there was cnougli light to see the scupper pifies. Thero 
were two hatches on tlie between (li'cks—one on the f 'fe and the other on tho .after hold. 
The between deck is 01)0 o )in])artmont. .1 do not reiuembor seeing tho after scupper ]»ipes. 
I remembor examining tho soil jtipes I am not sure wlicthor thp scupper pipes wore iu tho 
engine-room or in tho after hold. It is <pii(c! easy to wark along the stringiT pl.-ito in tho 
after liold. In shijis as large as the Sir John Lnirmir.i' there would always be striiiiior plates. 
You cannot make a minute iiisjioction of the inside of tho hull from the bottom of tiie vessel. 
So when I can, 1 widk along tbe stringer plate. AViioii 1 survey a ship T get into every corner 
of the ship it is possible to get into. Afr. Itusliby is very particular in Jus surveys, 
and gets into‘every compartment of tlie ship bo can. In October 188t!, when the ship was 
coming out of dock, tlie windlass I noticed was umb'r rejiair. 1 did not see tho Sir John 
JjUicrence in dock,-1 went .in board on the 2-h‘il as she was coming out. I examined the engine 
and boilers on the 2fJrd. Mr. Young jiointed out to me tho part of tho windlass which was 
defectivii, I think Mr. Bushby saw the windlass on the 2ord. Tho 24th was a Sunday. On 
the 26th I again saw the wimUass: they were fiiii.«hing repairs. On the 2Gth 1 saw it 
again. The repairs wore finished. I saw tho wimllass working. I believe, both port 
and starboard were in working order. It would bo unite right to grant a certifloate even 
when the windlass is not iu proper working order. It is never, however, done in this port. 
I remoniher seeing Neustein on board the Sir John Lain cure. I remember his being dismisseil. 
On the last two occasions to 26th and 2(itli Ootober. 1 do not romombor seeing Neustein on 
board^ on the 28rd 1 saw Neustein on board. Those dates are all written down in our order 
book. I examined the chain while the steamer was lying at tho Balt Guluhs on the 26th Octo¬ 
ber 1880. I never exaniiried tho chains before that date. It is usutd to examine chains in 
dock; I suppose I could not get tho chains out of the locker through the windlass being defoo- 
tive. 1 presume that was tho reason I did not examine the chain when the ship was in dock. 
It is not more inconveiiieiit examining the chain when the ship is afloat than when 
she is in dock. It is not more inoonvoniont for the Surveyors Inlt may bo more 
inoonvonieiit for the crow and officers. It all depends on the facilities which exist 
for getting the chain out of the locker. I saw as much of it as there wtus on deck. 
Tho rest I could not see. tln'ongh some misunderstanding between some of the sliip’s crew. 
Mr. Neustein was tho responsible man. I passed tbe chain nevertheless I saw GO to 
athoms of each chain of the working part. The ship was moored fore and aft I siippoxe 
hy her own chains. 1 could not examine that jiart of the chain whicli was under 
water, so do uot know whether it was defective or not. After the- vos.sel was unmoored 
1 wont in her through tho bridge at that time, I saw the part of tho chain which had been 
underwater. I do not think 120 fathoms of chain were out taking both onds when 
the vessel was moored. 1 thought half of that would bo enough. 1 watched the 
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-mti^ass working taking in the chain as it went down into the chain looker. The 
chain was at once paid into the locker. It was not laid out for my inH[)ectioii. I was 
looking at the windlass most of the time it was working. They were not ready with 
the steam for me to begin my survey. A sltij* could ho painted over the rust, hut the 
process ^nld not last long; the scalea would drop. It is (piite ns easy for a surveyor 
to detect rust underneath paint as rust without n dash of paint* put over it. When 
ships are surveyed for the first time, there is a form in the ollice which has to he filled up 
witn particulars. Where shii)3 are survoyeil over and ()vor again, wo do not till up 
any form of the suhscqnent surveys. There is uo diary iu the olfico as to what was done , 
by me in surveys held by mo on the fit,• John Linriiiac. No ditu-ics eith(M- of surveys 
held by Mr. liiishby T do not know anything of any diurios of survc'y in our oiriciO. 

If eveo^thing is all right, we mnko no report to the owners. 'I he diary hook referred 
to in this blank form Forms of this kind are upplications ynit in by owners or agents 
of vessels, they are tiled in the ollico, but never signed oLther by Mr liusbby or myself; put iu 
and marked St. The document is only filed in the ofiioo, therefore it is uimesstvry to sign 
it. We sign ihe dciilaratioii and wo coufti<lor that sufficiont I lemeiuber that the patch ou 
the starboard was above tbo main deck. 1 did not see any broken bunks or cliost I did not 
see any in that part of the forecastle. Tho hole was four or five feet above the main deck. 
The aWing deck extended to the forecastle. 'I'he height of the forecastle wa.s six foot siv I 
never observed the deck was rotten near the chain looker pipes. 1 did not notieo a chock of woo<l 
put there. Wo test tho pum]>H on tho occ.-ision of every survey. Wo put ■ water down the 
Wlge pump to seo whether the buekvts and valves are iu good order. When you pour water 
down, if the pump he iti good order, you can see the water it woidd remain nhovo the punqi. 
If it ran away it wotild show that the pumii was haiky (.r the v.tlve out of order. I remem¬ 
ber tho Sir John Lawrence had a stump how.'^prit. I did not notice that it was broken. 
There must havo been a h;ind at the end »)l' tho bowsprit, that is to say thore ougJit to have 
boon. I did not observe whether there was one or not. The-S'/r ./e//a Lawrence, had no bobstay 
that i know of. Mie h.id shrouds : they were all right. When a vessel is in good order it 
takes from one to two hours to survey thoroughly, hull ami eijuitmiouls. J am alluding 
to the Sir John Lawrence class of ships. Mr Young or Mr. Taylor w.-re invariably present 
at surveys. Tho application for survey K|>i'ei3ps a pariicul.ar day. if it is possible t«r us to go 
on hoard on that day, we do so, without any- fiirtlu r notice to the Suj>or:nteiideiit If we can¬ 
not go, wo write and tell him so. Tliere is no time fixed for our survey. The Supeiiu- 

temlent awaits our nrriviil on hoard till wo come. Tho Marino Suieriutemleiit has tho 

responsibility of keeping the vessels iu order Tho eaptiiin and ongiin'ors can do every¬ 
thing neee&sary to as.<ist us in our stirvey, hut it is better that, the Suponnlemlent should he 
on board, l 'ask <iu. stions of the captain and chief engineer. 1 am iu tho habit of 

doin"-this. Task tliem'whctle r there is anything they vvoiiUl like my attention drawn 

to if there is anything deua^tivo in tiny way. 1 havo asked (piostions of tiie eaptain 
and engineer direct. 1 h-so ollicers havo drawn my aiteutioii to defocts when tho Marine 
Superintendent was present. 1 eamud remeuiher vlu-ther tlii.s has heou done on hoard 
any of Messrs. Maeueiirs ships. Wo aeeept the original ineasuremeiit of paS'^UfT^r 
space. Unless theio lias been any' alteration we do^ m.t nH'ju-uiy. No eiieroaehment on 
paesonsier si):ici> can he m.ade e.veept under penalties. A\ o tru.'-t to litis proving a sufiielent 
doterrtW. Wo could genorally toll if there had been an eneroaelmieut wutbout measuring 
the space again. After receiving Neiisteiu’s loiter I nioasiu'ed tiio^ ve.ssol and found there 
had been an eneroaehinent on passenger space, (hi receiving Neiisteiu’s letter I laid it 
before Mr. Ihisliby. Tliore was a delay of a month or two hoforo we went ou board 'tlw 
Sir John Launwr When we did go on board wo foutul ovfrything all right Wo wont on 
board ou the oOth or hist .Jartmoy lt<K7. I got Neusteiu’s letter about tho of Oetoher. 

1 showed Mr. Ihishhy' that letter w'itliin a w< ek after I got it from Neusteiu. Uur first vi.sit 
on board the Sir John Lmcience in respoet of the charges hroiiglit by Neustein was on the 
yist January lhK7 Tliat was on receipt of tin* (Toveinnienl letter. If (iovernment had 
never sent tlint letter, wo should never have gone on hcatd the Sn- John Lawrence o\\ '\\>J 
January. W« were Ixtth «piite satisfied with tlio comlilion of Ihe vessel oven befoie that visit- 
To Captain ih SiniUt. — During my appreiitieeship J was taught m thing but engiiiecriug. 
I was eleven years at sea hefore 1 was appointtMl assisuint to Mr Bushby. I used to look .after 
tho machinery of the vessels. 1 had to make ports tight, superintend the iron work on board 
the vessel. 1 wa fur throe months suporiutonding the eoiiKtriietion of one id'tlie Oap>o 
Mail bteaniers. 1 siiperintemled the building oi a vos.<el 80 Icct long of my own tlesign — 
a screw vessel. 1 siiperintemled tho fitting of one of tho lhiti.sh Iiidhi vessels—the 
finislking I know nothing about the pciioral cqni]unont of sailing shii>s. 3’ho survey of 
pilgrim ships aro done under the authority of tho I'ort Commis.sioncrs. I htive inciisured the 
Chiindbally passenger ships myself. 1 know all iluit is neeessnrv for ships’ boats. I 
was present when the patch wtis being fitted. I saw it fnindied 1 looked at the thick- 
nosB of the old plate, but did not measure tlie thiokncs.s 1 sliouhl say tho plates in 
the forepeak were at least y’,) thick. 1 did not stte theni hort'd If 1 had any doubt about 
the tbickness of tlie p'aios iu the forcpeiik 1 should havt' bored them. I had no doubt. 
I went by the ihutkness of tho lauding and tho eonditioii of the plide generidly. I allude 
to plates in her hull, ami ou her poop and topgallatil forecast h' Von find tho thickness 
of the plate by boring it I’iiero are also a small jiaieh on the port bow; I tlid not put it on. 
None of the plates in the shiji wore tested after tho complaint of Mr. Neustein. 'i'he end of 
the scupper outside is Hanged over and beaten down on to the plate. '1 here was no oeonsion 
from the way they were constmetod to put an iron llaiige over tho leotl flange and bolted 
through with screw bolts. Tho leadoii scupiter would last tvs long as tho ship. I think now 
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that tlipro tmist have heen 120 fathoms of chain out when the Sir John Zauirnce was 
moored at the Salt Golahs. There rony have been four or five or six boilers in one ship.* 
CroKx ExaminntioH to Mr. Jlenderxou. —It is ridioulous to think that a boatman’s bamboo 
l OTild push in the sen^'por pipe. I know the Arcot was in the river Her scuppers am exactly 
the same as those on board the Sir John Lawrence. They do not show scars mademy boats 
hooks. Tl.o Arco: hull tbo.se scujipers since she was built and she passed her survey at Home* 
under the Board oi‘'I’nide teu years apjo. The llaiigos oi Wio Sir John iMicrenee, 
pipes were not rivettod. 1 know whiit lip-gunrds arc, they do not add anything to the 
strength ot tho outer part of the scupjicr. Tlicio is no topgallant forecastle on the Sir 
John Lawrence. 1 at the time was quiet satisfied that the ]>iaio on which the patch was 
plac(!d was thick eiiougit. I was supposed to btj competent, wlien I was at sea to put 
a new -[jlato on a vessel. T could have gone on board at any time tlie vessel rvo^ on the 
riv<!r after receivijig Noustein’s leder, and yet I coTisideroil it was uneoessary to do 
so; that >\a.s the reason 1 never went aboard till 1 got Government instructions. 
The euci’oachment 1 s])okii of was on tho forepart of tiro main dock by the ereedion 
of two cabins. The number of passongii-s allowed to bo carried was j^educed by lifteeu 
as far ns I remember. All passenger v'essels reipiire to be measured for space—all 
Indian passenger vesseds. The more fre(]uontly I go on beard, tin.' less likely it is tliat there 
thould be an eneioaehnient. J did not notice. It is ipiifo ]) jssihlo tliat the stump bowsprit 
owed its <u-igin to the fact that on some former oeeasiou it ha<l boon broken. 1 do not think 
it a fact tiiat tliere was no hand to the ho'.vsjuit would liavo escaped my notice. There i.s a 
sejiarate receipt graotad for payment, of bses than ap))ears in (.S). 1 saw no paint, put over 

rust iu the Sir Juhn Lawvenee. T eouM see tlie chain ])assinLr ov(;r tlie windlass and going 
into flic locker. 1 could sec every i.hik of the chain as it came up. I was watching the 
eliain for the pnrpo.so of survey, hecansi' wo had not sci'U it. in dock. 1 shoiilil liave noticed 
any broken links or missing studs or bent links. 1 examined tho seiippers jiartieiilarly after 
getting the (.Joveriunen^ bdler. I looked out every isn't inuuliomMl in Neiislidu’s letter. 
Ajiart fioiu tlie eneroaehment ot spai'c already im-utionod, 1 found nothing wro 7 i'» 
with the . shiji. The charge as to the onei’oach'nent have been greatly e.xaggeratod. 
I examined the scuppers llioroughlj’. and T am now iu a position to say, that none id' them 
were comeuted. Tliere is no ground, whatsoever in my o]tinion lor the suggestion that new 
souyipor pipes had been I'lit iu, iu the interval between the WTiting of Neustein’s letter 
and our visit to the ship on the d 1st January I8,S7. I got no eertiticate front Mr. Bushby 
when 1 passed my examination, a report was made to the I’oi-t (lominissiouers; tlie result 
was that I was eoiilirnrci in my aiipointmont. There are no of]uu' Engineer Simveyoi-s 
hesidi^s Mr. Bushby and myself. I have seen the condenser of tlu' Sir John Lnwipwe oiamed 
out nearly evi'ry time 1 simvoyed tlie ship, the condeuscr was iu good order, it was not a 
now eondonser. but it was in peilVetly good order. 

Jie.-cx<iiniHaiioii fo Mr. fv/hi/. I do not think tho mouth of tlie scujiper lias been 
repaired previous to our survey of January 1SS7.

The VJh Aufiiixt ISB7. — Ttoherl Linihai/ Yonnii, sworn, saith to Mr. KiUn/.—l am iSuperin- 
tending Eiigiiieerto tho liivers Steam Navigation Company, combined with iiiariiie duties. I 
am also Superiiitoudeut of tho <SVi'La (rwicc cm ployed by the owners. 1 do not know who 
the owners wore. 1 had to look after fire liull and the ecpripmnnt of tlio vofsel. I am nn 
eiigineorhy profession. 1 served my apprenticeship in the engine 8lio|i of A. and J. Ingles 
on tho Vljidc. 1 have had to do with boring the stern posts of screw stcaiiiors which was done 
in tho yard, and the fitting of maeliinery and sea cocks of ships,'vtld one thing or another. 
Before tho time I heeamo Marino Superintendent, 1 had no fiirlher ox|ierienco in ship 
building and iu the go.ar and equipment ol' ships. 1 have, however, lieim lo sea for many 
years, either as junior or chief engineer, about nine years 1 knew the Sir John iMwrmre 
first in 187!b She was then running to Chandbally. Maciieill and Company were the 
agents. 1 do not know who the owners were at that time. 1 have a general idea who 
the owmers were. I caiiu"t tell you whether the ship at that time was riiniiitig iu tho 
interests of Maeueill and Company, It was laid up in October as far as I remember; 
rejiiiirs were begun ujion lier about the otidof July IH.S.J. Tiiero wro varioms reasons ; the 
boiler was defective; tlie (lo(;k, tho main deck, wa.s bad, and part of tho upper portion of 
the bulwarks were had; the frames below the boiler were had, and several other frames 
round the ship wanted repsirs; the plates were in a fair condition. 1 ilid not adviso 
M aeneill and Company that sho was not in a fit condition to nm. We could not get a 
certificate for the vessel from tho surveyors—Mr. Walker and Mr. Mifchtll—Mr. Walker 
lefusod it. 1 cannot tell you whether they wore surveyors under the Native J’nssengor Ships 
Act, ltf7ti. Tlio Ma/ina was substituted for the Sir John Lawrence when she was taken otf. 
There were, 1 think, fifty-one all told on board excluding tho commander; but 1 am not 
jiositive about this. I am positive tho number was fifty one. Tlio Sir John L'licrenee 
at the time she was lying otf was advertised for sale. There was one offer made to buy 
her. I think Rs. 20,000 to lls. 20,000 were offered for her by an Eurasian. Mr. Bushby 
surveyed her afloat iu Oclobor or Nuvembor 1S82. I was present; no one else was jiresent. 
This was uiiOor instructions from the I’ort Commissioners. After that survey she was docked 
in February iHtO.l. Under my orders holes wore bored in her bottom. She hiul heen docked 
in one of die British India docks: the examination was satisfactory. Mr. Bushbv saw the 
steamer while she was iu dock, after the boring : he poid one visit. I reported mysolf to 
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Hessrs. Macmeill and Company after the boring. I found the plates satisfactory. The 
vessel was some time after that taken down to the yard, 23. Garden Reach. The repairs 
were begun on the Ist Au^t 1883. Tim vessel did not run again till June 1884. The repairs 
occupied till that time. We began by scaling the hull inside throughout. This 1 did on my 
own responsibility. There were a few places token out below the sheer stroke. No other 
plates were taken out below the main deck. No plates wore taken, out under the boiler. 
About 200 plates were supplied. A great portion of them was used on the upper framework 
of the vessel for renewing bad.plnt.es in place of plates which wore taken out; the rest were 
used for doubling thin plates. About ten per cent, of the plates were used for the doubling. 
Mr. Bushby came on board about «noo a week. He saw the vessel after it whs scaled inside. 
All the repairs to the iron work of the h'lll were done undi r his orders. All the had frames 
which were above the water lino, and wliich were defective, were repaired by putting on 
whereT^uired new reverse angles. We arranged for the putting up of the 20 feet of additional 
deck. We stripped the main deck, leaving only suflioient fore and aft to woru the ship, so 
that she could bo docked. We did the same thing to the awning deck, removing all tho steam 
winches, deck hawsers and covering boarfls. VV o lifted the boiler out—both boilers ; took 
the engines all to pieces, leaving on board only the condenser, cylinder and bod phde. 
That is about the extent of tho repairs done at Garden Roach during this period. Mr. Bushby 
was on booi’d six to eight times. We liappened to be building new vossols there, and 
Mr Bushby had to he there very often. We aiTanged for docking her at tho t’ulodouian dock. 
This was done for tho jiurpose of renewing tho frames below the boilers and roj)airing the 
propeller shaft and sea cooks, as well as sealing the bottom outside ami painting hor. Not 
more than four or live plates were i>ut on her when she was in tlie L'alodonian dock, and about 
8 to 10 frames. There was also tho half of a plate doubled iii her bottom. The ceiling in 
the boiler room was all renewed, tho working men still working on tho ddferent parts of the 
vossel. She was in the Caledonian dtxik about two months. Mr. Bushhy visited lier at least 
once a week during that time. t)n leaving the Caledonian dock she was takra back to No. 23, 
Garden Uea<!h. Thi* work was still carried on. tho now boih)r put on board, and the engines put 
together, liojiairs were finished at No. 23, Garden Roach. The price of iho 2tMJ plates would 
be about Rs. 3,3(10. There were about i,0(io feet of running feet of angle iron used ; tho cost of 
tho angle iron would bo about Ks. 2,100, rivets its. 840, lalKmr Rs. 4,8!J8-10».‘j. Besides there is 
tho cost of coals, tools, and supervision, 'i’his is tho ex]>enso we were put to in re.spcct of the ir.in 
work alone. Tlie (sjstof stores and in.alorialssni>plieddaily^to tho Sir John La^rreiice from tho 
stores of tho Rivers steam woikshops, 23, Garden Reach, from tho mouth c>f September 
1883 till Juno 1884 eomos to Rs. 12,’i()3 7-10. The itoms making up this sum are contained 
in the book I now pioducc. I’art of tho iron work and rivets, already moutione<l., forms items 
in this hextk also. Besides those materials supplied from the vvor-k, there were materials also 
supplied bj’ tho Agents from other sourccjs. 'Ihe value of these materials so suppHeal comes 
to Ks. 11,202-13 J). 'Ihe cost for tho iron work, including labour and tho materials supplied, 
both from the workshop and other sources by the Agents, amounted to about Its. 28,3(!»-1.5-10. 
This sum does not imiludo deck woodwork, main boiler, donkey boiler and new crank 
shaft. There was spent in resjicet of laying detfks. repairing engines, and fitting new 
boiler on hoard, and also fitting now crank shaft and caulking tho dock—crow’s 
wages, a sum of Its. 20,l91-G-2—making altogether a sura of Its. 48,00,5-0-7. I put the 
repairs as a whole including everything, at a lakh of rupees. Rupees oO.OOO of this sum wtis 
spent on the now laiilors and engine-room repairs and rigging. Mr. Bushhy made uhout 
15 official visits to the vessel when she was under rofiairs, and iierhups tho same number of 
unofficial visits. Tho vessel was lying alongside other vessels which he Imd to visit in 
official capacity. 'Hie fee juiid for thuso ollioiai visits was, 1 tliink, threo times thirty = 
Rs. 90 to the i’ort Commissioners. There must have heoii a fee 7 >aid to Mr. Bushhy for'liis 
first official visit in October 1882. I cannot find the receipt for that. In February 1883 
the vossel w-as docked, and Mr. Bushby was paid a fee for tlnit survey. I have got tlu' 
receipt. When the Sir John Lmcrrnrc was docked in January 1884, Mr. Bushhy was 
paid a third fee. 1 have that receipt. There was a final survey in May, and a lc<' w'as 
paid for Mr. Bushhy’s attoudanoo. I have that receijd. We paid the Gommissioners 
four times 30 m 7 )ee 8 . Ruiiees 3l) is tho survey fee for a vessel of the tonnage of the 
Sir John Laicreuce. Over and above this nothing was j)aid, that 1 know of, to ifr. 
Bushby for the additional visits he jjuid thoshii). I have not apian of tho Sir John Lo’rrrucr. 
Since the repairs of 1884 no jfialos have been token out or put into tho Sir John J^furrm/'e. 
She was not docked in Ramkisseu’s dock to my knowledge. She may have been. Tho 
height between the main deck and between deck is 7 feet, but 1 never nieasiu'cd the oistauce. 
No report, whether official, or non ollioifd w«is made to, or by. Mr. liushby after the 
final survey, after the conclusion of the great repairs of ISHl*. There w'as absolutely no 
report of any kind made to us. I was iircsent at Iho survey held in April If'SG and October 
1886. I was not present at tho survey held in September 1885. Mr. kfcJvcllni’ stirveyed 
the hull fl,nd equipment in April 1880. 3 Lo sm'Veyod tho vessel in the usual way. Ho looked at 
the boats, I cannot say whether ho looked at tho seupjwrs. lie generally looked at tho wind¬ 
lass, so I conpludo ho did on that occasion. He went down below into the holds. I went with 
him to each of the holds. 1 siiw no rusty frames, stringers, or j)latcs. 1 suppose he did look 
at tho boats beoanso he generally did so. I never ronicrabcr a survey when lie did not 
look at the boats. In October 1836 Mr. MoKolIar did tho deck ami equijunonts. Ho 
looked at the boats. I say this because he always docs so. lie jiassod all tho boats. IT.« 
looked at tho windlass. He passed the windlass Jiftor tlio final survey. TJie w'iudlass 
I believe was passed on tho 26th. Tho. only explanation I can give of tho fact that tho 
certificate for that survey bears date the 25th, and tlmt tho survey was not ooM'diiilod till 
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the 26th, u that the certificate may ha^e been prepared on that date, bCtt not issued. The 
piunps were examined and passed on that October snirey. Some of the pumps tlrere 
repmredb^rethe 26th Ootobw. The tnnni^e of the Indore was about 660 tom I oan't bo 
positive. The Indore is a substantiidly constructed ship. I remember seeing a patch 
on the starboard bow. I looked at it from the inside in looking round the forecastle: it was in 
the fore^tle. Wo were potting a patch on the port side, and I then noticed the patch on 
the starboard side No one colled my attention to it. I did not measure the tiiiokness of 
the plate on which the patch woe placed: the plate on the starboard side was quarter of an 
inch thiok. I measured that plate. I therefore presume the plate on the starboard side was 
about the rame thickness. The plates above the main deck were all the same thioknem. I 
i'wtaiu Irvine very well Whenever he applied for stores, I invariably supplied 
all he asked for. I never refused him anything he asked for He never asked for anything 
he ought not to have asked for. He was a man upon whose indents I could rely. With the 
exception of the item relating to lip-guards and the gipsey, everything was provided as 
asked for before she stuled on the 27th October. The gipsey was being oast, and was, as a 
matter of fact, supplied on the following voyage. I did not have the pumps connected to the 
side bilges either. 1 myself did not think this necessa^. A new boat was supplied. A port 
after V>et was iaken away, and a serviceable one supplied in its place. This was done in the mom- 
ing of the 26th: it must have been. It was there—the new boat—before the survey took place. 

I dismissed Neustein the morning the Sir John Laverenee onme out of dock. That was the 
morning of the 23rd. He left when Captain •''mith joined two days after; about the 26th or 
26th I swear that the new boat was sent on board before the survey. The defective boat 
only wanted cauJUbng: it had hung on the davits olnso to the funnoL I remember Mr. Leech 
being dismissed in September 1886. 1 gave him a certificate of competency (it was the ‘ 
first certificate I gave him after he was dismissed) to enable him to got a Government 
appointment. I had given him no certificate, except that one, since the time he was dismissed 
fmva Sir John Lawrence. Some time after his dismissal he asked me to give him a 
certificate — about a month aftto. I did not give it him I said 1 could not very well give 
him a certificate (wnsidoring the reasons for which he had been dismissed, but I said I 
would not stand in his way if an opening offered. I gave him the certificate in M arch. Ho 
cimie to me and said he could get an appointment if I gave him a oortificate, so I gave it 
him. He was dismissed about a mistake about coal—shortness of coal. There was no 
dishonesty about the transaction. He got Rs. 300 a mouth when in the Sir John Lawrence. 
His sucoessor got Rs. 200 only: he was a seoond class engineer We did not send a first class ' 
engineer with the ship .on her last voyage. VVe sent him in connection with business in 
Cuttack. His being sent has nothing* to do with the working of the Sir John Laterenee. 

It was a very serious matter, sending in a short account of coal. It might have'resulted in 
sending the slup to sea short of coal. There is no etiquette that I know of which prevents mther 
the Chief Engineer, Captain, or Chief Officer speaking direct to the Surveyor about defects or 
requirements on board, even in oases whore the inform-ition given by the Chief Engineer 
might have the consequence of taking the ship off the trade in a busy time-for a fortnight. 

1 certainly would not resent bis giving the information. I have known many occasions 
when the Chief Engineer and Captain have mentioned defects direct to the Surveyor, 
without having been mentioned to mo at first—even in cases where land the officer 
might differ. As to the necessity for making the alteration or repair, I should certainly not 
rosent such offiper apj>ealing against mv judgment to the surveyor. Neustein was very 
insolent. I dismissed him Mr. McKellor told me of the letter he had received from 
Neustein. This was before the deBj)atoh of the letter by Messrs. Maonoill and Company to the 
Port Officer recalling the certifioate granted to Neustein. 

To Captain tkSmidt. —The Sir John Lawrence had compound horizontal engines. The 
new boiler was of the same size as the old boiler. Tlie thinnest boring. I got was, I think, 
TiV Those were the plates we doubled. Her rig was not much altered m the great repairs of 
1884. We took down one yard. I'don’t think she had a topsoil yard. The topmast 
and foremost were all one spar. The foretopmaststay we set up to the end of the bow¬ 
sprit. The bowsprit itself had been shortened considerably. There was six feet of bowspirit 
outside the ship. 

To Mr. Trelawny. —There is no truth in the report that I withhold the certificate 
ultimately granted to Mr. I^eech beoause he was supposed to be about to bring a suit against 
Maoneill and Company, or that he was in league with Neustein. 

To the TreeideHt. —^Mr. Walker withheld the oertifloate mainly on the ground that the 
boiler was defective. Hie objection had nothing to do with the plates of the ship. If I was 
commissioned to build a shipi of the size and tonnage of the Sir John Lawrence, I should put 
plates into her which would be required undet Lloyd’s rules. 

CroM-examinatim itt Mr. Beaderaon .—I have planned and built a number of vessels 
in the port. I bavo supervised the building of about 30 vessels—-inland veBseJs, iron vessels. 
Very few of theon were aotuallj built out hero ; they were built at home and erected out here. 

I Imve planned and built two vessels out here. I have plamied many vessels which have been 
built at home. This has been part of my duty since 1 was appointed Superintendent. 
Dtmng the big repairs there was a contract made with one Behan Lall Seal. This is the 
contract; the work mentioned in this contract was done to my satisfaction. I snpervised the 
work. I saw that the ship was thoroughly scaled, scraped, and cleaned [oontrootput in 
and marked (7),] and the various pieces of work stipulated for on the oontraot oarried out; 
the ship was at Garden Reach ana in the OaledoniaD docks, while the work mentioned in 
tins oontraot (7) was going on. The oontraot bears no date but I oaa say that the work 
was begun on the Ist August 1883. .This is a bill for the work done under that contract. 
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put in and marked (8).* Mr. Hutoheeon was Chief Engineer on the Sir John Lmrettce when 
the re^birs mentioned in (7) wore being oarried out; he held a first eeriifloBte ; he was a 
competent man; he gave a oertifioate as to the carrying out of the work. This' is in the hand¬ 
writing of Mr. Hutoheson—I mean his siraature. The red ink writing is in the hand¬ 
writing of my Baboo, put in and marked (9). There was a dispute about ttie amount 
demanded Bs. 1,200 odd in (8). , *

77tc 16^A Aufjust 1887— Robert Lindnay Young Cross examination to Mr. Wenderson contU 
nued. —Mr. Hutcheson left the service of the Bivers Steam Company. This certificate (9) must 
have been given before he left Looking at (8\ I say that the chipping and scaling on the Sir 
John Lawretice was begun on the Ist August 18S3 and finished on the Ist May 1884. The 
word scaling is the proper word to use in describing the aotionnooessary to knockoff the rust 
from the plates of a siiip. Some people talk of chipping ; it means the same thing. In the 
October survey, 1880, tlie •’*'*»* John Latrrencf had gone into dock, on that occasion slie was hot 
scaled inside. Mr. Neustein did not in that occasion propose to have the outside of the vessel 
scaled. It is not true that when Neustein proposed to have the outside scaled, he was only 
permitted to have the paint lightly tapped off with scrapers. It is not true that Captain Irvine 
was peromptorily forbidden in 18«4 to have the inside of the hold scaled. It is not true that 
ir. the Sir John Lti'xrenee QxAy received ooats of paint over the rust in bad places inside 
and out. It is not true that the Sir John Laicrence was scaled only in places where it 
was safe to do so. It is not true that in any time after i8m 3, if the hammer had 
been used in tiio forepeak for scaling, it would infallibly have gone through the plate 
oven before 1883. After the big repairs of 1884 we supplied paint to the officers on 
hoard, and tiiey painted down the vessel, so I cannot say how many, times she was repainted. 
I had nothing particularly to do with tiie supervision of tho painting after she was painted 
in 1884. I wont on board at tho various surveys held craer 1884. I observed tnat the 
aliip was painted both in and out. If the ship bod not boon properly painted, I would have 
objected to it. One ton of paint was supplied to the Sir John Laicrence in one year 1885 
to IkBO, October to October, also 152 gallons of paint oil. I got this statement out of the 
items which may be examined in this indent book which I produce in Court. Tho amount 
supplied would be more than sufficient to paint down the Sir John Laicrence in and out with 
two ooats of paint; this painting does not include the bottom of the vessel, which is painted 
in dock. The bottom was painted in the different docks she was in, or tho British India 
dock. The oil and paint for painting tJie bottom were supplied by the dock people. 
Whenever a ship is docked her bottom is painted. The Sir John Lawrence was scaled both 
inside and (ftitside in 1884. It is not true that tho windlass at any time was utterly useless. 
I never observed that the gipsey on the starboard side had worn into the board. The first 
complaint, either verbal or m writing, made in respeot of that windlass was contained in that 
document No. (1). The windlass, however, had been repaired before more than once. 
I was alluding to the repair made in October 1886 ; before that date for a whole year no 
oomploiut had been made about it. After No. (1) was handed to me, I took steps at 
onoe to have the windlass seen to and put right. After the repairs I saw the windlass ; rt was 
in thoroughly good working order. A small oost-irou bracket that tokos the upright spindle 
was cracked ; the starboard gipsey was set fast on to the spindle ; this had ^one wrong from 
tho want of attention and the want of oil. The last time I paid partioulor attention to 
the windlass was in the survey of April 1887. I have had occasion to examine the chain. 
It was the duel Officer aud carpenter’s duty to look after the windlass. The Sir John 
Ao*rrrnc« in 1881 was supplied with chains in proper working order. The chains in 1884 
were overhauled; if there had been defective links disoovered, they would have been put right 
Neustein never indented for new chains without getting them. In the October survey of 
1886 I saw part of tho chain. Between 1880 and 1886 chains wore twice or thrice supplied 
to the Sir John Lawrence. If holes had been knocked in the soupper pipes outside the 
ship by boat hooks or any other instrument, I think 1 should oertainiy have noticed it. 
Previous to the date of dooument (1) no complaint was oven made by Neustein or any one 
else about the state of the scupper pipes. During the time the vessel was under repairs for the 
purposes of the survey in October 1886, Neustein did not, except what is stated in No. 1, 
make any farther oomplaint about the state of the soupper pipes. When (1) was sent in 
I examined the scupper pipes to see if anything was necessary. Th4re had been lip guards 
at one time, but the noles have been filled up ; there were no old holts stioking on the outside. 
We had lip guards oast, but they were found not to he necessary. I never observed that the 
soupper pipes had been oemonted in any way. I do not believe they were. The after scupper 
I mviin g from the main deck through the hold on the starboard side was not leoldng that I 
know of. Leech did not oomplaia to me about the state of the soupper. I know GKli of Sing 
and Compaq. xNo bill was ever sent in by King and Company for repairs (hme to the 
scuppers. Ime sending in of the indent (1) had nothing to do with the disoharge of Neu¬ 
stein, aud in no way influenced me personally. I never told Neurtein not to go near 
the surveyor, because he knew too much about the ship. I never told him that I would get 
him sacked if he went near a surveyor. I never in any way gave Neustein to understand 
that if he spoke to the suTveyors about the repairs of tno ship, it would he the worse for him. 
A day or two after the 17th Ootober 1886 Neustein did not <uaw my attention to the dan¬ 
gerous condition of the scupper pipes.. Ho never meutioued the Vingorla to me in oonneotion 
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with thoao soupper pipei. That is an entire fabrication. It is not tfue that Neustoin when¬ 
ever he ^ot a ohanoe drove these oomplaiuts into my ears ; nor in consequence of his* having 
done so did he get into ill-blood with me. Nenstein was not dimissed the first day. I had 
words with him on the l-fith. About the 19th October they were taking the propeller shaft out 
of the hold. I asked him to rig up the necessary locker and to lend a hand to get it over 
the side. He refusM. He 3aid he was a d—d sight too old for this sort of thing. I did not 
discharge him on that day. I, however, spoke to Captain Irvine who ordered Neustein and 
then he went to work with a very bad grace. On the 23rd Neustein came to me and wanted 
the cooking stove repaired. Instead of repairing it I ordered a new one ; but during the time 
the vessel was in dock, he had without orders sent the old one down to the shop, and the 
new one had not been supplied. On that morning he came to me using very abusive 
language about it he said : A d—d fine ship this, 1 have got to build a brick fire to cook my 
breakfast with. I discharged him. Previous to this nothing had occurred between Neustein 
and myself to cause ill-blood between us. It is not true that I never paid any attention to 
Neustoin’s suggestion about rei»airs. I {laid every attention to them. It is not true that 
my idea is that nothing nautical has anything to do with the safety of. a vessel. I have had 
to do with the removing of plates from other ships. Plates are tested by boring. That is the 
method 1 adopted in the repairs of other ships. Boring is a proper test. 1 wont round with 
M r. Bushby when he went round to see wlxat repairs were necessary to the plates of the sliip, 
both at the time when the ship was afloat and in dry dock The borings camo under Mr. Bushby's 
observation. I was present when he directed what was to lie done llis directions were 
carried out to the letter. It was my duty to see that those directions were cairied out. All the 
orders he gave iii respect of repairs oonnected witli other portions of the ship were carried out 
imder my supervision. I have had experience of Mr. Bushhy’s method of survey since he 
camo here. He and Mr. MaoKellur and sometimes he and somotiraes Mr. MacKellar survey 
all our inland steam ships. In my opinion the surveys done by Mr. Bushby and Mr. 
MacKellar are thorough and satisfactory surveys, the sam*. as I Lave seen surveys carried 
on at borne. Previous to Mr. Bushby’s arrival in Calcutta, I have liad no ships surveyed by 
other surveyors. I do not think Ihero is much ditferenco between the nature of tlie survey 
performed by Messrs. Bushby and MacKellar and that done by other 8urvey«ir8of whom I have 
had experience. They are not stricter than otlier surveyors are. It would not be correct to 
characterise the surveys made by Messrs. Bushby and MacKellar us a “ mere walk round.” 
There is not the slightest gromid for suggesting that such surveys ai'e mero walks round. 
If a ship had i)asfled tho survey of Messrs. Bushby or Macdvellur, I should bo perfectly sulo 
that such ship was seawortliy and well fitted and found. To niy knowledge nothing lia.s 
boon passed by either of these gentlemen which ought not to havo been passed. At no 
one of the surveys held on tho /Sir John Lawrence was any part of the Miip unvisitod 
which could be got at; at a dry dock survey every jiart of the ship cun bo got at and 
examined. On each survey as a matter of fact the plates wore e.vamined on all j)uit 3 
of the ship except whore the tjubiiis were. Tho plates were looked at during tho surveys. 
Mr. Bushby always took a liglifr down. After receiving Neu.stein’H letter I looked at, but 
never nloasured the thickness of the plate on which the patch was jdaecsd Pr(jm long 
experiouoo as an enginieer I can make a very accurate guess as to Ihothicdiae.^s of a plate by 
looking nt Ihe edge Had tho plate been of inaullicient thiekness the fact would have foree»l 
itself on my notice when I looked at. In my opinion a (juortcr of an inch w'ould he a 
sufficient thickness of plate for that j)ortioii of tho ship, i^,.th inches must he sufiiount ou that 
portion of the ship; the imtch was cleveu feet above the water I dare say. It was not 
Twssible that .the plate ou which the patch w'as put was only Jth of an inch thick. 
When I went round with Bushby and AlacKellar. I also turned iny attention to tho 
plates. It is not true that you could pick flakes of rust off any part of the sides 
and bottom of ’the sliip. Never during the time 1 have been holding my appoint¬ 
ment of Marine Superintendent was there over a sound boat i'upjdied in tho place of an 
unsound boat with tho object of enabling the' Sir John Laic, e.nee to pass liis survey. 
During my time no boat was borrowed frqm the Alnliiia to jmt on hoard the Sir John 
Lawrence. I was present at two surveys iu 1880. Previous to the survey of April 1 h 8(5, 
I did not see an utterly useless boat ou board the Sir John Lawrence. An utterly useless 
boat did not pass the two surveys of April and October 1880. After the survey of 1880 
no rotten boat was returned to the yard. During niy time tliore never was a rotten boat 
on board the ^ir John Lawrence. The jolly boat was never pafehed up with pitch just to 
bring it alongside. In October 1886 a sound boat was token onboard the Sir J-hn Lawrence. 

I can’t say whether that was tho only boat which was ehariged on board tho Sir John 
Lawrence. During the surveys boats wore put into the water, I havo seen this done my.self 
I have no doubt of this. Sometimes all the boats, at others not all the boats, were put into 
the water, The jolly boat was not often put into tho water at surveys. When a boat was not 
put into the water, it was nevertheless examined by the surveyor to see if it bo in good 
order. He always looked at the boat and its fittings Tho canvas hose I know was 
ebaaged from time to time on board the Sir John Lawrence. I have seen the port 
after boat; it was the port after boat which was changed in the survey of 1886 (October). 

1 saw the rails examined on the awning deck. The awning stanohion was secured by bolts 
and coach screws. The screws were not tom out by the weight of the awning. It was not possible 
iu ordinary wear and tear for the screws to be torn out. It is not true that the covering 
boards were rotten; they wore new in 1884 ; they were made of teak ; teak could not rot iu 
three years. The roils in the wake of the main hatch wore not unsafe. Nor tho rails on oaoli 
side of the gangway opposite the main ,,batoh, tlie gangway stanchion properly secured. 
It is not true that in consequonoe of the screw of the staiicluuu having been torn out, tho 
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wateii go{ into the holes. No complaint was ever mnde by Neustoin about the state of 
the stanchion and the roils of the awning deck. It is not true that the rails in the 
spar deck were all loose. It was not in my opinion necessary to hare the pumps connected 
with the side bilges. I would have heard if any complaints were made of damaged cargo; 
there Wfro none that I heard of In 1884, 25 feet deck was added. »The 25 feet of dock 
was (»mpensat(<d for by taking down the deck house. The repairs and alterations left the 
ship in iny opinion very much whore slie was as to stability. Captain Irvine never 
complained of her being top heavy or crank ; he hod been in command of her before the 
repairs of 1884 ; he never complaind of an increase of rolling, so far as I know ho was perfectly 
satisfied with the ship. It is not true, beyond the ordinary cleaning up, that eye wash 
was used previous to the surveyor coming on board. None of the paint wivs used to brush 
away defects in the ship. Covering up rust or anything of that kind, you cannot 
hide a rusty plate by j)uttiug paint on it—paint on the contrary only makes the rusty jdate 
more liable to detection. 1 retuemher the condenser. All tubes wore drawn in the repairs of 
1883-84. The condenser cleaned out, the tubes were tested with water pressure awl the 
defective ones renewed. If the condenser were defective, the consumption of coal would 
be greater It is nut to the interest of owners to have defective condensers Wheij the 
»StV John Lnwrenve went to sea lust the condenser was in tliorough working order. It ij» 
nfit true that Buslihv never wont <h)wn the hatches or that he merely looked down 
the hatches in making a survey. Both those statements are false. I was present 
at the survey made by the direclion of the Port Commissioners in lonsequenoe 
of Nousloiu’s. letter to Govoniinent. That survey was made with special referenoe 
to the strictures made in Neusteiii’s hstters on the condition of the Sir John Lnirrence. Each 
matter referred to in Neusteiu’s letter was separately examined. Except the encroachment on 
the ])assengcr 8])aoe, none of Nonsteiii’s charges wore correct. As to the encroachment his 
statements wore exaggerated. The frames on llie Sir John Lmrrenve were cdoser than 
ordinary. 'Ihey were about 18 inolios apart. The usual distance might be 21 inches. 

I never induced or ou(h*nvourcd to induce either Mr Bushby or Mr. MncKellar to pass over 
anything that ought not to have Leon passed over while making surveys of the Sir John 
Lntm inr. I never oudeavoured to iuduee them to witlnlriiw roeomniondations for repairs which 
they may have been ineliuod to make. 1 remomher the pumps heiiig tried by Mr. Bushby 
by water being poured dowTi. I do not romouiber any occiisiou when the ]ium)>s would not 
work when so tested. 'I’lie pumps were in proper working onler in the April survey. 
I have every reason to believe they were in perfect working order on her last voyage. Wlien 
the cement was taken out below the boiler, the bloom was still ou the iron we bored the 
plates all the same. There are store hills of materials supplied to the Sir John Lairieine 
from 12th July 188G ,to 9tli Decernhor of same year, put in the bundle marked (10). 
These indents date from 5th May 1885 to 31st December 1885. Every item mentioned in 
these indents was supjdied cxeojd those scrubbed out with blue j.>encil, put in and marked (11). 
There arc similar indtiits some for 1880 and some for 1887, to which the same remark 
applies, put in and marketl (12). Looking at this bill T can say that 45 fathoms of 1^ inch 
chain cable was sent on hoard the Sir John Lnirrence on the iGth November I88G. This was 
sent to supply the place of nnf)ther length of chain. There are hills for materials supplied by 
Burn and Company to the Sir John Lnicretice, October, November and December 1880, put 
in and marked (13). These are Howrah docking bills for October and November 1880, 
marked (14). These are hills for docking and other cliargos and for materials supplied from 
England for the Sir John Lnimureitom February 1883 to Fe ruary 1884, marked (15). 
This is a hill from John King & Co., for work doueou board the Sir John Liiwience after the 
oolliaion in 1885, put in and marked (10).

Ciom examinafiim con/iniird to 
Mr. Hendemon. 1 dismissed Ijeech. At the time I dismissed him there was intention in my 
mind to put Mr. Ogg in his place or a man on a reduced salary.. No consideration of 
that kind had anything to do with dismissing Leooh. There was no suggestion hero made 
to me by Maoneill and Company or any one to got rid of Leech, or order to get a cheaper 
man. 1 had known Captain Irvine from 1879. He treated his passengers well. 

Re exaniinuHon to Mr. KUhg. —Tho ton of point and 152 gallons of oil were supplied on 
twelve different occasions throughout the year OetoWr 1885 to Oetober 1880. The hulk of that 
supply was not supplied in October 188(». ITie indent put in will show the oj>])ro.\ijnatp time 
when this paint and oil was supplied. Such part of the chain I saw was all right. 'The port 
I did not see I never heard to he defective. Tlie 45 fathoms of chaiji 6uj)plied on 10th 
November 1886 was to tho best of my belief to take the place of an anchor and part of a 
chain lost at Chandbally. Tho anchor and chain must have been lost after Noustein left. 
I did not think the lip-gnards necessary, except for throwing the water off. Both the surve_vor 
and 1 always examined the soa connections of the engines. I do not remember how long the 
after port bouf had been on board tbo Sir John Luwrrnee before I had it taken away in 
October 1886. It must have boon oi» hoard when I onmo hack in 1885. Ibe boat which 
replaced the after port boat was an inland steamer boat. I have never built a sea-going 
stmmer. I Would not hko to risk tho steamers I build in a voyage to Chandbally during the 
monsoon. I do not know how Mr. Bushby got his information about the thickness of the 
plates on tho Sir John Lawrence. He went on board with me after tho plates had been 
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bored I cannot say bow be remembered the details. I kept no memorandum of * the 
tSnessof the plates. The bull of the Ifdore projects from 6 to 9 mobesbeyondJ^e 
stringer plates of the upper deck.

I>uncan McKellar—Sworn saith to Mr. Ki3y. I am Tioyd’s surveyor to this port. If I 
were surveying a ship either for the purpose of classing or to see whether she were worth 
repairtng or not, I would first have her placed in dry dock. I would have stages made outside 
and inside allround the ship, and have all ballast and cargo removed and the holds cleared. 

I would have a portion of the coiling removed. 1 would have the plates and angles scaled of 
all rust and oxidation, outside and inside. I would then e.xamine the plates and angles, 
trv them with a hammer, and when I thought the plates were thin, I would have holes 
dnlled tlirough to ascertain the thickness. I would examine the oement m the bottom to 
see whether it were sound or broken and whether it was adhormg to the iron. 1 would 
examine the decks, if wooden decks and appeared to bo worn I would have holes 
laired tlmiugh to ascertain thickness. I would examine her windlass, ami her nidder and ' 
steering gear. I would have her engines, if a steamer, examined by an Engineer-Surveyor, 

I myself doing the equipments. I would keep a note of the condition of the plates and 
angles deck and equipment. If 1 was surveying tho vessel for classification, I would 
report’all those particulars to Lloyds. If I was surveying for another party hi see whether 
the ship was worth repairing or not, I would report, to them wliat 1 thought was the condi¬ 
tion of the ship in writing. Unless I was asked to do so, I would not set out particulars of 
any survey. If tho owners decided to repair the ship, then 1 should recommend what repairs 
should he done in detail. I should say so many plates or angles—specifying thorn—are to bo 
changed In that way I would specify ovorythiiig that w.as to bo done to the vessel. You 
must have stages to examine the outside of • ship 1 should say tho class at Lloyds A 90 would 
be quite sufficient for a vessel engaged on the Chandhally jiusscnger trade The plates for a 
ship of 460 tons net should, acoonlingto Lloyd’s rules, bo rV, of an inch thick amidship and 
forward and aft. This ie when tho sliip is now. The scantling 20 years ago was 6, good deal 
heavier. Unless one-fourth of the thickness was worn away, it would not be necessary to change 
the plate. If the vessel was tauen care of and tho plates protected, tho jdates here and there 
would want renewing. It is a proper jirocedure to double instead of ronowing a plate I often 
do so myself The plates used for poop and forecsastle might bo one-fourth thinner. The gar- 
board st'rake ouglit to be when tho ship is now to satisfy Lloyd’s requirements for class 
90A; the sheer strake |f;, the bilge strako From the ga-board strake to tho sheer strake 
'l never surveyed the StrJohaLawrri.ee. I measured her holds in May last in order 
to ascertain her carrying capacity. The holds seemed to mo in good condition, luoperly 
painted. I did not notice any rust I was on ton or twelve occasions on board the Sir John 
Lawrence in May last. I do not remember being on board in any other time. When 
I saw tho ship in May sue seemed a sound good ship. I took my last measurements 
on the day before she started on her last trip. T was down between decks and in the 
lower hold. As far as I can remember, she was closed in from tho engine-room right 
forward, so ns to be protected from the weather in case of a eyedouo. I think a thousand 
T)eoplo in a cyclone could take refuge in the main and between decks. I did not look at 
her equipments, but she did not seem to be in bad’ <irdor anywhere She did not strike 
me 08 being skimpeil in any way. The Mate was with mo most of tho time I was making

To Captain <le Smidt. —The poop and topgallant forecastle plates might be one-fourth 
of an inch quite safely. A plate between tho guard-room and sheer strake, I should say,

To the {‘rcHufrnt. —1 knew Captain Irvine, but not intimately. My impression was 
that he w-as a steady, careful man, who did not drink and was a good commander. I had 

known him ten or fifteen years. t , r 

CrosH-twatnination to Mr.,IImiierson. —I was down m the hold of tho Sir John Lawrence 
on each occasion 1 visited her. If the plates had been rusty, 1 must have noticed it. If the 
angloirou frames had been worn, I would have ncticed it. I did not notice either that the 
plates were rusty or tho angleiron worn. In surveying for measurement as to capacity 
you do not take into consideration the stronath of tlio ship. When I survey for class at 
Lloyds it is for four years. The Sir John Lawrence at one time was classed at Lloyds. 
(Jriginally she was classed *A.A. the stgr means that the vessel was built with heavier plating 
than that required by tho rules at the time she was huilt in 1865. I he plal ing required in

1887 in the fore part of the vessel oould be under one-fourth of an inch below the main 
deck- The borings specified in (18*) were mode below the main deok. Sometimes we bore the 
forecastle head plates 1 knew Mr. Stewa»t. He was a careful surroyor,»and a man thoroughly 
competent for the post In \8t)5, when the Sir John Lawrence was bmlt, in order to comply with 
the rules applicable to the class in which she was fixed, she should have IS garbonrd strake, 
from garboard strake to upper port of the bilge, and the sheer strake V5r from the upper part of 
the bilge to the steer strake The star shows that the Sir John Lawrence must have been 
built with heavier plating than the figures I have given. While I was on board the Sir John 
Lawrence neither the Ma*e nor any one else made any complaint to me about anything being 
wrong.. I have been associated with Mr. Bush by in making surveys more than once. In 
my opinion Mr. Bushby oarrie«l out the surveys in a proper and efficient manner. 1 had no 
reason to believe that ho conducted the surveys in which he was associated with me in a 
perfunctory manner—quit - the contrary. I have no reason to believe that Mr. Bushby does 
conduct surveys in this port in a perfunctory manner. 1 don’t think making notes have any¬ 
thing to do with the effi«deuoy of a survey : they only serve for future reference. I have had 
to do with surveying ships under the Native Passenger Aot. I have granted declurar 
tiuns under the Act. These declarations can only be granted after a proper survey, 
and should be a record that jwoper survey had been made. If I were Cidled upon to 
survey a passenger steamer uudor the Native Passenger Aot, 1876, for the purpose of seeing 
whether a oortilioato should be granted, all I should do, if I found her in projwr order and 
seaworthy, woiild be to sign the declaration required by Aot. I should deem it necessary 
to send a report of a survey hold by mo on the direction of the Port Ollioer under the Native 
Passenger Act to the owners of tlie vessel. If directed by the Poid; Officer to make a 
survey, I should report that survey to the Port Officer alone and not to the owner.

Robert Buehhy. — RecalJeU by Mr. Kilby. —1 have no memoranda of the details of the 
thickness of the various ]>l >ites. I am trusting to my memory alone in giving those details 
You must z'Gniember 1 mocle a very careful survey of the Sir John Lawrence — the last survey 
of all, shortly before she went down. I di<l not boro any of her plates on that occasion. 

To Mr llrmlerson .—Wlien J. boro plates, I do so to ascertain whether they are thick 
enough. When 1 }»u88 llm plates as thick enough, I do so with reference to some standard, 
and 1 would uot pass tho platfS unless the^ came up to that standard. In regulating the 
standar<l, I take into consideration the service for which the ship is intended By this 
means I am*in a position to say that plates on a certain sliip I have passed are not in certain 
places below a certain thiokiioss. Ihat is how I am in a position to state that the plates 
in the Sir John Lnwr> nee were of the particular thickness in the dificrout jtarts of that 
ship as stated by me.

The 19fh Auguei 1887. John Simpeon sworn, saith to Mr. Henderson. —I am Foreman to 
Messrs. John King and Company, bhiphuilders and Iron Founders. I remember the Sir 
John Liiwrence. 1 have been many times on board the Lawrence. I think it was in June 
1885, 1 went on board her after a collision. We fastened a patch on the starboard side just 
above the main d(*ok in the forejiart of the ship in the forecastle. The “ rags ” had beet, cut 
when I saw it ; it was about 10 inches square ; the patch had been previously bulled on. We 
rivottod the patch. I thought the plate was quite thick enough to put a patch on. I have 
had experience in putting plates on. I have thirty years experience as shipwright 
and ajiprentioe. I have no doubt the plate was think enough for tliat patch. The 
plate was uot less than it may Ixavo been a quarter of an inch. The plate was in 
a good state of preservation. Kivets wore put through the frames as well as the plate. 
I my opinion after that patch wus rivetted the plate was iierfeotly safe, and the ship, 
BO far as that jiatoh was conoerned, seaworthy. 1 think the sp.ace between the frames were 
between 20 inches to two feet, I cannot say. I never measured them. 

Cross-etrafnination to Mr Ki/bey. - The patch was over two feet. The j)late was rivetted 
to one frame not to two frames, the jdate was two feet to two feet six, square. It was 
Buoh a long time ago, I do not remeiuber exactly. I am not sure whether the plate was 
rivetted to both fiames. Wliat I think w-as that it was rivetted to one frame, and to the 
plate on the ether side with a strap at tho baolc to take the rivet. I remember using 
a strap. The ship W'as painted red below and black above, tho j)atch was on the black. I am 
sure of that. The suuifolding hung from the ship’s side. 1 used to go in my own boat 
and get on to the stage &om tho to]) of my boat’s cabin. The stage was a i>er- 
manent stage, I had a considerable distouoo to stop up from tho top of my boat to the 
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Btage. The ship was not very deep. I cannot say the depth of water she was dra^pting. 
Sho was in the usual trim. She was sufficiently trimmed to m to sea. She was a little heavier 
than haJlast trim. 'I he scafiold was about my middle, as I stood on the cabin. The top 
of the cabin was about four to six from the water. The iiole was eighteen inches or so above 
the scaffolding. I api quite sure the patch was ip the forocastlo, I am positive 1 did not 
go below the forecastle into the forejieak. 1 remember there was the ordinary ooatiiig 
of paint on that plate. 'I’he haui enm- was kept just like an ordinary vessel in the trade.

Mhiden Ani/ifr, morn saith to Sir. KUhy —I WUs appointed to a port in Chandbally, 
Sub Deputy ( olleotor. t ustofns Officer, with powers of a I »oputy Collector under Act 
of lm8. In addition to this, my predecessor, Mr. Chapman, was Inspector of (’handhaUv 
^Police. I was nominated to the duties of Inspector by the Magistrate. Mr. Trevor Grant. I 
took over my ( btindbally nj)poiutment at Cbiindbally on the iHth March 18'(i. I took over 
temporarily the charge of the Inspect,orship of Police from Mr. Chapman on the same 
day. Mr. Cliapinan hold ell the other appointments also. At the end of May 1886, 
Mr. Grant asked me to submit tlie nsmil apjilioation to him to be ajtpointed Inspector.. 
I never ceased doing the work of tl:e Inspector. I was obliged to do this, as there was no 
other officer to do it. From tho I8lh .March tlie same Inspector under my direct supervision 
counted the (.’bandbally passengers as they ciame and went. I left Cdnindbally on the 
30th July on sick leave. Luring tho interval between the IHth March 1886 and 3rd July 
of the Burao year Mr. Palmer hud nothing to do with tho counting of the passengers to 
the best of ray knowledge. I was in no way subordinate U) Mr. Palmer; they were two 
diistmet depart-ments. Mr. Palmer was Honorary M.>gistrnto. As such-Magistrafe he did 
have a certain control over the police in resjieet to oases w'hich hnppened on land; ho had 
no control over them in regard to passenger counting. I received V(.>rbal insiniotious pending 
the ratification of my appointment by tho Inspector-General of Police, both from tho^ 
Magistrate of the district and tho Commissioner to carry out the duties of Inspector of 
Police with regard to the counting of passengers only. I endeavoured to carry out tliese 
duties to the best of my ability always. Hoon after I returned from Balasore, after seeing 
Mr. Trevor Grant, my suspicions being aroused, 1 delorrained to do tho counting myself. 
On tlie 21st Juno tho first vessel which came in was the VurU tv. 1 boarded her and found 
she had excess passengers. I found she had 6l0 passengers on board ; she .was allowed 
to carry 560. Sho tiad therefore 50 excess passengers; but tlie ('ajituin challenged 
tliis counting. I had no moans to test the accuracy of tlie Ciiphiin’s statement, as the 
passengers had disembarked, and as lie admitted to having 23 excess passengers on board I 
reported him to Mr. Trevor Grant, my immodiuto superior. Mr. Trevor did nothing to my 
knowledge on that report. The next vessel was tlie Jo/f» L'lmnwe ; sho came on the 
24th Juno. On the morning of tho 24th, as I looked down the river, the Sir John Lawrence 
not having come in, I noticed about two and a half miles from her mooring place tho masts of 
tho vessel evidently at anchor. The whole day passed (1 had noticed this about 7 a.m.) till 
3 o’ clock when I saw Captain Iluilooh’s launch, called the Jack, leave her moorings and 
silently floating down tho stream. She did not blow her whistle. She ought to have done 
so, and had always'done so previously. In the course of about two hours tlie Jack returned 
with a crowd of passengers.. I immediately sent two coustables to count her passengers, 
while I went with two others on board the Lawrence, which had followed the Jack up the 
river. I mot the Lawrence and went on board at tho jetty. The two ooustables I had sent I 
saw hoard the Jack at her usual mooring place.' 1 went on hoard and sent for Captain Irvine 
and also the Agent, Juggohundhu Baboo. I then asked Captain Irvine to keep tally 
with me. Captain Irvine and the Agent us well said it was useless giving this trouble, for 
there were no excess passengers on board. I insisted upon tho Captain keeping tally with 
me. 'We counted the passengers, and onr tally agreed; there were 561 passengers on board 
tho Lawretwc, whereupon both the Agent and the Captain declared that I had given them 
unnecessary trouble. By this time the counting of the passengers on the launch Jack was 
reported to me. 

Question.-- Was any report made to you on that day or .xt that time by the police you 
hod deputed to cotmt the passengers on board tho Jack f 

Amtcer. —Yes. 

Question. —Did they report to you at tho time the niunber of passengers they had found 
on the Jack? 

Mr. Henderson objects,

Examination confiawcrf.—-After getting that report I spoke to Captain Irvine on the 
subject.

He merely taid to me that he was obliged to get the asristanoe of the launch 
in pODsequenoe of her having run on the sand to lighten her weight by removing a 
certain amount of her paseengers, and he admitted the counting on the launch. He said the 
counting on the launch was tmout right. 1 had told him the number on the launch reported 
to me. • 

Examination continued. —I reported the matter to mj official superior, Mr. Trevor Grant. 
I have a copy of the letter I sent to Mr. Trevor Ghrant with me. I produce it. I made that 
copy at Ciiandbally from the original on the seme day that I despatched the original. I 
compared this copy with the original after I made it. It is a correct copy. 

Mr. Kilby troders the copy. 

Mr. Henderson objects. 

Objection upheld. 

Examination continued. —Shortly after this report liad gone in, I received a copy of a 
letter. I have the loiter by me. On the occasion of last year’s cyclone, the 17th or i hth of 
June, I was standing on the wharf at Ohundbally with the Commissioner .VI r. Metcalfe. 
At that moment the Lawrence was coming into Chandbally. Mr. Metcalfe’s son was a 
passenger by that vessel. The Lawrence appeared to me overcrowded. I got instructions 
from the Commissioner. I superintended the counting of the paosengers, which was done 
by Sub-Inspector and head constable. I asked for the usual report and got it in writing. 
I doubted tne statement I received. I went over to the Agent’s office ; then Juggobundhu 
Babu showed me a letter. 

Question by the President. —Prom your experience gained as an Inspector of Police 
at Chandbally, and officially responsible for the counting of passengers arriving and depart¬ 
ing in the steamers at that port, give mo the conclusions you have arrived at as to the 
nature of the manner in which that counting is done. 

Ansicer. —I have no hesitation in saying that there is no reliance to be placed upon 
the report of the subordinate police staff, and from the nature of the system it can never 
be satisfactory. 

Examination continued. —^When the ship arrives very often at midnight, passengers may 
escape from all sides of the vessel without being detected. The Sub-Iuspeotor, head oon- 
stable or policemen keeping tally ore very likely to moke a mistake. When passengers 
disembark they do so over a stage erected between the vessel and the wharf. The stage is six 
feet wide and there is a general rush—sometimes one, sometimes six abreast, all pushing to got 
ashore. The counting is done by a single man, and at the oonolusion of the counting he 
reports what he likes. There is no means of either checking his counting or establishing 
a proseoufion against tbo Captain. In the cose of departure from Chandbally it is a common 
practice for passengers to go aboard when the vessel has left the wharf and is in mid¬ 
stream ; the police having returned after the final counting. I have also noticed passengers go 
aboard when the vessel has proceeded about 500 yards down from its mooring place, and I have 
drawn the attention of my superior to the fact. I have documents now in my possession 
here, on which I base the allegation I have made as to tbo manner in which tlie 
counting is performed at Chandbally. I have been backwards and forwards to Chandbally 
about ten times. I rotnmed the last time in the Lawrence. There was not os many 
pilgrims as usual. When I went aboard it was in the slack time in November. In the Sea 
Ouil, on one occasion, it took one half an Pour to get a distance of sixty feet on 
the lower deck, it was so crowded. The passengers were closely packed, jammed 
so blose together, there was no lying down room. Not a single passenger on that deck 
oould have laid down. The Sea Gull generally does the passage in 14 or 16 hours. 
In Che foul weather season she oould not do the passage in that time. On dark nights the 
steamers have to anchor in the river; then she would take 28 hours. 1 have noticed very 
many cases of passengers, after disembarking from all the ships, die from exhaustion caused 
by sea-siokiiess, or whatever else, half an hour after they lauded. Liast year, between June 
and July, in one day I counted as many as 18 dead homes; these included dead bodies of 

E ersons who had bm^u brought from Puri to tlie Lawrence. During the pilgrim season, wliidi 
egins about the middle of May and lasts till about the end of September at least, that was 
the last year, I saw at least 100 dead pilgrims a mouth; this was the ease from the beginning 
of June to tho end of July. These pilgrims include tliose which came irom Puri and those 
which oame off the ships. A good number of pilgrims die who oome off tho shijis. 
Thei’e is no inquest held on these dead bodies; the police 1 believe make tho usual rcjxjrt. 

I was not dismissed from the Goverumont service for withholding CJovemniont money. 

I have not been dismissed. I was removed from the service at Chandbally. On the ihtth 
July I left Chandbally on sick leave. At the time I had in my'possession a sum of Rs. 300 
entrusted to mo; about this sum. Not having received any orders what to do with this 
money, and being too ill to transmit it from a treasury 45 miles off, I sent for a native 
assistant and told him that I would take this money with mo to hospital. I did so. I brought 
the money to Calcutta. I got 10 days’ casual leave. Eventually I paid Mr. Trevor Grant 
the money. I had previously informed Mr. Grant I had tho money by mo. I put in two 
oertifioates I have received from the Government. (T) and (V). 

Cross-examination by Mr nenderson.—'L was removed *, my senioes wore dispensed 
with. If an officer is dismissed the Government service ho has no hope over to regain 
admission. I was only “ removed.” The letter telling me that I was to oease serving Govern¬ 
ment as Sub-Deputy Collector of Chandbally is at Serampare. I oould prodnoe it by 
Monday. I am suffering from pleurisy. I obtained oasual leave from the Commissioner 
through Mr, Ghaut. I went to Balasore on the 27th Angust. I had been 10 days in 
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Calcutta when I got a doctor’s certificate from Mr. Crombie for a month. I got no further 
certificate. 1 was not in hospital. 1 was an out—door patient. I visited the hospital di^y. I 
was not arrested when I got to Balasore. I have never men arrested hj the police. My account 
books were at Chandbally; pending their arrival I had to find hail in the sum of Rs. dOO. 
When the books arrived, and when done with, I was told I might go back to Calcutta'. 
Mr. Trevor Grant made the order directing bail in Court. I went direct to Court from 
the ship. I signed no bond. Mr. LePatourel of the steamer pilot, stood bail. He is still 
my fnend. The sum was Rs. 318. 1 handed that sum to Mr. Trevor Grant. According 
to Mr Grant’s reckoning my accounts wore about Ks. 282 short, but there weus a difference 
of opinion between us. Captain LePatourel lent me the Rs. 282. I hand edit in under protest. 
This Hb. 282 was not a part of the Us 300 I paid to Mr. Trevor Grant. I have repaid 
Mr. LePatourel the sura of Rs 282 which he lent mo to pay Mr. Trevor Grant. I appealed 
to Government, and the Govemmejnt refunded mo Ks. 282. Before appealing to Govern¬ 
ment I never applied to Mr. Trevor Grant for the return of that money. I gave LePatourel 
a piano for the lls. 282 he lent me. When I said tliat I had repaid Mr. I^ePatourel in money, 
I meant that I had repaid him the full equivalent of the Ks. 28 i by the piano which he 
wante^. I paid two sums to Mr. (irant—Rs. 318 on one dny and Rs. 282 on another day. 
C^aptain LePaturel was in Calcutta the day before yesterday. The niano transaction was an 
out and out sale. I swear it was not handed over to Captain LePatourel as security, a Aond- 
jide sale. lie has nevor cither written or spoken to me on the subject. I served the Govern¬ 
ment originally as Assistant 8ub-Dpputy Opium Agent. I was on the supemumeraiy list. 
My sorvioes were not dispensed with in that department. I never served Hoore, Miller and 
Company, nor the Calcutta Steam Navigation Company. I cannot say whether I did apply 
to Hoare, Miller and Company for work I was never in the service of the East Indian Rail¬ 
way Company. The native I told about my taking the money with me is named Baboo 
Jan. Mr. Grant admitted that he had seen that letter. I ku»»w (Captain Palmer. I never saw 
Captain Palmer interfere in any way with the counting of the passengers. It is not true 
that the police have to report any excess to him, and have done so right tlirough. I made 
two ropoif® to Mr. Trevor Grant about the counting of passougors. I insisted on tho 
removal of tho Sub-Inspoctor heoauso I reported him. lie was removed in consequence of 
my report; no other policeman was removed on that report. I only reportetl against the Sub- 
lusp^tor. 1 emphatically deny that I had nothing to do with tho counting tho passengers 
at Chandbally. I certainly did not clear out of Ohandhally because the place was made too 
hot for me. I got Sunday and holiday fees. 1 nevor drew the extra salary of Rs. 50 a 
month, though tho appointment comes to tliat sun). It was never notified to mo that £ should 
got that sum. I did apply, for that sum. Juggohundhu Babu did not toll me thkt neither 
he nor Captain Irvine were allowed to pass excess passengers. I swear that he never told me 
that there were orders of tho Agents against oarryiug oxcess passengers. Tho Habu never 
mentioned tho Agents to me at all. 1 have not the faintest recollection of having either 
verbally or in writing stated that tho Agents prohibited the carrying of excess passengers. 
1 did not weiu’ uniform as a policeman. If I had stated it in any report that would be 
true. The Suh-Inspeotors were never charged with bribery in any court that 1 know of. I 
was supposed to keep a diary, hut I do not do so, because I had not a copy of it. I kept 
the written reports ; filed them in my oflice. The documents I have with me I did not take 
to hospital; it was in my office in Chandbally. My office is my bungalow. I removed 
those papers from ray office. I removed nothing that had boon filed as port of the records of 
the office. The papers I have with me are mine. I have seen a ship arrive at midnight 
I should say about*flfty times from the 18th of March to the 18th November. When I was 
strong I wont down to meet these midnight arrivals When I was ill, 1 depended upon 
the Sub-1nspe(!t.»r. I' first took ill about the beginning of May. I applied for leave 
immediately but did not get sanction. The suggestion was from Mr. Grant that I should 
perform the duties of Inspector. On tho 18th* June os reported by ihe Sub-Inspector the 
Hir John Lawrence carried 613 passengers, on the following week 24th June 678 passengers, 
on tho week following the 24th J une 1 cannot give you the number. 1 kept special note 
of the iHth and 24th Juno, because I had doubts at the time of tho reports made 
me by tho Sub-Inspoctor. I saw two dead bodies thrown out of the Coc<inada on one 
occasion. • 1 saw a body also on board the Sea QuU. I made no report of the dead-bodies 
I saw.

The 22nd Augmt 1887 Minden Augier — Croan-examination continued to Mr. Henderson. I 
])rodnoe the letter of Government directing my removal dated 18th Ootoher 1886, put in and 
marked (19).^ There was a Deputy Colleotor and Magistrate named Davidson at Bhudmok, 
46 miles away. Deputy Collector Davidson was not my immediate superior. When I took 
sick leave I received no iustruotions from Mr. Davidson to await his arrival; I can swear 
no instruction reached me which I saw telling me to await the arrival of Mr. Davidson. I 
understand _ that Mr, Davidson arrived the day after I left Chandbally. The piano was 
not under hire from Harold and Company or from any other Company. I bought the piano 
from Chrdenwood and Company about May 1686.' price was its. 450. 1 agreed to pay 
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Eb. 6d a month. I paid two instalments when my trouble came upon me. I still owed 
Greenwood Bs. 860. I did borrow money from a man named Mohamed Bhoy Baflamjee, he 
hol^; a ^nd note of mine. I did not borrow money from Qolam Mohammed; I did 
receive Es. lOO as a deposit from the sirdar of the Chandbally h4t, and I credited it 
to Government; that Es, 1 00 was part of the Rs. 318, I delivered to Brant. I did not ask 
Juggobundhu Baboo to get up a memorial on my behalf I asked no body to do this. When 
X came back from siok leave the Sub-Inspector I had reported against was gone. This letter 
was sent ,me Sor my information by the Sub-Inspector of Pohoo at Chandbally, pnt in and 
marked (20) After the receipt of this letter I ceased to act as Polioe Inspector as far as 
counting passengers was concerned, the letter got to me some time between the I Oth and 
12th Jul^. 1 never heard of any decrees for execution sent to Chandbally against me 
or even to Balasore.

Donald Fraser Mackenzie stoorn aaiih to Mr. KUhy. I am a partner in the firm' of 
Messrs. Maoneill and Company. My firm were proprietors of of tlxe ^ir John Laicrencc 
at the time she foundered. Mr. William Maokinnon was proprietor of J.J and Duncan 
Macneill and Company were proprietors of that proprietory was for Smtieniber 1884 
to date. From November 1875 to July J88I, Maoneill and Company of C5alcutta wore 
proprietors of 2|, British India Steam Company Duncan Macneill and Company From 
August 1881 to Aug'ust 1884. Macneill and Company, Calcutta, were proprietors of 
British India Conroany Duncan Mecneill and Company We bought i]\& Sir John 
Lawrence from Mr, Shepherd of Bombay. I cannot toll you what William Mackinnon 
and we paid the British India for their share. The transfer was done at home. The j)rioo 
of the ^ we bought was also arranged at homo. 1 cannot tell you what we paia. According 
to my calculation from documents in the possession of my firm, we sjxent Rs. 95,000 on 
the repairs of the Sir John Lawrence in 1883-84. The Sir John Lawrence was insured at 
the time of her loss for £5,000 at homo. I am not aware of any survey being hold on 
the Sir John Lawrence for the purpose of this insuranoo, nor am I aware of thoir being any 
■eeessity for such survey, 1 produce the pay sheet and postage hill from it. I can say that 
in the month of March 1887, that the Sir John Lawrence carried 31 dock crow and 22 
engine-room crew, the April pay bill went down in the ship; I believe there was no material 
variation in tljo number of the crew mentioned in the March and April pay bill. The deck 
crew consisted of the master, mate, clerk, Chinaman carpenter, butler, two cuddy servants, one 
cook and cooksmate, one 'saloon topaz, one deck serang, one tindal, ten lascars, two dock 
topazes, three seacunnies, one leadsman, one bhundari, or sailor’s cook, and one pannewalla. 
1 was not in Calcutta when the great repairs of 1883-84 wore undertaken. 1 do not know 
therefore what the negotiation were which preceded the decision that she should be 
repaired. A sura of money was paid to Mr. Bushhy by our firm for his professional advice 
as to the requirements of the Board of Trade in regard to the alteration on the hull of the 
vessel. Mr. Young was Superinteuding Engineer, who carried out the repairs not being cog¬ 
nizant what those requirements wore. The hononiriom paid to Mr. Bushby was lls. 1,000. 
All fees were paid to the Port Commissioners. The tickets sold on the lost voyage made 
by the Sir John Lawrence were as follows :—

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Of the 710, some 30 or 40 passengers were allowed to proceed by the Mahratta. N& note 
was kept of the number of these tickets. The license nmnber was 785. She was therefore 
short of 26 passengers apart from those which went by the Mahratta. The Captain 
would report to Mr. Cume the money collected on board from passengers without tickets 
Commanders have •instructions not to leave port with an excess number of passengers on 
board, and as a natural oonsequenoe of those instructions, the Commander would not lift 
anchor so long as he had an excess number on board. I should not myself neoessarily be 
aware what the sums would be the Captain might pay in as received from passengers, who had 
gone on board without tickets. We continue selling tickets till the evening of Tuesday 
Before closing the office we advice the Captain as to the number sold, and if there be a margin 
the Captain is autliorized to receive passengers on board without tickets till the number 
representing the margin is exhausted. The money paid into the office by the Captain 
through Mr. Currie would be entered, or received, “from Captain Irvine deck freight 
account Sir John Latorence," there are such entries I believe. I have not looked specially 
for tliem. ^ ^

* Donald Frazer Mackenzie Examination continued.— By referonoe to our onjb sheets 
• during the interval when the court rose, I have ascertained that the entries are made as 
above. These cash sheets do not refer solely to the Sir John Latcrenee, but to the above 
cash transaction of our firm. My head book-keeper showed me these entries. I saw two 
entiios, one in tlio subsidiary book and one in the cash sheet. I did not observe the 
amounts partioularly, it was a small amount. I would not necessarily be likely to 
know the fact if the Captain at any time did receive moneys from passengers whb 
did not buy tickets. Wo keep a registar of tickets issued for each voyage. I produce 
the register. The repster dates from 5th January 1885 to 6th July 1887. During 
this time, in my belief, no instances occur when tickets were issued by my firm in 
excess of the maximum license number at each season of the year of passengers on board 
the Sir John Lawrence. It has never come to my knowledge that passengers in excess 
of the authorized licensed number were carried by the Sir John Lawrence. On the 18th of 
May 715i tickets were told to passengers for the Sir John Lawrence. The Captain oolleoted 
about Rs. 100, but I won’t swear to the actual amount. I only looked at the ratry casually. 

I could not tell you how many or if any passengers paid money to the Captain, it is quita 

possible that the sum mentioned was obtained ou freight alone. The Captain would hare 
nothing to do with cargo charges excepting deck freight. The Captain would pay 
his oolleotions to us in Calcutta Not so far as I know have wo as owners nor 
Captain Irvine been "fined for carrying excess passengers. Except the Captains tally 
we kept no check on the number of the passengers actually landed at Chandbally 
or in Calcutta. Absolutely no commission was paid to the Captain in respect of passengers 
who went on board without tickets or for anything else. These documents are signed*by 
Mr. Currie on behalf of the firm, put in and marked (V). These two documents are aim 
signed by Mr. Currie on behalf of my firm, put in and marked (W). 

To Captain deSmidt.—Tha Sir John Lawrence was insured at home, but how the 
knowledge of the risk was obtained, I am unable to say As far as I know no report was 
sent from Calcutta of the condition of the vessel with the object of effecting that insurance 

I do not know what suggestion Mr. Bushby made as tet the proposed alteration in the' 
hull. Oiu* boats are surveyed under the Indian Passengers Act. I beheve. 

To Mr. K’e&rw»i/.—Captain Irnne stood very well with our firm. I have made several 
voyages with him and never saw him drink anything stronger than gingerade. I most 
certainly never saw him under the influence of liquor at any time, and I believe him to be 
thoroughly kind and oonsidorate to his passengers, he was a regular typical old sailor. 

To the President.—Tho price of tickets sometimes rose, according to the demand On 
the last voyage the prices rose from Rs. 3 to Rs. 6 We refunded money on 21 tickets 

II of them at Rs. 3 and the romaiqdor at 118.5. Speaking from the sale of tickets in our 
office and dodufiting those allowed to proceed per Mahratta, she had 670 passengers Our 
maximum number is 735 passengers in foul weather. If the police evidence be TOrreot that 
she left with 735 passengers on board, there must have been 65 without tickets. I can 
give no explanation, booauBo I was not there how it came about that some of the persons 
who bought tickets for that voyage were not recoived on board The oaptbiu would be 
aware of the variation in the price of tickets. 1 can give you no reason why the number of 
passengers is not filled in our application for (B i certificate marked (W). On getting iu- 
formation of Mr. Neustein’s charges, I referred the particulars of those charges to Mr 
Young for report, and on hoaring what ho had to say, I consulted my Solicitors as to the 
advisability of prosecuting Mr. Neustein for defamation. The fair season is from the 16th 
November to the 31st March and 16th August to 30th SoptemW. The foul season is from 
1st Anil to 15th August and Ist October to 15th November. 

Cross-examination to Mr. Henderson. —The notice has to bo given at least 24 hours before 
the vessel sails; the application is sent in at least ‘24 hours before the vessel naila 
passengers are granted tickets right up to the end of the day before the ship sails. It would 
be impossible to state on that application the number .of passengers she vyas to carry 
in any particular voyage.

Jmiijobundhn Chotfer/tw,’ so/emnhf affirmed, sai/h to Mr. Thnderson .— I am Agent to 
Messrs. Macnoill and (Jompany at Chandbally. 1 have- been there 4 years aud G months. 
1 have kept the account of j)a8souger.s booked from Chaudbally to Oalcutta ; the number of 
tickets sold. Tao police keep a tally and also the Captain kojit a tally of x>a.s<engers Avho 
Avent on board at Chandbally. Similar tallies are kept in rosjatol of passenj^jrs landed 
from the ship at Cbandbally. I know Mr. Palmer ; lio is Port Olfipur there ; ho sometimes 
comes aud Avatolios the landing of tho passengers there. 1 cannot say av bother he has 
anything officially to do Avilh the landing aud embarking of pas.sengers. I kmrw 
Mr. Clnipraan ; lie Avas Inspector of Police at Ciiaudbally up to May 18s6. He was 
succeeded by Mr. Augier. I remember on one occasion Mr. Augier eonuted passengers. 
I sometimes, when it is necessary, used to go ami meet tho steamers on arrival I Avas 
in the habit of going. 1 did not go every time whoa there was a rush of jiassougei-s. 1 
almost nlAi’ays wont on Iward ; that was during the pilgrim season. Last year 1 did not go on 
board every time passengers were landed during the rush. 1 cannot recoUect whether 
he w'ent and counted ]>asseugers on any other occasion. While Augier avus at (ihandbally 
during the busy, season, I went to meet the steamer mure than once. During these 
occasions I did not see Augier have onytliing to do with counting passengers. 
1 saw Mr. Augier count the iiassengers only once as I have said, and 1 think that was 
in June. 1 cannot remember the day in June 1 remember the ociaisiou when the 
Sir John haverenre. stramlod some little distauoo from Chandbally, the Juek w'eat to 
tho assistance of the Sir John Lawrence. On that occasion Augier took part in the 
counting of the passengers.^ I was _ not present at tlio counting I could see Augier 
counting fiom my office; just at the landing stage. Augier told mo there were a 
few passengers in excess. 1 took steps to see whether that was so or not; there was 
no excess. I have verbal orders from Macueill and Company not to sell tickets in 
excess of the licensed number. On that occasion passengers were lauded on tho 
Jack The police keep profior tally at Chandbally. I had opportmiitios of seeing how 
the police did their duly, sometimes there has been a diserojiamsy discovered i-etween the 
number of ticUots sold and the number eounted. Tho discrepancy Avas between H to iO, 
BomctinicB more, sometimes less than the number of tickets sold. 

So far as 1 can judge tlib police did their duty in connection with counting tho passengers 
jiroperly. During the four years 1 was at Chandbally it never came to my knowledge 
that more than the lioensod inunbcr of passengers were ever carried by tlie Sir John Lawrenr.e. 
1 was never present at any conversation between Captain Irvine and Augier. Augier gave 
us to uuderstaud that ho hud some power to count passengers. Afterwards a Sub- 
lusjioeter told us Mr. Augier had no power to onuut passengers, that was while Augier 
Avas in Chaffdbally. Augier loft Chamlbally for Oalcutta on a plea of sickness in July 1886, 
that was before Davidson arrived If excess passengers had been carried and 1 discovered 
it I shouhl hav'e reported the matter to Maoneill and Oomfiany. 1 have never known 
jiasseugers landed before the steamer got to (.’bandhally in order to eviwle the oountiug by 
the police. I believe tho Jack whistled when she left her moorings to go t * the help cf the 
Sir John Lawrence. I Avas sent for by Augier on tJiat day. 1 have never known the 
passengers on board tbo Sir John Lawrence so closely packed that they could not lie down. 
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Crosit eraminafim to Sir. Kilby. —On the oocasion •when Mr. Augier told me there were 
excess- passougers I enquired of the t'aptain what tally he kept, lie said he kept tally of 
170 passengers landed in the r/wf/-, and 561 on the *SVr John Lawrence, he hod a total of 
731. Mr. Augier came to my office, I sliowed him the letter of advice scceived from Maoneill 
and O'-mpany, it showed a less nnniher than 735. how much less I do not know. The police 
do pot report to mo the numbers show by the’r tally. Wo enquire from them, they are not 
bound to report. Wo invariably enquire both in resjicet of f)assorigt>r8 arriving and those 
departing; wo ask for the number gi\-tM» by the tally of disembarking passtmgers in order to 
SCO if the number shown in our advice n'>to agrees with that tallied by the police. Tho 
advice note only shows tho p;is.soiigors who are ticket holders : when the tally docs not 
agree with the advice note, wo enquire of the discrejianc'y from tho Captain. I’lie Captain 
is not Bubordinal.o, nor does he have to report to me about any oF tho passengers he 
brings from «'aloutta I do not sc'O his aewunts, nor do 1 supervise them. I go on 
board wlieu I am wanted, otherwise I do not go on. I may pay the steamer ten visits in 
the 24 hour s.

Daniel Carrie ftworn sai/h to Mr. llcmlrrson :—I am an assistant to the firm of 
Messrs. Maoneill and Company off and on for about five 3 'cars. J was agent to that firm 
at Chaiidhally. I tKune up hero in July 1881. At that time an account of the passengers 
landing and embarking was kept by the jxdice. It was ]>roperly kejit During these foui- 
years 1 never saw dead bodies taken off the steninors. T remember Noustein coming 
to the office for a certitionte. Ho catim to me first. 1 refused him a cortifi<!ate and told him 
he might go to Mr. Maekenzio. Mr. Mackenzie called mo in and told mo to moke out a 
oortilicato ftir Ncusttiiii. At the time 1 -wrote out the certificate I put in it wliat I considered 
was tho iTistruclions Mr. Maektuizio gave mo. I was afterwards told I had exceeded those 
instnuitions 1 heard afterwards th:i.t Captain Irvine gave a eertificate to Neust-ein 
As far at 1 can rcm(.unbcr now Mr. Mackonzie told mo to givo Nenstein a oertilioate for 
service. On tlios^ instructions 1 wwte what I did. Captain Irvino told me that he gaxo 
Nenstein a ccrlificato. When 1 usko I irvino aliout that ciertifioate, he said he did not want 
to take the bi-cud out of Neustoin’s mout.h. Noustein wrote to the Li<'uteuant-Governor and 
others and bucked it up by stating that ho held a cortifi(;iito from Maenoill and Company' and 
the Ca])tain. Ncustoiu left the service in October. I spoke to Captain Irvine after the 
20th October. Captain Irvino said he wasala/.v good-for-nolhing fellow. That was that all 
was said. 1 have had to do with the Chaiidhallv^ line. I am positive that excess 
passengers arc not carried. 1 liave no reason to doubt Captain Irviim’s honesty. 

Cross-ixaniinatiou fa Mr. Kithy. — As Agent for five years at Cliandhally, I made trips 
about once a mouth hetwecu V'liandbally and Cahnitta, and iiavo every opportunity of 
•judging. As a rule, I had sold t-Iie tickets previously ; so on getting on board then I know 
now many poojde ought to bo on board. 1 invariably asked tlu> pnHco what was the 
number of jwisseiigors they counted : this jipplies both to passengers arriving and departing. 
I did this to know how wo c»)iiip!ired with other companies ruimiug steamers there. 1 am 
sure the other companies did not carry excess passengers, bexiause if the foi'o is lls. 2 
and the fine Its. 20, it duos not pay. I have, wlu'U there was occasion to do so, 
assisted the police to count passeugei's. I was acting in Maenoill and Coiiii)an.y’s 
interests and assisting tho Captain. I am now speaking of passengers cmbiukiiig 
merely. 1 assisted tlie police in every way possible by giving men to kocj) back 
the rush in order that they might kocj) a pr.>per tally. 1 assisted tho Captain in 
counting. I have coiuitod every passenger at times, in order to see that the whole of 
the ticket-holders wont on board. I am speaking of what I used to do six j-cars ago. 
Baboo Juggobundlni (3ititt,erjeo performs that duty now at Chandbally. I have not been 
down to Chandbally siuco Cctober last 3 'o.ar. \Vo had a fair number on th(.» voyage 
down. Juggobundlm did not talL' tho pas.sengers out on that occasion. We had only 
301) on board—about. The t'aptuin, over}’- 8atm-day on Ids return from Ohandbally, 
paid me all sums ho had received as dock collnotions. Ha liad no orders t-o 
pay it to me, hut I heng in charge of the dc'parfment, ho did pay it in to me. He has 
paid the money in to me siuco 1881. Tho payments were generall}' small sums, varying from 
Its. 5 to 20. Now ;i.ud again I may have received as much as lls. 100. In competition 
times the deck collections woro iulinitosimal, bocauee passengers could get tickets for 
4 annas, end they could not go on board without them, when they would have to pay Us. %. 
'I'he nominal faro was Us. 2, if they did not take out tickel-s. Competition lasted up to 
about Maioh this year. Tiie pilgrim rush began in June and sometimes in July. 

There had been a 
pretty good number of tickets sold iu tho previous week.

John Ilenderson stcorn sailh to J/V. Jlrnderson. —1 am Cliiof Engineer to the Rivers 
Steam Navigation Company. I have been Chief Engineer for twenty years in that servicse.. 
I remember the collision between tlio hidore and the eiir John l,ainenrp. 1 put the 
patch on the starboard plate on Iward the Laurence. 'J lio jdato was in llio forecastle: it 
was npt in the forepeuk. Tho patch was bolted on: it was not riveltcd. Rod load pack¬ 
ing was used. I saw the plate both before and after the jagged edges wore cut. 1 was 
jiresout when they were cut. I was pri'.sont when jeart of the cutting of tlio jagged edges 
was done. The plate was a quarter ineli thicik. I wont inside the forocaslln. The plate was 
in a very fair state. Thoro was paint on it, both inside and outside. No suggestion was 
made to mo that tho plate was too tliiii to prit a patch on. I saw Jjccch on board lit! 
made no suggestion about the plate beiTig thin. Neither ho nor any one else. When 1 
wont into the forecastle, 1 observed th.' frames. T wont on purpose to observe frames: 
they were in a good state. It is not tme to say they were nearly eaten through : they 
were about fth inch thick I have had a good ileal of -.'cjtoricnco in jiuttiug jdates 
on to Inland vessels. I have no doubt iu my mind that the plate on winch pattdi was jmt 
was thick enough. The repairs I made was temporary, as f.or as the bolts wore ooncorned. 
At the time it was fully understood tliat later tlie bolts would have to bo taken out and rivets 
put in. The patch was a perfectly safe patch, its 1 maile it. After being riVetted on the jdate 
it would, in my opinion, be perfe(!Uy safe as a permanent repair. 

(JroHS-exnmination to Mr. Kilby. —T did not see tho collision occ!ir. I know tho damn«-o 
which was done to the Lawrence. Tho starbourd boat smaslied and tho two davits on wliieu 
it hung bent. There was a slight indentation near the knight head. There was tlio hole which 
was patched also. Besides this tliert! was no other damage. I understood that tho Lawrence 
ran into the Indore from Mr. Ijoech. The plate was put on in May 1885. I Itav e had to 
do with the repairs of a good many ships, but wo have to put on patches as engineers. 
I have put on a good many i)atohes on Inland vess(!ls. It is har<lly a tiling to forget that 
tho patch was put on. The circumstance.^ that itn]ircssod tho position of the plate in my 
mind was that it was tho plate just above the sheer strakc. I remember admiring tho 
thickness of tho sheer strako, it was of siudi unusual thickness. Tho hole was in oxio ])lato. 
the breadth of the plate was abotit 2!t>, it may have boon more. It w as an irregular hole 
after it was out; I should say after it was cat it was betwecui 15 inches and l(i inches 
square. Tho bole was in the centre of tho plate; it must have Ixeen in the centre of tho 
plato.

Tuo hole was about 8, 9 or 10 feet above the 
water as she was when I saw her.

No exemption from this rule is allowed on account of Degrees obtained or Examinations passed at any 
other University. 

[This Examination is accepted (n) by the College of Surgeons, (A) by the Incorporated Law Society, 
in lieu of tlieir Preliminary Examinations. It also exem|its candidates for admis.sion to the Royal 
Military College from the Preliminary Test, except in (Toometn'e.al dr.awing. And it is among those 
Examinations of which some one must be jmssed (1) by every Miulical Stiulciit on eoninieiicing his 
professional studies ; and (2) by every person entering upon articles of elerksbip to a solicitor,—any 
sncli person who may have Matriculated in the Honours or in the First Division being entitled to exemp¬ 
tion from one year's service. 

[This and all other Examinations of the University, together with the Prizes, Exhiliitions, Scholar¬

No candidate shall he admitted to the MAxiitcui.ATioN Examination unless he have 
produced a certificate allowing that he has completed his sixteenth year.'^ This ecr ificate 
shall be transmitted to the Registrar at least one cnlenilnr month before the commeucemeut 
of the Examination. 

A fee of two pounds shall he paid at Matriculation. No candidates shall be admitted 
to the Examination unless he have previously paid tiiis fee to the Registrar.'' If. after 
payment of his fee, a candidate withdraws his name, or fails to present himself at the 
Examination, or fails to pass it, the fee shall not be returned to him, but he shall bo allowed 
to enter for any subsequent Matriculation Examination upon pavineui. at every such 
entry, of an additional fee of one pound, provided that he give notice to the Registrar at 
least one calendar month before the commeucemeut of the Examination.

^ At the close of the previous week the meteorological conditioiiH over the proviaee 
were distinctly those which TUiirk the close of the rainy season in Bengal, and the commettce- 
ment of the transition condiiions which uhtaiii up to the time of the setting in of the 
north-east monsoon or the cold-wi-ather conditions. Dry north-westerly winds were blowing 
over the greater part of tin; province, and m fact i he only districts in which southerly and south¬ 
easterly winds still continued to blow were at tlic extreme easterly stations of East and North 
Bengal and in Assam. Humidity bad bi'como Vi-ry low at the western stations, and cloud pro¬ 
portion had also become small generally over tin; whole province. Nf)rtherly aud riortn- 
wc.sterly winds were also blowing over a considerable part of the northern half of the 15:iy, 
though in the souta a fairly strong south-west monsoou current still prtwailnd. These 
conditions continued practicaliy unaltered during the first four or five days of the preseut 
week, though at the eastern and northern stations wind directions cb.angcd somewhat, and 
became in majiy eases north-easterly. On the fith and Gth winds became lighter and more 
variable in dircetiou tlian they had hitherto been, aud on tl:e 7th a certain number of 
stations allowed southerly winds, and Ihe.ro was evidence of a cotisidcrable amount of 
intcracliiiii taking place over the province, which eansod conditions to become more 
favourable for rainlall. For the greater part of the week the whole province has 
been practically rainless, except for a few local showers of little or no iuiportaneo; 
hut on the 7ih rainfall was fairly general in the 2i-Perguniiahs and Xhotlna dis¬ 
tricts in South-West Bengal, witile showers were more nuinorous over a considerable 
part of the remainder of the province. Tliese distiirhed conditions in South Bengal were 
prolmhly induced by the formation of a small cyelo;.*.ic S'orm in the south of the Bay, sligh;' 
indieations of which were shown on the 7th by a fanly tmmph te cyclonic circulation over the 
foulrc and south of the Bay ami tty the streiigtlientng of the winds at (ialle aud Diamond 
Island. This storm afterwards developed slightly and crossed the coast close to Madras on 
Sunday morning, the 9th iiistaitl, giving heavy rain to the west coast stations. 

i'/tssto'c.—The changes of uressure during the week have been of comparatively little 
importance aud have been of the noruial oaoillatory character. On October 1st fircssure rose 
in all districts, on the .‘ind and 3id there was a slight fall, on the 4th the changes were small 
and variable, on the 5lh there wtis a further fall, on tlie Gth again the ehaiigos were sunill and 
variable, aud on the 7th there was rather a r.ipid rise. For the w'hoio week the mean 
pressure has nut varied very largely from the normal, and taking i hose st-ations only int.i 
consideration from which ohsei vatums have been received for st'veral ye;.rs, and which there¬ 
fore > it id reliable averages, the im an pressure of tiie province for the week has been onlv 
O'OOS iiKjh in excess of the normal. The extreme laiiutiona arc from a mean excess piessuie 
of 0 038 inch at Hazaribagh to a defect of 0 01 1 iieh ai Cliiitagoiig. In Assam Dhubri nas 
shown a sliglit e.xt;ess pressure (0‘01l3 inch) and Silehar an aiinosl, corresponding (iclVcr, 
while at Sibsaugor pressure has hecn very mtarly normal. For the whole of Assam presMtic 
has been in detect of the normal by 0 003 imni. 

'J'e/i/pirtifuiT. —Owing to the meieoroiogical oonditioiis above de.scribed, and to llie fact 
that raitiiall has been almost absent for tlie week, te.mperalure has boen rather Ingoiy 
in e.xee8s of tiic normal over the whole prov.nee. Th'- i xeess iempetaturo is in no (lisitie' 
smaller tliaii one degree, and the l.'irgest e\ces.s ts I'G' in Noith Bengal, for the whole of 
Bengal the temperature has been in excess of the iiorniat by 1'2°. In Assam also 
temperature has been in e.xet;ss by 1 I®. 

liainfali —It Inis already been iiotieed that until quite tlte elosc of the week riiiiifall was 
practically almost absent. In some distiiets indeed rainfall has been entirely absent through¬ 
out the week, aud thus the wlmh' tif Behar. North Bengal atnl Orissa h.ive received so little • 
rain, that the average falls for eftch district do nut anioiiut to more than a few huiidredtiis 
of an inch. In South-West Bengal tiie fall ihroiighoiit the week his oi ly averaged O oO 
inch, whiclt about a quarter of the normal amount lor the perjod, Imt the rainfall has been 
practically eoufiued to the folinwing districts :—Midnupore. 21-i’ergunnaiis, Howrah, 
Hooghly, Nudtica, Kboolna, Jessorc and Moorshedahad. In East Btiigtil tlie tall has also 
averaged 0‘3G inch, which is about a sixth of tlie normal quantity, tincl tiie falls have been 
received principally in the folltiwiug distiietsDacca, Ituekergunge, Ftirrcedpur and 
Chittagong, The Tipperah district has again been practically raiitliss thronjhout the week 
except at Chandpur, but a icport received by telegram on the ithli sats that on this day 2 50 
inches of rain were receiveii at Comilla. Chutia Nagpur has received during the week an 
average amount of <>*25 inch, whieli i.s about onc-lifth of the noruial fail, but this rain: di 
has been mainly confined to the Maubhoom district.

No. 1983.—^In accordance with the provishms of Section 15, 8uh-.scction8 (1) and (2), 
of the Inu an Securities Act, XlII of 1886, the Govcrnor-Gwieral in Council is pleased to 
publish, foi the information of the public, the following draft of rules which he. proposes 
to make under Section 14 of the Act, and to specify the 15th day of October 1887 as the 
date after which the draft will be taken into coDsidcration ; 

Vropoted Rules under Section 14, Indian Securities Act, 1886. 

1. Interest cages, shewing the several half rears at which interest will pccrup, shall 
be imprinted on the reverse of each new note issued, and payment shall be recorded by the 
stamp of the Disbursing office, or by a manuscript entry, over the space apportioned to the 
half-year concerned. If payment be made^t a Presidency town, the recording entry shall 
•how the Presidency and the date and number of the is.suiiig warrant, which shall be in 
the form of a negotiable instrument payable to the holder’s order. But if payment be made 
at a District Treasury, the recording entry shall shew the name of the treaaurv, the number 
borne by the payment voucher, and the date of payment j this entry shall be authenticated 
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by the initials of the Treasury Officer, and the holder’s receipt shall be taken on the face 
of the payment voucher. If, however, the note be of the old form, and bear no interest 
cage, the holder’s endorsenaent for interest will be required on the note itfielf, and payments 
will be authenticated by tire Uisbnrsing Officer under the endorsement as heretofore. 

2. Under the preceding rule, interest cages shall be imprinted, and (in the case of 
notes in the old form) holder’s endorsements for interest shull be written only on the back 
of the note itself. 

3. If the note be of the old form and bear no interest cage, the holder’s endorsement 
for interest should agree letter for letter with the name in the body of the note, or in the 
transferring endorsement, as the case may be; the usual signature may be added below.^ 

4. An endorsement or receipt by a native female must be attested hy the signatures 
of at least two respectable witnesses, who must attend boiore the ofiicer in charge of the 
treasury where interest is payable, and certify to the genuineness of the endorsement or 
receipt. 

5. Notice of any private trust in an endorsement or receipt for interest is inadmissible. 

6. A. note blank endorsed by the holder is not receivable at any Government Treasury 
or at the Public Debt Offices in the Presidency towns. The holder of any such security will 
therefore be required to specially endorse the same before submitting it for payment of 
interest. 

7. The holder of a note may b6 required to receipt the same for renewal in all or any 
of the following cases, that is to say : 

(1) If the note has been enfaced for payment of interest at a Mofussil Treasury, 

and the holder thereof is dt-sirous of altering the place nf payment. 

(2) If only snlficicut room remains on the back of iho note for one further 

endorsement, or when any word or words is or are written upon the note 
across any existing endorsement or endorsements, all cross endorsements 
being strictly prohibited. 

• (3) If the note is torn or in any way damaged or crowded with writing or unfit, 

in the opinion of the officer before whom it is produced for jiaymcut of 
interest, for receiving eiidor^'cment. 

(4) If, in the opinion of such last-mentioned officer, the title of the person 

presenting the note for payment of interest is irregular or not fully 
proved. 

(5) If the- note in. question, being a counterpart note issued under the provisions 

of Ivule 8, bus ceased to .be the property of a minor, or to belong to an 
estate in which administration is limited to iutuicst. 

In all or any of the preceding cases payment of any further interest on such note may 
be refused until the note is receipted for renewal and actually renewed. 

8. In the case of any note wliich is the property of a minor or belongs to an estate 
in which administration is limited to interest, the Public Debt Ulliee at Calcutta may, 
upon such note being deposited with them, issue to the holder of such note a cuuuterpait 
thereof having the words "counterpart not negotiable” stamned across the face thereof, 
and further payments of interest may be recorded upon such counterpart. Whenever 
such note shall cease to be the property of a minor, or shall cease to belong to an estate 
in which administrMion is limited to interest, the further payment of interest in respect 
of the note may he refused, until the first or any subsequent counterpart (as the case may 
be) issued in respect of it has been receipted and renewed in the manner provirled in the 
last preceding rule. Upon such counterpart being receipted and renewed as aforesaid, the 
same, together with the original note and any preceding counterpart Issued in respect 
thereof, will be cancelled. 

9. No payment of interest and no record or acknowledgment of the payment of 
interest and no issue of a counterpart note under the preceding rules is to be deemed or 
taken to be an acknowledgment of the title of the holder of any note. 

10. Ihe following fees are payable in respect of applications under sections 11 and 12 
of the Act.

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8. Any member wishing ti^ bring any proposition before the Commissioners at a 
meeting shall give written notice to the Chairman or Vice-Chairman of his inteution to do 
so, and such proposition shall be included in the next list of business which may be pre¬ 
pared after the receipt of the notice.

4. Every cnllectine officer shall be provided with a certihoate of his authority to collect, 
and every such certificate shall bear the seal of the Municipality and the signature of the 
Chairman.

30. No one shall carry a corpse or part of a corpse through any highway, unless it be 
decently covered and completely concealed from public view.

31. No person, while carrying any corpse or part of a corpse within municipal limits, 
shall, except for the purpose of ordinary relief,'deposit it on or near any public highway. 

The penalty for infringement shall be a fine not exceeding ils. 10,

• 82 After an iron bucket suspended from an iron chain has been supplied to a well, no 

person shall dra«f water from such well otherwise than by means of such iron bucket.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Under the provisions of the various Police Acts in force in British India, namely, 
Acts XXIV of 1859 and V of 1861 and Bombay Act VII of 1867, the employment of police 
officers is restricted to the presidency, province or place of the police-establishment of 
which they are members. These provisions cause much inconvenience. In the case 
of a railway sy.stem passing through territories under the administration of different Local 
Government.s, they necessitate the employment of a different police force under the 
control of a different authority for each portion of the line W’hich is within the 
limits of the territories of a different Local Government. On the North-Western 
Railway, for example, there are at present no less than seven different forces of police 
under the control of various authorities. Again these provisions prevent even the temporary 
employment, on an emergency, of police officers of one province in any jiart of another 
prov'inee. With the object of removing these inconveniences this Bill has been prepared. 
In order to provide for the employment, under the control of one jiolice authority, of one 
police force •\Vithin limits which are not conterminous with the limits of ii Local Adminis¬ 
tration, the Bill empowers the Governor-General in Council to create general police districts 
embracing parts of two or more provinces ;ind to enrol for service therein a special police 
force under special polici; authorilieSj and it further authorizes the temporary employment 
of Jiolice officers in places beyond the presidency or general police district to which they 
belong.

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Meteorological Report of the Province of 
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SUMMARY OF THE METEOBOLOGIOaL AND RAINFALL .OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOBOLOGIOAL OBSERVa. 

TIONS Takes in assam, during the month of^september* 

The weather conditions in Bengal during September are generally similar to those 
of the previous m'Uisoon months. The south-west monsoon continues to bring up large 
amounts of aqueous vapohr, and during the esrlier weeks of the month the rainfall, more , 
especially in the western districts, is partly due to the Bombay branch of the monsoon 
current, though the greater part of the rainfall is undoubtedly brought up by the current 
blowing from th'' Bay of Bengal. The Bombay branch, however, gives way earlier than that 
from the Bay of Bengal, and from the second or the third week it ceases to influence Bengal. 
The Bay of Bengal branch also weakens during September, particularly during the latter 
half of the month, and at its close it almost withdraws from the province, and thus the 
rainfall in September in Bengalis decidedly smaller than in iTiiIy and August, and the 
‘decrease is also greater in the western districts than elsewhere, from the cessation of the 
Bombay monsoon current comparatively early in the month. 

The intermittent character of the monsoon rainfall has been frequently pointed ont in 
previous surimaries. Each heavy burst of rainfall apj)cats to exhaust for the time being the 
supplies of aqueous vapnnr available for condensation. Hence, after each such burst, the 
monsngn current falls off, and appears to die away in and near its northern limits. Local 
variable winds set in over the Gamjetie plain and extend eastwards. This goes on until the 
moisture current in the rear aecnrnulates fresh supplies of aqueous vapour and renewed 
energy, when it again advances and gives general rain. The majority of these advances 
accompany a certain amount of atmospheric disttirbance. which frequently takes the form of 
small moving depressions or cyclonic circulations or storms. These usually occur near 
the front of the increasing monsoon ciirrei.t, or near its limits of retreat. Hence these 
depressions may originate either over tl.c land or the sea, according to the strength 
and other conditions of the tronsoon current at the time. The chief meteorological 
features of the month are usually the depressions which introdnoo and accompany the 
bursts of rain. Their place of formation, the rapi iity with which they follow one another, 
and the total amount of rain they give, depend mainly upon the strength of the mon.sotm 
current itself, whilst the directions wliich the depressions pursue, and the local distribution 
of rainfall, are determined by the local meteorological conditions prevalent during their 
foriHution and existence. 

JVormai diiilriiution of raiii/a//.—Tho average distribution of rainfall for the month of 
September depends mainly upon the geographical relations of the province to the Bay of 
Bengal monsoon current, which are similar to those of the preceding month. The with¬ 
drawal of the Hombay hiaiich westward deprives e portion of the province (chiefly the 
western districts) of one of its sources oT rainfall, and also somewhat alters the conditions 
and relations of the province to the other hriuich. Hencjj the average distribution of the 
month of Sopfembnr differs, more especially in the western di.striets, eonsiderahly from that 
of the two preceding mouths of July and .August. 

The average raim'all of the month exceeds 20 iiiclie.s in the districts at tho foot of the 
hills in North Bengal. Between this area and a line running we.st .and east tlnough 
Bagdogra, and also in a small area in East Bengal iuclndiug Fenny and Noakliolly, the mean 
raiulall varies between 15 and 20 iuehes. Between these areas and a curved line defined by 
the staiioiis of Bcttiah, Durhhunga, Bhagulporc, Godda, Berhamporc, (Joalumlo, Maniek- 
g.inge, Bagirhat, Diamond Hnrlioiir, Kcndiapara and I’oorce, and thus including the greater 
part of North-liast anjl South-West Bengal and the northerii districts of North Bchar, the 
average rain is from 10 to 15 inches. In the area to the south and west of this line, includ¬ 
ing the whole of Behar, except the most northern portions, the northern and central districts 
of South-Wc.st, Bengal, tHc ^oLthal Pergunnnhs, Ohiitia Nagpur, and the western districts 
of Orissa, the average rainfall is less tbau 10 inches, apd ranges between 6 and 10 inches. 
The greater parfof South-West Bengal and Uhntia Nagpnr, wiihiii this area, has an average 
varying from 8 to 10 inche.s. The average rainfall of the month is least in the Patna. Gya 
and abahabad districts of South Bohur, and in a am-nll area in South-West Bengal, iuclndiug 
the stations of Magoorah, Bongong, Hauaghat, Krisbuagur and ('ulna. In these districts 
the average rainfall very slightly exceeds 6 inches, and ranges between G and 7 inches. 

Meteorology of the month. —At the close of August, Bengal had been influenced by one 
or two very feeble barometric depressions, which bad formed over the laud ; one bad formed 
over South-East Bengal and had given rather heavy rain to the southern parts of the province, 
while a second very feeble depression, accompanied by slight cyclonic circulation of winds, was 
formed over North Bengal, and gave rise to exceaaive rainfall at somo of the statiuua affected 
by it, some stations receiving falls in excess of ten inches within 24 hours. On the Ist of 
September this feeble depression had almost disappeared, but conditions over the greater part 
of the province were favourable for rainfall, and the great majority of stationa on this day 
received moderate rain. Conditions at the commencement of September were thus fairly normal 
for the season, and rainfall was general for the first tbneor four days, but on the 4th s distinct 
cyclonic circulation of winds again set up over part of Behar and Nnrth Bengal, tho centre of 
which appeared to be near Maldah, and in connection with tnis feeble whirl some heavy falls 
of rain occurred, and thus Matiar' in the Purncah district and Falacotta in. the Julpigoree 
district each received mure tiian fifteen inches in a single day; while Mickligtiuge, Julpigoree 
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fbd Oebipunge ^^eived amounts of between ten and fifteen inches. On the 5th the feeble 
wind circniation was transferred to Behar, and rather heavy rainfall continued in tke north of 
the province, but a rapid rise of pressure took place on the 6th, which brought about on the 
6tli a rapid and almost complete change in the meteorological conditions. The minimum 
pressure recorded in the Bay retreated southwards to Ooconada; pressure again rose rapidly 
in Bengal, the rit'e in some instances exceeding a tenth of an inch. Winds became light 
and variable, and at neighbouring stations were frequently of opposite directions in the 
interior of the province, and instead of the very ^strong monsoon current which had previously 
been blowing at the head of the Bay, a light and rather irregular current was reported, 
though at the same time an extremely strong munsocm current was blowing in the south 
of the Bay. liaiufall also to a great exteut ceaned in Bengal, though in Behar some 
heavy falls were reported. On the 7th tiiese conditions developed further, winds bccamo 
northerly at the greater number of stations in the province, pressure remained very high 
in Bengal, and an almost complete break in the rains was established. Conditions over the 
centie and south of the Bay were probably decidedly disturbed at this time, and wind 
directions all round the Bay showed distinct indraught towards the sea area, while in the 
south of the Hay at G»lle a particularly strong monsoon current was blowing. These 
conditions continued unaltered until the 9th, when an extremely rapid fall of pressifre set 
in over the northern half of the Hay, the pressure giving way most rapidly at the eastern 
stations, and on this clay conditions were decidedly favourable to the production of a 
barometric depression in the eastern part of the Hay. From the 6th to the 9th, therefore, 
there was an aim st complete break in the rains over the greater part of the province. 

The conditions lust noticed continued to develop, and on the iOth a distinct depression 
was formed at the head of the Bay, south or south-west of Burrisal, which afterwards drifted 
in a westerly direction across the head of the Hay through Orissa and South-West Bengal into 
the Central Provinces, when it ceased to affect Bengal on about the 13th. In its advance it as 
usual brought heavy rain to tlie area affected by it. The storm having disappeared inland, it 
then became possible for the monsoon winds again to flow over the interior of the province. 
Moderate rain commenced to fall in many districts, but it was neither very general nor heavy. 
A rather strong south-easterly current set in over the whole of Bengal from about the 13th, 
though, at the same time, a strong westerly current was blowing across the south of the Bay 
from the Arabian Sea. This seems to have defiected the area of heavy rainfall from the 
Bengal current towards the east coast of the Bay, and on the I4th Diamond Island reported 
the excessive rainfall of 9'58 inches. On the 15tb and 16th another very feeble depression 
formed in the north west angle of the Bay, which passed inland through South-West Bengal, 
and with its disappearance a fairly steady monsoon current from the Bay of Bengal airain flowed 
over the province, and easterly and south-easterly winds were reported from almost all stations. 
Conditions were almost unchanged on the 17th, and on this day very light and local rain was 
reported from the greater part of the province. On the 18th the changes of pressure over 
the province were a little irregular, and at the western stations winds became rather 

westerly, showing that the westerly current blowing; from the Arabian Sen was still 

influencing Bengal. On the' 18ch rainfall was again irregularly distributed, and the 
greater part of the centre of the province received little or no rain. On the 19th 
pressure commenced to fall, the fall being rather large in North Bengal and Assam, and the 
area of lowest pressure at the Bay stations was transferred to the noith-west angle of the 
Bay and the Orissa Coast ; the westerly winds streiigiheued, and winds became westerly and 
south-westerly over the greater part of the province On this day also general and rather heavy 
rain was received in Hchar and North Bengal, hut t>.c lemainder of the province received 
little rain. On the 2Uth a b isk fall ot pressure took place over parts of Bouth-West Bengal, 
and pressure became distinctly low, a bund nf low pressure apparently stretching from 
Bouth-West Bengal through West Bengal into 3ct)Rr. W''iud8 also commenced to show a 
very faint lendeniy to circuiaciou over Bengal, and rain again fell over a considerable part of 

Behar and North Beugal. On the 21st piessurc continued to fall, and a low pressure area 

was formed over the whole of the centre of the province, while on the 22nd a distinct 
barometric depression was formed at the head of the Bay, which suhseqticntly advanced 
in a northerly or north-north-ea.'iterly direction through the centre of the province into 
North Bengal, giving moderate to heavy rain in its advance. On the 26tb the depression 
had practically filled up, the cyclonic circulation of winds accompanying it had dis¬ 
appeared, and winds became rather irregular in direction, though ram-showers are 
still reported. With the disappearance of the depression conditions became at once less 
favourable for rainfall, and for the remainder of the month generally local showers only 
were reported, principally from the east and north of the province. P'rom the 27th to the 
end of the mouth, pressure almost steadily rose, westerly and south-westerly winds also 
set in at the western stations, and gradually forced back the southerly winds previously 
blowing until, at the close of the month, north-westerly winds were blowing over the whole 
province except at the eastern stations, where siill south-easterly and southerly winds were 
reported. With the setting in of the dry nurth-wcsierly winds humidity rapidly decreased, 
until at several of the western stations the saturation was less than fifty per cent, of the 
possible amount. .Cloud proportion also decreased rapidly, while temperature generally 
increased, and at the close of the month the conditions over the greater part of the province 
l^re distinctly those which mark the close of the rainy season, and the commencement ot 
the transition conditions which obtain, previous to the setting in of the north-east monsoon 
or the cold weathpr season in Beugul. 
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For the whole month therefore it muj be eaid that the monsoon blowing* over the pro* 

rince was weak, the number of deprassions formed in the Bay and advancing over the’ land 
was small, the depressions themselves were very feeble, and finally the mbnsoon diminished 
in strength more rapidly and much earlier than usual, for the monsoon from the Bay of 
-Bengal had almost ceased to flow over Bengal from the 27th of the month. 

Barometric depressiont for the month .—Leaving out of consideration one or two 
extremely feeble whirls which formed over the laud, and which were of no practical interest, 
three feeble barometric depressions only have been formed during the month. Neither of 
these had been of much importance beyond giving moderate to heavy rain to the areas 
afiected by their advance. 

First feeble barometric depression of September 9(h to 12fA.-—On September, the 9tb, 
an extremely rapid fall of pressure set in over the northern half of the Bay, the pressure 
giving way most rapidly at the eastern stations, and thus forming an area of relatively low 
pressure over the north-eastern part of the Bay. On the 10th a further very rapid fall of 
pressure .ttook plane over the northern half of the Bay, and at some of the stations in 
•South Bengal the fall equalled about 0*15 inch. A di.<*tinct barometric depression with 
cycUmic circulation of winds was therefore formed on the 10th, tho centre of which was 
appuT-ontly not very far south of the Suiiderbaus to the south or south-west of Burrisal. 
The drprrssion then travelled in a wcNterly direction, and on the 11th it was about midway 
between Saiigor l-sland and False Point, and it was again accompanied by a distinct cyclonic 
circnlntion of winds, though the wind velocities in connection with it were light. On the 
morning of the i2th the depression hud passed well inland, and had disappeared into the 
Central Provinces. Daring the formation and advance of the feeble storm, moderate to 
heavy min was brotight to the southern districts, and in some cases the falls were,very heavy. 

Second very feeble hnrometric depression, September loth and 16f/i.—On September 
15th a rapid fall of the barometer took place in the north.west angle of the Bay, resulting 
in the formation of a very feeble depression, the centre of which was near Balasore, and which 
was accotnpanicd with ryclonie circulation of winds. The depression gave heavy rainfall on 
this day to parts of South-West Bengal and Orissa, and thus Pooree reported 3’18 inches. 
False Point 4'4G inches, Diiarm.sallah 4’02 iiiche-s, Garbetta 2*18 inches, and Auda(Ban- 
kboruh di.striet) 2'70 iuciies. On the 16th the depre.-sion had entirely passed inlaud, and 
had almost disappeared. It was therefore of very slight importanoe. 

Third feeble barometric depression of September 22nd to itith .—On September 2l8t a 
moderate fall of pressure took place, which was most rapid in South-East Bengal. On 
the 22ud a distinct haromctric depression, accompaniod by cyclonic'circulation of winds, 
had formed over the head of the Buy, the centre being only a short distance south of the 
Eoonderhuus and nouth or south-west uf Burrisal. On the morning of the 23rd at 10 a.m. 
its centre was almost over the coast line of the Sunderhuns, and betweeu Saugor Island and 
Burrisal. The. feeble storm was, as usual, ‘aceompaiiied by distinct cyclonic circulation 
of winds, hut the wind force at the land stations was moderate only, though at the head 
of the Bay squally weather generally prevailed. Ou the 24th the depression advanced 
slowly in u northerly or iiortli-iiorth-casterly direction, and at 10 A M. its centre was near 
Burri.sal and between this station and Je.ssore, and with the advance of the feeble storm inland, 
strong winds set in at the coast stations at the head of the Bay and moderate to heavy rain 
fell over the greater part of the south of the provinne. The feeble Storm oontinued its 
advance in a northerly direction, and at 10 a.m. of the 25th its centnc was in North Beu^al 
between Serajgiiiit;e and Humpore Beuuleuh. It was still well defined, but the depression 
was decidedly sliallower than on the previous day, and it was evidently Ailing up. Ou the 
26tb the depression had practically filled up, the cyclonic circulation of winds accompanying 
the feeble-storm had disappeared, and winds became rather irrtgular in direction, while 
pressure generally rose, and on the 27th the depression had quite disappeared. 

Pressure .—At the commcncemeot of Sepfember the pros.sure distribution was fairly 
normal, hut on the 5th and 6th a very rapid lise 4”ok place over the greater part of the 
province, the rise in some instances equalling about a fifth of an inch. For the first week 
of the month, therefore, pressure was in excess of the normal by 0*06 inch. During the 
second week, owing to the formation of the depression above describe.d, the mean pressure 
became very considerably below the normal, the average defect equalling more than a tenth 
uf an inch. The defect was to a certain extent neutralized in the third week, bnt still 
pressure was in defect by 0 02 inch ; while duriug the fourth week pressure became more 
nearly normal, though there> was still an average defect of 0 01 inch. For the whole 
month, therefore, the mean pressure has been below the normal at almost all stations, and 
taking only those stations into consideration which have recorded observations (or'many 
years, and which, therefore, yield reliable averages, the mem pressure for September for the 
whole province has been 0'014 inch below the normal. The defects have generally been 
largest at the stations in the south of the province. 

Temperature .—Owing to the fact that rainfall has generally been below the normal 
over the province throughout the jjaonth, temperature has been distinctly above it. The 
mean temperature uf the whole province has thus been 0*2** in excess of the normal. The 
clistrihutiou uf temperature, however, is a little irregular, and thus whilb East Bengal 
Orissa have been 0 6“ in excess and North Bengal 0 7“ in cxce.ss. North Behar has shojvu 
a mean temperature of 0 5’’in defect. In South-West Bengal, South Behar, and Cbutia 
Kagpur the variations from norms!temperatures have been very small. In Assam temperature 
h'lS becu rather largely in excess, and the mean excess has equalled 0*8“. 
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Rainfall .—Speaking geuerally, over the whole province there were three adiitinct 
breaks 'itf the rains daring September. The periods of these breaks differed in various 
districts, but may be said roughly to have been from the 6th to the 9th, from the 17th td 
the 19th, and from the 26tb to the end oi the mouth, though* over the greater part 
of.Behar and Chutia Nagpur rain ceased to fall from the 22nd. The actual number 
of rainy days during September has therefore becu very coiisidcrubly smaller than 
usual, and thus while the average niiiuhcr of rainy days in this month varies from 
about 1*1 days in North Hehar to 16 or 17 in East hcngal, the actual number this year 
has been from 9 days in North Behar to 11 days in East Bengal, or an average of about 
two or three days less than u.sual. As stated previously, also the falls have been decidedly 
light and scanty. North Bengal baa received the largest average fall of 12‘01 inches, but this 
is 1*66 inches less than the normal amount. South-West Bengal has received the next 
largest fall of 8*02 inches, which is also 111 inches les.s rhau the normal. North Kehar has 
received an average full of 7*48 inches, or less than the normal amount by 2*52 inches. East 
Bengal has only received 7'37 inches, which is the extremely large amount of 5*21 iuqbes less 
than the normal. South Behar has received 6‘3H inches or 1 71 inches less than the normal, 
and Chutia Nagpur 6'35 inches which is no less than 2’56 inches smaller than tlie normal, 
while Orissa has received only 6 32 inche.s, which is again the very large amount of 4*49 
inches less than the normal. Compared with the normal fall and expressed as a percentage 
of that amount, the actual rainfall in each large meteorological district becomes—in Orissa 
59 per cent., in South-West Bengal 88 per cent., in East Bengal 58 per cent., in North 
Bt-ngal 88 per cent., in North Behar 75 per cent., in South Behar 79 per cent, aud in 
Chutia Nagpur 71 per cent. Considering each of these districts to have an equal value in the 
calculation, the actual rainfall of the province fur September may be said to have been equal 
to only 74 per cent, of the normal. 

The following talilc, which includes the above figures, gives a comparison between the 
actual muutlily and total rainfall, and the normal rainfall of the province up to the end 
of September in tlie same form that has been employed in the previous monthly abstracts 
of the present year. The fignrc.s rcjircsent the ra io of the laiiifull of each month of the 
present year to tlie normal rainfall expressed as a percentage. The table tnus gives a 
condensed summary of the rainfall data of the present year fn* each meteorological division^ 
The first nine columns gives the percentage amount of rainfall received in each mouth, 
aud tde last column the percentage rainfall of the whole period from the 1st of January 
to the cud oi September. 
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Taking up the discussion of the rainfall mure iii detail, the first point of importance is 
the great irregularity of its distribution. It frequently happens that, when a weak 
moiisoon is blowing, the distribution of rainfall is irregular and capricious, and the rainfall 
of Septemlier has been no exception to this rule. Owing to the great irregularities the actual 
distribution of the rain is a little difficult to describe. The lieavicst falls as usual have been 
in and near the hills to the north of Bengal, where such stations as Falacotta, Buxa, 
Alipur Duars, aud Mickliguuge report nearly 3u inches of rain. The. second area of 
large precipitation in the cast of the pr-oviuce is, however, almost entirely wanting, aud a 
large part of South-East Bengal has received a fall of less than five inches, wiiile at 
Goalundo in the Furreedpur district less than two inches has fallen. Speaking generally, almost 
the whole of North Bengal, the Mymcnsiiigh district in East Bengal, a considerable part 
of the JesBore aud Nuddea districts in Central Bengal, the Soonderbuus districts, and parts 
of the Churaparun, llungpore, and Cuttack districts, have received falls of ten inches and 
upwards ; the remaining parts of the western and oentral distric^ts and the extreme south¬ 
east of Bengal have received falls from ten to five inches in amount, while (alls of less 
than five inches are reported from a large part of East Bengal, from ouc or two districts in 
Behar and the south of Chutia Nagpur, and from a district represented in West Bengal 
by such stations as Cutwa, Baukoorab, Maliura, Uang.ijalgbati, Souamukhi and Bolpore. 

Compared with the uurmnl falls for the mouth, pracci<-ally the whole of the province 
has received a largely defective fall except the Sumlerbuus*, and a narrow band running 
through the centre of the province through parts of Jessore, Nuddea, Burdwan, and 
Muorshedabad districts, and a part of North Bengal oompiisiug portions of .Vlalda, Eaj- 
ahahye, and the Bogra -districts. Small isolated areas of excess rainfall are also found iu 
the following districts;—Gy a, Palamow, Chump'irun, .VIoughyr, Bhagulporc and Cooch Behar. 
These regions of excess fall, however, are small aud of not much importance, and certainly 
the area of excess precipitation is not one-tenth of the whole province. The defective fall 
over the province generally varies from about three up to five inches of rain, but over a large ^ 
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pnrt of' Enst and South-East Bengal the defect exceeds fire inches, and^orer the greater part 
of the Tipperah and parts of the Nuakholly and ('hittagong districts, the rainfall has been 
more than seven inches below the normal, and therefore the defects in' this part of Bengal 
are very serious. ' 

Comparing the averages district by district with the normal, and allowing due weight 
for the area which each reporting station represents, it is found that the average r*infall in 
the Comilin or Tipperah district has been rather less than 30 per cent, of the normal amount; 
in the following districts the falls have been only from 40 to 50 per cent, of the' normal 
amount:—Balasore, Furreedpore and Dacca ; and in the following districts the falls have been 
from 50 to 60 per cent, of the normal:—Bankoorah, Chittagong, Noukholly and Durbhunga; 
and in the following the falls are from 60 to 70 per cent. :—Pooree, Howrah, Hooghly, 
Mozufiferjiore and Shahabad ; aud in the Singbhoom, Maubhoom, South Bhagulpore, Bonthal 
Pergunnahs, Patna, Sarun, Purneah, Mymensingh, Khooiua, Bcerbhoom, Midnaporc and. 
Cutiack districts the actual falls have been from 70 to 80 per cent, of the normal. Else¬ 
where <*‘hp falls have not been so seriously in defect. 

The following table gives full data for the comparison of the actual and the normal 
rainfiill of the month of September in all districts of the province. The figures are 
derived in the manner explained in preceding monthly summaries. The first column 
gives the average district rainfall as determined from the rainfall observations of the past 
15 years. The second column gives the actual district rainfall as deternained from the 
weighted actual rainfalls of the month at the reporting stations in the district. The third 
column exfireases the ratio of the actual district rainfall to the normal district rainfall 
expressed as a percentage. The fourth column gives the same itiForniation as the third 
column in a slightly different form. It states by what percentage the actual rainfall varied 
in excess ( +) or in defect (—) from the normal rainfall:—

NOTIFICATION. 

The 24/A October 1887.—Whereas it is provided by section 74 of Act XII of 1876 
(the Indian Ports Act) that any'Magistrate, upon an application being made to him by 
the Consul of any Foreign Power to which the Foreign Deserters’ Act, 1852, has, by an 
order of Her Majesty in Council, been, or shall hereafter be, declared to be applicable, or by 
the representative of such Consul, and upon complaint on oath of the desertion of any 
seaman, not being a slave, from any ship of such Foreign Power, may, until revocation of 
such Order in Council has been publicly notified, issue his warrant for the apprehension of 
any such deserter, and may take the further proceedings provided by the Act : and whereas 
Her Majesty in Council has been pleased to issue orders in Council, dated the 12th day of 
July 1887, making the Foreign Deserters’ Act applicable to the Kingdom of the Hellenes, 
and the Governor-General in Council has been pleased to direct the publication of the 
orders, the Lieutenant-Governor directs the publication of the orders in Council in the 
Calcutta Gazette, for the information and guidance of the Magistrates within the Presidency 
of Bengal, as follows.

• In England and Wales there was one constable for every 772 of tlic estimated 
population for 1885 (one for 750'5 in borouglis, one for 1,190‘6 in counties, 
and one for every 39C'6 in the metropolitan polie'e district). 
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2. Town Police ,—The working of the town police ia nol ^togeti^r 
satisfactory. Many municipalities are made up of widely scattered fuAil 
areas, and are ill able to afford an expensive system of police. Sot instance, 
the Commissioner of Dacca points out that the so-called town of Goalundo 
covers six square miles of country, while Perozepore includes hamlets and rice 
fields four or five miles away from the small bazar forming the nucleus of ^he 
municipality. Again, the Inspector-General remarks that Purneah and 
Kissengunge are striking examples of the way in which municipalities include 
purely rural areas. Those facts raise a reasonable doubt , whether the 
provisions of section 10 of Act III (B.C.) of 1884 have been strictly adhered 
to. A copy of paragraph 12 of the Report, and also of paragraph 13, dealing 
with the fubject of street-lighting, will be sent to the Municipal Department* 
of this Government. The Commissioners of the Presidency and Chittagong 
Divisions consider that the chowkidari system should be reverted to in the 
rural parts of municipalities; and the question of a partial or total return to a 
system of local or village police in such areas is one which, in Sir Steuart 
Bayley’s opinion, deserves early consideration. lie will, however, await the 
result of the enquiries which the Inspector-General t^iutes he is making into 
this subject. 

3. Rural Police .—The Inspector-General a]>]iarontly does not consider 
that the amending Act I (B.C.) of 1886 effected much improvement in the 
working of the village police ; but this Act only came into force in Jane 1886, 
and, as the Commissioner of Chittagong oKserved, it is too early yet to 
write with any finality regarding its effects. It was jiointed out in the 
order of this Government, Nos. 1032-39J, dated the 30th Juno 1886, that 
the Magistrate can now appoint any person (including police officers) the 
thinks fit to pay the. chowkidars, but that it is not desirable that police 
officers should no indiscriminately-and invariably employed in every instance. 
Mr. Veasey states that, so far as he had ascertained up to the date of writing 
his Report, the police bad been employed in disbursement of the chowkidars’ 
pay as a matter of course in Burdwan, Khulna, Midnapore, Mozufferpore, 
and the districts of the Chittagong Division, and that in these districts they 
are responsible for the money disbursed. In some other districts they are 
employed when occasion requires, but not in regular manner. The Inspec- 

‘tor-General of Police objects to the responsibility thrown on the force in the 
first-named districts by requiring them to receive and hold latge sums of money 
until they can be made over to the chowkidars concerned, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor is inclined to think that the emjdoyment of the police as custodians 
of the money colle'ctcd has been carried too far in the.se districts. With regard 
to the general question of the relation between the regular police and the 
chowkidars, the Lieutenant-Governor fully agrees in the desirability, if possible, 
of making the village police, so to speak, the foundation of the rcgulaf- body ; 
but he is not prepared to undertake any radical change in the law at present, 
especially as the alterations made by the amending Act of 1886 have avowedly 
not yet received a fair trial. 

4. Miscellaneous —The remaining paragraphs of the 6rst portion of the 
Report (paragraphs 25-62) are principally devoted to matters of a depart¬ 
mental nature, and only call for a few remarks. The percentage of educated

In regard to head-constables the Inspector-General observes that 
“ experience shows that for night-work, and guard or escort duty, an illiter¬ 
ate head-constable is much more to be depended on than one who can read or 
write.” 

There wore four cases of beating or ill-treatment by the police, but none 
were, strictly speaking, cases of torture. In the first both the hoad-constable 
and the constable accused were acquitted; in the second a constable was 
cenviotod, but tlic. Sub-Inspector, who was also sent up for trial, was acquitted; 
in the third a c nstuhlo and two other , mbn concerned were sentenced to 
transportation for life; and in the fourth a Sub-Inspector, with 18 years’ 
service, was fitied lls. 120 for ill-using two bad characters in order to compel 
.11 — info.rmation. The Inspector-General remarks thal^ as regards 
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thS rottsh treaffaent of bad characters, “ we are not only in 'advance of 
public* opinion, but that even the courts are not disposed to be more than 
lukewarm.” in the case referred to, the Bub-Inspecter »was allowed to 
return to duty, and, having regard to the remarks of the Sessions Judge, 
before whom the case went on appeal, and to the fact that only a fine 
was inflicted, the Inspector-General did not think it necessary to interfere. 
It wsus' urged before the Sessions Judge that, when there were repeaated 
thefts in a locality, the public opinion of the place demanded that the bad 
characters of the neighbourhood should be intimidated. 'I he Judge remarks 
in his decision : ** There is some practical common sense in these views, and 

1 am prepared to say that, having regard to the actual condition of this 
country, courts should not be disposed to look with too curious eyes on every 
small excess committed by an investigating otBcer of police.” 8ir^ Rivers 
Thompson remarked, in his Resolution on the Report for 18H5, that he feared 
such ill-treatment was by no means confined to the police, but was an in¬ 
grained habit of the' people. The Lieutenant-Governor recognizes the fact 
that charges of violence are readily brought against police officers, and that 
they are sometimes false or grossly exaggerated. He i.s further inclined to think 
that, in most parts of Bengal proper, at least, the people are well able to protect 
themsfdves against police oppression. At the same time, he thinks it would be 
most dangerous to show undue leniency in any well-established case of torture. 
The provisions of the Penal Code may, in point of severity, be in advance of 
public opinion ; but morality has a tendency to follow, however slowly, 
in the wake of legislation, and if public opinion sympathises with the beating 
of thieves end rough treatment of known bud characters, it should be the 
endeavour of Government officers to educate and raise it to a higher level. 
'I'he withdrawal during the year of the orders requiring outlying stations and 
outposts to bo inspected quarterly, shtiuld enable District Superintendents to 
give more time to the scrutiny of C Forms and examination of special diaries 
and rtqjorts. The,system of co-operation between neighbouring districts pre¬ 
mises to produce excellent results.

These figures show tliat Bengal employs fewhr pliceraen, and has less 
serious crime in proportit)n to its population, than any other part of India, for 
which statistics arc available.

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The Burdwan, Chittaprong, and Dacca Divisions accovnt for the lafge 
increase in non-cognizable oflFences. The percentage of non-cognizable<. crim^ 
for the wholo Province is 51'6, the percentage varying from 2S'8 in Darjeeling 
to 82'7 in Noakhiilly. The attention of the Commissioner of Chittagong will 
be called to the amount of frivolous arid vexatious litigation in that Division. 
It is probable tliat the systum, which was found to prevail in tl>e district of 
Tipperah in 18S.5, of referring most non-cognizable petitions t<v pancha/ets for 
inquiry, was due to a desire on the part of the District Magistrate to check 
and repress the institution of petty cases. Sir Steuart Bii 3 dey considers it to 
be somewhat remarkable that in a jungly and backward district, such as the 
Chittagong Hill Tracts, the percentage of non-cognizable cases should be as 
high as 58-7. 

7. False The percentage of false cases has decreased from 

6*0 to V>'5. The steady decrease from 13'4 in 1877 is possibly due to 
th§ greater attention now paid to prosecutions for false charges, but 
Sir Steuart Bajdey is not Hatisfi«;d of this. He considers it eguall^' likely 
that the orders of Government regarding the disposal of (’ Porms may 
have induced a greater hesitation, or at least the exorcise of extreme 
care and caution, in declaring a case false. The orders of this Govern¬ 
ment that coniplainnnta are to have the benefit of any doubt, and that doubtful 
cases are to be entered as true, ma^' have tended to diminish the number of cases 
shown as false. But it should he borne in mind by magisterial officers that, 
if they consider a case to be false, they should not liesitate to show it as false, 
even thougli there may not bo sufficit'nt grounds for the institution of a prose¬ 
cution under section 211 of the Penal Code ; it is obvious that any other proce¬ 
dure would lead to fictitious entries and give a very false impro.ssion as to the 
ieal percentage of false case's. From the police and magisterial reports-quoted 
by the Inspector Gwieral, there would appear to bo 8f>nio grounds for thinking 
that the police are beginning to'serid up more cases in C 'I'rue Form, knowing 
that they will not be declar(id false without the sti ongest evidence. 'I'liis certainly 
gives a verj' novel asjx'ct to an extremely difficult question, and it furnishes an 
additional reason whj^ Magistrates should not lu'sitate to declare a case false, when 
there are reasonable grounds for believing it to be so. No orders have over 
been issued directing a pr()S(!cution in all cases declared false, but onlj’ when 
the Magistrate coirsidcrs both that a case is intentionally and maliciously false, 
and that there is sufficient evidence to bring home to the complainant a charge 
under section 211. Indian Penal Code. Tlio great variations in the percentages of 
cases declared false in different districts of the same Division,—for instance, lO’fi 
and ltri2 in Bcerblioom and Midnapore respectively against 2'7 and 2’1 in 
Ifurdwan and ’ Howrah re.spectively,—indicate lliat the causes must be 
sought to some extciU, at any rate, in diflrereiices of })rocod«r(;; hut the real 
difficulty appears . to the Licutcnaiit-Goverrior to be involved in tlm fjact that 
Magistrates arc called upon in every instance to record definitely the brief 
opinion that a case is eitiier false or true. As regards com])liiints at the 
basis of which arc disputes of a purely civil nature, there can be no doubt 
but that a little more care on the part of Magistrates in making preliminary 
enquiries under section 202 of the Criminal Procedure C«)de would result in 
the summary dismissal and elimination of n number of cases which are now 
reported in an arbitrary manner, and frequently after protracted trials, as false 
through mistake of law or fact. 

8. J'rosecuitons for false charges .—Out of o total of 6,852 cases declared 
false, prosecutions were instituted in 1,384, and convictions obtained in 412 
cases. The percentage of false cases prosecuted was 2-3*0 against 21*7 in 1885, 
and that of convictions 2!l-7 against 25*1. The suggestion is put forward 
that false charges might, to a great cxtoJit, be suppressed by the extension 
to warrant cast's of the power wliicli is given in summons cases by* section 250, 
(’riuiinal Procedure (Jode, to-award compensation for a frivolous or vexatious 
charge to the accused, and it appears that the Commissioner of Chittagong goes 
so far as to think that a man who has a true charge of assault- to prefer is 
tempted to a>id theft to it, as by doing so lie escapes all liability to the action 
of .section 2.50 in case tlic Couit should disbelieve liis case. Both the 
proposal and the conjcicturo are worthy of consideration, but the Lieutenant- 
(iovernor in not prepared to a'dvtjcate special legislation in this’ direction, 
thougli the j)oint wdll Jie brouglit to the notice of the Government of India 
in case of any general anuaidment of the Act being brought forward. 
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9. Refutalfif inquiry .—Oxii, of a grand total of 105,793 casefi, o^ly 523, 

or ‘4 per cent., were not inquired 
into under t|je provisos to section 
157 of the Code, of Criminal Pro¬ 
cedure. This extremely low per¬ 
centage indicates either that the 
returns are fictitious, or that the 
provisions of section 157 are not 
understood. Sir Stouart Bayloy 
would call particular attention to 
tho remarks made on this head by 
his predecessor in paragraph 14 of 
the Resolution of last year which 
are reproduced in the margin. It 
would appear that much of tjie 
time of tho police is now wasted 
in inquiring into extremely potty 
cases to the detriment of more 
important work. Moreover, the 

should take care to disabuse his subordinates of the 
is said to prevail on the subject of refusal to inqmre. 
says Mr., Veasoy, “ that, as long as refusals are looked 
on as something suspicious and to be apologized for, they will continue 
to be as rare as at present, and their place will be taken by ambiguous entries 
in tho station diary.” The Lieutenant-Governor cannot understand why 
a police officer should be reluctant to record a refusal in cases where he is not 
bound by law to make an investigation, and he looks to the Inspector-Genera? 
to make known to his subordinates the views of Government on this question. 

10. SeHsions iriah .—Tho percentage of convictions to the number of 

persons tried at Sessions trials was 57'8. Having regard to the fact 
that o^ery case had stood the to.st of a preliminary inquiry, there can be 
no doubt that the figures must represent a certain number of failures of justice. 
In Ilooghly the Judge disagreed with several verdicts, but referred 
only two to tlie High Court, a conviction following in each instance. 
As rogard.s the percentages of acquittals in Sessions oases, it is evident to 
Sir Steuart Bayley, from a comparison of the percentages in tiie 24-Pcrgunnahs 
and Howrah (IS'4 and with tho.se in Burdwari and Ilooghly (6H'7 

and 41'Oj that, oven ill jury districts, much still depends on the presiding 
Judge. 

11. Analysis of crime by classes .—The annexed statement shows the 
number of true cognizable cases in 1879 and during tho past five years:— 


*' Th^Llbatenant-G-orernor agrees with the Inspector- 
\j^eneral that attompta to oommit house-breaking are 
often oases of some importance, but he does not think 
that«ll oases should be enquired into ; the police must 
use their judgment in tho exercise of the discretion 
which section 167 gives thrm. Private persons are not 
bound to give information in cases of theft or attempts 
to oommit house-breaking, and to make onqniry in very 
pettj case may cause much harassment and hard¬ 
ship to individuals, as welt as occupy time which might 
be more advantageously used by the police in other 
directions. Tho law oloarly enacts that an othner need 
not investigate on tho spot, if the case is not of a serious 
nature and some particular person is named ; and that 
ho «Aa//not investigate if, m his opinion, there is no 
suifihiont ground for entering on an investigation. 
Abstention from investigation iu vary potty cases admits 
of more attention being given to more important eases, 
and enquiry might properly be refused iu cases of petty 
theft of grain, or of some unid-ntifiable article of little 
value. Moreover, there are other sorts of jxitty cogniz¬ 
able crime, in which tho people are quite ready 
enough to resort to the police, and such tendency should 
not be unduly encouraged.”

There is a marked decrease in offences against'property, and &e Inspectors 
General thinks that the actual decrease was even larger than appears from 
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the figu;|:efl, as crime was better reported last year than heretofore. Class .VI .is 
made up for the most part of petty eases of nuisance. 

12. Class I — 0fences aqainst the Stats andpvhlie tranquillity .—There was an* 
increase of 89 cases in this class, the variations calling f<»r no particulsr 
notice. Offences relating to coin should not be allowed to make any neadWay, 
and in every case in which bad coins are passed, or attempted to be passed, 
an endeavour should be made to trace the coins to their source, and tq. bring 
the coiners to justice. The Lieutenant-Governor notes that a small colony 
of coiners has been discovered on the borders of Khulna and the *24-Pergunnahs, 
and this case discloses the absolute necessity for a more cordial co-operation 
between the police of adjoining districts. The Inspector-General remarks 
that the police ought to have known about this colony, and probably some of 
them did, but jealousy between the two districts stopped the way, and co'uld 
not be beaten down until the matter had been reporter! to his office. Seven 
coining cases occurred in the Monghyr district, and in only two were con- 
victirms obtained. 

There was an increase of 73 cases under the head of rioting, the district 
of Bogra alone showing an incre.j.se from 29 to 92, t)r 63 cases. The Inspector- 
General is unable to accept the explanation that these cases partook more 
of the nature of affrays than of serious riots. It is probable that, as ho remarks, 
either the sentences inflicted arc t* o light, or that preventive measures are not 
sufficiently resorted to, only 11 persons having, been bound over to keep the 
peace. Bogra, a district without any sub-tlivisions, now occupies the remark¬ 
able position of having more true cases of rioting and unlawful assembly than 
either Backergunge or Dacca. Further inrpiiry will have to be made 
regarding this matter. 'J'hc delay in deciding disputes concerning possession 
•is said to increase very greatly tin* difficulties of the police. But the .Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor docs pot see why there should be any delay in their decision, 
as such proceedings are to be. rogftrded as summons cases, in which the 
parties must ordinarily produce their own witnesses, ihoutrh assistance should 
not bo arbitrarily refused. It has boon ruled by the High Gourt in'several 
cases tliat, in proceedings under this section, a Magistrate should not hold 
a lengthened and protracted investigation, but should make a speedy and 
summary irupairy into th(^ fact of possession, and pass orders witli as 
little delay as po.ssible. The same remarks apply with even greater force 
to proceedings under section 107 of tho Code, and this is well illus¬ 
trated by a case mentioned by the Juspoctor-'>eneral. On tho 26th ,Iuno the 
police applied to the Sub-divisional Officer of Perozepore to havo certain 
disputants bound cl(»wn to keep the pcaice, and the latter offic.or fixed tho 6th 
August as the earliest date on whicli he would take it up. “ A delay of six 
weeks of course ovenshot tho mark, and the result was a fight, which need never 
have happened.” Tin; number of riots attended with loss of life is one of the 
worst features of ’ the year’s administration, being greater in evei-y district 
than it has been in any year since 1878. Statcmfuii A appended to the Report 
d(jes not show separately the number of proceedings under section 107, Criminal 
Procedure Code. it was remarked in tho Resolution of last year that a 
serious riot may often be prevented by a judicious resort to the provisions of 
this section, and Sir Stcuart Bay ley has no doubt that, had Magistrates 
resorted to this section in all cases of clear necessity,, some of these homicidal 
riots would not havo taken place. On the other hand, there is too muoh 
reason to fear that people are bound over to koop the peace in the district of 
Backergunge wln)leHaIe and without discrimination. This is the opinion of 
the Commissioner, in which the Inspector-General concurs. It is clear that the 
whole subject needs inquiry, and a return will be called for from all 
District Magistrates showing the number of proceedings under section 107, 
Criminal Procedure Code, during the year 1886. The attention of the Commis¬ 
sioner of Bhagulpore will also be called to the serious rioting which has taken 
place in the districts of Monghyr, Bhagulpore and Pumeah. I’wo cases in 
Bhagulpore and three in Ptirneah were attended with 1o.sh of life. In one 
of the Purneah cases, which was a fight about a fishery, one man was 
shot dead, and. four or five others were badly wounded. In another cose in 
^the same district, a number of up-ct>untry tattialsy described as notorious fighting 
men and bullies in the employ of one • Chunder Narain Singh, a zeoundar, 
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jietupon-and beat a European indigo-planter. Fourteen of them were ultimately 
aonte^^ced to iwo months’ imprisonment each. * 

* 13. Claat II. — Serious offences against the person. —There were 278 murders 
against 288 in the previous year. Of these, five wore coihmitted by dacoits, and 
17 were cases of poisoning. The Chota Nagporo Division returns as many 
as 41 cases, there being “ a deep-rooted belief in the necessity for removing 
persons for practising witclicraft.” The percentage of convictions for murder 
to persons arrested shows a further decrease from 14‘4 to 121, and that to- 
pemons actually tried was only 17-1 against 20-7. The percentage in 1880 ' 
was 34-9 and in IhSS, 24*4. This steady decrease in the percentage of 
convictions for murder constitutes a somewhat alarming feature in the police 
administration, though it is a matter for congratulation that the chances 
cJf impunity have not so far resulted in an increase in the number of reported 
murders. The action of the police can as a rule have little effect in*dimirjish- 
ing the ordinary class of murders, that is, those committed in the heat and 
frenzy of passion; and the larger or smaller number of such murders is 
.no safe criterion of a good or bad police adnjinistration. But there can be 
no doubt that the number of promeditated murders may be directly 
affected by a sense of impunity, or a fooling of comparative security from 
conviction; and the remarkable feature in the present report is the number 
of deliberate and cold-blooded murders as compared with those committed in 
the heat of passion. Some of these are marked by features of a most unusual, 
if not an altogether novel, character. In a case which occurred, in Midnapore, 
the deceased was a notorious litigant. “ He pleaded hard for his life, but 
was told that he must die, as he had given offence by his litigious propensities.” 
In the same di.strict “ a suspected thief, whose prosecution as a budinash had 
been, apjilied for, was called out of doors at night and quietly umrderud, 
evidently a piece of lynch law.” The body was, moreover, mutilated, 
in recognition of the fact that the deceased was a man of licentious 
habits. ^Much the .same fate was met by a “ torney,” or mukhtar’s tout, 
who* had made .himself intolerable to his neighbours. In another case an 
old woman nxmey-londor, who had been pressing her debtors, was murdered. 
These and other cases evince so deliberate a disregard of, atid contempt for, the 
law that Sir Stcuart Bayloy cannot but think that the largo percentage of 
acquittals i82’9) in cases*^ of murder must to some extent account for crimes of 
cliaractcr, which are by no means in harmony with the ordinarily patient ^ 
and law-abiding character of the people. The Lieutenant-Governor pro¬ 
poses to deal with this subject separately after further consideration and 
inquiry, but in the meantime (ommissioners and Magistrates sln-uld carefully 
study every murder case ending in acquittal with a view to discovering the 
circumstances leading to this result. At present it is to bo feared there is a 
tendency to accept an acquittal in a murder case as something which, when 
once reported, need have no further attention paid to it, without regard to tiie 
fact that there is no legitimate reason why tko law should not be as fully • 
vindicated and justice done in murder cases as it is in offences against 
property, which are not as a rule in any degree easier of proof. 

14. Cases of murder in different Divisions. —Mr. Veasey gives a summary 
of the principal murders in each division and Sir Steuart 13ayley would 
refer to the following cases, some of which bear on the remarks made in 
the previous paragraph :—In Nuddea, as the result of a drunken squab¬ 
ble about a prostitute, a man was severely beaten, and then placed on 
the railway line, where a passing train cut off one of his feet. A ryot 
in arrears with his rent cut down and killed tlio zemindar’s peon who 
hiui come to take him before the zemindar. A boy of 12 or 13 was 
charged with strangling a little girl of seven, who had threatened to report 
him for indecently assaulting her. As regards this case, the Inspector-General 
states that the boy was acquitted, althouj^ he copfeased his guilt and produced 
the child’s ornaments. The District Magistrate will be asked to report why 
no application was made for an appeal on behalf of Government. 4- creditor 
assisted his debtor to murder the letter’s brother-in-law, as it was intended 
that the murdered man's wife should be given in satisfaction of the debt. 
In Julpaiguri a woman was accused of having poisoned her husband. The 
CommiiMioner states that she fully confessed her crime, and her statemehts 
were home out*by her neighbours; but she was acquitted by the Sessions Court,. 
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This case also *was not reported to Government. In two cases wj^men poisoned* 
their hnsliands at the instigation of their paramours. In Kungpore, a young 
girl poisoned her husband at the instigation of her brotfeer-in-law. In 
Dinagepore, a man wTio had cut down a tree belonging to^ his zemindar, 
and knew the zemindar’s gomasta was about to proceed against him, locked' 
the latter inside his master’s cutcherry, and then set fire to it. Two men 
beat a married woman to death, as they suspected her of havipg corrupted 
.their wives. In Dacca a zemindar’s naib was murdered by discontented 
ryots. A village mukhtar was murdered by some lattiaU he was engaged 
in prosecuting for rioting In Furreedpore, the headman of a faction was mur¬ 
dered by the opposite faction forgiving adverse evidence in a case between 
them. In Tipperan a loose character was beaten and burnt to death. There 
were ten murders reported in the Cliittagong Division, and in only one was A 
convictioif obtained. In Patna an old man was poisoned by his .servant at the 
instigation of his opponent in some civil suits. In Sarun a woman was poisoned by 
her paramour, who had reason to suspec t her fidelity. In Cimmparun a woman 
was poisoned by her husband to ch'.ir the way for an intrigue ho had with Ids. 
brother’s widow. In Sanin tho munior of t'luini Lall, a well known (Jhuprah 
banker, by a hired Rajput ruffian named Moti Singh, attracted much attention 
at tho time. In Durbhanga a zondndar’s gomasta was muiderod. and his 
body mutilated by tho neighbours of a girl he had seduced. In Mongliyr a 
woman, whose husband was away, had licr throat cut by^ five* men, who 
wore offended with her fcjr rejecting their advances. In Singlthooin a husband 
hired, an assasin to kill a man who had an intrigue with his wife, lu another 
case a procuress was murdered while asleep. Those and other cases clearly 
demonstrate the necftssity for taking some step.s with a view to bring iftTuut 
better results than those attained during tho year under report.

Almost the whole of the decrease of 1,300 case.s is under the head of 
burglary. That the number is still in advance of the figures for 1883 is no 
doubt due to the extra pressure put on chowkidars t'.> report. Tliere has been 
a decrease of as much a^j 37'2 per cent, in tho number of cases of dacoity, 
and there can be no doubt that the now system of co-operation tends to 8uppre.sH 
this crime. Tho number of true cases of mi.schief by fire increased from 
‘267 to 374. The difficulty of detection in these cases is manifest from 
the fact that only 15 persons were convicted, while 144 were discharged 
or acquitted. The charges at any rate enable tho police to find out the names 
of reputed incendiaries. The Commissioner of Chittagong would proceed 
against such men under section 110 of tho Code of Criminal Procedure. But 
the present law omits tho words “ dangerous character,” which were in the 
corresponding section of the Code of 1872. These words would cover profes¬ 
sional incendiaries as well as professional cattle poisoners, but it would be now 
necessary to show the habitual commission of criminal intimidation or extortion, 
or an attempt to extort. 

l<i. Class IV—Minor offences against the person .—This class of offences 
calls for no remarks. 

17. Class V—Minor offences against property .—There were 40,020 
offences under this class against 42,206 in 1885. The following table 
shows the incroase or decrease under the principal heads :—

The remarks made by Mr. Veasey in paragraph 264 
of his Report, regarding the employment of Dbmes as municipal mehters in 
the town of Patna will bo referred to the Commiiiaioner for any remarks he 
may have to make.

Out of the tot!>l increase of 2,181 cases, as many as 1,696 are accounted for by 
proseoutions for nuisances of various s«)rt,s It is always difficult to know 
whether an increase in the number of proseeu'ions for petty infractions of 
munieipitl and conservancy re^rulations is due to the greater frequency of such 
delinquencies, or to an increased vigilance and austerity on the part of municipal 
authorities and the guardian.s of the peace. The matter is one that depends a 
ffood deal from district to district on individual idiosyncrasies, aud an increase 
or a do<;rea8e from year to year may be eutirelv accounted for by a change 
in the local authorities. As regards those nuisances and offences under 
special laws, which are cognizable by the police, Sir Steuart Baiey lo tks to 
the Inspector-General to discourage any tendency ho may observe to award- 
praise or*tlie reverse solely in ficcordatute with figures and returns. 

^ 19. Cases of b<td livfdihond —Adjoining distriiits as usual show fomark- 

ablo variations in the number of prosecutions for bad livelihood. There 
was again great delay in disposing of cases in some districts, but the 
Resolution for 1885 was issued so late in 18S0 that it has naturally not 
had any great’ effect in putting a stop to delays during the latter year. 
Sir Steuart Bayley trusts that the report for the present year will exhibit a 
marked improvement in thi.s respect. It is far bettor that a case should be 
taken up at once in Court than tliat men should have charges hanging over 
their heads for months and m<)iith.s, because it is not found convenient to 
depute an officer to tlie spot. As was remarked in last year's Hesolution, 
there are many cases in which it is no kindness to the suspected person to 
make tlie eftquiry in his village, and in which no advantage cmu accrue 
from such a procedure. When not more than one person in half a lakh 
of the poiiulation is proceeded against for bad behaviour, obviously doubts 
must arise as to whether a suffifiont resort is had to these sections in sointv 
districts. The average number of cases during the four years from 1874 to 
1877 was 3,426 In the last-mentioned yoar the attention of Sir Ashley Eden 
was directed to the abuse of these provisions of the law in some districts and 
the reaction that ensued on the orders ttien issued has brought the number 
down to a very low level. Statistics prove that in Bengal the police have not 
the same acquaintance with the criminal classes, or the same familiarity with 
their haunts and movements, as is possessed by the policefin England, and the 
number of persons proceeded against on Bus})icion in that country, under 
Vagrancy Acts and the Prevention of Crime Act, is about finy times as 
many os those proceeded against in Bengal under sections 109 aud 110 of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure. Sir Stouart Bayley docs not advocate a return 
to the policy which existed prior tol876;bixt at fho same time he would 
not have these sections altogether lost sight of, as appears to httve been the 
in some districts, and those not the least criminal. Some of the Behar 
districts swarm with criminal castes and unconvicti?d burglars, and if Saruu 
had as many as ts2 cases, it is not easy to see why there should have been only 
16 in Durbhuugu, 12 in Mozuffcrpoje,.and 9 iu Chumparuu.

The increa.se under clas.s I is chiefly under offences against public ju.stico 
(227) and false evidence (-39); but this does not make up for the decrease of 
701 cases in 1885. 

Classes IV and V .—The increase under criminal force is 3,394, and 
under hurt 856. This large increase in trivial charges, and the fact that they 
were not settled out of Ci)urt, is not a satisfactory feature. There were 7,999 
cases of mischief, an increase of only 26 on 1885, but that year showed an 
increase of 1,086 on the year before. 

Cla^s F/.—-Offences relating to marriage increased from 3,434 to 4,050, 
proceedings for taking security to keep the peace from 1,562 to 2,< 09, while 
possession cases decreased froip 388 to 307. Under “ Special laws ” there has 
been an increase of 350 in railway cases, of 242 in stamp cases, and of 295 
for non-registration of births and deaths; while pound • cases have decreased 
by 3,516 and salt cases bjr 271. Out of 4,050 complaints of offences relating to 
marriage,’ process was issued in 2,284 cases. Only 1,686 persons appeared 
before the Court, of whom 455 wore discharged, after appearance, 903 
were acquitted, and 244 convicted; 4,050 institutions and 244 convictions. 
1 he number of murders, duo to jealousy and illicit intrigues, has been remarked 
on above, and a number of serioms offences against the person have boon due 
to the saiQO causes. There cun be no doubt that a judicious enforcement of 
the provisions of Chapter XX of the Penal Code in bond fide cases must 
tend, in an oriental country, to the prevention of much* serious and violent 
crime. The very small percentage of non-cognizable cases in which the 
police wore employed' to investigate (4-3 against 4’5 in 1885) indicates that in 
some districts the police are not sufficiently made use of. * 

21. Proceedings under the Code of Criminal Procedure .—Considering the 
area and population of the Province, the small number of proceedings under 
Chapters X and XII of the Criminal Procedure Code (697 and 307) is remark¬ 
able. Magistrates should bear in mind that, when a certain state of facts is 
made out to their satisfaction, action under section 146 of the Procedure 
Code is obligatory and not optional. Judicious action under this section and 
under section 107 directly tends to the prevention of unlawful assemblies and 
homicidal riots. Orders for security on conviction under section 106 are 
shown under this head, while proceedings under section 107 are lumped 
together with bad livelihood proceedings under class VI of cognizable crime. 
In future, the Lieutenant-(Jovernor would like to know the exact number of 
proceedings under section 107. Serious riots are often prevented by the 
institution of judicious proceedings, and their speedy disposal under this sec¬ 
tion. Magistrates should avail themselves of every legal means for the repres¬ 
sion of crimes of violence'; but it is evident, from the remarks of the Inspec¬ 
tor-General, fthat some Magistrates have shown remissness in this respect. 
Attention is again directed to this important subject, and officers in whose 
districts rioting occurs, and who, after this warning, are found to have 
failed in this respect, will be considered to have incurred a very serious respon¬ 
sibility.

This is slightly bettor than the results for 1885 Balasore, Backergunge, 
Manbhoom, and Pubna are again among tho worst districts. The very worst 
* is Bogra, where the percentage of cases decided at the first two Roarings was 
only io-05. This district also, as has been remarked above, shows the largest 
number of riots, and these facts together point to laxity on the part, of the 
District Magistrate. Further enquiry will be made on this point. Tho Inspec¬ 
tor-General says that it is his experience that those delays do not occur where 
M agistrates send for the case registers regularly. As tho duty of looking at the 
registers of their subordinato.s and scrutinizing their work is imposed on District 
Magistrates, not only by tho orders of Government, but by the High Court 
circulars and orders, the Lieutenant-Governor will accept no excuse for it.s non¬ 
performance. ’The attention of Commissioners will be directed to this impor¬ 
tant matter, and they will be instructed to bring to the notice of Government 
all cases of neglect on the part of District Magistrates. 

23. Reconoictions .—The total number of persons reconvicted during the 
year was 1,442 agaih.st 1,577 in 1885 and 1,482 in 1884. Steps are now being 
ta^^en to index all conviction registers, and to supply all Sub-aivisional Officers 
with copies. When these arc complete, tho number of reconvictions is likely to 
increase. 

^ 24. The Lieutenant-Governor has to thank Mr. Voasey for his interesting 
and valuable rdport. Tlte reports, figures, and returns from different divisions 
have been dealt with in an intelligent manner, and it is evident that they 
have been scrutinized with great care. Attention to mere figures has been* 
discouraged, and sustained and steady work is singled out for praise. Sir 
Steuart Bayloy has no doubt that all branches of the police administration have 
benefited by the interest evinced in it and by the searching supervision’ 
exercised by him. The names of tho officers favourably mentioned by the 
Inspector-General in paragraphs 50 and 52 of his Report will be noted in the 
Appointment Department. *

We have the honour to report that in compliance with the in¬ 
structions contained in Public Works Department Jotter No. 1223M P.I., dated 
3rd August last, we made tlic first insuectioii of the works in progress at the 
Kidderpore Docks on tlie 14th instant. 

The delay that has occurred in submitting this report is due to the recent 
serious illness of one of us (Mr. J. (I Vortannes). 

We understand the. Kidderpore Dock sclieme as at present authorised to 
be proceeded with to comprise:—(1) the acquisition of all land required for 
the construction of both Docks Nos 1 and 2, and for the boat canal to Tolly’s 
Nullah and the construction of the following works:— 2) sixty-feet lock, (3J 
eight 3 '-feet entrance to tidal ba.siti, (4) tidal basin with 00-ton shears, (a) double 

E assago from basin to Dock No 1, (0) Dock No. 1 with width of 000 feet, (7) 
oat canal from docks to Tolly’s Nullah, (8) Graving Dock, (9) boat wharyea, 
tramway with lifting bridge over Tolly’s Nullah, and 10) tJie removal and 
re-construction of the buildings in the Government Dockyard. 

'J he revised estimates relating to these works being under prepamtion, 
Mr. Apjohn, the Superintending‘Engineer in charge of tlio Dock Works, lias 
not been able to give us definite information regarding the principal items of 
works which those estimates provide for; he has, however, submitted‘ the 
accompanying index map and statement, which show the progress made on 
such works as have been taken in hand up to the end of the quarter under 
report. The condition of the works on 30th June may bo described as below:— 

•TEMPORARY WORKS AND PLANT. 

We understand .that a want of locomotive power was felt, but that more 
engines and trucks for the removal of spoil were shortly expected, on the 
arrival of which work would proceed with greater facility. 

It must be borne in mind, however, tliat in starling works of the nature 
of these under report, a considerable length of time must pass in making 
preliminary arrangements, collecting plant, (fee., before a fair rate of actunl 
progress can be attained. The season up to 3()th June was u favourable one, 
and more work was executed than it was anticipated could have boon done. 
The tramway to Akra, being 5'5 miles in length, was completed and opened 
for carriage of material in February last. Tramway linos, 9'4 miles in length, 
have been laid in the vicinity of the docks for the removal of earth, and are 
in use. 

PERMANENT WORKS. 

Aequisttinn of Lmd. —The land required (or Docks Nos, 1 and 2, and for 
railways to Tolly’s Nullah and Akra, had been acquired, but considerable delay 
to the work-had been caused by some of the land required for the boat canal 
not having been handed over, and some incemvenionca has been felt on account 
of all the buildings in ttie Government docks not having been vacated. 

Tidal Basin. —^Work of excavation in the foundations for the wells of this 
work was begun in January 1887, and brickwork started in March. By 30th 
June 38 lakhs of cubic foot of earthwork had been moved, and 418,000 cubic 
feet of brickwork executed in a length of 320 running feet of walling on either 
side of the basin. 
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Dock J^o. 1.—The diversions of the Garden Reach Road and of some 
mihor roads on this dock site had been made. Of earthwork 202 l^hs of 
(;ubi^ fedt had been dune, and 1,241 running feet of walls hud been founded 
and raised to a height of 19 feet. In this walling 721,370* cubic feet of brick¬ 
work had been executed 

Boat Canal and Dock .—The excavation of 18 per cent, of the estimated 
quantity of earth in the canal had been carried out, and the excavation of the 
boat dock, comfirising 50 lakhs of cubic feet of earth, had been completed. 
More work in the boat canal could, we understand, have been done, but for the 
fact that all the land required for this work had not been handed over. 

Boat W/iarvcs, Tramway and Idfling Bridge .—The Strand Tramway between* 
Calcutta and the docks, a length of 2*70 miles, had been completed, and the 
liftipg bridge over Tolly’s Nullah at Hastings constructed and was open. 

Expenditure .—Up to end of June a total sum of Rs. .'i5,42,506 had been 
expended on the works connected with the dock scheme. It should be noticed, 
however, that Rs. 21,59,000 of this, or 38‘9 pi r cent., represents the cost bf 
acouiring land. 

As the works executed during 1886 in connection with the dock scheme 
were merely of an experimental nature, the month of January 18b7 should be 
taken as the time in which the works were started. 

Taking this into consideration, wo are of opinion that the progress made 
up to 30th Juno 1887 has on the whole been satisfactory, and we have every 
reason to believe that the character of the work and of the quality of the 
materials used are of the beat description.

OOTOUElMi«7^''^^’ WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, VHE 21bt,,^OE 


Tub meteorology of the previous wetk ending UtU Oetober had hem very important 
from t^e fact th^t a small cyclonic storm had formed in the south of the Bay, whieh crossed, 
the coast a little to the north of Madras and travelled across the Peninsula into the Arabian 
sea. Ihe indraught following in the patli of the storm caused the humid soutli-wcat inonaonn 
winds to again advance over the northern halt of the Bay, and they then slowly spread over 
the whole of Bengal. Rain had therefore been general in Bangal in the previous week, ifnd 
particularly during the last two days, very general and decidedly heavy rain was received 
in all districts ot the Province. It wa.s, however, eviilent at the close of that week, that 
this burst of monsoon winds and rain was rapidly diminishing in strength and ^retreating, 
for on Friday, the lli.h, winds were hecoining decidedly irregular in direction over 
the northern districts of the Province. On Saturday, 15tli Octoher, or the first day of 
the present week, wind direntious over the north of the Province continued decldedl .r 
irregular, and at .some of the western stations winds had become westerly; so that 
it* was clear the wind systems were changing, and that the mnist south-easterly and 
easterly current was being driven back by a dry westerly and north-westerly current. 
On the lOr.li of Oetober the easterly element in the wind directions hud almost disappeared, 
and winds had become northerly ami north-westerly at many stations. These conditions 
developed furlhor on the following day, and for the greater part of the remainder of the week 
a light iiortherlv wind current lias obtained over the Provnee, though there were, slight 
oseillatiuns during whieh southerly winds were reported at some stations, but only to be 
a?aiu driven back by the. northerly current. The moist muusuou current therefore only 
affected the Province during the first day or two of the present week, and thus raiufull was 
only general on the Ihth. On the Ifitli a cousidcrabic niimher of showers were rejwrtcd in 
South-West, East and North Bengal, hut for the reinaiudur of the week the Province has httey 
prantieayy rainless, and attlie close of the week conditions appeared to be beccmiug decidedly 
favourable for the setting in of the north-east monsoon or tho cold-weatber coudiiion.s in 
Bengal. 

Pressure. —The retreat of tnc humid monsoon winds from the Province during the early 
part oj^ the week was* aceoinpanied by u diiniuutioii of the air pre.ssnrc. 'I’he falling 
•barometer continued during the first-half of the werk^ and it was then succeeded by an 
equally steady rise. In tlie previous week pressure was rather eonsidcrahly in excess of the 
normal; Imt as at the present season it is normal for pressure to increase, the general effect 
of the eliaiiges during the week has been to reduce the. excess jiressure. During the 
pre.vious week jinssurc was in excess by 0 078 inch, and during tlio present week, taking 
into consideration only those stations which have recorded oh ervations for many years, 
and whieh therefore furnish reliable averages, the mean prcs.^ure has been only 0 042 
inch ill excess of tlio normal. This excess pressure has been very equally divided over the 
whole Proviuco of Bengal. In Assam also pressure has been in excess of tho normal by 
0'0.'l4 inch. 

Temperature. —AViih the effects of the rather heavy rain of the previous week, and 
with the setting in of a cool northerly wind current duriug the present week, temperature 
has been below the iiurniHl over the whole of Bengal. 'I'he mean teniper.tliiie for the week 
has been Isetweeii 1" and 2° below the normal in each of ihe districts of Oriss.a, 8 niih-West, 
East and North lleugal; while in North and South Behar and in Chutia Nagpur the defect 
has been from 2° to 3°. The general mean temiierature of the whole of Bij|y:.'al has hern 1'7^ 
below tlie normal for the period. In Assam temperature has also been in defect by 0'7“. 

Rainfall. —The only days on which rain was at all gemral were the 15th and Idth, hut in 
many districts the falls were rather heavy. Thus, on the Ifith, Bagaha in the Chuinpariin 
district reported 7'30 inches of rain, Netrokona in the Mymetisiiigli district received 4T0 
inches, Diiiugeporc 3 41 inches, and Moiighyr three inches; while the following stations 
received between two and three inches;—In South-AVest Bengal, Bolpore (Beerbhoom 
district) ;■ in East Bengal, Mymensingh and Janittlpore (Mymensingh distriet); in North 
Bengal, Bhowauigiiiige, and Bagdegra in the Riingoore district and Delngnnge in th- Jiilpi- 
goree district; in North Behar, Puriieah, Madhnbaiii (Durkhunga distri t), Sitamarhi 
(Moznfferpore distri(;t) and iMotdiari; and in South Behar, .Arrah, Barrh (Patna distriet), 
Shoikiipura (Monghyr distriet). and Pakour (Sonthal I’ergnnuahs distriet). Tho number 
of* stations reporting amounts between one and two inches is rather eoiisidcrable, and 
about 50 stations in addition to those ahovcuanied have thus rtieeived heavy falls. The 
average rainfall over the whole of East Beng.tl, North Bengal, and Noiih Behar has 
averaged from one to one and a third inches; in South Behar the fall has averaged 0'K8 
inch ; in South-West Bengal it has been 0*4f» inch ; and in Orissa and Cliutiti Nagpur it has 
equalled about a filth of an inch. Compared with the normal fall for the period, and ex¬ 
pressed as a percentage of that am nut, tho actual average falls received in the seven large 
meteorological districts became in Orissa 115 per cent., South-AA'est Bengal 40 per cent., 
East Bengal 111 per cent., North Bengal 100 per cent. North Behar 471 per cen... South®" 
Behar 200 per cent, and in Chutia Nagpur ^0. per cent. Taking each of these divisions u 
having an equal value in the caleulatiun, the average rainfall over the whole Province for' 
week has equalled 140 per cent, of the normal. 
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In Assam the foliowiiig;rainfalls ha,ve been recorded during the ■b eck*—Dhubri r32* 
iiinbes, Sibsagar 0-43 inch, and Silehftr 0-17 inch. • '*
